To His Exceliency. R. C. Pones 
-~ Governor of the State af Mississippi, 


Sig—At the last session of the Legislature the Revised Code 
was so amended as to make the fiscal year of the Mississippi 
State Lunatic Asylum to commence on the first day of Jan- 
uary and terminate on the first day of December in each: and 
every year. We have therefore made our report for the whole 
-of the. year 1573. 

Our estimates for the expenditures of the Asylum for that 
year were based upon a calculation of warrants at seventy-five 
cents, and an average of three hundred patients. The esti- 
mates would have proved sufficient but for the very unexpeted 
and remarkable depreciation in warrants, which took place 
during last summer and fall; and notwithstanding the strict 
economy practiced in everything, we have to carry over to 

d another year a balance of one quarter's salaries. Yet we have 
no donbt that with great care and good management in the | 
financial department during the present year, the amount car- s 
ried over can be saved and t the Institution be brought out free 
from debt by the close of 1874, and having this purpose and 
determination in view, wedo not ask for any additional appro- 
priation," lieving that the amount provided for by the Act of 
the Legislature last year, amending the Code, will be sufficent 
with the proper exercise of care and economy, as before men- 
tioned. 

At the last session of the Legislature an Act was passed 
appropriating the sum of $5,000 in warrants for the purpose of 
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à 
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supplying the Asylum with permanent light, and that sum was 
to be drawn when the experiment which might be adopted by: 
the Board of Trustees, should have been fully tested and in 
successful operation, so as to give entire satisfaction for the 
period of eight months. The: Board proceeded to make 
inquiries in order to ascertain the best and most economical 
mode of procuring a good,and permanent supply of light, 
Many schemes and experiments had been.tried and proved 
failures, and hence this Board were very reluctant to employ 
any kind of machine without having more knowledge on the 
subject than they then possessed. They therefore took time 
to obtain all the necessary information. Many descriptions of 
machinery and apparatus for making gas were examined both 
by the Board and by the Superintendent during his visit North 
last summer, and the result was that the Board could not agree 
upon any one plan or scheme out of the large number in opera- 
tion throughout the country, which came under their observa- 
tion, and after mature reflection the Board concluded to enter 
into a contract with the Jackson Gas-Light Company. A com- 
mittee of your Board was then appointed for that purpose, and 
they proceeded to make arrangements as to terms, etc., and 
finally agreed upon a contract, which was formally drawn up 
with great particularity and care, and was signed in good taith 
by the said committee, acting for your Board, and by Mr. John 
H. Odeneal, one of the partners of said Gas Light Company, 
and one of the gontracting parties on behalf of said Gas Licht 
Company, but Col. Jones S. Hamilton, the other partner of 
said Gas Light Company, after consenting and agreeing that 
the contract should be drawn up, declined to sign it for the 
reasons herewith submitted, as follows: 

“I am willing to.sign the contract with J. H. Odeneal as 
made, with this modification: ‘That when the pipe is laid to 
the Asylum, the holder repaired, and:the buildings lighted to 
the entire satisfaction of the Superintendent and Board of 
Trustees, then the amount agreed to be “paid for work to be 
paid over to the Gas Company; the Gas Company to enter into 
bond, with good and sufficient security, for continuance and 
durability of the supply of gas, repairs of works, etc” This 
modification can be made by supplemental bill, which there 
will be no difficulty in having passed by the Legislature. ‘The 
times are such that almost everything in the contract must be 
paid for in cash, and as far as Lam concerned I have not the 
money to enable me to have the work done and wait for return 
eight months. i

A bond in the penalty of $10,000 for the faithful perform- 
ance of the stipulations of the contract on the part of said 
Gas Light Company was made, but executed by said Odeneal 
only. Thus the matter stood when the. recent panic and 
financial crisis came on, andin this condition it has been suf- 
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fered to remain; with the continued assurance from time to 
time, on the part of one of the owners of said Gas Light Com- 
pany, that the contract would be fully executed and the work: 
commenced forthwith. l 

Nothing, however, has been done, and the Institution is still 
lighted by coal oil lamps, very much to the danger of the build- 
ings from fire and explosion in the use of such a hazardous sub- 
stance. S i 

Should the modifications of the contract, as asked for, be 
agreed to by the Legislature, we are assured by both the part- 

. ners of said Gas Light Company that the work shall be 
specdily accomplished, to the satisfaction of the Board. 

We beg again to reiterate our earnest recommendation to 
provide against loss in the event of the burning down of the 
Asylum buildings. We have heretofore urged our suggestion 
on this subject as strongly as we knew how, and particularly 
in our last report called special attention to the necessity of 
making some provision for covering by insurance a part, at 
least, of the heavy outlay and cost of-our magnificent structure, 
liable as it is at any moment to be destroyed by conflagration, 
as similar institutions have been in other States. l 

The Institution is situated too remote from Jackson and its 
Fire Department to receive timely assistance in case of an out- 
break of the devouring element, We feel that we should nok 
be blameless if we neglected to embody these views in this 
report. together with the hope that the Legislatare may see fit, 
in their wisdom, to provide against the contingency of loss by 
fire of such a noble edifice. : 

There are many other points to which it might be expected 
that we should refer in this report, but we have to state that 
everything connected with all the various details of the Insti- 

e tution have been so fully and ably discussed by Dr. Compton, 
the Medical Superintendent, that, in fact, we find no room left 
for us to occupy, or subject whereon to make any comment, 
without repeating what has been already so well expressed and 
so satisfactorily adverted to by him, and we take peculiar plea- 
Sure in submitting to your Excellency his very comprehensive 
and complete report, and would most respectfully call the atten- 
tion of the Legislature, through your Excellency, tö its many 
important suggestions, worthy of the highest attention and 
consideration. PER: 

The several annual reports which have been made since Dr. 
Compton took charge of the Asylum, manifest the very thor- 
ough and earnest manner in which he has devoted himself to 
the duties of his most important office, in the peculiar treat- . 

Aa ment required for the unfortunate inmates—also, in his 
skiliful and successful management of the Institution in all its 
departments, bringing to the work, as he does, a mind singu- 
larly well adapted to comprehend and to master all the varied 
details of his very extensive area of labor. 

"We hesitate not to say that we now have an Institution in 
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all respects, as properly managed and as well conducted as any 
that can be found in the United States. The officers and at- 
tendants are all suitably qualified for their respective positions, 
and co-operate harmoniously, performing their duties with zeal 
and propriety, so that perfect unanimity and concord prevail 


throughout the establishment. : We have, therefore, nothing ` 


further to suggest or recommend; and, in submitting this, our 
report, we may be permitted to say thatin the future, as in the 
past, we doubt not that the Institution will fully receive the 
kind consideration and fostering care of the enlightened Legis- 
lature as the exponent of the sentiments of the people of 
Mississippi: TAN

SUPERINTENDENT. 
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To the Board of Trustees of the State Lunatic Asylum: 


GENTLEMEN—Heretofore the law has required the Superin- 
tendent of the Mississippi State Lunatic Asylum to make an 
annual-report on the first day of December. In order to adapt 
the fiscal year of the Asylum to the political year of the State, =- 
the Legislature, at its last regular session, passed an Act 

changing the date to the first day of January. *The report, 
therefore, which I now take pleasure in submitting to you, 
covers the space of thirteen months, instead of twelve. 

Taking up the thread of our history where we left off on the 
first day of Decemher, 1872, I present to you the following 
tables, in which you will find an epitome of the movements of `,

As a general thing we have been blessed with remarkably 
good health. With the exception of a few cases of Cholera 
Morbus and Choleraic Diarrhea which occurred during the 
prevalence of Epidemic Cholera in the city of Jackson, duri ing 
the early part of the Summer, and which yielded readily to 
treatment, we can scarcely recall a single important attack of 
acute disease. 

From the table in which our mortuary statistics are recorded, 
you will perceive that death.has limited its work to those 
chronic and incurable cases for-whom there had long been no 
hope in this life. 
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You vill also observe that we have the satisfaction of report- 
ing a larger recovered list this year than ever, before. When 
we consider the small number of" acute cases that are brought 
to us, or rather the small number of acute cases that we have 
been able to receive, for want of room, we find many reasons 
for congratulating ourselves upon our success. 

You will discover in the proper table that nearly all of these 
were recent cases, and you will further find that at least sev- 
enty-five per cent. of the recent cases do get well, whilc the 
chances of recovery gradually diminish according to the length 
of time which has elapsed since the date of attack. The en- 
lightened philanthropist aud humane legislator can draw a 
lesson «from these tables, and can reach practical conclusions 
more useful and instructive than any which I can enforce by 
words, written or spoken. The facts which they present de- 
mand that room must-be made for recent cases of insanity. 


THE ASYLUM IS CROWDED. 


When 1 took charge of the Asylum, in 1870, as you gentle- 
men are aware, it was ‘crowded to its. utmost capacity with 
chronic imbeciles and incurables. You will remember the 
strong appeals which I made through you to the Legislature 
for the further extension of the building. 

You remember that after an, earnest effort an appropriation 
was mace for the erection of two new wings. About the same 
time I was authorized by law to transfér a number of the 
quiet, harmless inmates to the State Hospital, at Vicksburg. 
Availing myself of this authority, I continued to send that 
class of persons to my friend, Dr. Hicks, Superintendent of the 
Hospital, as rapidly as I could, and was as constantly receiv- 
ing new applicants in their places. So that, in 1872, as the 
new wings approached completion, I looked confidently for- 
ward with eager satisfaction to the day when, with new wings 
outstretched, "T woulil be able to receive acute and consequently 
curable cases into the Asylum whenever one should be pre- 
sented.: I had grown weary and sick of responding to ap- 
plicants: “We have no room,” and fondly hoped that at least 
all the pressing cases would soon be housed in the only proper 
place for them. 

The last Legislature, however, in an Rali and all- 
absorbing spirit of retrenchment and reform, abolished, not 
only the Vicksburg Hospital as a State institution. and sent my 
old friends—the chronic incurables—back to me, but extended ` 
the work of demolition to the Natchez State Hospital, and sent 
its insane inmates to me also. - This, of course, dissipated my 
dream, for, in the course of a few weeks, the: Asylum, new 
wings and all, was crowded more compactly, if possible, than 
ever before. We are, therefore, ata stand-still again, with only 
. two ways of changing the population of the’ household—by 
death and recovery—and among the class of patients now on 
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‘hand, the per cent. of recoveries will necessarily be very low, 
When I inform you that I have sé&rcely less than one hundred 
applicants on my register to-day, you will appreciate the neces- 
sity of providing further accommodations, if it is the wish of 
the people of Mississippi to extend equal care and protection 
to all her unfortunates. Those insane persons who are in jails 
and who are confined at home, are as much entitled to protec- 
tion and care in the Asylum as any of those who are now its 
occupants, and an impartial charity would see to it that they 
are provided for. A gentleman wrote to me, only a few days 
ago, that he had been paying a considerable tax for the last 
twenty years, and’ had paid it cheerfully, for the support of the 
Lunatic Asylum, never dreaming that he or any of his fam- - 
ily would be among its heneficiaries. His daughter is now in- 
sane, and, if she could be admitted at an early « day. she might 
be cured. Itis poor comfort to the tather'te-be informed that 
there is no room. Equal and exact justice, as well as chris- 
tian charity, demands that the present Asylum shal be en- 
larged, or that another one shall be built. But aside from 
these motives of philanthropy, it is easily demonstrated that’ 
“the enlargement of accommodations is desirable on the score 
of economy. Says a very high authority : * There is no prin- 
cipie more fully established than that insanity is curable just in: 
iproportion to the inverse ratio of its duration. In recent.cases, 
when proper medical means are early resorted to, a large ma- 
jority recover. The ez of those who have, devoted 
many years to the treatment of this dreadful malady, attests 
that from 70 to 90 per cent. recover under favorable circum- 
stances. On the other hand, if neglected and suffered to ru 
its course, it becomes. fixed and incurable, i in a longer or shor det. 
“period, varying from three to six years, thus exhibiting in an 
interesting degree the great importance of early tr eatment i in 
this, the saddest of all human sufferings.” On this subject the 
celebrated Dr. Edward Jarvis, of Massachusetts, one of the . 
ablest statisticians on this or any other continent, and who has 
spent nearly the whole of a lifetime in the investigation of dis- 
eases of the mind, says: 

* In recent cases, the recoveries amount to the proportion of 
seventy-five to ninety. per cent. of all that are submitted to the 
restorative process. Yet it is an equally well established fact 
that diseases of the brain tend to fix themselves permanently 
in the organization, and that they become more-and more diffi- 
cult to b» removed with the lapse“Of time. Although from 
three-fourths to nine-tenths may be healed, if taken within a 
year after the first manifestation of the disorder ; yet, if this 
‘measure be delayed another year, and the diseases are from one 
to two years’ standing, the cures would be less than half that 
proportion, even with the same restorative measures. Another, 
and a third year added to the disease, diminishes the prospect 
of cure, and in a still greater ratio than the second. And a 
fourth still more. The ri renders it 89 low:as to seem to be 


nothing.” 
i 
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Upon these data the tyro in mathematics can easily demon- 
strate that there is a practical economy in so providing for the 
treatment of insanity, that seventy-five in every one hundred 
will get well, while a different system will make a large major” 
ity of these, pensioners upon the bounty of the State for an 
uncertain number of years. We have fourteen patients in the 
Asylum now, each one of whom has cost the State for board, 
clothing and medicine, not less than the sum of five thou- 
sand dollars. They were chronic cases when they were ad- 
mitted, eighteen years ago. They are incurable now, and, of 
course, will remain here until they die. Have we any young 
persons in the State Who are just now becoming insane? 
Could they be restored if they were brought here now?  Sev- 
enty-five per cent. of them could be restored and sent home in 
the course of a few months. What will be the result if they 
are not subjectéd to proper early treatmenf? Some of them 
wil: die, some of them may recover, while there are others who 
wil be in this Asylum twenty years from to-day as chronic in- 
cu bles! Now, which is the cheaper? To enlarge the ac- 
c»mmodations so as to be able to treat the recent cases and 
Sud them home, restored in mind and body, to support them- 
selves and be a joy and comfort to their families and to soci- 
ety, or to wait for vacancies in the Asylum and incur, the risk 
of having to support them as mumbling imbeciles for twenty 
y ars? That is the financial aspect of the question. How 
niuch holier and grander is the consideration that we have 
brought back to reason and to life seventy-five out of every 
One hundred of our unfortunates 7 


Shall we make additions to this Asylum, or build a new one? 
I doubt the propriety of enlarging this, though it would be. 
better to do that than to do nothing. While we have never 
been visited by an epidemic, we stand on the high-way along 
which pestilence stalks at noonday Last year we had Yellow 
Fever in Jackson; this year we had Cholera. It is likely that 
both diseases will come back again. Both of them are more 
malignant when they attack crowded assemblies. The house- 
hold of the Lunatic Asylum cannot seatter itself off to the 
mountains, the springs, orthe gulf coast. We will have no rel- 
atives outside of the infected district whom we can visit. We 
already number more than three hundred and fifty under our 
roof. In this climate and in this latitude that is enough. A 
larger population might not be safe. a" 

Beside, it is only a question of time, and a very short time at 
that, about the erection ofa new Asy lam, unless we make up our 
minds to ignore the increasing demand for room altogether. E 
would, therefore, earnestl y recommend the Legislature to set 
about the work of building a new Lunatic Asylum at the very 
earliest practicable moment. Within the last twelve months 
Tennessee has ordered the building of two new Asylums—one in 
the Eastern and one in the Western part of the State. She has 
one already at Nashville. Kentucky is also .building two new 
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Asylums, making four for that State. Beside, nearly all the 
Northern States are engaged in the work of extension. So you 
see it is not the insane of Mississippi alone who are clamoring 
for more room. A tax of one dollar upon each voter.of the 
State, or a tax of twenty-five cents upon each inhabitant, or a 
very small per cent. upon the taxable property of the State, 
would build a very handsome and commodious Lunatic Asy- 
lum! An appropriation of $50,000-would commence the work. 
Additionahappropriations could he made, subsequently, as re- 
quired, arid our people, although they are poor, would scarcely 
feel the increased weight of taxation, and I am sure would pay 
it cheertully. ` 
Another plan for making rcom for recent and violent cases 
of insauity has been suggested to me by a philanthropic gen- 
tleman of intelligence, which I will detail to you for what it is 
worth. It is to re-model our Poor-house system so as to give 
more importance to those institutions and render them more 
useful. His plan is to abolish the -county Poor-houses and 
concentrate them into six District Homes. ` Let two be 
located at appropriate places on the Mississippi river; two on 
the Mississippi Central and New Orleans Railroads, and two on 
the Mobile and Ohio Railroad. Let all the poor how supported 
by the separate counties be sent to these District Homes, By 
concentrating the inmates and uniting the support fund, 
it will not only diminish the expense pen capita, but would 
give to the institution a scope and importance ‘which would 
command the services of a better class of men Y take charge 
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of them than those who now find it profitable to keep them in 
small numbers. After these District Homes shall be estab- 
lished and properly organized, it is suggested that that class of 
patients who have been taken care of at Natchez and Vicks- 
burg—in short, the quiet and harmless—could be transferred 
to the District Homes, thus making some room for the recep- 
tion of those who require’ the watchfúlness, restraint and 
treatment of the Lunatic Asylum. | 

In this connection, I will suggest that the Superintendent 
and Board of Trustees be allowed some discretion in the ad- 
mission of patients, so that they may give a preference to vio- 
lent, recent and curable cases over the chronic, harmless imbe- 
cile. The law, as it stands, requires us to admit patients in the 
order of their application. Under this ruling, we are com- 
pelled to admit a half-witted vagrant, who could be cared for 
very well in a county Poor-house, to the exclusion of a raving 
maniac or a delicate woman afflicted with puerperal mania. In 
many State institutions harmless chronic cases cf insanity will 


not be admitted at all. I think that recent and curable and 


violent cases should have a preference. 
$ : CONDITION OF TEE ASYLUM. 


_ With two exceptions the condition of the Asylum, may be 
gaid to be good. In a sanitary point of view it is excellent. 
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We have an abundance of the very best cistern water for 
drinking and cooking; and although we have to rely upon a 
pooi for water for washing, scouring, bathing, etc., we have had 
no cause to complain of quantity or quality? In the culinary 
department we have every reason to be content. , Our engine, 
boilers, pumps, heating apparatus, pipes, tanks, etc., are in first- 
rate order, and do their work well. We havea sufficient quan- 
tity of good hose to meet the emergency of an ordinary fire. 
The building itself is in a good state of ‘preservation. A little 
painting here and there, such as we can find time and oppor- 
tunity to-apply ourselves, will keep it so for many years. 

* Dur laundry department is incomplete. While we have no 
oceasion to find fault with our washing-machines, wringer, etc., 
we are sadly in need of a drying room and mangle. ‘As 1 
write upon this page, we are in some trouble about our clothes. 
Haviug to depend upon the sunshine and the air to do the 
drying for us, a ‘rainy week is a very inconvenient season with 
us. Dis well known that many of the insane require very fre- 
quent changes of clothing, and when it is remembered that a 
very large proportion of our inmates are furnished by the 
State, whose interest is not to furnish garments beyond a com- 
fortable sufficiency, it will be seen at. once that any interfe- 
reuce with tue regularity of tae laundry must necessarily be 
very embarrassing. We already havea suitable room, if it was- 
ouly furnished with the necessary pipe and drying chambers. 
Our engineer estimates that the cost of fixing it up will not 
exceed $750. I need scarcely say that the purchase of a man- 
gle would enable us to do better work with fewer hands and 
less labor than can be done under the old sad-iron system. 


| 
' LIGHT, 
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You, gentlemen, will recognize in this subject an old hobby 
upon which I have dilated at length in previous reports. It is 
not necessary that I should repeat what I have heretofore said 
about the influence of a good light in contributing cheerfulness 
to a winter evening; nor is it necessary that I “should again 
allude to the ever- present danger of fire in the use of coal oil 
lamps. 

The Legislature, at its last session, appreciating the import- 
ance of the matter, made an appropriation of six thousand dol- 
lars for furnishing the Institution with gas light. Up to this 
time T know that you, gentlemen, have been more or less 
embarrassed with the duty assigned you. Last summer, at 
vour request, while L was in attendance at the meeting of the 
Association of Superintendents, I made it a point to inquire 
into the merits of a great variety of patented gas machines. 
Without entering into the details of my report, made immedi- 
ately after my “return, it may suffice to say that all these 
machines had so many objections, either in being too much 

complicated, teo costly, or too dangerous, that I hesitated in 
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recommending any one of them, and suggested the procuring 
of gas from the city works at Jackson, if proper terms could 
be made with the Company. We still need the light, but L am 
aware that the difficulty in procuring it is by no méans a 
trifling one. i 


7 MEDICAL THEATMEN T. i 


ep der d 


We have nothing new to offer to the profession under this 
head. We endeavor, by the study of such new books as come 
in our way; and by a watchfulness over the journals, to keep 
as nearly as possible at even pace with the progress of Medi- 
cine. The medical, treatment of insanity has no special 
features in it, but it is based upon the same broad principles of 
: physiology and pathology that regulate the general practice of 

medicine. Stimulants, tonics, and nervous sedatives comprise, 
in the ‘main, our pharmaceutical measures. It is in the moral 
aspect that the treatment of insanity differs so materially from 
that of diseases purely physical in their character. We have 
.to deal with a deranged mind, as well as with a disordered 
hody. Here it requires patience and unremitting attention. 
The physician must possess the ingenuity (if he is not endowed 


with the natural gift) to secure the confidence: of, and thus ` 


acquire the mastery’ over, his patient. Unvarying Kindness, 
undeviating truthfulness, and never-failing self-possession are 
the elements of character "which, to be successful, the physi- 
cian must have. In addition to this, he should possess an inti- 
mate knowledge of human nature, so as to be able to exercise 
that rare discrimination and adaptativeness known as fact. 
Says Hoffbauer: “The educated and refined, the bashful, timid, 
and retiring, and the: cunning, insolent, and hardened, the 
eccentric, the victim of fixed ideas, and the out-and-out lunatie, 
each requires a different style of management. The physician 
must work into the heart of the ignorant man by reference to 
objects palpable to thé sense, and must address the man of 
education in the spirit which animates him.” The application 
of all thosetinfluences which address themselves to the intellect 
and emotions of the patient is what we mean by moral treat- 
ment. The surroundings of the patient should be pleasant and 
agreeable, and every;possible means should be used to bring, 
about a healthy action of the mind. For females we should 
have music, amusing games, pleasant conver sation, reading and 
being read to, exercise in the open air, and in our delightful 
climate the light work of cultivating little flower gardens would 
be exceedingly pleasant. For the males we should have shops 
Tor those who are at all skilled in any kind of mechanics, and 


for those who are not, we should have an abundance of out-door- í 
empioyment. I need scarcely say to you that we are in a great 


measure destitute of these appliances. For our females we 


have one, old, tuneless and irreparable piano, but few books, and ` 


no occupation except such as is associated with the needle. 
This leads me to suggest that it has not been the custom of 
J—4 
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this Asylum—and from my observation it is the same with 
many others—to employ a sufficient number of attendants, ` 
. especially in the female department. We have, upon an aver- . 
age, twenty-five patients to each ward, and the rule has been to 
employ only two attendants to each ward. Attention to the 
bed rooms, dining-rooms, and the ordinary drudgery of the 
ward, gives to them but little time to devote to the amusement 
or diversion of the patients beyond the absolutely indispensable 
. duty of quieting an excited one. On this subject the late Dr. 
Brigham wrote so sensibly and so much in accord with my 
own views, that I transcribe some of his remarks: *But as we 
have said, the curable class are more benefitted by regular and 
rational employment of the mind by pursuits that engage the 
attention and tend to the enlargement and improvement of the 
mentaland moralpowers. For this purpose Asylums should 
be well supplied with books, maps, etc. Schools should be 
established im every institution- for the insahe, where patients 
could engage in reading, writing, drawing, music, etc. To 
. these sóhools should be attached intelligent instructors, who 
. Should spend all their time with the patients, eat at the same 
table with them, but have no labor or other duty to attend to 
than to interest the patients and contribute allthey can, by 
their presence and conversation, to their contentment and 
enjoyment. They should join them in their amusements and 
walks, and be their constant companions." 


We are satisfied that an establishment for the insane can be 
better managed, and with equal economy, by having an 
arrangement by which some attendants devote their time to the 
ordinary duties and labors of the halls, while others have 
nothing to do but to accompany the patients and endeavor to 
instruct and amuse them. The latter having nothing to do 
with any coercive measures, the patients do not become preju- 
diced against and will hearken to their suggestions. Thus they 
serve as a constant guard, and by their presence and manage- 
ment, prevent outbreaks and disorder, and make coercive 
measures, restraint and seclusion rarely necessary. They also, 
by their presence and conversation, quiet the timid, console the 
desponding, and by attention to all; contribute to the content- 
ment and cheerfulness of the patients, and, as we believe, 
essentially aid in curing them. Many cases, we believe, cannot 
be cured or improved but by arousing and calling into exercise 
the dormant faculties of the mind: Hence schools are bene- 
ficial, not merely to the curable class of patients, but to the 
demented and those approaching:this condition. In such, the 
active disease, which originated*the mental'disturbance, has 
passed, and left the brain and faculties of the mind in a torpid 
state. In these cases medicine is of little or no use, and they 
cannot often be improved but by exercising the faculties of 
the mind. 

But others are also benefitted by devoting a portion of every 
day to mental improvement. To those who are nearly or 
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quite well, schools afford enjoyment, and often means for im- 
provement, which would be highly valued by the patients 
themselves. 

The melancholy and despairing, and E those suffering ` 
from delusions of mind, and those who ate uneasy and nerv- 
ous, who are constantly restless, and disposed to find fault 
. and to annoy the attendants, and quarrel with all about them 
because they have nothing else to occupy their minds, are fre- 
quently cured by such mental occupation as can be readily fur- 
nished to them by a skillful special attendant. 

Says Dr. Brigham: *Our observations, for many years ih 
various Lunatie Asylums, led us, a long time since, to regard 
the want of mental occupation as the greatest want in modern 
institutions forthe insane. Go into any such establishment 
and you will find some few, in winter a very-few, at work, some 
playing cards, or other games; yet a still larger number will he 
found sitting about listless, inactive, doing nothing, saying 
nothing, taking no interest in anything going en around them; 
gathered around the stove or place that is heated, looking for- 
ward to nothing but the hour for eating and retiring to sleep. 
For a short time each di. Uh the physician passes around, 
they will exhibit a little animation, and say a few words, and 
then relapse into their former condition." : 

When the weather is pleasant, some of them walk out occa- 
sionally, for a short time, but this, to many of the class we are 
describing, after a few times, becomes a mechanical sort of 
business, and confers but little enjoyment. They notice but 
little and say but little during the walk or after it. These 
patients make no especial trouble in an Asylum, and are very 
apt to be overlooked and neglected, and if not already 
demented, soon become so. They are thought not to require 
much attention, as they have good bodily health, and are 
quiet, consequently they generally receive but little notice. 

But those belonging to this class require great attention; 
they need mental exercise; they should attend school and have 
their minds awakened into activity, for an hour or two every 
day. Soon, by this course, their manners will improve; they 
will become interested in singing or in some particular study, 
and, by perseverance, ‘a considerable number will be cured, and 
many, very many, rendered capable of much enjoyment and be 
kept from sinking into-a state of hopeless dementia. In 
supervising this department, the services of an appreciative 
Chaplain might be a desirable acquisition to our list of co- 
laborers. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Experience has taught me that the custom and the law reg. 
lating the admission of patients into the Asylum are imper- 
fect. In addition to the powers of a court to commit a lunatic 
upon an ordinary writ de lunatico inquirendo, it is provided 
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that the friends. of a person alleged to be insafle may bring 
him to the Asylum, and that the Superintendent shall receive 
such patient upon the certificate of a physician that he is 
insane. This custom makes the admission of patients exceed- 
ingly easy, and in those cases for which it was intended, works 
well. No one would think of requiring a husband or father to 
parade the delusions and mental infirmities of his wife or 
daughter before a gaping jury, when the evidence of insanity 
is manifest, In cases of this kind the certificate of the family 
physician ought to be sufficient. But there are cases in which 
this law has been abused. Straggling paupers have been taken 
up—ignorant persons and persons of feeble minds, though not 
technically insane--and have been sent from county. poor- 
houses to the Asylum upon a physician’s certificate, it is 
believed in some instances merely to get rid of a public or 
domestic charge. It is impossible for the Superintendent to: 
know, when the patient is presented, whether it is a case of: 
insanity or not. All he knows is that, several weeks or months " 
prior to the time of admission, formal application was made. 
He registered the name, and in due time notified the person 
making the application to bring the patient: forward. This is 
generally done by the Sheriff of the county, or some person 
hired for the purpose, who knows nothing whatever of the his- 
tory of the case. But he brings a physician’s certificate of . 
insanity, and the Superintendent, in obedience to that statute 
which requires that “patients shall be admitted in the order in 
which they apply," has no option but to receive the applicant. 
It may not be long before he finds that theindividual is a fitter 
subject for a house of correction orthe poor-house than for the 
Lunatic Asylum. But the Superintendent has no remedy. 
The patient (?) has no home and no friends to whom the 
Superintendent may send him, and he has no authority to send 
him to the county poor-house. It would not do to discharge 
him and turn him loose upon the world. This would be unjust 
to the individual and beside it would be a great imposition 
upon the county in which the Asylum is located.^ We have 
several of this class now occupying rooms in the Asylum to 
` which the really insane, who are now confined in jail, are better 
entitled. I would be glad if the Legislature will authorize the 
Trustees and Superintendent to correct this evil. 

There is another and very troublesome class of insane per- 
sons, in whose cases the mere certificate of a physician does 
not work well and is not satisfactory. Every Asylum, that 
ever existed in the United States has had a greater or smaller 
number of men in them who are tolerably well educated—have 
read the newspapers, and especially the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence—who, as soon as they find the key turned upon 
them, begin to talk about the writ of habeas corpus and trial by 
jury, and the outrage of depriving a citizen of his liberty 
. without due process of law, and all that. These patients get 
up quite an epidemie in the Asylum on the subject of civil 
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rights. One man with a smattering of law can infect a whole 
ward, and make a whole household miserable with delusive 
hopes, which are to meet disappointment. This insane cham- 
pion of human liberty is not satisfied that he has been'legally 
committed. In his delusion he fancies that his family, some- 

times the wife, brothers, or children, had conspired against 
him, that the family physician was particeps criminis; and it is 

not a great while before he concludes that the Superintendent 
-and all the Asylum officials are in league against him. He 
lays his complaint before every visitor who passes through the 

ward, and if the visitor happens to be a State official, especially 
if he happens to be a Governor or legislator, the importunities 
are all the more urgent; and his argument is so plausible that 
the question is often involuntarily raised in the visitor’s mind 
whether the individual is not, after all, the victim of more or: 
less injustice. This habeas corpus fever sometimes lasts for a 

long time, not only rendering its subject unhappy in the delu- 
sion that he is the victim of illegal oppression, but making him 
a source of disturbance to the utmost limit of his personal 
influence. Patients of this class should always be committed 

by a jury of their peers in due form of law. The relations 
between physician and patient would be cordial and con- 

fidential. The mind of the patient would not be harrassed 
with ideas of a conflict before the courts, and his recovery 
would be greatly expedited. While, therefore, in some cases 

the certificaté of-a physician would be all that should be 
required, there ar&other cases in which a jury should be called 
into service. ' But since it will be impossible to discriminate 

between these classes in practice, 1 would suggest that in all 
cases there shall be the affidavit of two physicians that, in their 
opinion, the patient is insane, and a fit subject for the Lunatic 
Asylum, this affidavit to be made before some magistrate or 
other judicial officer, with the official certificate of the Chan- 
cery Clerk and official seal of the court attached to it. This 
will give to the commitment more of the dignity and air of a 
legal proceeding, will prevent: imposition, and need not delay 

the admission of the patient. It is proper that I should add 

at the conclusion of this subject, that I do not mean to reflect 
upon physicians as a class when I intimate that an affidavit 
will be more guarded than a certificate. ` 


GENERAL MANAGEMENT. 


I may say that for the last twelve months the affairs of the 
Asylum have gone on like clock-work. Officers and employes 
who have been associated in a common duty for four years, if 
they have any aptitude for the business in which they are 
engaged, are likely not only to become acquainted with the 
requirements of duty, but will also come to know all the pecu- 
liarities of each other, and each one will have learned to adapt 
himself to the style and manner of the ruling genius of the 
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household. If a happy medium can be formed and maintained 
at some central point between the fortiter in re and the suaviter 
in modo it is not difficult to organize a harmonious corps'of 
assistants. A few lessons, delivered in the shape of prompt 
dismissals for neglect of duty or disregard of rules, will indeli- 
bly impress upon those who are inclined to delinquency the 
stubborn fact that there is a point where friendly tolerance 
ends and where official discipline begins, while"on the other 
hand the good employee, who earnestly tries to do his or her 
duty at all tíme, is cheered by the assurance, and becomes all 
the more faithful from the consideration, that his or her 
superior officers are generous enough not to expect nor exact 
human perfection. It has been my study to establish just 
such a relationship in the Asylum. How far we have suc- 
ceeded may be determined by the fact that very few changes 
have taken place in our household. Dr. McWillie as Assistant 
Physician, Capt. McGill as Steward, Conway as Supervisor, 
Gray as Night-watch, Allen as Engineer, and Armstrong as 
Farmer, are with me yet. . Private interests calling Miss Lucy 
Cabaniss home in the summer, she resigned the position of 
Supervisor in the female department. That position is now 
held by Mrs. Edwards, who had foralong time been a very 
efficient attendant. Mrs. Williams still presides industriously 
-over the seamstress department. My mother, who naturally 
feels a deep interest in my success, as well as the success of the 
Institution, still occupies the position of Matron, assisted by 
Mrs. Fisher, whose services were rendered necessary by the 
. enlargement of the building and the increased number of 
patients. If any gratifying measure of success has! attended 
my efforts this year, I owe it to these, my co-laborers. 
ESTIMATES AND EXPENDITURES. E 


Although, as will appear from the report of the Treasurer of 
the Asylum, the expenditures of the last twelve months exceed, 
to some extent, the amount of the annual appropriation, I 
think it will not be necessary to trouble the Legislature by 
asking it to provide for the deficit. In the first place, ín 
making our estimate last winter, we calculated that Auditor's 
warrants would sell at an average of seventy-five cents on the 
dollar. It turns out that we were mistaken in ‘this. -The 
‘financial panic, which affected, and is still affecting the whole 
of the United States, together with other causes, had the effect 
to depress the market value of our State warrants just at a time 
when we were almost compelled to sell a large amount. In 
addition to this, we found it necessary to make some addi- 
tions to our piping; to make certain repairs to our machinery; 
to pay forland and fencing; to paint our dome; to build à 
house for our Gardener, and to do many other absolutely neces- 
sary things, which will not have to be done next year. These 
two causes combined have thrown us forward upon the appro- 
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Ppriation for next year, not to a sufficient amount, however, in 
my judgment, to require us to ask the Legislature for relief. 
Had ‘warrants held up, and if we had had none but ordinary 
expenses to defray, the amount, as it stands amended in the 
Code, would have carried us safely through the year. -With- 
out the occurrence of some unexpected casualty we will have 
very little expense for the next year outside of ordinary sup- 
port. With a prudent economy, therefore, and with warrants 
at seventy-five cents, I think we can catch up with our cúrrent 

appropriation before the close of another year. 


FARM AND GARDEN. ` ` yc 


In this department we have been more than usually success- 
ful this year. Good tillage and seasonable rains during the 
spring and summer, have given to us abundant crops. We 
have not been a single day without a good variety of fresh and . 
. healthy vegetables upon our dinner tables. In the articles of 
sweet potatoes and turnips we have been very fortunate. We 
have enough of the former on hand, if they d'o not rot, to last 
us until potatoes come again. 

We regard our farm and garden as a very valuable institu- 
tion. While the products furnish to our household a good 
variety of wholesome food, and save a considerable sum to the 
ren of the State, the cultivation affords employment, ex- 
ercise and recreation to a class of patients who take great de- 
light in it, and who would be very unliappy without some men- 
tal and physical occupation. I need scarcely say that the labor 
performed by the patients is not compulsory, but is voluntary. 

Captain McGill, our Steward, reports the following estimate 
of our crop:

There are thousands of odd volumes, old magazines 
and reviews, and many new books, too, which have been read, 
but will never be read again by their present owners; dog- 
eared story-books and pamphlets, nów piled promiscuously 
upon dusty shelves and stuffed away in waste closets, food for 
moths and nests for mice, that, if we had them, would furnish 
a genuine literary feast. Are there not other Mrs. Hillmans in 
the State who will take the pains to box them up and send 
- them to us? It will not be necessary to hesitate as to whether 
an old book will suit us or not. All will suit us, and we will 
gladly pay express charges upon every printed thing, from 
** Mother Goose" up to *Humboldt's Cosmos." 


CONCLUSION. 


We will soon arrive. at the close of the first quadrennial 
period in the government of the Asylum since the recon- 
struction of the State of Mississippi. This is the fourth 
report which I have made to vou. The time for which you 
and I were appointed as Trustees and Superintendent, will, by 
the operation of the law governing the Institution, expire in 
May next. Without speculating upon the probabilities of the 
, future, T may be pardoned for offering some reflections upon 
the past. 

When we took charge of it in 1870, the Asylum was not in 
a good condition. The exigencies of the war and the sub- 
sequent irregularity and insufficiency of the support extended 
to it, rendered it impossible that it should be otherwise. In the 
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first place, it was crowded to its utmost capacity with chronic 
incurables, many of whom were admitted as far back as 1855. 


The furniture was old and broken, upon which a most prolifie ` 


species of vermin had colonized, many generations ago, with- 
out the remotest fear of extinction. The whole interior was 
badly in need of paint. The culinary and laundry depart- 
ments were both in a dilapidated condition. 

Upon the left front of the Asylum building stood an old 
ten-pin alley, which had for some time been aiyerted from its 
original use, and had become the abode of our colored insane. 
In May 1870, it had thirteen wretched occupants, in summer 
sweltering with heat, in winter freezing with cold. 

"Yielding to the pressure of steady and earriest work, these 
old “things have passed away, one by one, and to-day, the 
Asylum presents to the visitor an air of newness and fresh- 
ness, and to the inmate all the substantial elements of eom. 
fort. Two new wings have been added to the building, which 
just duplicates its capacity in 1870, and accomodates twice as 
many persons as it did then. The old furniture, with, its 
colonists, has long since been removed. The inner walls have' 
been repainted. We have new bedsteads, new bureaus.new 
tables, new chairs, new beds and clean bedding. The old ten- 
pin alley has been sawed in two, removed to the rear of the 
building, and now does duty in the more appropriate capacity 
of carpenter and mattress shops, whiie its former tenants have 
been carried within the walls and are now under'the roof of 
the main building, where the furnishing, fare and treatment 
are the same as that which their not less unfortunate white 
neighbors. receive. a 

The products of our farm and garden have gradually in- 
creased in value and importance. We have planted a large 
number of fruit trees, some of which are beginning to bear. 
We have enlarged our farm to the extent of sixty-eight acres, 
and the plow is now turning up the soil. But a still prouder 
and more gratifying achievement is found in the fact that 
within the last four years ninety-six persons who had been de- 
prived of their reason, some of them raving murderous mani- 
acs, have been sent back to the bosoms of their homes, restored 
and well! Let us thank God for that! While our path has 
not been strewn with roses, now and then_a sweet flower has 
sprung up in our way, the reccollection of whose fragrance 
will last forever. 

Summing it all up, the last four years have been years of 
work, and it is specially gratifying for me to know that we 
have worked together. While the heavier responsibility of 
thinking, devising, planning and executing, has devolved upon, 
me, 1 feel a peculiar pride in reflecting upon the fact that all of 
my suggestions have received your concurrence and support. 

It is not necessary. that 1 should attempt to express my 
heartfelt gratitude to you for the many acts of courtesy and 
kindness which you have extended to me. Whatever the 
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future may have in store for us, of one thing 1 feel assured, 
and io is, that we will at all times and under all cireumstan- 
ces agree in invoking God's blessing upon the Mississippi: - 
Stdte Lunatic Asylum.

ANNUAL REPORT

To His Excellency, R. C. Powers, Governor of the State ol 
Mississippi, and ex-officio President of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Deaf and Dumb Institute : 


Sig— The second fiscal year of the Deaf and Dumh Insti- 
tute of the State of Mississippi, as re-established in 1871, has 
just closed, and we, its Board of "Trustees. with pleasure:again 
call your attention to its condition. 

Since our last report no change has occurred in the officers 
of this Institution. The Board stands now as it was consti- 
tuted then, and we have the same Principal, Matrons and 
Teachers, with the addition of one lady teacher, whose engage- 
ment was deemed judicious, both because of the increase in the 
number of pupils, as well as their rapid advancement, and the 
consequent necessity for additional classification. 

The fact of nochange having occurred in the official man- 
agement of the Institute, is given as the best evidence of the 
efficiency of those having charge of it, and the harmony and 
courteous bearing with which they work together for the ac- 
complishment of a.great beneficent purpose. 

This efficiency and harmony is further evidenced by the 
progress made by the pupils in their studies, some having ad- 
vanced very rapidly, and all quite satisfactorily. 

The morale, too, of the pupils is good, their bearing defer- | 
ential and polite, and their conduct generally free from vicious- 
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ness, speaking well for the discipline and sy stematic traiuing , 
of the officers and teachers in charge. 

. The general condition of the building and grounds, the 
cleanliness and neatness inside and out, indicate industry, care 
and taste in the management, and we take pleasure in giving 
it special mention. The Hygienic regulations of the Principal 
and the care taken of the ‘sick by. the entife household de- ' 
serve cómmendation. 

Measles prevailed for many weeks among the pupils and all 
recovered, and though cholera was in our community for two 
months, there was no case at our Institution. 

There have been in-all fifty (50) pupils under instruction 
during the year. There are only thirty-six (36) at this time, 
some who went home temporarily during vacation not having 
returned, though daily expected. 

This number crowds the present building to inconvenience, 
particularly the dormitories for girls, and compels us again to 
consider whether or not the capacity of the Institution shall 
bé inereased. In our last report we recommended the addition 
of another wing, and asked an appropriation of six thousand 
dollars ($6,000) for the purpose of erecting it. In anticipa- 
tion of the condition of things that now exists, we saw that iu 
a short time there would. be more pupils applying than could 
possibly be accommodated, and we would have to deny them 
entrance. 

The appropriation asked for, you will remember, was not 
made. lt remains now with your Excellency and the Legisla- 
ture to determine whether the Institution shall go on with its 
present limited capacity, compelled to decline taking other 
pupils, or be enlarged and, thereby enabled to receive those 
who have already applied, and who are anxious to come, and 
others who may apply during the year. 

We feel assured that this presentation of facts, without spe- 
cial appeal in favor of the deaf mute, is all that will be required 
to secure the necessary appropriation. 

Another want of the Institute, still unsupplied, was asked 
for in our last report, iu the following language : 

“Your Excellency’s attention is also respectfully called to 
the Principals most judicious suggestions with reference to 
boys being taught trades during their pupilage in the Institu- 
tion, This is regarded by distinguished educators of the.deaf 
mute, as not only proper, but a great duty, failing in which, 
we defeat in part the object of their education, to-wit: That 
under all circamstanens, after leaving the Institution, they 
shall be self-reliant and self-supporting. An appropriation of 
one thousand dollars ($1,000) will build the necessary shops, 
furnish them with tools, materials, etc." : 

Again we say, since work in this day is a necessity with all, 
and the will and the ability to work skillfully not only an inde- 
pendence but an honor to its possessor, let our Deaf and Dumb 
boys and girls go out from this Institution trained to some 
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skillful handiwork, and their brains so enlightened that they 
will esteem it a blessing and not a reproach. 

By reference to the reports of the Principal and Treasurer, 
your Excellency will see the cost of the Institution for the' 

ear. 

: There was expended by the Principal eleven thousand five 
hundred and ninety-two and seventy-eight one-hundredth dol- 
lars ($11,592 78) atthe Institute for its support; by the Bourd 
four hundred dollars ($400) for insurance on building (both 
the above amounts in currency), and for salaries of Secretary 
and Treasurer five hundred dollars ($500) in State warrants. 

In the report of the Principal it will be seen that two thousand 
three hundred and forty-nine and forty-eight one-hundredth 

dollars ($2,349 48) was paid for permanent additions, changes 
and improvements to the building and grounds, the purchase 
of furniture, books, etc., and is, therefore, not properly charg- 
able to the current expense account. This deducted from the 
whole amount expended by him, leaves nine thousand two hun- 
dred and forty three and thirty one-hundredth dóllars ($9,- 
243 30), to which add four hundred dollars ($400) for insur- . 
ance, and three hundred and fifty-two and a half dollars 
($352 50), value in currency of salaries of Secretary and 
Treasurer, give a sum total of expense of Institution for the 
year of nine thousand nine hundred and ninety-five and eighty 
one-hundredth dollars ($9,995 80). 

The average number of pupils in attendance during the year 

was thirty-nine (39), and the cost to the State per ‘pupil was 
two hundred and fifty-six and thirty one-hundredth dollars 
($256 30). 

By comparing our per capita expense with that of Institu- 
tions North and West, much more favoratily located for sup- 
ply-purchases, we think we are not chargeable with extrava- 

ance. ^

The report of the Treasurer shows an average discount on 
sale of State warrants for the year of 29 and 49.100 per cent. 
Fifteen thousand four hundred and thirteen and forty one- 
hundredth dollars ($15,413 40) in State warrants realizing ten 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-four and thirty- four one- 
hundredth dollars ($10,864 34) in currency. 

This discount on the warrants of the State, is, is 
attributable greatly to the general money panic, parties having 
money being indisposed | to invest in securities of any sort; 
but we think it attributable, also, to the fact that by law the l 
appropriation can only be drawn quarterly, and the Treasurer 
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is compelled by urgent demands made on him for currency, to 
throw his warrants upon the market as soon as they are drawn, 
and dispose of them as best he can, generally to brokers and 
bankers at their rates. If the entire appropriation could be 
drawn at once, for instance, during the tax-paying season, 
when warrants are in demand, they might i be disposed of at a 
much smaller discount, with great saving to the State. 

Thus having given you briefly the present condition of the 
Institution we hold in trust, the interest and advancemént of 
which we have greatly at heart, its cost to the State for the 
past year, and its necessities for the future, we commend it: 
again to the fountain-heads of-authority, the Legislature ayd 
Executive of the State, asking for ita continuance of the favor 
that has heretofore been so generally shown it.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


PRINCIPAL. 


To the. Bourd of Trustees: 


GENTLEMEN—In presenting you my report of the condition 
of the Institution immediately under my care, as is required of 
the principal officer annually, I find a good deal to encourage ` 
us to continue our labors. with new energy and increased in- 
terest in this special branch of public instruction. 

The general improvement in the mental and physical condi- 
tion of the pupils is so good that it has been remarked by the 
friends of the pupils and by all visitors at the Institution. 
We have evidences of this that are very flattering to our efforts. 
So far as the meáns at our command would allow, our efforts 
have been successful. . 

Since the last report the number of new pupils admitted has 
inereased until the number under instruction for this year has 
reached (50) fifty. (See list of names in “ Appendix.?) They 
arc divided into three divisions for convenience of instruction, 
with a teacher for each division. Average attendance, 39. 

Since last report we-have made many friends for the Insti- 
tution, if we are allowed to judge by the interest manifested in 
its prosperity generally. We hope that we have won the affec- 
tion of the people, and that the permanent success of the Insti- 
tution is beyond a peradventure, 
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The health of the Institution is remarkably good now. During 
the year we passed through a severe epidemic of measles. 
Many of the pupils were from the interior, and all young, which 
rendered them liable to this disease. It-caused us a great deal 
of care and solicitude, as we. keenly appreciate the responsi- 
bility of-one who has charge of the sick, as well as unfortunate 
youths separated from their homes and friends. The result of 
all this sickness was almost too good to have been expected’ 
under the .circumstahces, as all were restored to health and 
vigor. Several epidemics of still worse form have devastated 
aections of our country during the year, and we have escaped. 

To the giver of all that is good we owe this, and we feel de- 
voutly thankful. 

The financial condition of the Institution is good. We have. 
practiced rigid economy in consequence of the greatly depre- 
ciated value of warrants. Notwithstanding this increased de- 
preciation of warrants and the money panic generally, the 
Institution has passed through it all withont embarrassment.

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As will be seen by this schedule of expenses, a considerable 
amount has gone for necessary and permanent improvements.. 
It also shows that the Institution has been conducted as econom- 
ically as good management will admit of We have fed the 
pupils well, with varied and healthy diet. We have clothed 
them comfortably. Their appearance will show it, as well as 
their contentment at the Institute. We have good discipline; 
that adds also to their comfort and improvement. 

With your advice, I have engaged another teacher—Miss 
Mattie A. Browne, a semi-mute, as our increased number of 
pupils demanded it. She is a graduate of the High Class De- 
partment of New York Institute, and was awarded the medal 
for First Honor; she has entered on duty and promises to 
give satisfaction. Messrs, L: W. Saunders and John W. Scott, 
the other teachers, are still, rendering good service. 


ARTICULATION, 


During the past summer I visited:some of the best and old- 
est Institutions at the North, and find the subject of articulation 
more an experiment than a means of instruction. Sometimes 
an old and tried system is abandoned for an entirely new one. 
The result in that direction, so far as my observation extends, 
amounts to little, practically. I think semi-mutes are bene- 
fitted by this mode of instruction to some extent, and I regard 
it as an important part of their education. It is a means of 
preserving the voice and articulation acquired before the loss 
of hearing. 


STATISTICS OF DEAF MUTES, 


I find in the last United States census (1870) that there are 
in this State 245 deaf and dumb of all ages. I am satisfied, 
from my own information, that it is less than the actual num- 
ber. However, of this number 134 are white, and 101 colored, 
and one Indian. Males, 145; females, 100. The census also 
estimates that 129 of these are of school age, according to our 
regulations for admission. The-number under instruction for 
this year is 50. Now, we may expect that a large portion of 
the others will apply for admission at an early day. What 
will we do with them ? We must extend the building in order 
to receive them. We are now in need of school rooms, dormi 
tories, and, most of all, a shop in which the boys can be taught 
trades. The cost of ashop-would-be-small compared to the 
benefits derived from it. The Institution will not have accom- 
plished its noblest object until trades are established. l 

At each assessment in the State an enumeration of the 
youths of 'school age is required. It would be well if the 
Assessors were required to specify the number that are deaf 
and dumb. It would be easy and without expense, 
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There are many deaf mutes in the State whose circumstances 
will not allow them to reach the Institute. As the countiés get 
rid of the expense of educating this class of their citizens, 
they might be induced by the Legislature to send them to the 
Institute, or the railroads. to pass them to and fro. 

I will call your attention to the subject of the Common 
School Fund. Would or nota little legislation enable us to 
receive a pro rata share of this Common School Fund without 
detriment to other schools? While I am the sentry I deem it 
my duty to point out, for your consideration, anything that 
may appear as a new resource to this Institution. 

I call your attention also to the importance of having a 
night-watch. Where there are so many deaf persons exposed 
to the dangers from fire in a wooden building like this, I think 
it a matter for your serious consideration. While on this sub- 
ject it will be well to consider how much that danger might be 
lessened by changing the shingle for a metallic roof. The roof 
on the main building will need renewing after this winter. It 
would be a good time then to make the change. 

I have now given a brief and comprehensive statement of. 
the cordition and prospects of the Institution so far as I know. 

For your uniform kindness and confidence we tender our 
sincere thanks.

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REGULATION S AND TERMS OF ADMISSION. 


The length of the course of study in this Institution will 
be such as to afford all diligent pupils, with ordinary mental 
capacity, sufficient time to acquire an education that will 
enable them to pursue the ordinary callings in life. This 
wil generally require a course -of six years; which is the 
length of the course in all the Institutions except a few, 
where it is longer. 

The school session commences on the first day in October, 
: and ends the last day of June. All the pupils must come 
promptly on the first day of the session, if possible. This is 
very important as the classes can then be organized and none 
be left out to take a léss advanced class. 

No pupil can be removed from the Institution during the 
session without permission from the Board of Trustees. 

Pupils that have the ability to do so, are required to 
pay dollars per month for board. Those unable to pay 
will beadmitted free, except clothing. Each one must come 
provided with sufficient changes of “clothing to make them 
comfortable and neat. 

The clothing must be renewed by the parents or guardians 
whenever they are requested to do so by the Principal. 

Each article must have the name of the owner marked on it. 


In cases of indigency, the clothing will be furnished by the 


Institution. 

Inability. to pay, or indigency must be established by affi- 
davit of Magistrate, Chancery Clerk, or other satisfactory 
evidence. 

All parents and: guardians are expected to send for their 
children at the end of the session, or provide a safe passage 
` for them home. ; 
They must also furnish railroad transportation. The Insti 


tution has no means for that purpose, and cannot furnish it 
in any case.

Srr—Accompanying this please find the Annual Report of 
the Superintendent of the Institute for the Blind of Mississippi, 
which I was directed by the Board of Trustees to place in the 
hands of your Excellency. 

In the absence of any requirement of a report, by the Re- 
vised Code, from the Board of Trustees of the Institute, we do 
not attempt to lay before your Excellency any extended or 
formal statement of the affairs of the Institution placed under 
our care. Yet, the Board has directed me to state to you the 
reasons why the Institute is at this time pressed for means, as 
you will see that it is by the OHE Annual Report of 
the Superintendent. 

In former times, when the currency of the country was gold 
and silver, this Institute had an'annual appropriation of eight 
thousand dollars. At that-time the cost of living was far less, 
and the pupils attending the Institute were better able to fur- 
nish themselves with clothing, than at present. 

At the present time, though the annual appropriation be ten 
thousand dollars, yet, on account of the discount on warrants, 
we are not able to realize for it more than seven thousand five 
hundred dollars in currency, and this, too, with the most ad- 

vantageous sale of our warrants. 

Now, when you take into account that in former times eight 
thousand dollars in gold: was deemed a scanty appropriation, 
how ean we now, when living is far higher, make the two ends 
meet with seven thousand five hundred dollars ?

Formerly there was a special annual appropriation for insur- 
ing the buildings of the Institute; now there.is no such special 
appropriation, and we have to insure the property atan annual 
cost of between three and four hundred dollars in warrants, 
out of our general appropriation: . In addition, we have to fur- 

ish the pupils more clothing than ever before; we have done 
a good deal of repairing in various ways upon the buildings; 
and never before have we had so many of the mechanical arts. 
carried on, or with nell good success as we have at this time. 

Taking all these things into consideration, your Excellency 
cannot be surprised to find the Institute pressed for means. 

Should any investigation be made touching the details of the 
expenditure of the annual appropriation, ample satisfaction 
. will be had by an examination of the vouchers in the hands of 
the Treasurer of the Board.

To the Honorable Board of p rustees of the | 
Mississippi Institute for the Blind: 


GENTLEMEN—During the year 1873, twenty-five pupils, at 
different times, have received instruction in the Institution en- ` 
trusted to your care. With very few exceptions these have 
been in attendance through all the school months of the year. 
A list of their names, with their ,ost-offices, names of the 
counties in which they reside, ages and causes of blindness, is 
appended to this Report. The table is as complete as your 
Superintendent was able to make it. 3 

The number with which we close the year, is twenty-one. As 
new pupils have usually entered this Institution in the latter 
part of the Session, we may reasoably expect this number to 
be increased in the Spring. i 

Of the pupils 13 have received instruction in musıc; all the 
males have received instruction in the trades; most of the fe- 
males have received instruction in sewing, knitting and bead- 
work, and all have received instruction ia the Literary’ Depart- 
ment, exsepting. Mr. D. B. Steele, whose age makes it desirable 
that kis whole time be devoted to the trades. - 

Your Superintendent can, with pleasure, bear testimony to 
the good conduct of the pupils during the present session. 

Three young Gentlemen, Messrs. T. C. Wiatt, J. C. White, 
and M. V. Whittington, now taking a final course of study in 
Mathematies and Moral Philosophy, will;-at the close of this 
session, have finished learning the trades, and also advanced in 
' literature as far as 1s practicable i in an institution of thie kind. 

In August last, yóur former Superintendent, Mrs. S. B. 
Merrill, resigned the position which she had so long and success- 
fully filled with unremitting toil and care, Her arduous labors 
are woll and honorably known to you. 
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Your present Superintendent was elected, as you will re- 
member, in August, and took charge of the Institution on the 
Ist of September. You elected also the following officers: Mrs. 
A. E. Whitfield, Literary Teacher; Miss Helen. S. Merrill, 
Music “Teacher, and Mrs. Honora Fletcher, Matron. They 
entered upon the discharge of their duties and are laboring 
earnestly for the improvement and comfort of the pupils. 

Mr. H. S. Smith, previously elected Teacher ot Handicraft, 
has been constantly at his post, faithfully discharging his : 
duties. The prosperity of that Départment is evidence of your 
wisdom, both in the arrangement for its management and in 
the selection of its teacher. =~ 

The session was opened on tlie-1st of October, and has suf- 
fered no interruption. Only five pupils were present at. the 
opening. The number increased to eighteen the first meñth, 
and subsequently to twenty-one. The studies now pursued 
in the Literary Department are, reading, spelling, writing, 
grammar, arithmetic (mental and written ), algebra, geography, 
history, and moral philosophy. The trades taught are broom- 
making, mattress-making, and chair-seating. In the Music 
Department, besides instructions- on the piano, lessons are 
given to a large vocal class. In every department encourag- 
ing progress has been made. . 

In surveying the work accomplished, and estimating the 
necessities of this Institution for the future, itis necessary to 
have a definite conception of the work which ought to be ac- 
complished in an institution of this kind. 

What, then, ought to be done? E 

1. The Blind ought to be so educated as to render Da ae 
sustaining in society, to elevate their moral chatacten, and'to . 
ameliorate their misfortune. So far asthese objects can be, by 
reasonable efforts and expenditures, they certainly ought to be 
accomplished.’ iL speak now of education only, for, while other - 
means may be employed for the amelioration of their con- 
dition, this Institution, as every other similar one in the 
country, is for the education of the Blind. To make it useful 
as an Infirmary oras an Asylum, would undoubtedly destroy its 
uses as àn educational institution. ` 

But what is the education which should be given the Blind ` 
in an institution like this? I answer, such a literary education 
as the State generally gives to its seeing children, or as nearly 
such as is possible; that is, the ordinary High-school educa- 
tion, a limit beyond wbich only the smallest proportion of 
pupils can be advanced in any institution of this kind. ` së 

2. But the State should give, in other directions, móre edu- 
cation to its blind than to its seeing children. Those capable of 
proficiency in it should receive instruction in music. Besides: 
exerting an excellent moral influence, and adding something to 
the small number of their pleasures, music will afford to some 
of the blind the means of self-support. Therefore let no one 
think the expense of instruction in music a needless one in 
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our Institution. As of the seeing, only a small proportion of 
the blind can make profitable attainments in music. But this 
small number should receive the best advantages which can be 
afforded. The great efforts now being made to print music for 
the blind cannot fail of success, and soon, much greater facili- 
ties than they have herétofore enjoyed for the study of music, 
will be offered to our pupils. 

A variety of instruments ought also to be used. But few 
of our pupils will have access to pianos in after life, and less 
expensive instruments might prove far more useful to them. 
Sume could find paying employment if instructed in organ 
music. Others might use the fiute or violin profitably, or at 
least pleasantly. 

3. Next to a thorough elementary education in letters, in- 
struction in £rades is most important to the Blind. They 
wust, if possible, be prepared to make an honest living by 
honest work, And that this is possible, is an established fact. 
The trades taught in this Institution are successfully practiced 
in every part of the country by the blind. 

In regard to female pupils the Work Department is more 
difficult. It cannot be expected that all blind girls will be 
self-supporting. Not all seeing girls are so. Buta fair pro- 
portion of our female pupils can be so educated as to be inde: 
pendent; and all of them can be so educated as to be meas- 
urably useful at home. 1 have, therefore, as did your former 
Superintendent, endeavored to have them instructed in sewing, 
knitting and general housework, 

4. Finally, all the blind of the State, of suitable ages and 
health for education, should be brought into this Institution, 
There are probably 113 persons of school age.among the blind 
of Mississippi, but a small proportion of whom are receiving 
the benefits of the Institution prepared for them. 

How are these objects to be attained? 

As to the one last mentioned, the answer is difficult. Tho 
inaecessibility of the blind, resulting from a failure in many 
to appreciate education, and from an extreme tenderness in 
parents for their blind children, has perplexed their friends in 
every part of the country. Whatever would acquaint parents 
of blind children with the advantages offered gratuitously 
here, and with your own watchful care over the pupils, would 
give confidence to parents and disarm their fear in sending 


their unfortunate loved ones to this Institution. I think that 


the employment of some devoted and energetic blind man as 
an agent for this work, would be wise. If a fixed amount were 
paid | him for each pupil brought in, the expense would be 
smallin comparison with the benefit obtained. ' 

It would also be of great advantage if the Legislature 
would revive so much of the Act of 1856 “For the Benefit of 
the Blind,” (see Chap. 128, Sec. 2,) as may require “The As- 
sessors of the several counties in this State to furnish the 
President of the Board of Trustees a list of the names of all 
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the blind persons in -their réspective counties, «together with 
their condition and address.” 

For the Music Department I would recommend the purchase 
of a cabinet organ. This instrument is greatly needed, offer- 
-ing, as it does, more prospective advantage than almost any 
other to-the blind. 

For our workshops, an appropriation is imperatively needed. 
They are so extremely uncomfortable that the health of the 
pupils is constantly endangered. 

Besides, we have but one broom-machine, and that a very 
indifferent one—indeed worn out. I most earnestly request 
that an appropriation be asked from the State for repairing 
the shops and for a new broom-machine. 

In the literary department, yourselves have seen.the desira- 
bleness of fixing definitely the course of instruction, and, 
whenever that course has been finished by a pupil, of honora- 
bly discharging that pupil, with a certificate of graduation in 
the prescribed studies, à 

Additional educational apparatus is absolutely necessary. 
We must have maps, globes, and a larger supply of elementary 
books. 

I need scarcely Felina you that the entire property of the 
Institute is going to decay for want of repairs. If it is to be 
preserved, it must be painted and repaired; otherwise it will 
soon be so der as to be well nigh worthless. The 
stated appropriatión¡.about $7,500 in currency, is not sufficient 
for more than the Current expenses of the Institute. I cannot 
but believe that the facts placed before the Legislature of this 
State, always ready to foster its charitable institutions, will . 
secure the appropriation. needful to save this property arid 
make its inmates comfortable. 

Besides, we must anticipate that at an early date the number 
of pupils will be.increased. That there will soon be applicants 
from the colored people we cannot doubt; and additional 
apartments must be fitted up in anticipation of their coming. 
A few more pupils than we now have will crowd the rooms 
which are habitable. 

The following estimates for the immediate necessities of the 
Institute will, I hope, receive your approbation, and be favora- 
bly considered by the Legislature::

As stated in the annual report for last year, “the Asylum has 
for some years been several months in arrears in regard to 
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expenses." This indebtedness is a very serious hindrance to 
the proper management and prosperity of the Institute. Nor 
do I see how this debt can be liquidated except by a special 
appropriation. I hope, therefore, that such an appropriation 
will be petitioned for—say $2,500—making the entire sum for 
the relief of the Institute, $5,925. 

The expense of educating the blind is necessarily great. A 
large proportion of them are poor, and more helpless than the 
seeing. In giving them tuition, the State does for them only 

what it does for its seeing children. But they must also be 
fed and clothed while being educated. If the indigent blind 
remained at home they would be fed and clothed at the expense 
of the several counties in which they are resident. As it is, 
the fund appropriated for paying their teachers must also pay 
their board, their medical aid, and their clothing. Hence the 
expenses are large, and must continue so. Other States have 
found it wise to require the counties from which the indigent 
come to pay their traveling expenses to and from the institu- 
tions for the blind, and also for their clothing while in such 
institutions. 

Still, the Commonwealth should not shrink from the duty 
which Divine Providence has imposed upon it in regard to its 
blind children. They must be fed, often clothed, and taught, 
by those whom God has hlessed with sight, except so far as 
they can be enabled, by education, to support themselves. To 
make them self- supporting is the.grand object of your noble 
Institute. And in the attempt to make them $0 we have much 
encouragement. During the summer vacation, two pupils of 
this Institute, Messrs. T. C. Wiatt and J.-C. White; industri- 
ously working at their trades, made handsome profits. At the 
receat State Fair, held in this city, premiums were awarded to 
two of our pupils—to Mr. D. B. Steelesfor brooms, and to Mr. 
M. V. Whittington for chair-seating. 

But in a nobler sense the blind are here made self-support- 
ing. By the culture of their minds and their manners, their 
usefulness in society is so increased that they are worthy of a 
place in the homes and hearts of the people, which will rarely 
be denied them. 

Above all, let it be remembered that nothing can be more 
worthy of an enlightened and Christian Commonwealth than a 
generous care of its unfortunate children. 

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt, in October last, 
of twenty-three volumes, donated to this Institute by the 
American Printing House for the Blind, Louisville, Ky.

“STATE PENITENTIARY REPORT. 
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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF INSPECTORS. 


To His Excellency, R. C. Powers, 
Governor of the State of Mississippi: 


In compliance with the law, requiring the Board of Inspec- . 
tors of the Mississippi State Penitentiary to make an annual 
report of the condition of the Institution, we beg leave to lay 
before your Excellency, the following statements: 

On the 18th day of January, the former Lessees of the Peni- 
tentiray, Messrs. W. P. Dunavant & Co., sold out their entire 
interest of machinery, live stock, manufacturing terial, . 
manufactured goods, clothing, bedding, arms, etc., to the State, 
for the sum of fourteen thousand eight hundred and! fifty-six 
dollars and eighty four cents, and leased from this Board one 
hundred able-bodied convicts for the term of one year, at the 
rate of twelve dollars per month for each and every convict. 

Copy of contract annexed. ) 

On the 26th day of May, W. M. Francis entered into articles 
of agreement for the hire of one hundred or more convicts, at 
the rate of seventeen dollars and fifty cents, in warrants, for. 
the term of six months, with the privilege of eight months. ' 
Lease to take effect on-the 5th day of June. + 

On the same day, i. Richardson entered into contract—and 
gave bond—for the lease of from thirty to fifty men, at the . 
same rate, seventeen dollars and fifty cents, in warrants. , 

On the 19th day of June, 1873, by and with your Excellency's 
eonsent, and in accordance with a report made by the Prison 
Physician, who, being apprehensive of the spread of epidemie 
diseases, recommended the removal of as many prisoners, from 
within the walls, as possible, a contract was entered into by 
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aid between the Board and Mr. E. Richardson, President of 
the Mississippi Mills Company, for the lease of thir ty conviets 
to be worked on: the grounds of said Company. The Lessees 
not paying any compensation for this labor, but binding them- 
selves, under bond, to relieve the State of all and every ex- 
pense as to transporting, feeding, guarding, clothing, ete., of . 
said prisoners during the term of said lease. This lease was, 
at its original termination, by us extended for the period of 
one month, as we deemed the danger of epidemics not entirely 
- over; the Lessees paying the State for the labor of the convicts 
then employed by "them, the sum of two hundred dollars, in 
U. S. currency. The lease of W. M. Francis having termin- 
ated, we, the Board, egnsider ed it, under existing circumstances, 
advisablé to lease ont fifty convicts of those formerly employed 
by the said W. M. Francis, to the firm of Bowman & McTighe, 
for thirty days, at the rate of ten dollarsin currency per month 
of twenty-six working days, for each convict. . 

Among the reasons for the acceptance of this offer by the 
Board, is the following, namely: 

The prison building in its present condition and size is en- 
tirely inadequate to the requirements of the State in this direc- 
tion. We have, as your Excellency will percieve by glancing 
at the Prison Register, 288 convicts. The building contains 
but 200 cells in all, of which the upper tier (comprising 50 
cells) is without doors, etc., and several on the ground floor 
are used as solitary cells and an armory, thus leaving barely 
150 tenantable cells. These are altogether too smallto contain 
more than one person, and hence the necessity to lease a num- 
ber of the prisoners at almost any price. 

Nevertheless, we do not advocate the system of leasing cut - 
convicts. ‘To us, it appears to be in conflict with the spirit of : 
the law providing for the punishment of evil doers. 

The Legislature, at its regular session in 1872, appropriated 
the sum of seven thousand “dollars for the purchase of a site 
on which to erect a new and larger prison building. The site 
was purchased at the above named sum, but owing to the re- 
fusal of the Auditor of Public Accounts to issue the necessary 
warrants, the trade was not consummated. If the Legislature, 
in its wisdom, considers the finances of the State in such a 
condition as to warrant an appropriation sufficiently large to 
purchase a site and erect the proper buildings thereon, the 


_ Board does not entertain the least doubt but that it would 


prove of incalculable service to the State. The building mate- 
rial, that is the brick, could be manufactured by the convicts; 
the walls erected by them, under the management and direc- 
tion of skilful mechanics, and so lessen very considerably the 
cost; and, if the purchase were, made early enough in the 
spring, no doubt all the corn necessary for bread and feeding 
pur poses, potatoes and other vegetables, and a large quantity 
ef cotton, could be raised. 

We have, as required by law, held our meetings regularly 
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every month, inspected the condition of the prison prospect at 
such times, and, when deemed necessary, visited the several 
convict camps. With but very few exceptions, we found the 
conviets humanely treated; they were not overworked, and ap- 
péared to be well fed. 

The reports of the members of the Board, relative to their 
several trips, are on file in their office, and open to inspection. 

The particulars as to the financial, sanitary and moral con- 
dition of the Institution, the Doard would respectfully refer 
your Excellency tó the very explicit report of the Superin- 
tendent, and the exhibits of the Clerks thereto annexed. 

Before concluding, we are constrained to say, we would not 
feel we had discharged our whole duty, did we not bear wit- 
ness to the able and faithful manner in which the Superin- 
tendent, Mr. C. W. Loomis, has discharged the onerous duties 
devolving upon him. His task has not been an easy one, and 
the sound judgment displayed by him, the fidelity and patience 
with which he applied himself in the dise harge of these duties, 
deserve the highest commendation. It is largely due to the 
energy and vigilance with which he has guarded the interests 
of the State in his official capacity, that we are enabled to lay 
before your Excellency the favorable report of the financial 
condition of the Institution, which is hereto annexed. 

It affords us further pleasure to testify to the fidelity and 
skill with which the duties of the Prison ‘Physician have been 


performed by Dr. T. J. Mitchell. Not only has he been regu- ' 


lar in his daily attendance, but always cheerfully responded to 
night calls for the relief of the sick and afflicted. 

The Clerical duties of the Prison have been performed by 
Mr. F. E. Strippleman, in a manner that gave the fullest satis- 
faction, and is worthy of all praise.

ANNUAL REPORT 
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OR THE 


SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the Honorable Board of Inspectors of the Mississippi State 

Penitentiary: 

GENTLEMEN--In accordance with the provisions of secticr 21 
of “an. Act entitled an Act for the regulation, support and con- 
trol of the Penitentiary,” I herewith submit my annual report, 
showing the condition of the institution during and at the 
close of the second year of my administration. 

Since my last annual report, the general health of the prison- 
ers within the walls has not been as good as during the last 
year, owing, in the first place, to the prevalence of epidemic 


diseases; and in the second, to the fact that during the latter 


part of last winter and the early spring the number of prison- 
ers confined within the walls increased to such an extent that 
it became necessary to confine two persons in one cell. These 
cells are very small, illy ventilated, always damp, bitter cold in 
winter, and suffocating during the hot season. Hence the 
. unusually large sum appearing as expended for medicines and 
disinfectants. 

.The health of the convicts employed on public works has 
been, as you will perceive by reference to the reports of physi- 
cians in charge, (hereuntu annexed) much better than last year. 
For more specific details, as to nature of diseases prevailing 
and the general sanitary condition of.the Institution, I refer 
you to the report of Dr. Mitchell; and will now pass on toa 
statement of the moral condition of the prisoners, which, 
thanks to the untiring zeal of “the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrews,” who generously volunteered to impart instruction to 
all prisoners desirous of learning, and to the gratuitous services 
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rendered by the Rev. Drs. C. W. Crane, John Hunter, and other 
ministers of the gospel, is now much better than it has been 
hitherto. The prisoners seem anxious to profit by Sabbath 
school instructions, and listen to Sabbath service with deep 
interest. 

For details respecting the financial condition of the Thstitu- 
tion, 1 refer your honorable Board to the exhibits of the Clerk, 
hereunto annexed, but will endeavor to lay before you an 
explanatory sketch. 

The appropriation for the Penitentiary made by the Legisla- 
ture at its last regular session, was inadequate, so much so that 
I almost despaired being able to lay before you anything like 
a satisfactory report at the closing of the fiscal year. On the 
18th of January your honorable Board purchased from W. P. 
Dunavant & Co., lessees of the Penitentiary, their entire inter- 
est, consisting in raw material, manufactured goods, etc. The 
quantity of material for manufacturing purposes was small and 
ill assorted; the machinery consisted of one small engine, 
which runs a grist mill, a planing machine, and several small 
saws. 

Last winter was a severe one, and when the lessees turred 
over their interest to the State there was no fuel of any kind 
on hand, hence the large sums appearing in the accounts as 
expended, for firewood; etc. 

As already stated, early in the spring the number of con- 
victs had increased to such an extent that for more than one 
hundred of them, confined within the walls, no employment 
could be found, the workshops being already filled to their 
utmost capacity. Your honorable Board, on April 26th, June 
5th, and June 19th, entered into contracts with different 
parties, which, to a great extent, relieved me of this burden. 

The system of leasing convicts is, in my opinion, detrimen- 
tal to the public interest. Granting the lessees to be actuated 
by just and humare motives, yet when it is considered that 
they pay stated sums for the labor of the convict, they will 
tax the convict to his ptmost capacity. The sentence of the 
court condemns the convict to the Penitentiary at hard labor, 
but such sentence does not import or imply that the prisoner 
is to be exposed to'the burning rays of the sun, the drenching 
rains, nor to the piercing winds of winter. Humanity will, 1 
hope, influence the committee to be appointed by the next 
Legislature to investigate the affairs and the condition of this 
Institution, to take such active measures and report in such 
manner as will induce the legislative, body to make an appro- 
priation sufficient to remedy the evil complained of. 

The expense, as will be seen by reference to the Clerk's 
exhibits of receipts and expenditures, for the transportation of 
convicts to the Penitentiary and the $25 paid to each convict on 
his discharge, amounts this year to the sum of $7,535 19. It 
appears to me, that, as the State assumes the charge of the 
criminals after conviction, thus relieving the respective counties 
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from which they are sentenced of all expenses attending their 
maintenance during the term of their confinement, these 
counties ought, at least, bear the costs of transportation to the 
State prison. ; : 
Sending children from 12 to 14 years of age to the Peniten- 
tiary, for thirty days, as has been done in several instances, 


puts the State to the expense of at least $75 in each case, and ` 


no corresponding results therefrom. : 

The salaries, as now fixed for the officers of the Institution, 
are inadequate to the services required of them, and should be 
increased. Ta l 

The financial panic has not passed without its effect upon the 
Operations of this Institution during the last few months 
having been felt. This accounts for the large amount of man- 
ufactured goods now on hand. 

There are at this moment a large number of criminals sen- 
tenced to the Penitentiary, confined within the jails of the dif- 
ferent counties, and I am: without the necessary available 
means to effect their removal. Had the appropriation reached 
the amount I asked for, 2. e. $25,000, I should not only have 
had ample means to meet all demands, but wo ld, no doubt, 
have shown a still more satisfactory balance inf favor of the 
Institution. a | | 

Before closing, gentlemen, I herewith tender you my sincere 
thanks for your kind co-operation in my labors, without which 
I would.have been unable to have laid before you so favorable 
a report of the condition of the Institution as I have the honor 
to herewith submit. i 

Before closing this report, I desire to thank Dr. T. J. 
Mitchell, the physician in charge of the prison proper, and the 
subaltern officers of the Institution for the faithful performance 
of their respective duties during the past year.

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PHYSICIANS’ REPORT. 


To His Excellency, Governor R. C. Powers: 
^ Sir—In submitiing my annual report of the sanitary condi- 
, «tion of the State Prison, I regret to say the mortality has con- 
siderably exceeded that of the last year, which is attributable, 
in a measure, to the crowded condition of the inmates prior to 
their removal to the different public works. At one time in 
the spring there were over two hundred inmates and not suffi- 
cient cell room, which necessitated, in many instances, the 
placing of two in a cell, and from this cause, probably, we had, 
during the spring and summer, epidemics of cholera and men- 
ingitis, from which, considering the malignency of the disease, 
but few died—only one from the former and three from the latter. 
Of the remainder of the deaths, two were from typhoid fever, 
two chronic dysentery, one chronic diarrha, and one of pul- 
monory consumption. Our hospital at the prison has been 
used as a general one for the railroad convicts, frequently 
sending us patients whose health was much impaired, and bas 
tended to swell our lists of mortality. It affords me pleasure 
to state that the Superintendent Las always manifested a kindly 
interest in the prisoners, both sick and well, and responding 
with pleasure to any call inade by the physician for hospital 
supplies. There are at present, one hundred and thirty 
prisoners within the walls, which includes about eight who are 
now in the hospital and under treatment for chronic diseases, 
and of these several are permanently diseased. Trusting that 
the above brief report may convey all necessary intelligence,

Lease of Convicts to Forrest, Dunnavant & Co., January, 18th, 
1873. 


This agreement, made and eutered into this 18th day of Jan- 
uary, 1873, between B. B. Eggleston, B. J. Alcorn and George 
Char les, Inspectors of the Penitentiary of the State of Missis- 
sippi, of the first part, and W. M. Forrest, W. P. Dunnavant 
and constituting the firm of Forrest Dunnavant 
& Company, of the second part, witnesseth : 


First—The said party of the first part hereby hires to said `' 


- party of the second part, one hundred Penitentiary convicts, 
being able-bodied men, fit tor outdoor labor, to work on publie 
works in the State of | Mississippi, for the period of one year 
from this date. 

Second —1he party of the second part agrees to pay for the 
hire of said convicts, twelve dollars per month for each convict, 
in cash; and, further, to board and pay all expense of guarding 
said conviets, and build the necessary prison houses for their 
safe-keeping, such as have heretofore been provided in the em- 
ployment of convicts on the public works, at his own cost, and 
without expense to the State of Mississippi.

First—Said party of the first part herewith leases and hires 
to the party of the second part, from thirty-five to fifty able- 
bodied convicts, to work on the Mississippi river levees. 

Second— This contract to take effect on the 9th day of June, 
1878, for the term of six months, with the privilege of eight 
months. 

Third—Said party of the second part agrees and binds him- 
self to pay to the party of the first part the sum of seventeen 
dollars and fifty cents in Mississippi State. warrants, for the 
. Jabor of each and every convict so hired, per month, of twenty- 
six (26) working days. . 

Fourth—It is furthermore stipulated and agreed, that.said 
party of the second part pay all expenses of transportation of

THE RECEIPTS. 


It will be seen upon reference to Document “A,” that the 
receipts for the fiscal year 1873 fall far below the estimation 
made of the probable receipts for that year, but upon a com- 
parison with the receipts of the fiscal year 1872, will at once 
be seen the cause of the deficiency; whilst the State tax of 
1872, collected prior to the 31st day of December and incor- 
porated in the report for the fiscal year of 1872, amounted to 
the sum of $727,913 64, in the corresponding period of 1873 
it is only $49,075 70 (and with the same.rate of taxation), a 
difference of $678,867 94. This is, doubtless, to be accounted tor 
in two ways: first, from the severe monetary panic that re- 
cently swept the length and breadth of the land, and sent dis 
tress to nearly every home; and, secondly, to the extension of 
time granted for payment of taxes. But for these two causes 
I have no doubt that the receipts for this year would have 
borne a very favorable comparison with either of the former 
years. 


DISBURSEMENTS. 


The disbursements for this year are not so large as those of 
1872, by $146,195 84, whilst some nine of the individual items 
are considerably larger; but this does not wholly represent the 

‘expenses for the year 1873, as the Judiciary and Executive 
appropriations were exhausted, the latter as early as the end 
of October and the former on the 9th day of Decrmber, and 
for which deficiency appropriations should be at once made; 
but was the amount still due, consequent upon such exhaustion 
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added, it would then, take it all in all, favorably compare with 
the previous years. 

Whilst I am upon this branch of my report, “Y would re- 
spectfully suggest to your honorable body that in the “future 
ample provision should be made fur both the Judiciary and 
Executive branches of the State Government. There is surely 
nothing that stains the fair name of a State, as of individu- 
als, sooner than for it to be said that she does not pay her ser- 
vants. Itnot only works great hardship upon many, but clogs 
the wheels of government and causes great confusion in this 
office by keeping accounts open tor an indefinite period, that 
should be closed with promptness. Take, for instance, the 
case of the Sheriffs, who have had to pay the claims of grand 
and special jurors, baliffs, receive witness tickets and other 
claims upon the State tor taxes, in some cases amounting in 
the aggregate to hundreds of dollars, and in making their 
montuly settlements come, or transmit such claims with the 
balance of their report, expecting.to have warrants issued to 
them for the amount so expended by them and due, and aré. 
told no warrants can be issued, or they (the claims) are re- 
turned endorsed “appropriation exhausted.” -The result is, 
ihe Sheriff has cither to borrow the amount, or to leave with- 
out making his settlement, or the report has to lie over and 
wait till such time as a remittance can be made. This surely 
is a state of things that ought not to exist, whilst the same 
can be so easily remedied—and the remedy rests entirely with 
your honorable body, by seeing that ample appropriations are 
made. 


FISCAL YEAR. 
A 


I would respectfully suggest to your honorable body that an 
amendment be made in the time when the fiscal years in the 
several departments shall commence, and the taxes, both State 
and privilege, be considered due and payable. There are no 
less than four different times for thé commencement of the 
same, viz: . 

The State tax fiscal year on real and personal property is 
from the 1st January to 31st December in each year. 

The fiscal. year for Privilege taxes being from 1st April in 
one year to 31st March following year. 

Insurance Licenses date from the 4th March in each year.’ 

The fiscal year for school purposes is from 1st September to 
3lst August. 

It would be far better that there should be but one uniform 
fiscal year, viz: from lst January to 31st December, aud so 
save great confusion to the Collectors. Licenses of every class 
might, with propriety, be made to commence on the Ist day of 
January, and any one applying for a license at any other dáte 
might be allowed a reasonable or proportionate reduction ac- 
cording to the time the license would have to run. 
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STATE TAX 1872, 


Upon reference to the first part of Document “C,” it will be 
seen that some six of the Collectors have not made their fina. 
settlements for the year 1872.. but the necessary instructions 
have been given to the proper District Attorneys, who have com- 
menced-suits. With reference to Colfax county, Iam informed 
that the delay in the settle/nent beren has been caused by the 
Board of Supervisors not kaving condemned and ordered sale of 
the lands for delinquent taxes, but that the matter is now in a 
fair way for a settlenient. 


COMMON SCHOOL FUND. ` 


Upon referring to the last section of Document “ D,’ (the 
etatement of this fund) it will be seen that the balance in its 
favor is $615,963 49, which should, pursuant to section 6, art1- 
cle 8 of the Constitution, be invested in United States bonds, 
and remain a perpetual fund; but as the voice of the people 
was taken upon this subject at the lust election, with a view to 
ay alteration of the Constitution, probably some-action will be 
1LKken by your honorable body upon the subject. 

‘ke Common School Func is composed of amounts received 
for Nióunses to retail vinous and spirituous liquors, fines im- 
posed by-Justices of the Peace, sales and redemptions of lands 
forfeited to the State. 

In referring to the licenses to retail, I would respectfully cal. 
the attention of your honorable body to the fact that licenses 
are seldom granted otherwise than by the city or corporate 
bodies. * The fund being required by the law to be paid to the 
County Treasurer, I would suggest that an alteration be made 
in the law, as follows: That the license be granted to the party 
applying for the same upon producing the receipt of | the 
County Treasurer. As the law now stands, the applicant pays 

the City Treasurer, and then the City Treasurer to the County. ' 

Treasurer, hence a double commission. If the alteration 
above suggested was made, it would not only be a saving of 
money, but would reduce the machinery, and thus enable 
reports to be made to this office direct, without having to wait 
the report of the City Treasurer, and avoid delay in the pay- 
ment. Instance the city of Vicksburg, an injunction being 
granted to restrain the City Treasurer from paying over the 
amount received for licenses to the County Treasurer. 

Referring to the sales and redemptions of lands, I would 
suggest that the laws be so amended as to impose a penalty 
upon Circuit, Clerks on their failing to report the sales, ete., to 
this office. In consequence of such neglect, I have been 
obliged to apply for the assistance of the several District At- 
torneys (as will be' seen. by my letter to them. See appendix) 
to aid me in getting reports from no less than fifty-one counties, 
and in the majority of instances no reports have been received 
to the present date. 
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JUDICIARY FUND. 


The alterations made by your honorable body at the last 
regular session, upon-the suggestions contained in my report 
of 1872, removing the liability from the State to that of the 
counties in several items formerly paid out of this fund, are 
very conspicuous. Upon comparing Document “F,” in thie 
report, with that in the report of 1872, the reduction and 
saving to the State is somewhat considerable, the difference 
being, after allowing for claims still outstanding, at the lowest 
computation, $75,000, and this, too, without one single com- 
plaint; many parties preferring to deal with the counties rather 
than the State, and with-a saving to the tax-payer of at least 
from fifteen to twenty per cent. 


TIME FOR LEVYING COUNTY TAXES, ETC. 


Under the present laws (section -1372 Revised Code 1871 
the Boards of Supervisors of the several counties are require 
to meet on the first Monday in July in each year, for the pur- 
pose of fixing the amount of county taxes. 

The Assessor is required (section 1684 Revised Code 1871) 
to deliver to the Clerk of the Board of Supeivisors of his 
county, on or betore the said first Monday in July, his assess- 
ment roll, which is to remain on file in the Clerk's office till the 
first Monday in August, for the inspection of tax-payers, and 
for said tax-payers in the meantime to file objections, if any, 
thereto, and the Board of Supervisors meet on said first Mon- 
day in August to equalize the assessment and to examine and 
receive the same. i 

It will be seen at a gla: ce that the time for levying the tax 
- is radically wrong, and in itself creates great confusion, loss to 
the State, and useless trouble to Assessors and other officials. 

To enable the Supervisors to levy the county taxes, the roll 
must be cast up and completed, and upon that data the taxes 
are levied. The roll is at the subsequent August meeting 
taken up hy the Board of Supervisors, petitions to reduce 
adjudicated upon, and, in many instances, the total value of 
property considerably reduced. from the original assessment. 
The Assessor is then required to make the corrections, which, 
in some cases, are as much trouble as making the original roll. 
By this means many errors are consequently made and creep 
in, notwithstanding the Assessors may be good business and 
correct men. It frequently requires some nice and fine calcu- 
lations consequent on such alterations, and great care and 
attention to work out the whole of the roll and make the totals 
harmonize with the numerous columns. If, instead of the 
backward course above shown, the Assessor was required to 
file his assessment rolls with the Clerk, say by the second 
Monday in June, or even on the first Monday in July, as now, 
(the totals need not then be shown) and the Board meet at the 
usual time to examine and equalize such assessment, and on 
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the last day of their meeting, or atan adjourned meeting, to 
receive the rolls as altered, ‘corrected and cast-up, then the 
Board would have a proper data upon which to levy the county 
taxes, and could then levy a correct tax, and net, as under the 
present state of things, when shown the great alterations in 
the totals the corrections and reductions have made, obliged to 
levy an additional tax, which is now frequently the case. To 
make the above simple alteration and let the parts follow in 
proper order, would be to save time and trouble to the Asses- 
sors, Board of Supervisors, Chancery Clerk, and in all proba- 
bility, prevent this office having to return the rolls from time 
tc time, for correetion. The true purpose of government is, to 
make the affairs ot the State work like a well-ordered piece of 
machinery, with the least possible cost, having due regard to 
efficiency and correctness. Again, the assessment rolls, when 
once passed and acted upon by ‘the Board of Equalization, should 
stand for the whole fiscal year, except in case of deterioration hy 
fire or casualty, as under the present system the Boards are con- 
stantly allowing erroneous assessments which cause great loss 
to the State, the commissions to Assessors being allowed and 
paid prior to the presentation of such corrections of erroneous 
assessments, which, in the aggregate, amount to a considerable 
sum. If the tax payers. fully understood tliat their claims for 
reduction must be made at a given meeting of the Board, and 
no other, they would then take care to inspect the assessment 
and apply at the proper time, instead of waiting till such time 
as the Collector calls for the taxes, and at that late hour find 
the assessment too high, or error made. This loose way of 
doing business creates more confusion and delays more settle- 
ments than anything else. 


TAX LANDS. 


-The Act to “quiet tax titles” of 1872, and the Act amenda- 
tory of the same in 1873, have not proved entirely satistactory 
in their workings. The, greater portion of the amounts 
received by the State has been for taxes of the past three 
years, and the change has not secured the desired results. 

The Acts themselves are defective, there being a great want 
of harmony in their several provisions; and, instead of serving 
to quiet tax titles, they have served rather to shake the pre- 
vious existing confidence of the public in them. Asa single 
illustration of their want of efficiency, the law provides that 
where the Sheriff's receipt for the taxes for which the land was 
sold is presented, the Circuit Clerk shall take it up and turn it 
over to the Distriet Attorney of the proper district, whose 
duty it shall be to collect the amount, with costs «f sale, frum 
the Sheriff, on his bond, and pay the same into the State 
Treasury. Many of the reports of the Circuit Clerks show, 
that the greater part of the sales to the State have been can- 
celed in this way, yet I would state that not one dollar from 
this source has ever been paid into the State Treasury. 
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The Circuit Clerks of two counties, Monroe and Chickasaw, 
having disregarded the instructions sent out from this office, 
and the law as interpreted by the Attorney General,in making 
sales of lands under the Act to quiet tax titles: at the sales 
mentioned the lands were sold for what they would bring, 
regardless of first cost to the State or accrued taxes and inter- 
esi. I have been unable to make settlement with them, and 
refer the matter to you for such action as you may Ge 
proper. 

There is no provision under the present law for either 
redemption or purchase of lands sold te:the State for taxes of 
fiscal year 1872. The defect should be remedied at the earliest 
day possible. 


AUDITING COUNTY OFFICIALS’ ACCOUNTS, &C. 


I have in each of my former reports drawn the attention of 
your honorable body to the fact that it was necessary for a 
more systematic and effectual auditing of county officials’ ac- 
counts and reports to be made, and every year's experience 
impresses it stronger on my mind. I cannot, therefore, let this 
opportunity pass without calling your special attention to the 
subject. 

Under the present laws, the Sheriffs, County Treasurers and 
Circuit Clerks are required to make their monthly and quar- 
terly reports, to this office, of moneys received by them, and to 
pay the same into the State Treasury. In some counties this 
is carried out pretty regularly, but in the majority of cases I 
am compelled to keep constantly, by letters and circulars, urg- 
ing such oflicials to comply with «the law. The extra labor 
caused by such neglect is no mean item of labor in this office, 
to say nothing of the cost of printing, stationery and stamps. 
It would seem that many of the county officials pay but little 
regard to letters or circulars addressed to them, and so long as 
the present system of depending upon officials reporting to a 
central office, so long will there be an extra amount of labor, 
and the result inadequate thereto. There is no provision for 
an inspection of any county officials books, and, consequently, 
moneys are received and remain in the hands of officials till 
such time as trey may deem proper to report, and instead of 
moneys being paid over in due time, remain in the pockets of 
the officials for months, the State and county losing the benefit 
thereof. Some may be tempted to make use of it in specula- 
tion, or otherwise. Should it turn out profitable, all’s well; 
but experience teaches that, in the majority of instances where 
such advantage is taken, it proves otherwise, and the sureties 
of such officials have to sutfer. It is not honest towards the 
official or his sureties. It is by such lax systems that many 
fall, who would, if a proper and. periodical examination of their 
accounts was made, prove honest officials. 

With a view to a better and more systematic mode of audit-

ing, 1 would suggest that every officer who shall in any way 
collect either State or county taxes, licenses, fines or other dnes, ` 
should be furnished with a tax-receipt book, with countertoil 
attached, and when any tax is paid, whether State, privilege or 
otherwise, such officer should sign and deliver a receipt from 
the book, (no other to be considered legal,) marking the coun- 
terfoil to correspond with such receipt; and let the. officer be 
made liable to account for every receipt taken from the book, 

and such hook duly presented for inspection upon audit. This 
would, in a measure, be a check upon the long list of insolven- 
cies presented for allowance. 

With respect to the Sheriff or Tax Collector, he should be 
supplied with his assessment rolls not later than the first Mon- 
day in September. Between that date and the 1st of October, the 
date when he commences to collect the taxes, he would have 
_ample time to fill up his tax receipts and counterfoil, both land 
and:personal, before he commenced collecting. Each receipt 
might then be made to correspond by number with. the assess- 
ment roll, and assist materially in the auditing of his books, 
' and facilitate the collection of taxes at a time when the Sheriffs 
are sorely pressed. The majority of tax-payers are prone to 
delay the payment of their taxes till the last day allowed by 
law, when, under the present system, it is a matter of impossi- 
bility for the Collector to fill up receipts, and collect, to the 
extent he might otherwise; hence many are compelled to pay. 
the penalty imposed upon delinquents. The tax-receipt books 
might be of convenient size—say in tive hundred—and more 
than one coull then be engaged in the collection, and all that 
would have to be done would be to find the name on the roll, 
refer to the number of the receipt,receive the money anc hand 
over the receipt. Under such a system as this, five to one 
more collections could be made during the last days allow ed 
for collection. 

The present mode not being, to my mind, an effectual system 
of auditing county officials’ accounts, and the machinery too 
cumbersome, I would respectfully suggest that provisions be 
made for the Chancery Clerk of each county to become the 
County Auditor, and have full power ‘of auditing all county and 
city officials’ books and papers periodically, say every three 
months, (in the meantime the Collectors to pay to State and 
County Treasurers monthly, and balance on audit,) compel the 
production of tax and other books, and report to this office and 
the Boards of Supervisors the funds received and amounts to ^ 
be paid over, respectively; and if the amount so found due is 
not paid into the proper treasury within fifteen days, an at- 
tachment should be issued, either by a magistrate or the Circuit 
Court Clerk, for the amount, to be levied'on the property of the 
defaulters; failing sufficient being found. then upon the property 
of the sureties. 

By the above, or some such means, the auditing would be far 
more effectually performed, time and expense saved to the 
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State and counties, the State and county have the benefit of the 
funds being paid into the Treasury in due season,-the Sheviffs 
and others saved the heavy experse of journeys to the Capital 
to make their settlements, in some instances eating up the 

reater part of their commission, and then probably being 
unable to make the settlement, fr m the fact of not having thé 
proper orders of Court, &c. If, instead of the present system, 
the auditing was performed in the counties where all the ma- 
terials are for a proper investigation, it would save the accumu- 
lation of work ir this office, as | the Auditor would only have to 
deal with one efficient and reliable person, viz, the County Au- 
ditor; thus a great saving of time, labor and expense, not only 
to this office, but to every county official, fr om the Magistrate 
to the District Attorney. 

I feel confident, from the rapid inerease of work in this office, 
(it is quite five times more than it was four years ago,) the ac- 
cumulation of papers, and the heavy expense attending the 
same, that it is only a question of time before there will be 
forced to be made a great change, either by removing a part of 
- the labor, as suggested, to the counties, or an extension of this 
office, both clerical and otherwise. 

With a view to the suject being more fully brought before 
your honorable body, I would further suggest that a committee 
be appointed to examine fully into the matter, and report ao- 
cordingly. 


REPORT OF JUSTICE OF THE PEACE. 


By Sec. 1342, Revised Code, 1871, Justices of the Peace are 
required to report to this office, on 1st of January each year, 
all fines imposed and collected by them, and by su osequent Act 
(chap. 28, Laws 1873) they are further required to produce their 
dockets to the Grand Jury of their county. Each county is 
supposed to have ten Magistrates. Thus there are over seven 
hundred Magistrátes in the State. Now, the time, labor and 
expense incurred in printing the forms, sending thém to each 
Magistrate, and postage to and fro, in order to ascertain the 
amount to be charged to the County Treasurer, and so check 
the Treasurer’s reports, is somewhat considerable, and the ad- 
vantage gained very limited indeed. The original idea of the 
Justices of the Peace reporting to the Auditor, was t^ act as 
such check; and, to instance the uselessness of such reports, in 
three-fourths of them transmitted to this office, in column “to 
whom paid,” instead of inserting the Treasurer's name, the 
name of the Justice of the Peace is placed, and no indication 
of the amount being paid over; hence, instead of a check, as 
contemplated, it - “actually misleads. Failing the appointment 
of a County Auditor, I would simply suggest that the Code be 
so altered as to require the County: Treasurer to receipt, in the 
docket of the Justice of the Peace, for all sums paid to him, 
and the foreman of the Grand Jury report to this office the 
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amount paid by each Justice of the Peace to County Treasurers 
and so, by this means, at least three-fourths of the labor an 
expenses might be saved, tlie checking be far bétter, and dis- 
éribute the labor more equitably.

INQUEST CLAIMS. 

I would again respectfully suggest, that these and like claims 
should be paid direct by the counties in which the death occurs 
or the body is found. In drawing your attention to the fact that 

there seems to be a general impression with Coroners that the 
. can hold.an inquest on the body of any one who has been killed, 
whether in the presence of witnesses (see sec. 245, Rev. Code, 
1871) or not, this grows out of the peculiar wording of sec. 256, 
Rev. Code; and, further, to the practice, which is rapidly on 
the increase, of ordering pust mortem examinations in almost 
every case, whetuer justified or not by the facts and circum- 
stances of the case. This, doubtless, also grows out of the fact 

of the liberal fee allowed by the law, viz, from $50 to $100. 


COSTS OF ASSESSING. 


Upon reference to Document “B,” it will be seen that the 
cost of assessing the personalty alone, forthe present year, is 
$43,992 12, with one or two claims still due and outstanding. 
This, with the cost of field books and rolls added, is payable 
entirely out of the State tax. In many instances the county 
tax is double the State, tax. The assessment being for the 

benefit of both State and county, I would respectfully suggest 
that an alteration be made in the mode of paying the Asses- 
sors, so thatthe amount should fall proportionately on State 
and county. By this means it would be equalizing: the same 
and placing is upon a more equitable footing. In some 
instances the commission to the Assessors ($390) pursuant to 
‘the present law, amounts»to nearly one-half of the gross State 
tax. Add to this the insolvencies and other claims, then yery 
little indeed finds its way into the State Treasury. This would 
be a good season to make the change, before the next assess- 
ment of real estate is made. If the counties were required to 
pay their proportion of Assessor's fees, thus bringing the ex- 
ense^more directly home to the people, it is more than proba- 
ble the assessmeyts and rolls would be prepared somewhat bet- 
ter, your honorable body spared the trouble.of ordering new 
dssessments, as during the last regular session, and countiba 
the expense consequent thereon, all of which arise out of gire 
fndifferent manner in which the rolla are prepared.

Your honorable body is aware that the Judges’ and Chancel- 


lors’ salaries are all paid out of the Judiciary appropriations. 
I would suggest that the-fee and salary bill be so amended as to 
add to the cost of each action, suit or proceedure in the 
Chancery and Circuit Courts an ad valorem fee, payable to 
the Clerk, and to be by him accounted for, either to the State 
er Judge and Chancellor, as the case may be, and so applied 
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towards the salaries of such officials. This would be imposing 
no great hardship on any one, but placing the burden upon 
those that reap the benefit.

In my report of last year (see p. 11), I took the liberty of 
suggesting that an alteration be made in the collection of taxes 
‘and settlements by Sheriffs, to allow the outgóing Sheritf to 
collect and settle for the year he commenced. It would, as 
therein stated, prevent great confusion and work no great 
hardship upon any one, as each Sheriff would be entitled to 
make collections at the end of his term of office. “Also, that 
Tax Collectors be reqaired to take up Witness Tickets, not 
barred by law, and for which the State is liable, in payment of 
taxes due the State, and so save the issuance of so many petty 
warrants. I would again earnestly impress these subjects upon 
the favorable notice of your honorable body. 


INDEBTEDNESS OF NEW ORLEANS, JACKSON AND GREAT NORTH- 
ERN RAILROAD COMPANY, ETC. 


ring the year 1873, I am creditably, though not officially, 
informed that there was the sum of $110,000 00 paid into the 
State Treasury by his Excellency, the Governor, on account of 
Messrs. Murdock, Humphreys & Smith,. being a part of the in- 
debtedness of the above-named road to the State. I am also 
advised, though not officially, that the same amount. was paid 
out of the Treasury, the same day it was paid in, to the Mis- 
sissippi Valley and Ship Island Railroad Company, the same 
having been paid into and out of the Treasury without either 
pay or receipt warrant from this office, as required by Sections 
154 and 161, Revised Code, 1871.

TAXES FOR 1874, * 


This is a subject requiring the calm and careful considera- 
tion of your honorable body. It will be seen, upon a perusal 
of the reports of this office, that for the past three years, and 
the present one now before you, that in no single instance has 
the receipts vroper reached the expenditures of any year; 
but, on the contra, the latter have far exceeded the former, and 
hence a debt of considerable magnitude has been accumulating 

ear after year, to which has to be added the sum of $211,- 
35 38, due at the commencement of the present administra- 
tion. " : 

During the present administration there has been expendeal 
upon eharitable institutions and other public buildings, A 
qwards of half a million of dollars; in addition thereto liber 
4llowances have been made year after year to the several Hop 
fpitals and other Charitable Institutions, Universities and Not 
mal Schools of the State, all of which, though creating d? 
assisting in creating the above debt, have in themselves added: 
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honor to the State, and comfort and happiness to the individ- 
uals for whom such churities have been founded. 

With this debt before you, and the fact that the assessed 
value of property in the State is $2,239,181 less this year than 
it was in 1872, the provisions to be made for the State Govern- - 
mențin the forthcoming year will, as a matter of necessity, 
cal forth all the finaucial ability. of your honorable body, 
aided by the suggestions of the Executive, to cope with 
with the same. Due regard must be paid to economy and. re- 
trenchment. As with the merchant, so with the State. Unless 
the expenses are kept within the income, insolvency and bank- 
ruptcy must inevitably follow. 

How is this to be'accomplished ? 

lst. By strict adherence and conformity to the State Consti- 
tution as required by Sections 13 and 20, Chapter 12. 

“Sec. 13. The property of all corporations for pecuniary 
profits shall be subject to taxation the same as that of indi- 
viduals.” 

“Src. 20. ‘Taxation shall be equal and uniform throughout 
the State, all property shall be taxed in proportion to its value, 
to be ascertained as directed by law.” 

2d. By pruning the many items of expenses that ought not 
to be charged to the State, but placing them in their proper 
positions: 

3d. By cutting off or reducing the heavy expense of public 
printing to such an amount only as may be absolutely neces- 
sary; by reducing the length and expense of the Legislative 
session ; curtailing still turther the expenses of the Judiciary 
Department, as well as the expenses of the several State Insti- 
tutions, all of which are now being carried on on a basis, to 
say the least, of liberality, if not of extravagance, which the 
tax-payers in their impoverished condition, are absolutely un- 
able to afford. - 

4th. By devising means by which the great amount of insol- 
vencies, allowed year after year, can be reduced to the lowest 
possible amount. 

Sth. The payment of all taxes in currency, that is a cash 
basis. I have in my last two reports strongly urged this mode 
of collecting taxes, and pointed ont the injury to the State and ` 
her tax-payers, both pecuniarily and morale, by the present 
method of collection; and 1 would again earnestly, but respect- 
fully, submit the matter to your serious attention. The dis- 
count on the warrants of the State annually, is sufficient to ` 
carry cn all our charitable institutions. 

Lastly. That your honorable body be not deterred from 
levying such a rate of taxation as will, after making -due 
allowance for all contingencies, meet the honest demands of the 
Government of .the State, Ko that instead of the hitherto] defi- 
ciency, the State may, during the year, be able to meet her ob- 
ligations promptly. 

In presenting this, my report, for the fiscal year 1873, exhib- 
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iting the operations of the department, over which I have had 
the honor of presiding for upwards of four years, I take this 
opportunity of making my valedictory to your honorable body, 
and through you to the people of the State, and to them I 
leave it to be said how the onerous duties of the office have 
been discharged; but I have the proud feeling of having done 
the best in my power for the interest of the State and her 
people generally, and with the end in view of placing the State 
of- Mississippi foremost of the Southern States, financially, 
morally and politically. 

' In taking leave of you and the many officials and citizens of 
the State with whom I have been brought in contact during the 
past four years, I beg to tender my thanks for the uni- 
form courtesy exhibited to me, and wishing that you may have 
a ghort and harmonious session,

To His Excellency, R. C. Powers, Governor: 


Sir—In compliance with Section 10: of the Act to organ- 


ize a Bureau of Immigration, ete., approved April 14th, 1873, ; 


I have the honor to submit the: 4ollowing report: | 


Upon assuming the position of Chief of. the Bureau of Ge : 
migration and Agriculture, since the last regular session of ` 


the Legislatu Te, L soon found'that the duties were mainly pre- 
paratory,.and «having been: left: without an appropriation, as 


seen by Section 11 of said Act, your Commissioner has ' 


been unable to carry out the intention of the Legislature, but - 


has made such investigation as his salary would allow, and has 
established his office at the Capitol in the city of J ackson. 
But for the want of.a sufficient appropriation he has been xin- 


able to open up a correspondénce with Immigration Agents, : 


‘and Transit Companies, and cause to be published such infor- 


mation as will fully show the natural resources of this State, * 


its soil, climate, mineral wealth and productions, the demand 
for Labor and the inducements which eles etre offers as a. 
home to the Immigrant. 

From Wailes” valuable Report of -the Agriculture and 
Geology of Mississippi, I copy the following i in regard to the 
geographical position of our State: - - 

“The State of Mississippi lies between the thirty-first and 
thirty-fifth parallels of north latitude, with the addition of 
that ‘portion lying -between the first-mentioned parallel and 
the Gulf of Mexico and Lake Borgne, and east:of Pearl River. 
On the west it is bounded by the Mississippi and Pearl Rivers, 
-and on the east by a line dividing it from the State of Alabama, 
which is drawn from the mouth of Bear Creek on the Ten- 
nessee River to the northwestern corner of Washington coun- 
ty; Alabama; and thence south to a point on Grand Bay on the 
Gulf of Mexico, about seventeen miles due west from the Bay 
of Mobile. The State also embraces the Islands in the Gulf

within six leagues of¢ the northern Shore, the principal of 
which are Horn, Ship, and Cat Islands. 

The width of the State along the sortem boundary is one 
hundred and twenty miles; on the seashore seventy-eight miles, 
and along the 31 deg. of north latitude one hundred and, 

eighty-six miles. The greatest length from north to south is 
three hundred SCH | thirty miles. It "embraces an Area of 55,500 
square miles, or 35,520,000 acres." 

Upon this immense area of produetive soil can be raised 
wheat, corn, cotton, Irish and sweet potatoes, rice, sugar, 
tobacco, indigo, turpentine, fruit of all kinds, including man y 
varieties of grapes, and all of the above grow with that ` 
luxuriance peculiar to our southern climate. 

In order to present something like a tabular view of ‘the pro- 
ductive qualities of our State, I will make an imaginary 
division of it into four sections; say beginning at Osyka, run- * 
ning direct north along the line of the New Orleans, Jackson 
and Great Northern Railroad, to the northern boundary line 
of the State, and at Vicksburg, running along the line of the 
Vicksburg and Meredian Railroad, to the Alabama line. 

That section west of the New Orleans, Jackson and Great 
Northern Railroad, and north of Vicksburg and Meredian ` 
Railroad, presents all of the natural-advantages of climate, 
soil and timber for the-cultivation of corn, cotton, potatoes, and 
wheat, With sufficient labor no part of the southern States can ' 
excel this section in its yield fo the cultivator. This region, 
with its broad acres of the most fertile soil an abundance of 
good water, and genial climate, invites the immigrant with his ` 
ineans and family to its bosom, filled with all that nature 
demands—peate and, plenty. 

The division south of the Vicksburg and Meredian Railroad 
and west of the New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern 
Railroad, presents to the tiller of the soil, with prolific abun- 
dance, cotton, corn, tobaceó, sugar-cane, peaches, pears, apples, 
and grapes. The average: yield of cotton (in the two above 
named sections) is one “bale per acre; corn. thirty bushels; 
wheat, fifteen bushels; potatoes, two hundred bushels; and in 
the last described section tobacco will yield by fair cultivation 
about eight hundred pounds per acre, and of a tolerably good 
quality; worth at lowest market rates, fifteen cents per pound; 
making a return £o the cultivator.of $120 00 per acre. -Sugar- 
cane is now cultivated in five. counties; and with a wonderful 
success, in the crude manner.in which it is worked off The 
average yield is about one thousand pounds of sugar and from 
three to three and a half barrels of molasses to the acre; mak- 

ing for the planter abouttwo hundred dollars, from which can be 


- deducted the expense of meking, which will leave a net profit 


of $150 00 per acre. E E 
The growing of peaches is also very profitable in this sec- 

tion; with proper culture there can be raised as fine peaches 

as the State of New J SE affords, and the yield ‘per acre is - 
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very near the same, and at a value of a hundred to a hundred: 
and seventy-five dollars. Pears and apples grow in great abun- 
dance, and were the proper attention given to fruit growing, it 
would handsomely remunerate the tiller of the soil. In this 
portion of the State will be found, and in great variety, some 
of the most valuable timber, such as cypress, ash, elm, walnut, 
oak, hickory, pecan, and pine. The exportation of lumber will 
at no distant day be one of the most prominent commercial 
features of this locality. 

The section lying east of the New Orleans, Jackson and Great 
Northern Railroad, south of the Vicksburg and Meredian Rail- 
road, with front upon the Gulf of Mexico, offers to the immi- 
grant a splendid opening, and a greater variety of employments 
than any portion of our State. In the counties of Harrison, 
Jackson and Hancock, can be found soil equal to that of the ` 
*Ever faithful Isle" in producing oranges, lemons, and bananas. 
At this time there are several parties cultivating fine orange 
orchards, having at least one hundred trees to the acre, bearing 
abundant fruit, yielding a handsome revenue to those engaged 
in its culture. Upon the coast boundary of the above named 
counties are found some of the finest oyster beds on the south- 
ern seacoast. The traffic in oysters bids fair to be one of the 
most lucrative in the State. The abundance of fish, crabs, 
shrimps, ete., affords an opening to. fishermen unsurpassed by 
any waters ofthe country. In‘addition to all of the above, our 
Gulfshore furnishes to the pleasure-seeker a fine summer resort, 
and the thousands of annual visitors add materially to the 
wealth and refinement of this, the garden spot of our State. 

The rear counties from the coast are covered by a lux- 
uriant growth of pine. From this immense forest can be pro- 
cured millions of barrels of turpentine. This land is fair, and 
will produce on an average one-half or three-fourths of a bale 
of cotton to the acre, fifteen to twenty-five bushels of corn, 
and two-hundred bushels of sweet potatoes. This region is 
also well adapted to the culture of sugar. From experiments 
made, I learn that seven to eight barrels of good syrup, equal 
to Louisiana syrup, can be made from an acre. I will here 
state that this yield is made from grinding in a wooden mill, 
and boiling in an open kettle. No part of the United States 
equals this in the prolific production of fruit. Every variety 
and the best qualities are grown. The grape culture in this 
locality is an established success, Very fine wines are pro- 
duced. This portion of the State is well adapted to the culti- 
vation of indigo. This plant grows with the utmost luxuri- 
ance, and, can be made the most profitable crop cultivated in 
the State, on account of the enormous yeild and the small ex- 
pense attendant upon its cultivation. - 

In this sectiou of the State, the facilities for stock raising 
are such as to insure profit in that vocation. Grasses grow in 
abundance, affording such grazing as would render the pur- 
chase Y provender unnecessary. To parties engáged in wool-

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growing, this locality presents one of the best regions in the 
country. The great abundance of mast is a gaurantee that 
hogs can be raised profitably here. The residents of this part 
of our State raise there own meat. Their are many beautiful 
streams of clear free-stone water; .prominent among them, the 
Pearl, Wolf, Pascagoula, Escataufa, Leaf, and Chickasahay, 
rivers, furnishing a water power sufficient for the largest mills. 

The division lying east of the Mississippi Central. Railroad, 
and north of the Vicksburg and Meredian Railroad, is one of 
the most desirable portions of the State, and its productions 
are similar to those of the other described divisions, and only 
awaits the introduction of labor and agricultural machinery to 
cultivate its broad acres of fertile soil. 

In presenting the inducements that this State offers to the 
immigrant for a happy home, I will add that the average price 
of lands in this State is five dollars an acre, and considering 
the great variety of its productions, it will yield as much to the 
husbandman as any State in the Union. 

Her cotton, the staple product of the State—the culture of 
which offers to’ the man of smail means a sure and profitable 
return. The Mississippi Bottom, the Yazoo Delta, and the 
country lying on Big Black river, will yield a bale and a half 
to the acre. I have this year an instance of one laborer rais- 
ing more cotton than two hands could gather and place i in the 
gin-house. With ordinary effort one hand can raise as much 
corn and potatoes as will supply ix had, and more cotton 
than he can gather and prepare for market. 

Our climate is favorable. We seldom have more than one 
snow during a winter. Stock is easily raised and cared for in 
this State, and the farmer can cultivate the soil all the year. 
To those who desire cheap homes, rich lands and a: heal hy 
climate to live in, we extend a hearty welcome and ask you to 
come and examine for yourselves. We are prepared co fur- 
nish to'such parties information as is necessary to enable you 
to locate in that portion of the State best adapted to the 
particular branch of agriculture they may prefer; and further, 
to assure you that our State will furnish advantages for the 
moral instruction and education of your children, second to 
none in the South. ‘Our laws gaurantee to you protection to 
life and property —our public institutions and common school 
system show well the advanced civilization of our State. To 
the laboring man of all climes we offer the chance of securing 
a home surrounded by peace and SE and all to be obtained 
by comparatively small effort, 

I respectfully submit for your consideration the necessity of 
reccommending an appropriation of ......... dollars, to en- 
able the Commissioner to carry out the duties imposed upon 
him by the Act creating and establishing a Bureau of Immi- 
gration and Agriculture.

To His Excellency, Á. Ames, 
Governor of the State of Mississippi: 


Sir—In compliance with Section 11 of an Act of the Legis- 
lature, approved May 13th, 1871, I respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing report on matters connected with this office: 

STATEMENT A—Is a tabular monthly exhibit of all Bonds 
and Certificates canceled during the year. The amount of Sur- 
plusage Certificates, new series, issued in lieu of Bonds and 
Certificates, and for balances due on the payment of taxes. 
The amounts received under each head of accounts for Levee 
taxes. Also, a statement of liabilities absorbed, both as re- 
lates to the face value of Bonds and Certificates, and interest 
on the same. l 

STATEMENT B—Is a tabular monthly exhibit of all Currency, 
State Warrants and County Warrants, received on account of 
State and county taxes suspended, tax sales and redemptions, 
A and current Levee taxes for fiscal years 1871, 1872 and 

873, l . 

STATEMENT C—Shows the amount of Levee Bonds and Sur- 
plusage Certificates, both old and new series, outstanding on 
the 1st day of January, 1873; the principal of each received 
for taxes, for dividends paid, and for Surplusage Certificates, 
new sefies, issued; also, the outstanding amounts of Bonds 
and Certificates, January 1, 1874, 
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Sratruenr D—Shows thc difference between the outstand- 
ing Bonds and Certificates, January 1, 1874, and the aggregate 
of Bonds issued during the year; Certificates erroneeusly 
canceled in former reports, and the outstanding Bonds and 
Certificates, January 1, 1873; also, the ameunt of Bonds and 
Certificates canceled for tax, and dividends paid, and amount 
of Certificates issued on refunding vouchers. 


Statement E—Is the trial balance for 1873, showing Le 


debit, credit and balance of each account. 

STATEMENT F—Shows the amount of principal of Levee 
Bonds and Certificates; both old and new series, received for 
taxes and Surplusage Certificates during the year; the amount 


of Surplusage Certificates issued for balances and in lieu of. 


Bonds and Certificates; the principal of Bonds and Certificates 
canceled for tax; interest canceled for tax; eurrency collec- 
tions on account of Levee taxes, and a total of collections for 
Levee purposes during the year 1873, . 

STATEMENT G—Shows the total cancelation of Levee paper 
so far as relates to the collection of taxes and dividends on 
Bonds during the year. 

STATEMENT H—A tabular statement showing the principal 
and interest of Bonds and Certificates canceled for tax, and for 
Certificates issued during the year 1873, and for each month 
of the same, 

Statement I-A tabular monthly statement, showing the 
collections for all purposes, made by this office during each 

- menth of the year; the total colleetions for the year, and the 

‘amount of bonds and certificates, currency, State warrants, and 

county warrants collected for each month, and for the year, on 
all accounts. 

STATEMENT J—Shows the amount of original debt, including 
bonds issued under the various Acts of the Legislature, and 
balance of registered scrip on which bonds have not yet been 
issued. It also presents a comparative statément of the debt 
on the first of January, 1872, 1873 and 1874, based on the 
actual original debt as it now exists, calculating the interest to 
the date of report, January Ist, instead of June Ist. in the 
preceding year (as appears in the reports of my predecessor, 
made in January, 1872,-and 1873.) This statement shows the 
exact amount of indebtedness at the time above designated. 

John Fawn, ex-Chancery Clerk of Washington county, by 
whom no settlement had been made on account of redemptions 
from him from July 13, 1870, to January 1, 1872, has paid over 
to me $6,383 24 in levee bonds and certificates, for which he is 
entitled to a credit on settlement. This amount covers, as 
nearly as can be ascertained, the amount due from him upon 
lands redeemed.. 

L. M. Deering} formerly Chancery Clerk of Tunica county, 
is in default for collections made by him on account of re- 
demptions of land made from November 19, 1870, to January 
1,1872. The amount for which he is in default has been'ascer- 
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tained. His sureties are responsible, and steps have been taken 
to institute suit against them. S 

The Sheriff of Tallahatchie county, W. A. Alcorn, made 
report to this office of the current levee tax collected by him 
during the past year, but under a misapprehension of the law, . 
failed to make a sale of lands delinquent for levee tax on last 
sales day. 


D. F. Alcorn, Sheriff of Coahoma county, has deposited with 
me Levee bonds to apply on his annual settlement, but has 
thus far neglected to make the settlement required by law. I 
have no information in regard to the amount of Levee tax col- 
lected by him, or lists of lands sold by him for non- payment of 
Levee tax. 


Gaston Green, Sheriff of Sunflower county, has never made 
settlement with this office, and is in default for whatever Levee 
tax has been collected by him since January 2, 1872. Steps 
have already been taken to institute suit against him on his 
official bond. 

Section 10 of the Act approved April 10, 1873, “requires 
Chancery Clerks throughout the Levee District to make 
monthly reports of collections to this office. On account of 
the failure on the part of some of the Chancery Clerks to 
comply with this provision of law, it is probable that a .consid- 
erable amount of the collections of 1873 has not yet been 
reported. 


In compliance with Section 2 of the Act approved April 10, 
1873, I have made out and forwarded to the several Chancery: 
Clerks throughout the Levee Districts, complete lists of all 
lands held in the different counties under the various sales, as 
appears upon the records of this office. 1 also caused to be 
inserted in the papers published in the Levee District, as well 
as in the Vicksburg Times and Jackson Pilot, a notice calling 
the attention of the people to the fact that said lists were on 
file in the office of the Chancery Clerks of the several counties, 
suggesting that land owners might find it to their advantage 
to examine said lists, with the view of perfecting their titles. 
This course has already greatly increased the labor of this 
office, and I anticipate the coming year will show that the 
small sum expended for this purpose was money well spent. 

In accordance with section 8 of the Act, approved April 10, 
1873, the Auditor of Public Accounts has furnished this office 
with certified copies of list of lands upon which State and. 
county tax has been suspended, so far as they could be found. 
These lists are so incomplete that I have thought it best, 
under the circumstances, to collect the State and county taxes 
on all lands for which I convey title, unless satisfactory evi- 
dence can be produced that the same have been paid. 

Notwithstanding the defalcation of the Sheriff of Sunflower 
county, and the failure of the Sheriff of Coahoma county to 
make his settlement as required by law, it will be seen by 
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referente to statement “J,” that $50,518 12 of the debt has 

been paid during the past year. At this rate of diminution, 

however, it will take fourteen years to pay the whole debt. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

ANNUAL REPORT

STATE OF MISSISSIPPI, 
OFFICE SECRETARY OF STATE, JACKSON, January, 1874. 


To the Legislature of the State of Mississippi: 


GENTLEMEN: In compliance with law, I have the honor to 
stbmit herewith the accompanying report of the condition and 
transactions of the State Department for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1873. 

My predecessor, the Hon. H. R. Revels, resigned, to take 
effect September 1st, at which time 1 received the appointment 
from His Excellency, the Governor, and entered upon the dis- 
charge of the duties of this office. 

At the time the office and appurtenances were transferred to 
me, I requested a statement showing the number of Codes, 
Mississippi Reports, etc., and amount of office furniture, fix- 
tures, ett., on hand, but was unable to obtain any such docu- 
ment. I therefore made a complete inventory of the contents 
of the archive rooms and office proper; same is annexed here- 
unto, and is marked “ Exhibit A.” 

The Land Records in this office, which comprise the entries 
of Swamp aud Overflowed Lands, the Chickasaw School and 
Internal Improvement Lands, also*the original plats and field 
notes, have been thoroughly overhauled, carefully rearranged, 
and systematically filed, and are now in such condition that 
reference to them is not attended by indefinite search. 

I have issued but few Land Patents, and those only under 
the provisions of special Acts. 

There has been kept, in compliance with Section 19, Article 


: ; 600 
V, of the Constitution, an Executive Journal; same being a 
record of the. official acts of the Governor. 

Seven hundred and thirteen commissions, one hundred and 
sixty-one pardons, cómmutations and respites; eighty- -two 
proclamations, and sixty five requisitions have béen issued 
during the year, and the proper records kept of the same. In 
this connection, I respectfully call your attention to Exhibit 
B, which is a statement of the number of Commissioners of 
Deeds, etc., for the State of Mississippi in the several States 
and Territories; also a list of Notaries Public appointed during 
year ending December 31, 1873. 

In Exmbrr C will be found an abstract of Articles of Incor- 
poration filed and recorded in this office, as directed by chap. 
55, Revised Code, 1871. 

‘An accurate transcript of the accounts of the Public Printer 
against the State has been made from the record kept in this 
office, and is hereunto attached, document marked Exhibit D. 
This statement does not include the accounts for printing the 
pamphlet Acts and House Journal of Called Session, 1873. 

Exnuinrr E presents a detailed statement of the distribution 
of publie documents. The receipts for same are now on file. 
The fund appropriated for this purpose was exhausted prior to 
September Ist, and the distribution of Mississippi Reports to 
States and Territories, as directed by Act of February 17, 1873, 
has not been made on that account. 

Kaum F is an account of sales'of the Revised Code of 
1871. 

Fang G is an account sales of Mississippi Reports. That 
portion of these “ account sales" previous to September Ist, is 
made up from the receipt warrants of the Treasurer, found on 
file in the office. Since that date I have entered in a book,- 
kept for that purpose. all sales of publie documents, and the: 
proceeds arising therefrom have been paid into the Treasury in 
full, up to date. 

There are 3,500 copies of the Revised Code ef 1871 on hand. 
They are sold at the price fixed by the Act of April 15, 1873 
(five dollars per volume). I would respectfully suggest that 
the price be again reduced, for the reason that if held at pres- 
ent figures they will eventually be a dead loss to the State, as 
their value decreases each year. 

I have kept an account of public documents, exchanges 
from other States, received in this office, and intended for the 
State Library, and have turned over the same to the State 
Librarian. I would suggest that the exchanges of public doc- 
uments with other States (such as are for the use of State 
Libraries) be made by the State Librarian, instead of forward- 
ing such documents from this office. 

The duties incumbent upon the Secretary of State have been 
added to by each Legislature, and demand for their perfect 
performance the constant attention of the officer himself, and 
the steady labor of the limited clerical force allowed. Since I 
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have taken charge of the office, I have endeavored to establish 
a thorough and prompt system in the discharge of the duties 
incident thereto, and in so doing I find that the clerical force 
as allowed by law, is inadequate for the satisfactory transaction 
of the business of this office. I respectfully request that a 
permanent assistant clerk (in lieu of the one now employed 
temporarily), be allowed this Department, and with such com- 
pensation as will secure the services of a first class clerk, and 
I also request that the Secretary of State be authorized to em- 
ploy, during each session of the Legislature, an extra clerk, at 
such salary as you may prescribe. 

On the 18th of October 1 tendered to the Governor my 
resignation, which was accepted, and my Chief Clerk, M. M. 
McLeod was appointed as Secretary of State, but resigned the 
position November 12th. My present appointment is dated 
November 13th. In view of the fact that this office has 
changed hands three times during the past year, I would re- 
respectfully -request your honorable body to appoint a special 
committee to examine the books, records, papers, etc., of this 
Department, as I think this method will be more thorough and 
give better satisfaction than any report that can be made.

January 13; 1874. 


To his Excellency Governor E. C. Powers, | 
Commander-in Chief: 


Sin—I ‘have the honor herewith to submit my report of the 
Adjutant General’s Department for the year 1873: 

The strength of the enrolled militia of the State, as appears 
from the returns of the Assessors on file in the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s office, number one hundred: and eighteen thousand two 
Wie and nineteen men (118,219), as per Exhibit A, attached 

ereto. 

In accordance with instructions received from your Excel- 
lency in May, 1873, with a view to carrying more fully into 
effect the provisions of the Constitution and laws on the sub- 
ject of militia, measures have been taken during the year to 
effect at least a partial organization of State troops, with the 
following result: l À 

Three companies have been organized and mustered in Hinds 
county; two companies in Adams county; three companies in 
Warren county; three companies in Lowndes county; two 
companies in Noxubee county; ahd one company in Monroe, 
Clarke, Colfax and Oktibbeha, respectively. "The strength of 
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the said companies, with date of muster and commissioned . 
officers, is set forth in Exhibit B, attached hereto. 

All of said companies have been armed with Springfield 
breech-loading rifle muskets, of the latest and most approved 
model, the number of guns and accoutrements issued to each 
command, to date, being set forth in Exhibit C, attached 
- hereto. Only one company is uniformed, that of Captain 
Joseph D. Holmes—“Columbus National Guards"—which uni- 
formed itself at private expense, there being no specific appro- 
priation for that purpose, and the Auditor having maintained 
heretofore that the general provision contained in the law of 
July 13, 1870, that all expenses ineurréd under the Act shall 
. be defrayed out of any moneys in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, did not authorize him, in the absence of an ex- 
press appropriation, to disburse anything for militia purposes. 

I have reason to believe, however, that the majority of the 
companies have kept up their drill, and that as soon as uni- 
formed and completely equipped, they will constitute an effec- 
tive militia force, in which the State will take just pride, and 
upon whom the civil authorities can rely in any emergency, no 
matter how grave, for the absolute preservation of order, and 
as a permanent guarantee of the peace of society and protec- 
tion of property throughout the State. : 

The policy of organizing the militia at the present time, 
which has been the subject of some discussion throughout 
the State, can only be demonstrated by results. The Consti-. 
tütion and the law both contain express provisions on the 
subject, and I am of the opinion that time will demonstrate 
the wisdom of your Excellency in proceeding at least to the 
extent the department has done to put the Act of July 13, 
1870, in operation, and give the State a small and inexpensive 
militia force. The expense thus far of the militia proper has 
been very small. The little that has been paid for the trans- 
portation of arms, etc., has been defrayed by your Excellency 
out of the Executive Contingent Fund. That it will become 
necessary for the State to pursue a more liberal policy toward 
the militia than she has hitherto done, is doubtless true, if we 
would have a successful and highly effective force. But in no 
event does it appear that there will be necessity foran outlay 
greater than every citizen would cheerfully approve, and feel 
itan expenditure dictated by wise policy and prudent fore- 
sight. The militia should be uniformed. Armories should be , 
provided for the safe keeping of the stores issued to the va- 
rious commands, and the Adjutant General, who is also Quar- 
termaster-General and Inspector-General, and upon whom de- 
volves the duty of keeping the records of the Department and 
the responsibility of guarding its property, should be paid. 
With this exception, I know of no expense necessarily in- 
volved in the militia. The balance is defrayed by the General 
Government, which generously furnishes all the: arms aud mu- 
nitions, and transmits the same to us free of cost. 
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We have received during the past year from the United 
Statés fifteen hundred: and “thirty Springfield breech-loading: 
rifle muskets, of the latest improved model, and twenty-nine 
thousand metalic ball cartridges, with other munitions and ac- 
coutrements, as set forth in Exhibit “D,” attached hereto. 
The distribution of the same will be found in Exhibit “C.” 
The amount of guns now on hand is one hundred and twenty; 
of cartridges, twenty-five thousand, which, with other ord- 
nance stores belonging to the State and remaining on hand, 
is accounted for in Exhibit * E,” attached hereto. 

Owing to the dampness of the brick building on the Capitol 
grounds hitherto used to store the guns, which resulted in 
damage by mould and rust, the room in the Capitol building 
adjoining the Supreme Court consultation room was secured as 
a temporary storeroom, and the guns and accoutrements, after 
being thoroughly cleaned and burnished, were removed thereto. 
Here they have been "dry and safe, but the room is better 
adapted to an Adjutant General’s office, which is indispensable 
to a successful administration of the affairs of the Department, 
than itis for a receptacle for the guns and other.stores. It 
would be good policy to erect a suitable arsenal, if proper 
economy will permit. 

The amount due from the General Government at the date 
of my last report, on account of quota of arms and accoutre- 
ments due the State of Mississippi, was nine thousand six 
hundred and seven dollars and thirteen cents ($9,607 13). 
Under the Act of Congress, approved March 3, 1873, the sum 
of thirty-one thousand one hundred and sixteen dollars. and 
fifty-eight cents ($31,116 58) was placed to the credit of the ` 
State. The annual apportionment amounts to the sum of ` 
three thousand eight hundred and thirty-eight dollars and 
twenty-eight cents ($3,838 28), making a total of forty-four 
thousand five bundred and sixty-one dollars and ninety-nine 
cents ($44,561 99) to the credit of the State, from the General 
Government, during the year. 

We have drawn of this sum, in arms, ammunition and ac- 
coutrements, as follows:

Since that date but one requisition has been made for five 
hundred sets of accoutrements, the money válue of which is 
stated at $4 60 per set, or an aggregate of $2,300. This would 
leave a balance still due the State of $8,910. 39. 

We have ordered, thus far, none but infantry equipments; 
nor have any companies other than infantry been mustered. 
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Should the law pass, increasing the annual appropriation to 
the States and Territories from $200,000, as now fixed by the 
Act of April 23d, 1808, to $500,000, as urged by the Chief of 
Ordnance, and to accomplish which,a bill (see Appendix) was 
introduced into the last Congress, it will not be impracticable 
to secure a full battery of artillery, the money value of which, 
for a battery of six brass guns complete, with full equipment, 
is stated at thirteen thousand six hundred and seventy dollars 
($13,670), or to equip cavalry, as may be deemed most advisable. 

A communication has been received from the Chief of Ord- 
nance, addressed to the Governor, urging such action on behalf 
of the State authorities, through their members of Congress, as 
will tend to secure the passage of this enactment, which is an- 
nexed to this Report, marked Exhibit F. It is clear that the 
Department feel a deep interest in the militia organizations of 
the States, and that the policy of the General Government is 
to encourage the States and Territories to keep up their mili- 
tary arm, and to look to the General Government for their 
arms and equipments. 

Within the last year a new, uniform has been adopted by the 
General Government, and the old uniform is being disyosed of 
accordingly. The new uniform costs about $12 00 for coat, 
pants and hat. The old uniform is being disposed of at the 
public depots of the Government, and can be purchased at a 
mere song. Full dress suits, 1 am informed, are being fre- 
quently sold at prices ranging from two to five dollars. Some 
companies, having expressed a desire to uniform themselves at 
private expense, I addressed a communication to the Quarter- 
master General, last fall, asking him to condemn 1000 old uni- 
forms and send them to Jackson for sale to our Companies. 
This he declined to do, but stated that the whole supply of old 
uniforms on hand would be sold, of which full public notice 
would be given. Our statute requires that the uniform of the 
Militia shall be the same as that adopted by the General Gov- 
ernment. This in strictness would, 1 suppose, impose upon us 
the duty of supplying the new uniform; but, if economy in 
the matter is desired, the law might be amended so as to au- 
thorize the purchase of ¡he old uniforms of the United States 
at Government sales, and the cost would be merely trifling. 
An expenditure of five or six thousand dollars in currency 
would, Ido not doubt, uniform all the Companies at present 
organized. 

Since January 1, 1873, one hundred and seventy commissions 
have been issued to Officers in various portions of the State, a 
full roster of which, including all Officers commissioned to 
date, is attached to this Report. No distinction whatever has 
been made on account of color in the selection of Officers, or 
in the organization of Regiments and Companies. By reason 
of the re-districting of the State, new appointments of Briga- 
- dier Generals were appointed. Brigadier General Julius Jun- 
kermann became Commander of the Fourth Military District, 
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and Brigadier General H. T. Fisher, of the Fifth Military Dis- 
trict, the former Brigadier of the Fourth District not being a 
resident of his district, as required by law. No appointment 
for the Second Militia District has yet been made. 

In conclusion, I would congratulate your Excellency on the 
progress which has been made, with the imperfect means at 
your command, toward the creation of the military arm of the 
Government. I do not doubt that the people of the State will 
approve your course, and that the Legislature will in future 
second the efforts made to give the State a well organized’ 
militia, and will maintain a force at least equal in numbers to 
the arms and accoutrements furnished the State by the General 
Government, which would otherwise lie idle in the armory. I 
believe that such a course would be wise foresight, and a pru- 
dent husbandry of the small outlay it will involve, will 
result in a fealing of security to every citizen, ‘and a sure guar- 
antee against violence and disorder, come from what source it 
may.

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[Extract.] 


The Act of April 23, 1808, in pursuance of which these issues 
were made, appropriates the sum of $2: 0. 00 annually for the 
purpose of arming and equipping the mititia of the United 
States, and this sum, by direction of Congress, is annually 
divided among the States and Territories according to their 
representation in Congress. It is the practice of this Depart- 
ment to credit the States and Territories annually with their 
prey ortion of this appropriation, and to charge them with ‘the 
money value of all issues made to them. The States which 
were not represcnted in Congress during the war of the rebel- 
lion, and subsequently, bave not been credited with any part 
of the appropriation for the period they were unrepresented, 
but this part of the appropriation has not been applied to the 
quotas of the other States. It is for you, or perhaps more 
properly, tor Congress, to direct how this sum which has ac- 
crued, and which stands on the books of this office to the credit 
of the permanent appropriation, shali be applied— whether the 
States which were not represented in Congress shall be credited 
with their quotas, or whether their quotas shall be apportioned 
among the other States and Territories. Congress evidently 
intended in 1808, when it made the permanent annual appro- 
priation of $00,090 for arming and equipping the militia of 
the United States, that they should be armed and equipped by 
the Government, and it is important and proper that they 
should be, and that the State should be encouraged to depend 
upon the General Government for these supplies. If in 1808, 
when the population of the United States did not exceed eight 
millions, the sum of $200,600 per annum for arming and equip- 
ping the militia of the United States seemed necessary, it can 
hardly be thought that this sum is sufficient now, when the 
population has increased nearly fivefold; and the States are 
more desirous of obtaining arms for their militia for drill and 
instructions than they were in 1808. 

Large sums of money were charged against some of the States 
for arms, ete. furnished by this. Department during the war, 
and other States, equally populous, had no charges made against 
them during the same petiod; and it seems to me highly pro- 
bable: that errors occurred in keeping the account with the 
States which do great injustice to some of them, but which this 
Bureau has no authority to correct. The principal, if not all, 
of the issues which were made to the States during the war, 
were made to them for the maintenance of the Government and 
the preservation of the Union, and should have been charged, 
as arms and other-stores issued to the volunteers, to the United 
States, and not to the States. If the errors can be corrected, 
they should be. In my opinion it would be fairar and juster 
to the States to credit them with all issues made to them during 
the war, and charged on their quotas for arming and equipping 
the militia, than to let the accounts stand as they now are on 
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the books of this office. Some of the States are now charged 
with a greater sum than their annual quotas will amount to in 
half a century, and under a proper decision of the War Depart- 
ment no issues can be made to States which are charged" with 
arms and other stores in excess of their quotas. I respectfully 
suggest that it may be proper to invite legislation on this 
subject., Rr 


A BILL making provisions for arming and equipping the whole body of the. 
militia of the United States, and for other purposes. - 


Be it enacted by the Senate and Hóuse of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, That the 
annual sum of five hundred thousand dollars* be, and the . 
same is hereby, appropriated for the purpose of providing arms 
and other ordnance stores for the whole body of the militia of 
the United States, either by purchase or manufacture, by and 
‘on account of the United States, and the arms and other ord- 
nance stores shall be issued to the States and Territories as is 
now done under existing laws and regulations. E 

Beo. 2. That the Secretary of War is hereby authorized and 
directed to receive from each State and Territory, at the United 
States arsenals, without cost to the United States for delivery, 
such arms and other ordnance stores by him deemed to be of 
serviceable but obsolete patterns, as may have been issued to 
them by the Ordnance Department since April ninth, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-five, and to place to their credit on the 
books of .the Ordnance Department the money value thereof 
which was charged to them when the issues were made. 

That all issues of arms and other ordnance stores 
which were made by the War Department to the States and 
Territories between the first day of January, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-one, and the ninth day of April, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-five, under the Act of April twenty-third, eighteen 
hundred and eight, and charged to the States and Territories,

GENTLEMEN--In submitting this, my third annual report, it 
is very gratifying to me to be able to say that the present con- 
dition of our free public.schools evince marked progress, and 
a vigorous development of the common school system. 

The policy of establishing free schools &o as to bring the ru- 
diments of knowledge within the reach of all, is rapidly 
gaining popular sanction. As the people become famil- 
iar with the workings and _ results of our system of schools, 
they are convinced, not only of its.practical utility as a means 
of educating their children, but that universal education, se- 
cured by a system of public instruction, is necessary to the 
very existence of a government like ours. 

The growth of our educational institutions is indeed mar- 
velous, when we consider that our system of public education 
has been.in practical operation only about three years. 

The statistics given in this report relating to the operations 
of the system embrace only a fractional portion of the year, 
from January 1 to September 1, when the seholastic year com- 
mences, which was established by law at your last regular 
session. 
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I regret that I am unable to give a full statistical statement 
of our school operations on account of the failure of school 
officers to furnish the Department with the necessary informa- 
tion. The following summary presents a general view of the

Statement D shows the condition of the schools in the dif 
ferent counties, taken from the statistical reports of County 
Superintendents. 


REPORTS OF COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 


These reports contain much valuable information relating to 
the local operations of our school system, and it is to be hoped © 
that the many pertinent suggestions contained therein will be 
thoroughly considered. 

Permit me, in this connection, to say, that with but few ex- 
ceptions, these officers have discharged their official duties in 
a most commendable manner; And indeed the success of the 
system is largely due to their earnest and -faithful efforts. 


REPORTS OF THE STATE NORMAL SCHOOLS. 


The reports of these institutions will be found in their ap- 
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propriate places. They contain an elaborate statement of these 
important auxiliaries to our public school system. 

The Normal School at Holly Springs has been placed upon 
a permanent footing. The Board of Trustees purchased an 
elaborate and commodious building, eligibly located, on one of 
the most beautiful sites in that section of the State. 

Miss My E. Hunter, the Principal of the school, has per- 
formed the duties of the position with most commendable zeal 
and faithfulness, evincing a degree of professional attainment - 
of the highest order. 

The Normal School located at Tougaloo, and under the 
-principalship of Prof. A. J. Steele, assisted by Miss M. E. 
Smith, an accomplished teacher, has been eonducted in a man- 
ner entirely satisfactory to the Board of Trustees, and main- 
tained its reputation as one of the best institutions of the kind. 
in the State. l 


REPORTS OF THE STATE UNIVERSITIES, COLLEGES, ACADEMIES, AND 


OTHER INSTITUTIONS OF LEARNING. '

The reports of these institutions will be found appended to 
this report. ' 

The present condition of our State Universities indicate 
marked prosperity, and a most vigorous internal development. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 
The modifications in our school system, under the provisions 
of an Act entitled an Act to amend the laws of the State in re- 
lation to public education, passed at your last regular session, 
so far as they have been developed, appear to be working well, 
particularly the changes relating to schóol revenues. 
. The new system has not been in operation long enough to 
fully test its merits. Your attention is respectfully directed to 
the reports of the different County Superintendents, where the 
subject is discussed from the stand-point of experience.

COMMON SCHOOL FUND. g 2 


Iam constrained to renew many of the recommendations 
submitted in my last annual report, particularly those referring 
to the management of the Common School Fund. "s 

There has been paid into the State Treasury, six hundred 
and fifteen thousand nine hufdred and sixty-three dollars, ac- 
cruing to this Fund, consisting of State warrants, collected in 
payment of fines, licenses, and sales of lands forfeited for 
taxes. These warrants have terminated their purpose when 
received into the State Treasury, and cannot be paid out to 
renew a credit once terminated. The State is therefore in- 
debted to the Common School Fund for so much money, to be 
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invested in United States bonds, as required by the Constitu- 
tion. 

It is recommended that such legislation be adopted as will 
secure the assumption of this debt by, the State, as a trust 
fund, and interest paid to the School Fund, at the rate estab- 
lished for the trust fund, known as the “Chickasaw School 
Fund,” until these orders or warrants can be paid, and the in- 
vestment made. 


NORMAL SCHOOLS. 


The popular sense recognizes the policy of the State pro- 
viding. for and controlling the intellectual and moral training 
of her youth. Our free. public schools are regarded as the . 
safeguard of the nation, the power and - permanency of a pop- 
ular government being vested in the virtue and intelligence of 
the people. 

The preparation of our youth to meet the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of citizenship, is a pùblic trust—a trust of the 
gravest character, involving the very existence of our republi- 
can institutions. The State cannot hazzard such vital inter- 
ests by committing the tuition of its children into the hands 
of instructors unqualified for such responsible work. Itis, 
therefore, bound to provide for the wants of its schools i in this 
particular. 

The maintenance of Normal Schools før the professional 
training of teachers for the public schools has been adopted as 
a settled policy in every State where public instruction has at- 
táined the highest degree of excellence. 


The pressing need of our schools is properly qualified teach- 
ers. Asa measure of economy, the State should spare no : 
pains to meet this important requirement at the earliest 
possible period. The State is expending annually thousands of 
dollars in salaries to persons of very inferior qualifications for 
the responsible position of teacher. School officers have been 
hitherto compelled to employ such teachers for want of better 
material. 

Our Normal Schools at Holly Springs and ‘Tugaloo are de- 
voted to the training of teachers for the colored schools, 
They have supplied many schools with teachers during the 
past year, and the reports of school officers in those counties 
where they have been employed, shows that these normal stu- 
dents were the best qualified ard most successful teachers. 
Thus we have a demonstration of the utility of Norma, 
schools. 

I therefore geed the immediate id of at 
least two additional Normal schools. Iam fully persuaded 
that the wants of our schools imperatively demand these 
auxiliaries, and, in my judgment, no appropriation. of the ` 
public moneys can be more wisely expended in advancing 
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the educational interests of the State, than for the support of 
these institutions. Itis also recommended that the annual 
appropriation now made for Normal schools be increased, to 
five thousand dollars each. The wants of these institutions 
absolutely require the amount proposed. 

It is further suggested that Section 2046, Revised Code of 
1871, be so amended as to authorize the Board of Trustees to 
expend the appropriation for Normal schools at their discre- 
tion, with the approval of the Governor. 


: TEACHERS! INSTITUTES. 


It is recommended that the sum of twenty-five hundred dol- 
lars be appropriated to defray the expense of conducting 
Teachers’ Institutes; the same to be expended under the di- 
rection of the State Board of Education. This amount will, 
if properly directed; defray the cost of conducting an institute 
of five days in every county having twenty-five schools. The 
utility of such a measure needs no disscussion. The expe- 
rience of other States has demonstrated the practicability of 
such a policy. The present law relating to the subject should 
be so amended as to require a County Institute, conducted 
under the supervision of the State Superintendent of Educa- 
tion, instead of the Congressional District. = 


COMPULSORY ATTENDANCE. 


This subject was discussed at length in my former annual 
report; and the experience of another year only confirms my 
conviction as to the necessity of legislation compelling pa- 
rents, guardians and others having the control or custody of 
children between the ages of eight and fourteen years, to 
attend instruction, either in the public schools or by private 
tuition, for a period of not less than three months annually. 

I ask the indulgence of your honorable body to quote some 
of the arguments submitted in my former report: 


“Among those who favor popular education and the uni- 
versality of its administration, there exists a great misappre- 
hension as to the true theory of obligatory education. The 
true theory is, that the State has not only the inherent. right, 
but it is a solemn duty to protect itself against the evils of 
ignorance and vice. And whenever the State has put into 
operation means or measures for its protection, such as 
schools for the instruction of her children, in order that they 
may be prepared to assume the duties of citizenship, and 
these means are neglected and wasted because its acceptance 
is voluntary, then it becomes the duty of the State to take 
such measures of compulsion as shall insure safety and pre- 
vent the loss of the provision made. And again, the State in 
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providing the means for the education of all, imposes taxa- 
tion upon all citizens of the State, and, therefore, those who 
pay the tax to educate all have the right to demand that all 
shall be educated. If one citizen is taxed to educate the.chil- 
dren of another.citizen, in order to prevent pauperism and 
crime, then that citizen has no right to neglect or allow his 
children to grow up in ignorance. ? 

“ The principle of compulsory education involves a higher 
consideration than either of those mentioned. It is the pro- 
tection of the child, who is unable to protect itself against the 
evils of ignorance, which may be forced upon it by the im- 
providence or avarice of its parent or guardian. . 

* The child has a natural right to receive food for its nour- 
ishment, and clothing for its body, and the same inherent right 
to provisions for its mind. It has, therefore, a right to demand 
education sufficient to prepare it for the duties which society 
or the State may impose. If to wilfully maim the limb of a 
child would be a violation of the divine law, and a felony 
under human law, how much more flagrant the crime to maim 
its mind, or cripple its intellect. Ifthe.strong arm of the law 
is extended to strike down the hand that commits an injury 
upon.the body of the child, what shall we say of the parent or 
guardian who wilfully,commits the double crime of maiming 
the soul and imposing the physical suffering of poverty and 
punishment for crime. 

“ The theory of obligatory education, therefore, is based upon 
a fundamental right of society to protect itself against the 
evils of ignorance and crime, and the protection against in- 
fringement of the personal rights of the child, and the citizen. 

“It is claimed that while we may concede that the State has 
the right and the plenary power to enforce education, and the 
right to tax all for the education of all, carries with it the 
equal right to take care that all are educated; that compulsory 
legislation is the necessary corollary of the right to maintain a 
system of public education, yet it is inexpedient, on the ground 
that it is in advance of public sentiment, and therefore cannot 
be executed; that it is an unnecessary interference with pa- 
rental authority; that it would have a reflex influence upon the 
moral sense of the parent. 

“This may bé true in.some of the older States, where the 
people generally appreciate the benefits of education, and would 
appropriate to themselves the facilities offered by the State, 
but,it does not apply to Mississippi. In the first, place there 
is a general sentiment favorable to such a law, especially among 
the wealthy classes. They say: ‘If we must be taxed to edu- 
cate other people's children, we want those children to receive 
the benefit of the funds we contribute.’ And indeed the evi- 
dences are, that the majority of both classes of our population 
are favorably disposed toward such a measure. 

* Still there is a large élass who are wholly indifferent to the 
advantages of education, and it is for this class of the popula- 
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tion that we are taxed to build jails, and defray the expenses 
of courts of justice. * * If it be inexpedient 
in other localities; it is a "er in this State. Anda law 
compelling every parent and guardian to furnish their children, 
between the ages of seven and foürteen years, with four months' 
tuition annually, either by private tuition or in thé public 
schools, it is believed could readily be executed. 

“The evil of voluntary absenteeism‘is absolutely alarming. 
The State has expended near a million of dollars per annum 
for the.education of the youth of the State, and yet out of 
about four hundred thousand educable children, over two hun- 
dred thousand have received no tuition whatever, from sheer 
neglect, indifference and prejudice. 

“A compulsory law is not only just and feasible, and re- 


quired by the highest considerations of public policy, but it is . 


made the duty of the Legislature, by the terms of the Consti- 
tution, to see that every educable youth is provided with suit- 
able facilities for elementary instruction." 

In conclusion, permit me to say, that frequent changes in a 


system of education are fraught with more or less peril. Ex- ` 


perience proves that radical changes should be carefully and 
cautiously considered. The foregoing suggestions are respect- 
fully submitted to the wisdom of your honorable body. `

Remarks.—I have not been able to ascertain the amounts of sixteenth section, or what said fund is worth in 
my county, as the most of it has been squandered by officials. The teachers’ salary is very enormous in this 
county. The Superintendent of this county, previous to the 16th day of June, A. D. 1873, claimed five dollars for 
every day in the week, and did claim five dollars for every Sunday, but the Board of Supervisors refused to issue 
warrants. The school fund is about ten thousand dollars in debtin this county, and the special county tax amounts 
to about three thousand dollars. The school teachers’ salaries in my county have been ranging from fifty to ninety 
dollars per month, and a great many more teachers employéd than was necessary.

Allow me in the following report to draw your attention to 
the condition of the Normal, and some of the results of its 
workings, and to suggest means by which, as it seems to me, 
the school may better accomplish the object for which it was 
established. 

The number of pupils in attendance during the year 1873 was 
129. The course of study embraces four years. It has been 
followed as laid down in our catalogue, The work of the 
pupils at present comprises something from each year's studies. 
We expect to graduate our first class at the close of this year. 

Very few of our pupils are able to attend without interrup- 
tion during the whole course, many being obliged to earn their 
own means of support.» Nearly all teach during vacations, but 
a large-number continue their schools for a longer time. How- ` 
ever, they return to school with increased earnestness, and a . 
strong determination to regain lost time, if, indeed, time spent 
in fixing firmly in their memories what they have , already 
learned, and encouraging a spirit of self- -dependence, can be 
called lost. 

Since the organization of the Normal, November 15, 1870, 
about two liundred persons have received instruction here. Of 
these, over one hundred and fifty have taught in the free 
schools of the State. The reports which County Superintend- 
ents send us of their success are bighly encouraging. 

At present, forty-five of those who were in school before the 
holidays, are teaching. Still the number in attendane is not 
materially diminished, for new pupils fill the ‘places of those 
who go out. 

We need a training. department in connection with the 
school, both as a preparatory department for those whose at- 
tainments do not allow them to enter the Normal, and as a 
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place where the Normal pupils may have practice in teaching. 
To meet this want, in a measure, one of the classes is taught 
by more advanced pupils. This is done under the supervision 
of the Normal teachers. The success or failure of the pupil- 
teachers affects their standing in school, just as success or fail- 
ure ir their studies dees, and the class is frequently examined 
by the Principal, so that the pupils do not suffer at the hands 
of inexperience. 

The number of regular teachers is now three. During the 
first part of the year I had but one-assistant, besides the music 
teacher. The need of more help has for some time been felt. 
In September, the services of Miss Tella Evens were secured, 
and the thoroughly SHS work she has done proves the wis- 
dom of the choice. 

Miss $. C. Peck, who for two years labored faithfully and 
well for the success of the school, was called away a few Kees 
since. Her place is filled by Miss Bessie M. Hunter. 

The purchase of a new school building has, in a great mea- 
sure, relieved the embarrassments under which the Normal 
labored during the previous years of its existence. Still, the 
building is tod small for present needs, and when the school 
becomes much lar ger, as it promises rapidly, to do, the lack of 
room will be very “seriously felt. Then, too, the appropriation 
is not sufficient to procure needed appliances for higher class: 
work. 

If the Legislature could be prevailed upon to appropriate a 
sum large enough to build an assembly hall that would seat 
about three hundred pupils, our building would meet the wants 
of the school admirably. A small sum judiciously expended 
would furnish needed philosophical and chemical apparatus. 
We have a good supply of text-books and maps, and others 
will be added when needed. A few volumes have been added 
to the reference library during the year.* 

"Phe Literary Society and Debating Clubs furnish the stu- 
duents a kind of practice that is highly beneficial to them. 

Instruction has been given ‘in vocal and instrumental music, 
and a large class of pupils have made marked progress in the 
latter department. 

The experiment of Normal Schools in Mi ississippi has been 
tried here and at Tougaloo, and has been proven a success. 
The question ‘which, at the beginning of free schools, vexed 
County Superintendents: “How can we secure competent 
teachers ?" no longer seems unanswerable. A few years have 
shown that Normal Schools can, if properly sustained, send out ` 
persons specially prepared for teaching, who will do good, thor- 
ough. work. This can be done, too, at an expense which is 
slight when compared with the results, 

Let the State give her Normal Schools needed support, and 
they will repay her by furnishing her competent teachers.

‘REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL ^ 


' OF THE 


STATE NORMAL SCHOOL AT TOUGALOO. 


Hon. H. R. Pease, Superin éndent Public I. Kee 


Sir—I have the honof to submit the folowing report of 
Tougaloo Normal Sehóol, for the year 1873: 

Four teachers have-devoted their entire time to the Normal 
Department. Their labors have been supplemented by partial 
service from teachers engaged in other departments, whenever 
it has seemed desirable. No pains have been spared to make 
the school as successful as possible. 

-There are how in attendance, in all departments, about one ` 
hundred and seventy (170) students. Of these more than 
thirty (30) have, during some portion of the year, put their 
training to test in the schools of the State. The uniform 
commendations bestowed upon their labors by the various 
County Superintendents under whose oversight they have 
been, indicates the high value of the instruction here received. 

The Primary, or Model School, and the Intermediate De- 
partment, which are connected with the Normal, afford the 
student excellent opportunity for witnessing the modes of in- 
struction ‘and discipline adopted by well qualified teachers. 
‘In addition to this, each student of the Normal Department, 
as soon as he is fitted for it, is required to teach under the eye 
of an experienced teacher in the Model School, thus obtain- 
ing a practical facility in his work, The Principal of the 
Model School is always present to superintend the instruction 
given, suggest better methods, and to see that the pupils re- 
ceive adequate instruction. 

The importance of this practice we cannot sufficiently em- 
phasize. It is the true function of the Normal School to teach 
how to teach. Many suppose that. all that is required in a 
young teacher is a thorough knowledge of the branches to be 
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taught, but a careful observation will convince any one that 
the faculties of acquiring and communicating knowledge are 
entirely different, and that a person may. “be an excellent 
scholar and never succeed as a teacher, from the want of. that. 
one thing, on which so many lectures and essays have been 
given, viz: tact in the school-room. 

It is not sufficient that an apprentice should know the use of 
every tool upon the bench, but in order to become a good 
workman he must take tbe tools in hand under the eye of a 
master. So a teacher must not o in have a thorough know- 
ledge of the branches, but must le&rn how to teach them under 
the eye of a teacher. This is the more important in the 
schools of this State, from the very nature of these schools, 
which are mostly of a primary grade. The student who has 
advanced far enough to.become a teacher, has long since for- 
gotten . the difficulties which beset him in those primary 
studies, as well as the methods employed to obviate these diffi- 
culties. Hence, the need of daily drill in methods. One 
teacher, not far away, took three weeks to teach some adults 
the alphabet, while another teaches it to them in four days. 
What is the difference in these teachers? One has taot in 
using, methods, the other has not; and one is worth ten times 
the wages paid the other. 

Hence, we have been making speolal effort to develop this 
true element of the Normal School, and give to the State not 
only scholars, but students traíned to do the work of teaching. 

Vocal and instrumental music have been taught regularly 
during the year. Arrangements have been made by which 
each pupil (in all the departments) may receive thorough in- 
struction in the elements of vocal music. Through the liber- 
ality of a friend of the Institution, a set of instruments for a 
brass band have been furnished, and a number of the students 
are making encouraging progress in that branch of musical 
art. Care is, however, “taken that their regular studies shall 
not be interfered with by their practite in this direction. " 

Besides the light gymnasties used in the school-room, as 
heretofore, a regular weekly drillis required in the open air, 
under the care of the Principal, who is a.graduate from the 
celebrated gymnasium of Dr. Hitchcock. The results are al- 
ready evident in the better carriage and gait of the students, 
aud it must tell favorably upon their health, manners, and gen- 
eral deportment. 

During the year a neat and inexpensive model school build- 
ing has been erected. This building comfortably accommo- 
dates sixty tr seventy scholars, and will serve as a fair pattern 
to those whó wish to erect school buildings in the country. 

The boarding-hall is now undergoing thorough repairs, and 
will be extended about thirty feet in length, giving additional 
accommodations, and obviating the inconveniences under which 
that department has hitherto labored. Other improvements, 
in the way of walks, sheds, etc., are in progress, Through the 
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aid afforded by the State, an excellent set of apparatus has 
been procured, costing some one thousand dollars. It has beén- 
carefully selected from the catalogue of the most celebrated 
manufacturers, and 1s believed to be of the best obtainable. 

For course of instruction, discipline, and the needs of the 
school, we refer you to our last year’s report.

REPORTS OF COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 


ADAMS COUNTY. 
C. C. WALDEN, SUPERINTENDENT. 


In compliance with law, I have the honor to submit herewith, 
report for fractional year ending August 31, 1873. 

The Statistical Report is the best evidence of the progress 
and condition of the schools of this county. More interest 
has been manifested m the making of school-houses more 
comfortable; and the old, inconvenient Jog-houses are giving 
way to the more tasty, well arranged brick or frame ones. 
Many, too, have been repaired; blackboards and outline maps 
have been furnished, and thus far much more interest has 
been apparent. Our teachers have, as a general rule, worked 
more earnestly and to better purpose than formerly; not try- 
ing to learn a whole book at once, but by gradual steps, learn- 
ing a little each day, and reviewing often, exercises passed. 
Young teachers have to be restrained in giving longer lessons 
than can be thoroughly learned. «These teachers will not 
know so much, at least in their.own estimation, when they 
have learned more of some very essential things a teacher 
should know; one of which is, that a child of eight years can- 
not learn as much as one of fifteen years. In this connection, 
I cannot refrain from remarking upon one great obstacle our 
teachers, for the most part, have to contend with. It is the 
utter indifference, on. the. part of the parent, as to the actual 
progress their children may be making in the school room. 
They seem to think they have done enough, if they supply 
their children with books, and occasionally see ‘if their children 
are really attending some school; whereas they might fre- 
quently visit the schools and cheer the teachers in their tedi- 
ous and tiresome labors. If this was done, so much fault 
would not be found with the law, with the officers, and especi- 
ally with the teachers, on the part of the parent. The irregu- 
larity in attendance, on the part of the pupil, interferes mate- 
rially with the progress and success of our schools. 
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By this means our county throws away a large part of her 
money paid teachers, simply because parents and guardians 
permit irregular attendance, which is tolerated throughout the 
city and county more or less, and is certainly one of (he most 
discouraging features in our schools. To guard against it, we 
must, before many years, have some system of compulsory 
attendance. 

What I regard as one of the greatest improvements, during 
the year, is the use of slates and blackboards in the primary 
classes. Many of our teachers have come to regard writing as 
the best test of progress, and the speediest way of making it. 
I believe that another vear cf similar practice, will establish 
the belief in general, that a beginner can do far more, and 
better work with the blackboard, slate and pencil, than in any 
other way. The text-books we use are Robinson’s Mathe- 
matics, Kerl’s Grammer, Sanders’ Union Readers and Spellers, 
and Montieth’s series of Geographies, with McNally’s Physical. 
These books were adopted in the session of 1872. My careful 
examinations of different books, and my observations in the 
school-room, have convinced me that there are few bad text- 
books. n ia 

“Bad, grammers, bad arithmetics, bad reading books and 
spelling books," are things that generally exist in the imagina- 
tion of bad teachers. Such books are rarely found in the 
hands of pupils; the intelligent teacher cares but little 
whether Ray, Robinson or Davis be the text-book. Good 
teachers will make good schools, and if thé former are secured, 
the lacter will certainly follow. I have rejected but few, for 
the simple reason that a visit to the school-room furnishes 
better evidence of the teacher's ability to teach, than the 
answering of a few questions, either oral or written. When 
teachers have failed in these, I feel little disposition to place 
them in a position to fail a second time. I am making con- 
stant efforts to elevate the standard of qualifieations, and, 
therefore, I require the teachers to pass the ordeal of an ex- 
amination, at least once a. year, taking care to furnish a new 
set of questions in advance of the last. S 

Our échools did not open this session until in December. 
The red of this, was sufficient funds have not been provided 
to pay teachers; even now, those who teach our schools must 
anticipate the apportionment of the school fund, and in the 
meantime, take warrants, which if disposed of at all, must be 
at a ruinous discount. There are very few teachers who can 
await the apportionment, as they are dependent upon-their.sal- 
aries for a support; consequently, their warrants must be sold, 
and frequently at less than half their nominal value. Can it 
reasonably be expected to get energetic, well-qualified men and 
women to take charge of schools with such prospects as these 
before‘ them? Certainly not; and without such teachers our 
schools will not accomplish much. * 

There must be fault somewhere, and I know not where to 
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place it, unless it be in the school law recently adopted by the 
State. This, however, is so complicated and abstruse to me, ` 
at least, that I cannot, with reason or safety, place it there. . It 
certainly has one fault—abstruseness. In this I am ably sus- 
tained, for I find there are as many opinions regarding it, as 
there are men in a given community. There is one thing. 
about it I do understand, and Iam sorry that I do not like 
that, for it would give me a favorable opinion of all the rest that I 
do not understand. Itis this: That the State must say what 
part of the funds collected in each county for school purposes, 
- that county shall have for the benefit of its schools. I think 
each county should have entire control of its school fund. My 
reasons are plain: 

1st. The people are the recipients of the benefits arising 
“from it. 

2d. It is securely guarded. No better guarantees can pos- 
-sibly be devised to protect it. d 

3d. The delay which will propably occur in the*apportion- 
ment being made by the State, and the general dissatisfaction 
«existing among the people of the large tax-paying counties of 
:paying for the education of children in poorer counties, there- 
by depriving their own children of the adv antages ofa reason- 
-able number of school months. 

But the most perfect school system that the ingenuity of 
man could devise, would fail of its purpose, unless put vigor- 
-ously into operation by the different classes of officers charged 
with its administration. 

The teachers selected for the schools in the county, outside 
-of the city of Natchez, are, to a great extent, composed of men ' 
‘totally unfitted for such positions on account of a lack of edu- 
-cation, and the duties prescribed by law for Trustees to per- 
form, generally devolve upon the County Superintendent, on : 
‘account of their inability. 

In conclusion, I would make the following suggestions and 
recommendations: 

1st. That the schools in each county and city, as long as the 
State may have control of the general school fund, be required 
to operate only so long as its pro rata of the distribution will 

` actually defray the expenses; giving to each incorporated town ` 
or city and the county, however, the right to extend the time, 
if it sees proper, in order to do the same, further tax itself. 

.2d. That the traveling expenses of the County Superintend- 

« thts be allowed, yet liberally, but definitely fixed by law. 
3d. That a liberal number of educational journals be eircu- 
. lated among the teachers, at the expense of the county.

In submitting my second annual report, it gives me pleas- 
ure to be able to say that the prejudice which has heretofore 
stood in the way 9f the advancement of the educational inter- 
ests of the country, as far as my knowledge, experience and 
observation have led me, has nearly, if not quite, retreated 
before the manifest good already developed. Those who most 
loudly condemned, are now most hearty in their approval; and . 
ere long will, I believe, add hearty co-operation to their 
approval. In fact a most wonderful reversion of sentiment has 
occurred, which is decidedly the healthiest symptom yet 
developed. " 

The condition of the schools is yearly improving—as rapidly 
even as the most sanguine had any.reason to anticipate. By, 
and through the assistance of the patrons, and the wise assist- 
ance of the school law at present in operstion, commodious 
and comfortable houses are springing up throughout the entire 
county. Attractive school-houses are no doubt inviting, as 
evinced «by the;increased and more regular attendance of 
scholars in the neighborhoods in which comfortable box-houses 
have been erected, Patrons, as well as children, take pride in 
the schodls; and a commendable and healthy rivalry: is spring- 
ing up in neighborhoods, which can result in naught but good. 

The working of the new school law, as far as it has been 
tested in this county, has tended greatly to simplify the system. 
Yet new difficulties have arisen tu replace old ones. The elec- 
tion of Trustees from the patrons of the several schools would, 
no doubt, be a wise provision in an educated community, or 
where the patrons were, as a general rule,educated. Or, were 
thelaw so modified or changed as to enable the patrons to 
select Trustees, or one, at least, from the residents of the school 
district, without necessitating their choice from among the 
patrons. The reason for this is derived from the fact that in 
whole districts, from among the patrons, not a single one, un- 
fortunately, can be found qualified to act as Secretary of. the 
Board. In fact not one can read or write. The result is, in- 
creased labor, which the Superintendent has neither. the time, 
inclination, or authority to perform. Or, worse, .the. Trustees 
seek the teacher, and, instead of being, as they were intended; * 
a watchful guardian over him, they become his tools—if he be 
so inclined. This change, in my opinion, would tend to make 
the Board of Trustees efficient; and without such modification, . 
the Board were better abolished. — ` 

The manner in which the teachers” fund of the State is 
manipulated, is subject to very serious objections. The law ` 
very wisely says that it shall be sacred to the pne purpose. 
This is as it should be.. But, is it necessary that it should be 
held so long that poor teachers (and they are generally not 
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overburdened with this world's goods), are forced, Xn order to 
obtain the means of livelihood, to dispose of their warrants at 
a rate fixed by their more fortunate fellows, who lay up most 
of their treasures on earth ? Schools generally have ended, 
heretofore, early in the winter, and the distribution of the 
teachers’ fund occurs in April (this year in May). Persons 
who are able to carry warrants over for the period of five or 
six months are seldom found, with switch in hand, developing 
the minds of the rising generation. Matter, not mind, is their 
watchword. Why not distribute monthly, as collectors make 
their reports? Or, why not make the distribution on the first 
of February, or even the first of March? It isa hardship that 
should not fall on the poor teacher. 

The present school law has been, under my observation, but 
imperfectly tfied; yet, with the trifling defects mentioned 
above, 1 am inclined to think it will prove quite success- 
ful. Changes or modifications should be made with great care 
and consideration. Experiments in the law, in addition to. 
often’ proving dangerous, only serve to perplex the officers 
whose duty it is to execute it; and more especially the Trus- 
tees, whose inclinations do not usually exceed their ability to 
* read and carefully digest” the same. 

Owing to the fact that the expenses of the public schools 
have been borne by the taxes collected in the same year, and 
the unbusinesslike (to be charitable) manner! of the distribu- 
tion of the Teachers’ Fund, making the compensation unat- 
tainable until the succeeding year, I deemed it necessary to 
advise and petition the Board of Supervisors to make a :evy 
sufficient, not only to meet the anticipated deficit, but to be 
enabled to carry on the school on a cash basis the coming year. 
The Board of Supervisors very generously came to the relief 
of the Superintendent, and we are now ready to treat with 
teachers, with the full aasurance that we can pay them the full 
amount we promise them. 

Considering the fact that the majority of the Board were not 
in politieal accord with the party whose watchword is “ Edu- 
cation,’ I may be pardoned for mentioning it, more in proof 
that my remarks in the early part of this report, as to the favor 
with which *schools" are being received, were not * of idle 
boasting." 

It is “true, one school-house was burned during the year. 
“This occurred from no prejudice, however, against "the school 
system, but was believed to be the act: of an incendiary, and 
born of local dissatisfaction, it being impossible to organize a 
school in every instance, without a grumbling minority. 
Grumbling is an inherent quality in some people, who look 

upon it as the dearest boon of a freeman. 

In lieu of this one act of antagonism, however, I have the 
pleasure to record that upward of twenty-five sites for school- 
houses have been donated by generous and enterprising citi- 
zens; and, in two instances, sites, with comfortable box-houses, 
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have been presented. I submit with pride these evidences of 
hearty co-operation in,our new Institution. Thus, one of the 
greatest difficulties to be encountered has been, to a consider- 
able extent, overcome. 

The next and most formidable Goes to overcome was the - 
employment of competent teachers, more especially for the 
colored schools. This, the State Normal Schools at Holly 
Springs and Tougaloo have, in a large measure, removed. =~] 
kaye ‘employed quite a number of teachers from these institu- 
tions; and not.only do they pass creditable examinations as 
teachers, but in no instance have they failed to render perfect 
satisfaction, and create.a strong desire among their pagrons for 
their return. Still more good do they do our voui. by in- 
stilling in them a desire to improve their minds, whichis 
evinced, each year, by taking with them to these institutions 
some of their quondam scholars. While on this subject, I 
desire again to renew my thanks to those in charge of these 
several Normal Schools, for the aid they have cheerfully ren-. 
dered me in the obtaining of teachers, and to bear testimony 
to the interest they ever manifest in the welfare of their 
scholars, as evinced by frequent letters of inquiry concerning 
them. 

In concluding this report, the last one I shall be called upon 
to make to the present Board, I cannot refrain from some men- 
tion of the relations which have existed between us. With the 
State Board, as a Board, my business was limited, but was met 
in a spirit of kindness that leaves me impressed with a pro- 
found respect, both officially and personally. 

With the State Superintendent of Education I (have been 
more directly-brought in contact. To him have 1 ever turned 
. for counsel and instruction. And during my entire service in 
the capacity of a County Superintendent, I can recall no in 
stance in which I failed to receive, promptly and cheerfully, 
clearly and distinctly, his views, opinions and constructions. 
It should be, and doubtless is, a gratification to him to know, 
that, from its -inception up to this time, the public school sys- 
tem owes most of what it is to his clear perception and foster- 
ing care. His duties have been arduous, and often wearisome, 
but his untiring energy and devotion to the cause of education 
has won for him a name that will last as long as Mississippi 
shall have a history. He retires from his office with a monu- 
ment erected to his official memory on every hillside and in 
every glade. To his successor he leaves a work fairly begun, 
to whose care the reafing of his pet is intrusted—who shall 
“incline the tree whose twig he bent.” That he can, we know; 
that he will, we trust. May our relations be as pleasant with 
the Superintendent e elect, as they have been with the Hon. H.

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ALCORN COUNTY.

On entering upon the duties of my office as County Super- 
intendent of Education of Alcorn county, there were but a few 
days to intervene until the new school law went into effect, 
hence it required some industry to convene the old School 
Board, merely to clear up their business and cancel school 
warrants in the County Treasurer's hands. 

. This done, the operations under my administration eom- 
menced ith the going into effect of the new school law, on 
the scventeenth of June, which limited the beginning of the 
publie schools until the first of September last. “Hence, I have 
no general or financial statistics to report for the fractional 
year, ending August 31, 1873. ` l 

I would state, however, that I commenced immediately to 
put the new school law in operation 'in regard to its financial 
provisions, and put the schools actively to work from and after 
the first of September last. 

, By way of narrative, allow me to say, briefly, that the work- 
ing of the new law is certainly an improvement on the old; 

and allow the suggestion, that, so long as the financial con- 
dition of the State and the counties “only afford, a limited . 
amount for schools, would it not be best to provide for the 
uniting of the public funds with private effort in all of our 
schools? 

The greatest difficulty in the way of making the system 
beneficial in this county, is the indifference that prevails in the : 

rural districts in regard to patronizing the publie schools. 
This mieht be remedied somewhat by affording the privilege 
to the Superintendent of so making contraets with teachers as 
to pay in proportion to the numbers taught; this would in- 
- Spire the teacher to influence the pupils to attend. 


BENTON COUNTY. 
G. N. DICKERSON, SUPERINTENDENT. 


My territory is all occupied with schools. 'Three did run 
this year, but I have no application for them. "The enrollment 
and average attendance, about same as last year. No interest 
whatever taken in private schools. The same teachers taught 
first in the public and then in the private schools. 

The law conferring scholarships in the Universities, cannot 
be executed. Its terms are too ambiguous. I have, however, 
advertised, as it directs, and sent students when application 
was made. No Institutes held, either congressional or county. 

Elder Parrott delivered one lecture at Canaan, and I gave 
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one at another point. ` That is all that were given, except what 


I gave in visitation, which I did in almost every School visited. 
I have gained ground in school-houses very much this year, 


but contracted a debt thereby for 1874, which does not appear | 


in the statistics, because i& was done after the 31st of August, 
1878. In my financial report, I have included the whole of the 
teachers' salaries for the year, and all the expenses, except a 
part of my salary, Treasurers commission, a part of the con- 
tingent expenses, and a part of the schcol-house expenses, be- 
cause the contracts of teachers were all made and the expense 
nearly all incurred, and I was unable to separate it correctly. 
Hence, the next report wil! be for the scholastic year 1874, ex- 
clusively, except those four items above, and they pr operly be-. 
long to 1874, except Treasurer's commissions and ` Gioi 
expenses not reported. 

The report of tax levied was, or is, on. my estimate, in ac- 
cordance with section 19 of amended school law; and, if col- 
lected, is not yet paid -into the Treasury. The iscome fund 
for 1872 was received in March, 1873, hence reporte 
collected on loans. No income fund received for 1873 at all, 
which was a part of the basis of my estimate, hence a eficit ia 
left in the finances for 1874, to be met somehow. The schol- 
astic expenses of Benton county for 1874 will be about 13,000, 
In consequence of the*high salaries of teachers, and the 
number of school-houses contracted for, I fixed the salaries of 
teachers for 1874 at forty-five and seventy dollars. I hope the 
foregoing narration will render my financial statistics intel- 
ligible, or at least, understandable. 

My opinions on the subject of public education and school 
laws, have not changed since my last annual report. 1 stated 
then the chief obstacles to the success of public schools were 
bigotry and ignorance, superinduced by selfishness. A law to 
be beneficial must be sustained by public opinion. "Therefore, 


a change in an existing law, will not make the law stronger. 


than it was before, only so far as public sentiment believes it is 
in its favor, yet the change may strengthen the sentiment. 

Too much legislation is intolerable to any people who can 
appreciate. Yet, I would suggest that the word “uniform,” in 
section 23 of the amended school law, be stricken out as cum- 
bersome; and that there be added to said section something 
requiring teachers to teach in addition to what is there speci- 
fied, anything or ar y. other branch of education that may be 
necessary to be taught in any public school of which they have 
charge. The above suggestion is made, as 1 think, both on the 
ground of justice and economy, 

Experience has. taught me. already that I could get some 
teachers for less than the law requires me to give them. ‘Then 
it would be economy to do so. Experience also teaches me 
that it is worth more to teach forty scholars than it is to teach 
twenty. Justice would, therefore, say “the laborer is worthy 
his hire.” 
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There is no enterprise or interest taken in private schools 
that I know that amounts to any good in Benton, the public 
school having taken its place for a part of the year, the other 
part being put in in some other direction. - Therefore the sug- 
gestion for the additional requirement of teachers. 

I believe that the Tax Collectors ought to be prohibited from 
taking up any class of school warrants at all, and that Treas- 
urers should be required to pay them according to their 
numerical order. Law is said to be “ inexorable,” but I see 
officers always-have favorites. 

I believe further, that teachers should Be paid at the end of 
the term. Iknow that good teachers. are a deferving class, and 
frequently need their pay very badly before they get it; and 
some of them make teaching a meat and bread business. 1 
also know that good farmers are a deserving class, and that the 
material inferests of the world are sustained and fed by the 
latter class, and that the returns for their labor are once a year 
only, and that always at the end of it—especially in Mississippi. 
Perhaps we had better “experiment” longer with the balance 
of the law than “ tinker’ with it now. 

The condition of the schools of Benton will compare favor- 
ably with those of other counties of my acquaintance, as well 
as the teachers asaclass. It is a lamentable fact, however, 
that we need more good teachers. We must rear the supérstruc- 
ture with the material on hand. Time will not wait. When I 
cannot procure a good teacher I do the best I can, always 
giving the Trustees the position for whom they ask. Itis not 
the fault, however, of the law nor of the Superintendent that 
there exist complaints about teachers. The people just at this 
time have raised their standard of intellect and morals, instead 
of having elevated it—especially that of morality. The great 
study seems to be to get the most money for the least return 
therefor, without regard to the good ‘that will result from the 
outlay to the rising generation, or to humanity. The muck- 
rake is used somewhat in this style: “What will the county 
pay me if I do this or that ?” “What will you give me if I see 
that I have a good school for my children ?” instead of coming 
to the assistance of the Superintendent with moral support and 
counsel. 

You will doubtless see from the foregoing that the greatest 
difficulty I have in supervision is want of sufficient moral sup-, 
port. The people do not take or manifest enough interest in 
their schools, nor give me information soon enough, which I 
frequently need. We ought to have entire unanimity and con- 
cert of action, whether it pays in dollars and cents or not. 

My method is not stereotyped, but I do the best I can under 
the law and circumstances, keeping a clear conscience in official 
duty. The people of the county, so far as I am advised, ap- 
prove my administration.

| G. C, SMITH; SUPERINTENDENT. 


I have the honor to transmit, herewith, my first annual 
report, for the fractional year ending August 31, 1873. 

In doing so, 1 find myself not a little embarrassed; owing, 
in part, to my recent appointment (July 2, 1873), and 100, that 
I am to report upon the work done, wholly, by my distinguished 
predecessor, Hon. B. K. Bruce, who, from his long connection 
with the sehools in the county, could render you a report, con- 
cerning his own work, so much more elaborate and exhaustive 
than I could hope to do. This, then, must account for the 
briefness of the report, and the many irregularities which must 
necessarily occur. 

First, allow me to'call your attention to the fact, that, under 
the regime of my predecessor, there has grown up a system of 
schools, which will, I think, compare favorably with any in the 
State. 

Having taken charge of the schools, at a time when the peo- 
ple—a majority of them—had little or no faith in the system, 
he has, by his untiring energy, won for the system many warm 
and able supporters. 

Iam satisfied that the people fully realize the fact, and duly 
appreciate his labors among them. 

In connection with my general and financial report, haa 
with submitted, I can say, that the schools, for the past year, 
have been a success—a vast improvement over those of the 
previous year. Perhaps, one of the greatest hinderances to 
the progress of the schools, was the large amount of outstand- 
ing teachers” warrants, at the beginning of the scholastic year. 

The tax levied by the Board, in July, 1872, was wholly con- 
sumed by the outstanding warrants “for the previous year. 
Thus, you see, that the schools for the year just «closed, were 
conducted without a dollar with which to pay teachers. They 
were, therefore, compelled to sacrifice their “ promises to pay ” 
for a mere trifle. I trust, however, that the new law will obvi- 
ate this great barrier; for if there is a class of persons who 
should be well paid for their labor, itis the noble band of 
teachers, who have left their homes ‘of comfort and luxury— 
many of them—coming among us for the purpose of teaching; 
taking upon themselves ee for the sake of the thou- 
sands, in our State, who so|much stand in need of that great 
elevator—an education. heap pay always secures cheap 
labor," so we should make the payment of teachers—and pay: 
them well too—of great importance. 

In the new law there is a supposed remedy for the existing 
evil referred to. Yet, I think, I see in it a defect, which must 
work greagy against the progress: of the schools throughout 
the State, perhaps, invariably so. I hope it is ene and 
that my convictions are groundless. 
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The abrogation of the Board of School Directors, and the . 
placing of the management of the schools under the immedi- * 
ate supervision of the Boards of Supervisors, Trustees, and 
the Superintendent, is, 1 believe, one of the best features of 
the new law, The law, upon the whole, is an improvement over 
the old one. Yet, in many instances, it might be greatly im- 
proved, more effective, and many existing evils. be remedied. 


I would respectfully call your attention to section 20, of the 
amended law, as follows: “Section 20. Be it further enacted, 
that no Board of Supervisors or Aldermen, shall allow any | 
account against the School-house Fund, unless there be money 
in the treasury to paly the same in full, upon the presentation 
of a warrant therefor; nor shall the said Board, in the allow- 
ances it may make for any year, exceed the receipts of the 
treasury for said year.” 


Now all building, purchasing, renting and repairing school- 
houses, all incidental and contingent expenses, including the 
pay of Superintendents, are payable out of the above funds, 
yet the prohibition contained in the above section must greatly 
hinder the progress of the schools. With four or five excep- 
tions, we are compelled to rent all school buildings, for which 
the owners promptly demand rent, yet we are not allowed to 
issue to them warrants. In many instances we are thus placed 
solely at the mercy of a few. No improvements of any kind 
can be made, and in many neighborhoods, where the people 
who for the most part are poor and not able to build—are just 
becoming interested in the cause of education, unless we are 
allowed to aid them in the matter of fur nishing sufficient 
houses—although they pay their share of the tax—must be 
deprived of the benefits conferred by the common schools. 


Your Superintendents, in many counties, will not be able to 
draw any of their salary during their entire term of office. 
This is wrong, and should be remedied as soon as possible. 


In many counties, Bolivar included, the indebtedness arisin: ` 
under the School-house Fund is so great that it will require 
- years in which to liquidate the same, even ‘should the various 
Boards of Supervisors make, annually, a liberal levy for that 
fund—say fifty per cent. on the State tax; even then, it would 
require several years to pay off their indebtedness. You per- 
ceive that many of your Superintendents’ terms of office will 
have expired before they can be paid for their services. You 
will agree with me when I say that this is sad for many of 
them, “for it must be remembered that, generally, they are men 
of very limited means, and, therefore, cannot afford to devote 
their time, as they would like, to a work of so much import- 
ance, nor can they give their talent—what little they have—to 
a cause in which they are so deeply interested. You are, 
doubtless, aware that as long as there are outstanging war- 
rants, the “downtrodden and-heavy burdened” tax-payer will 
pay them in for taxes. If this be true—and it is—in many 
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ge there will not be currency in the Treasurry for sev- 
rears. , $ f 
I hove the section may be repealed or amended, for I am . 
indirectly interested in it. The more I see and learn of the 
schools throughout the State, the more thoroughly am I con- . 
vinced that we stand in pressing need of compulsory educa- 
tion. With such a system inaugurated in Mississippi, I be-" 
lieve she would take a stand beside the more favored New. 
England States. The number of educable youth in the State, 
compared with the number. enrolled, cries loudly for such a 
System. : l 

One of the great barriers to the progress of the public 
schools is the production of, cotton. It is not only sapping 
the life-blood of the State, retarding its progress, but its bad 
effects are extending to almost every household, to every child . 
in the State, robbing it of that dearest of rights—a right to 
the commons of the land. ‘I believe I express the views of 
many Superintendents of the State in reference to this matter. 

Our District Attorney, Hon. Chas. W. Clark, was several 
months ago employed by the former Superintendent to ferret 
out and prosecute the claims due the school fund, arising from 
the sale of the sixteenth sections, and funds loaned in former 
years. Many suits have been instituted, and I am proud to 
say thata majority of them are supposed to be good, others 
almost or entirely worthless. I believe there is about thirty- 
‘five thousand dollars involved; about twenty thousand will be 
collected, which, when invested, will greatly aid us in con- 
ducting the schools. R 

Too much praise cannot be given the Attorney for the zeal 
with which he has worked up the matter. I believe that he 
will, with his indefatigable energy, bring out of chaos and 
confusión many of these claims. 

In my next annual report 1 hope to be able to give you a 
a report of the schools conducted wholly undersfhe new lawe

To the Hon. H. R. Pease, Superintendent of Education for the 
State of Mississippi: 


In submitting this report, 1 will say that 1 was appointed to 
the office of County Superintendent in the month of last, 
and the former Superintendent having been absent from the 
county several months prior to that time, during which no free 
schools had been in operation, I cannot answer .the questions 
propounded as accurately as I would desire. 

After I was appointed to the office, upon consultation with 
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you, it was deemed advisable to postpone the establishment of 
free schools in this county until after the late Educational A 
had gone into operation. Tam nof, therefore, prepared in this 
report to give as much information in regard to the condition: 
prior to the beginning of my term of office, as 


P om all the information I have been able to obtain, the con- 
dition of the schools in this county, heretofore, has been good. 
here seems to have prevailed among the children an earnest 
eal to improve themselves, and the system of free schools has 
been growing in favor with all classes. 

I know of no difficulties occurring in the government or 
management of the schools, more than would be likely to occur ` 
under any circumstances, and cannot say that i@ave at present 
any suggestions or plans to offer in reference to government of 
schools, “which would be likely to be beneficial to. you. 

As you are aware, no schools were established in this county 
until the Ist of September last, under the new school law. 
Since the 1st of September I have found it absolutely necessary 
to be at my office in the town of Hazlehurst almost all the time, 
inasmuch as Trustees and teachers have been constantly call- 
ing to see me on business connected with the establishment 
and organization of schools. 

Prior to the Ist of September, I visited every part of the 
county, with the view of giving information to the people as to 
the enactments and requirements of the new lav. 

In eonsequence thereof, in almost every school district meet- 
ings were held at,ónce by the patrons of the schools, and or- 
ganigations had-by the election of Trustees, and a large num- 
ber of schools during the months of September and October 
were put in operation by contracts with the teachers. 

In the intervals of business in my office, I have been enabied 
to visit some schools, and have been generally pleased with the 
advancement of the pupils, the discipline and order maintained 
by the teachers, and the growing interest manifested by the 
people in behalf of education. 

I expect from this time forth to be enabled to visit most, if 
not all the schools in the county. which may be in operation 
the balance of the scholastic year. 

I regard the new law as quite an improvement on the old, 
and I do not know that I have any suggestions to make at 
prescnt in reference to the workings of it, nor am I able now 
to propose any amendments thereto. 

By virtue of an Act of the Legislature, approved at the last 
session of the Legislature, the town of Hazlehurst having its 
corporate limits extended to a mile square, and with a popula- 
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tion of less than two thousand inhabitants, was constituted a 
separate school district; with power to levy a tax of ten mills 
on the dollar of the value of the property of the incorporation, 
for school purposes. By the said special Act a Board of 
School Directors were required to be elected, who were to act 
in conjunction with me in the supervision of the schools of 
that district. The said Board of School Directors have been 
elected in pursuance of the said Act, and a tax of six mills on”, 
the dollar of the value of the property of the incorporation, 
kas been levied and partly collected. The said Act requires 
that a free public school or schools shall be kept within the 
corporate limits of the said town of Hazlehurst at least six 
months in the year, for the benefit of all the educable children 
residing within the corporate limits of said town. In pursu- 
ance of the said requirements two schools have been estab- 
lished—one for the white and one for.the colored children— 
both under the supervision and control of very competent and 
efficient teachers. The white school has already had enrolled 
over two hundred pupils and the colored school one hundred. 
These schools, besides the fund obtained by the tax of six 
mills on the dollar, are claiming their pro rata proportion of 
the four mills tax, and also receive annually somewhere near 
'the sum of one thousand dollars from the Peabody Fund, 
thereby enabling them to continue a free school to all the 
children of school age within their district for the period of ten 
months in the year. e 
In answer to your questions in regard to the amount due on 
School Fund, I will say that in pursuance of an Aot of the 
Legislature of the State of Mississippi, approved March 4, 1846, 
the county of Copiah, availing itself of the provisions thereof, 
established & Common School Fund for the county, which, 
from various sources, as I am informed, amounted in' 1861 to 
somewhere near the sum of forty thousand dollars, the interest 
only of which fund was allowed to be used in aid of schools. 
The prificipal sum of this fund was loaned on such security as 
was at the time deemed to be solvent and good, and produced 
& handsome sum annually which was appropriated by the 
School Commissioner, under said Act, in aid of the schools of 
the county. 
During the late war, as I am informed,a large portion of 
‘this fund was loaned to the county, and subsequently repaid in 
Confederate Treasury notes, and another considerable portion 
was paid in Confederate money by individuals who had bor- 
rowed of the fund prior to the war, and sought the opportunity 
of thus relieving themselves of their indebtedness, whereby a ` 
considerable portion of the Common School Fund was lost to 
the county, the Confederate Treasury notes being either left 
on hand, or loaned out to be collected again in Confederate 
money. i S 
There are several notes and judgments still due the said 
fund, which are believed to,be unavailable, and a very small 
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part of which will be ultimately collected. “In pursuance of the 
said Act, all of the sixteenth sections, except, perhaps two, 
united their funds with the said common school fund, which 
shared the same fate with the balance of the fund. There 
are, perhaps,.two of the sixteenth sections of the county which 
retained their funds separate from the common fund, and con- 
tinued to appropriate the interest on their fund towards.the 
support of schools in their own township, until the beginning 
of the late war;. but the funds belonging to these sixteenth sec- 
tions are believed now to be unavailable, from the fact that the 
obligations of the parties are barred by the statute of limita- 
tion. There is at least one sixteenth section of school lands 


in the county, if not another, of which I am not sufficiently - 
advised, unsold, and this is all the school property which could * 


be made available, in my judgment, to the school fund. What 
‘can be made available from the: notes and judgemnts of the 
fund commonly known as the school fund, if any, Iam not at 
present able to say; but Iam informed that they are mostly 
insolvent, and would, in all probability, cost more in litigation 
and the expenses thereof than could be acquired from the 
results. 

AS before stated, it would be impossible to estimate the num- 
ber of educable children enrolled in the freo schools, inasmuch 
as no free schools have been in operation since the latter 
part of 1872, until in September last, and all are not yet en- 
rolled Tog this scholastic year, but the number of educable chil- 
dren in this county is believed to be largely greater thàn the 
number reported in the census report of 1872. E

another year, hope to see my efforts seconded by all the good. 


citizens of Choctaw. The change in the school law has had a 
very beneficial effect. For the most part the Trustees are 
active and energetic, and are taking a lively interest in their 
respective schools. There are now but two obstacles in the 
way of its complete success. The first is the want of. money, 
and the second is the want of efficient teachers. 
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COAHOMA COUNTY. 


JOHN CORCORAN, SUPERINTENDENT. 

I have the honor herewith to transmit the following report 
of the publie schools under my charge for the past year: 

I have had in my district twenty-eight schools, averaging 
four months, opened at different periods of the year; and, 
taking everything into consideration, we have every reason to 
congratulate ourselves on the general progress the scholars 
have made. In some instances they might have done better, 
still we are progressing every year, and, after a short time, we 
will be able to give a better account of the system. The . 
people are well pleased with the public schools, and would like 
to continue them six months every year if they could. We 
hope to be able to continue them for six months during the 
year 1874. ; 

In many instances the patrons pay the additional salary to 
the teachers in order to secure the best talent as educators for 
their children. The people are paying their taxes promptly 
for the support of the schools, and, in fact, giving those in 
charge every encouragement, so far-as lies in their power. 

We still have some old claims outstanding, which will be 
collected during the hext year. So far, we have been very, 
suecessful in collecting the old claims, considering the con- 
dition they were in. E 

Our tax levied for deficit for teachers’ salaries, is six "hod: 
sand dollars; and for school-house, twenty-five hundred dol- 
lars, making a total of eight thousand five hundred dollars; ` 
this includes the indebtedness for last ‘year. We are in hopes 

that hereafter we may be able to pay the teachers in currency; 
and, also, for any building or repairs, as we are still in need 
of some. But for the present we are in favor of economy, as 
the taxes are high, and it is very hard for many of the tax- 


payers to mect them. i

. It will be seen, by reference to my annual report, that inde- 
pendent schools have given way to free schools. The largest 
average in any one of the eight independent schools, has fallen 
short of thirty scholars, whilst some of the same, under the 
free system, averaged one hundred. This tells its, own story, 
and, with the diminuéive number of independent schools in the 
county, furnishes all the proof necessary to show the entire 
failure of the old system, and the great importance of longer 
sessions under the present law. 1 presume it is about the 
same in other counties as here, What we want is school- 
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houses. The present law, with its provisions, is all we need, if 
we only had houses, and they properly furnished. I-find this 
to be my greatest drawback. If we had good houses, and they 
furnished, we could run the schools eight months in the year 
without further legislation. I, would, therefore, submit for 
consideration the propriety of dividing all the reserve funds 
pro rata among the counties, and that that fund be applied to 
building and furnishing school-houses. 
I have succeeded, by purchase and partial donation, in se- 
curing good, comfortable houses, worth, as my report will 
show, “twenty-five thousand dollars. This county needs ten or 
twelve more houses, and funds to complete some we have par- 
tially built. A pro rata of the reserve funds would give us all 
we need to subserve this end. I hope the Legislature will sub- 
mit, at the earliest possible period, a vote upon amending the 
Constitution so as to enable them to legislate upon this im- 
portant subject. In my judgment, this money can never be 
appropriated more to the interest of the people than now, and 
in that way. 
The total want of literary attainments, among the masses, is 
truly deplorable, and itis to be hoped will never demand more, 
upon the part of those in authority, than at this present time. 
Some steps in the right direction have improved matters 
very much, but much remains yet to be done. 
I hope that other counties have done as much, if not more 
than Chickasaw, in the way of school-houses; if so, all any of 
them needs to.quiet every possible opposition, would be fur- 
nished in the distribution so earnestly prayed for by your 
humble servant. 
The act extending the time for the collection of taxes has 
created inconveniences, which has a tendendency to impair the 
credit of school officers. When a County Superintendent 
makes bills on a credit, based upon the taxes, the greatest 

source of revenue to the schools, he does so upon the basis of 
* the then law, and has a right to suppose that the law will be 
carried out without change; and a stay of one month creates a 


'. necessity for an extension of'his paper, the inconvenience of 


which is appreciated by every business man. I have yet to 


learn that either creditor or debtor is benefited by such legis- . 


lation. It is to be hoped that our honorable Legislature, in its 
wisdom, will see the evil growing out of stay laws, and that 
they will in future pass no law | impairing or hindering the 
creditor from the full benefits of the laws in force at the time 
of contracting. Again, a stay law savors repudiation, and is 
in itself, ex post facto, unjust and unconstitutional. 

I hope that no exception will be taken to my position. I 
write as I feel, and hope its most, sanguine advocates will par- 
don me if I have infringed upon his ideas. I feel the effect of 
stays, and merely wish to call attention to the matter, that we 
may profit be it in the future. The school interest is the 
greatest sufferer.

By reference to tabular statement, it will be seen that we had 
forty-five schools established, and forty-one taught to comple; 
tion. It will be seen, also, that we have, in this district, 6284 
children of school age—2244 enrolled in tha publie schools, 
with an average attendance of. 1691, . 

A great work i is before, us—a system of common schools can. 
not be acquired in a year ortwo. It requires enérgy, practice, 
perseverence, time'and liberality. These combined, and every 
impediment will vanish, and the most happy results crown our 
efforts. Time would fail to consider the obstacles, or answer 
the many objections, which the spirit of captiousness or stin- 
gines, or parsimony. might suggest. It has and mu require 
a liberal expenditure of money. 

I know the sensitiveness of the popular mind on | tla sub- 
ject of taxation. It is proper—wholesome; but, if indulged to 
a morbid excess, it will totally defeat the most valuable enter- 
prises. The children of Mississippi are, to a great extent, the 
wards of the State—destined, on arriving at the age of matu-. . 
rity, to take their places as jurors, legislators, jurists, and, in 
emergencies, to serve as soldiers. la Should not the State, .

“While she exacts allegienco, admit MEE 3 
An obligation on her part to teach 
Them, who are born to serve her and obey; 
Binding herself by statute to secure . 
For all the children, whom her soil maintains,

e so that none,

The present levy for educational purposes, is totally inade- ' 
quate. A correct view of this matter cannot fail to disabuse.

The money expended for ` 
this object i is not local in its application or partial in its bene- 
fits. It is levied on the whole people, in proportion to their 
means, for the education of all.classes—for the good of all the 
people. Should not the motives of any man; who seeks to 
mislead them on*this vital subject, be suspected ? He is void 
of merit, and, in their enlightenment, he reads the doom ofob- . 
scurity to which they will consign him. 3 
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The system of free schools once firmly established, and the 
augmentation of the quantity and value of property and capital, 
which it will necessarily produce, will raise the amount of 
revenue for its support, without any increase of the per centum 
of taxation ‘We are capable of raising, annually, more cotton 


in the State of Mississippi than is now grown in. the entire. 


cotton-growing region of the South. A „thorough and efficient 
system of free public schools will assist in anchoring popula- 


tion, in developing the natural wealth of the State, in opening ` 


new channels for the investment of capital, in diversifying their 
pursuits and introducing the cultivation and SES of 
many articles now unknown to the people.

TEACHERS’ ‘INSTITUTES. 


I would suggest that the school law be so amended as to : 
make the attendance of teachers, in the public schools, on the . 
County Institutes compulsory ; and that the same compensa- 


tion be allowed as when engaged in teaching. 


LOCAL TRUSTEES. 


T would suggestthat the school law be further amended so as 


to authorize the County Superintendents to appoint a Board ot... 


three Trustees in each township, subject to the approval of the 
Board of Supervisors. This would prevent any conflict.of in- 


terest that prevails under the present system of local Boards 


of Trustees for each school. 
GRADE OF SCHOOLS. - 


I would further suggest, that all schools be reduced to'a 
primary grade, This would greatly facilitate the advancement 
.. of general education, and give no small gratification to our en- 
tire State. Our Universities and Normal Schools afford ample 
facilities for those desiring a,thorough, classical and scientific 
course.

I have the honor herewith to transmit 4 report of the pro-. . 


gress and condition of the public schools in the county of 
Claiborne for the fractional part of the-year ending August 31, 


1873. Our schools:closed mostly: about the first of June, and: 
during the term: were well attended, and gave satisfaction in a. 


majority of instances. ` Our ‘people: are becoming more recon- 


ciled to the present status of. affairs, and à better grade of- 
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teachers are coming forward, willing to take hold and help along 
with the work of educating the masses. The desire to become 
educated, among the late enfranchised, is truly astonishing, 
and the sacrifices the payents are willing to make to have their 
children educated are wonderful; - Some portions of our county 
are sparsely popilated, and it, is difficult to so place our schools 


* 


that all ean have an equal chance. , Another diffieulty is the- 


yearly shifting of many of our people. .Sometimes one locality 
wil have enough one year to fill up a large school, and the 
next year hardly enough to form a corporal's guard. How- 
: ever, the desire is becoming general to purchase land in small 
tracts, plant out fruit trees, erect permanent buildings, and be- 
come a settled. people. In 1870 one lot and house within the 
town of Port Gibson belonged to a colored man; to-day there 
. ütesixteenin the same town. At the same date there was but: 
one small tract of land in the county. belonging to a colored 


man; to-day there are ten thousand acres assessed to colored ` 


men, and one million dollars worth of horses and mules. 


There was sold in this county, during the months of July and, ' 


August, to: men of the same ‘color, twelve hundred dollars 
worth of improved varieties of nursery-raised fruit trees, The 
two-horse wagon, with.the one or two bales of cotton in it, and 
the owner and proprietor. on top, has taken the place in-our 
streets.of the ten-bale wagon of former days, while the village 
church and the common school-bouse are dotted all over our 
county. i 2b . 2 

l The new school law which came into operation on the 16th 
of June, works well, and assists the County Superintendent in 
many respects. Prior to the 30th of August, the day pre- 
ceding the one on which this report closes, cards were dis- 
tributed. in every district in-the county, calling for an election 
to be held for the purpose of electing three Trustees, to serve 
for each district for the coming year. On the day after the 
one on which this report closes, thirteen of these districts had 
reported, and of two of them, the. Trustees who had to ride 
eighteen and twenty-two miles, respectively, reported in per- 


son. I speak of this as an instance of:the desire these people: 


manifest to assist in the work of -edueation. -~ 
At the close of the school term, in many of the districts; 
the teachers gave an exhibition of the progress- their. pupils 
had made in their studies, and by way of variety, a little 
deciamation. The-parents vied with each other in spreading: 
pic-nic refreshments, and the occasion was made one of holiday: 
and enjoyment. | i 
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COLFAX COUNTY.

In submitting my first annual réport, it is with pleasure 
that I am able to state the public. schools of this county have 
been carried on with much success, and have been met with. 
general approbation. * 

I confess to entering upon the duties of my ‘office with 
- many misgivings, but the past few months have gone far to 
disabuse my mind of some ideas I have held, I suppose, in com- . 
mon with thousands of others. For, from tlie newspaper and | 
travelers’ stories, I expected nothing but insolence, hindrance 
and misrepresentation on the one hand, and dullness, stupidity 
or indifference on the other. I would take this occasion to say, 


that whenever and wherever I have come in contaet with those ` 


from whom I expected the former, I have never received any- 
thing but gentlemanly courtesy, or at least toleration. No 
one has laid. a straw in my way, to vex or hinder me, and the 
colored population, instead of avandering idly about forty 
years in the wilderness of idleness and ignorance, have, to a 
man, taken the short cut through the school-house, seeming to 
realize that their Canaan could. be reached by no-other road. 

In every instance I have found the parents eager, themselves, 
to learn, and willing and glad to make any sacrifice to procure 
the facilities for.learning for their children; while the children 
themselves show a quickness and aptitude for learning which 
would have nonplussed a writer in political economy forty 
years ago. No one can see their eager, earnest endeavors after 
knowledge and not feel his own pulse quicken with a new de- 
sire to climb the hill of science himself, or predicting for them 
as a race a füture as glorious as their past has been ignomini- 
ous. ' 
` y I regret exceedingly that the colored schools have not had 
the same chance as-the white, owing to the scarcity of compe- 
tent teachers. I succeeded in getting seven from Fisk’s Uni- 
. versity, of Nashville, whose qualifications. were far above the 
average, giving, in every instance, full satisfaction to the 
patrons of their. respective schools. Several colored schools 
failed having their full four months’ session during tHe last: 
scholastic year, as.it was impossible to get teachers for them. 
Until the teachers are paid in cash, it will be next to an 
impossibility to get such material e will raise the public 
school far above the present standard, 

The local Trustees, in many instances, are a hindrance, 
more than a benefit, to the wishes of the community, owing ` 
often to ignorance, especially among the colored Trustees, who 
are inclined to embrace sectarianism in their. choice of 
teachers. ` 

L have visited every school in this county, with the excep- 
tion of three; these I was unable to reach, owing, in a groa: 
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measure, to floods and heavy rains, which cut off all commut: 


' nication during the winter months. . I have: no fears of these 
three schools, as many of-the patrons speak favorably of the 
advancement of the children and the competeney of the 
teachers. "m : js . à 

I have built twelve new: school-houses, with every facility— 
substantial and commodious, and if it had not been for this 
terrible monetary crisis that has fallen upon us, would have 
built many more, the people seeming to feel that it was abso-' 
lutely necessary to have buildings warm and comfortable for 
their children. NE oc 

The, system of publie schools, I find, is rapidly beeqming 
popular with all classes.. Each community is endeavoring to 
have the benefit of free schools. Where, a few months ago, 
was indifference, now you find an.earnest endeavor to have a 
teacher of the best qualifications, and under the free school 
system. ` E 

Itis necessary in ‘any State, principality or nation, to have 
education, so easy to get at, that all can, by no trouble what- 
ever, redch out and pluck thé golden fruit of knowledge. We 
look on all sides, and find that the greatest amount of. crime, 
debauchery and. misery is in that community where there are 
no schools. Education is the only pathway for the ignorant 
map to reach that place where he can say,“ I am a man among 
men’ "€ f 

. The public schools of Mississippi are of young growth, but 

who can say it has not ‘surpassed the sanguine hopes of all; 
the fruit of its benefits are seen around on all sides daily. Pa- 
rents see, if they cannot leave riches as an inheritance to their 
children, they can leave something far more substantial, that 
will not “take, wings and fly away," and that is a thorough 
education, so that those who are left behiud can do battle with 
the stern realities of life, and gain a position among men. 


Ia conclusion, all I can say is, that throughout the whole 


county I can sée improvement gratifying to myself and the 
patrons of the various schools, black and white; the teachers 


all trying ther best to advance their pupils. My corps of , 


teachers is efficient, and of the very best material I can find, 
and I can hear of no dissatisfaction whatever. E l

DESOTO COUNTY. 
8. J. REID, SUPERINTENDENT, 


The new School law went into effect on the 17th of June, 
finding the old county of DeSoto not divided only, but with 
outstanding school warrants to the amount of fifteen thousand 
doltars, all to be paid at Hernando. Commissioners were ap-. 
pointed by the Boards of Supervisors of DeSoto and. Tate 


~ 
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counties, to adjust their old debts. These Commissioners, 
having ascertained the amount of indebtedness, recommended 
the sale of railroad stock, and: all notes for money loaned be- 
longing to the old School. Fund of DeSoto, for the purpose of 
paying off these outstanding warrants. 'This has been effected 

this last fall, and still it was found necessary to levy a tax: to 
cover the balance. There being such a debt upon the county, 
it was impossible to get any tax levied for .s¢hool or school- 
house purposes, this year, beyond that-levied by the State. 

As the new law requires the Teachers’ Fund raised to be 
held sacred by the Treasurer until the Auditor of the State 
shall make x pro rata division of the whole fund, we have been 
at a loss whether or not to allow any schools to- -commence until 
we know exactly how much money we should have appropri- 
ated to us. But in the fall, when the crops were gathered, 


. many wished to have. a public ‘school. We therefore consented- ` 


to their running the public schools in the neighborhoods where 
the Trustees thought it best to do so. à 

While the law seems to allow the free school to be run any 
time between the Ist of SeptemBer and the 31st of August, 
we have urged the Trustees to select that time that will be most 
convenient to the greatest number of pupils, and those-of the 
largest class, as the smaller class will have so many more nos 
to enjoy the privilege. 

We would not consent, however, to their running’ their 
schools for more than two months, and then hold up, or run, 
them as private schools; and as soon as we should hear from 
the Auditor, each school should have its pro rata number of 
days. With this understanding, we have had thirty-seven 
schools in’ operation since the beginning of the scholastic year. 
Some have continued their private schools, and will make ar- 
rangements for public schools during the coming months of 
the year. I told teachers they might have to wait, and I. eń- 
deavored to explain the whole thing to the Trustees—that we 
could not draw on-the. Treasurer; but still they want their pay 


: now. 


If we could have had one year’s funds ‘ahead, then we could 


get along; but having the tax collected now, and having ta. . 


wait until May for the report, and not being-allowed to draw 
on any of the money, causes a good deal of complaint. 
Teachers want their pay as soon as they have taught a month 


` or two, and the-people want to have the schools in the fall and ` 


winter months. 


This is a trouble to us. I like the new law, in regard to : 


having Trustees in each school; it makes people feel more in- 
terested in the cause, and makes the public school more popu- 
lar with them. I think it will work well, when, the Trustees 


get to understand their duties ‘more fully, and take a proper ` 


hold on this work. 
I haye tried, in. the best neighborhoods, to get the people to 
raise, by private subscription, or in some vs a salary:sufficient 
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with the help-given by the .scoool fund, to have a-free school 
for a term of ten months; inso doing they can secure a better ` 
' teacher, and one that will take a greater interest in the work. 
We shall have three or four such.schools in our county. If is 
‘a great disadvantage to. our youth, to have a little school now 
and then, and, perhaps, changing téachers every time, This + 
causes péople ‘td: complain, and the enemies of the public 
school system raise loudly their voices against it. - 

TI think we are gaining friends, and if we can just get all 
our priyate and public schodls Pa 'run together, and not in op- 
position to oné another, -we shall succeed and make all our 
friends. c. Se ` Lad 

For the short time that. onr schools have been in operation, _ 
I have only been able to visit fifteen; móst of these T found 
doing very-well. Pupils improving, in many places rapidly. 
Many of the school-houses I find to be very unsuitable, incon- . 
venient and uncomfortable for the purpose. ` Indeed, we have 
but a few good school-houses in our county. Our county has 
been greatly pressed in a Court-house, since the public school 
system was adopted. and, therefore, the county has objected to 
' the raising gf money for school-house purposes, I hope, when 
we get out of debt, that we shall be able to do something in 
. the way ‘of improving our school-houses..

TEACHERS, | 

I havé examined and given certificates to forty-nine (49) 
teachers. Have examined and refused twelve that were not 
prepared to receive the certificate. Most of our teachers do: 
pretty;well, still, we could wish that they were better qualified 
to engage in this great work of educating the youth of our 
county. i ; 

Oui county being divided, our school law changed, it was 
like Beginning anew, when I took tlie office, last summer. 
The previous Superintendent.left us no list of schools, or their 
grade, or any thing by which we were enabled to classify them. 
We hope, by the end of this seholastió year, to. tell how many 
schools, and the grade of each, and the cost of running them 
four montlís. For the present, I think I have noticed all the 
points, so far as I am able.. RU

I have but a meagre report to make. The deficiency in the 
school teachers’ fund for the year 1872 was such that the 
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Board of School Directors did not deem it advisable to put 
into operation any schools for that part of the year 1873 during 
which they were in office. 

As soon as the new law went into effect, I took steps to 
establish and put into operation one or more schools, so as to . 
meet the requirements of the Constitution. The sickly season 
being near, and ascertaining from yourself that a school for a. 
period of four months during any part of the year 1873 would 
` meet the requirements of law, I deferred opening schools until 
the first week in September last. My experience, therefore, in 
the practical workings of the new law is but recent and some- 
what limited, and hence my views and conclusions i in regard to 
the matter may not be of much weight. 

T am of the opinion, however, that so much of the law as 
relates to Boards of Trustees for the several. schools in the dif- - 
ferent counties should be repealed. Judging from the apathy 
manifested by the people in electiug the Trustees, as well as : 
from opinions expressed, I think this view of the matter is en- 
tertained by the public. Besides, the Trustees elected take 
little or no interest in the matter, in some instances shirking 
the responsibility. devolving upon them, and in others wholly 
neglecting and failing to discharge the duties required of them 
by law. No doubt the object of having the Board of Trustees 
to elect teachers for their respective schools, was to procure 
the services of good and competent educators, who would be 
acceptable to.the patrons of the several schools. Iam of the 
opinion that a majority .of the people would prefer that the 
selecting of teachers should be in the power of the County 
Superintendent. As the law now is the County Superintend- 
ent can annul a contract with a teacher only with the concur- 
rence of the Trustees. In other words, should the teacher be 
guilty of such conduct as renders him unworthy of being 
‘longer employed as a teacher, he can yet retain his place should ` 
the Trustees withhold their assent to his discharge ; a contin- 
gency which, under certain circumstances, may arise. This 
_ part of the law should at least bé amended, so as to allow 
County Superintendents to annul contracts with teachers, for 
sufficient cause, without the concurrence of third parties; for 
should such parties, from any cause, withhold ‘their concur- 
rence, certainly much harm would result therefrom. 

Section 4 of the law is almost a nullity. After the County 
Superintendent has made an estimate of all deficiencies and 
contingent expenses, the Board of Supervisors cannot make 
the necessary allowances to carry into effect his recommenda- 
tions, for the reason that their power to levy taxes being re- 
stricted to twenty-five dollars on the one thousand dollars, and 
the rate of taxes for other purposes being such as to amount 
in the aggregate to that amount, there remains not a sufficienc 
for such allowance. For instance, in this county the recom- 
mendation of the County Superintendent was, that an allow- 
ance of four mills on the dollar be made, as a tax for “deficit 
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in the teachers’ fund,” and such allowance was not made for the 
reason that the allowances for other purposes were given pre- 
cedence, and footed up in the aggregate to twenty-four and 
one-half mills on the dollar. . 

My observation is, that the people have almost ceased to 
rely upon private schools, but depend, in a great measure, upon 
the public schools as a means of educating their children. 
This being the case, unless more adequate means of carrying 
into effect the provisions of the school law are provided, the 
publie school system will prove an injury, rather than. a bless- 
ing, to onr-State. The rate of taxation for educational pur 
poses should be such as to raise a fund sufficient to maintain as 
many schools in each school: district as may be necessary: to 
, afford educational advantages to all children of school age, and 
laws regulating the rate of -taxation for general purposes 
should not apply to, or affect taxes levied for, school purposes. 

The law requires that the compensation paid teachers shall 
be uniform throughout the county. “While justice requires 
that the salary as regards the sexes should be uniform, the 
better plan, it seems, would be to allow the County Superin-. 
tendent to vary the salary according to the number of scholars 
taught in each school, restricting him to the maximum prices 
allowed by m 


GRENADA COUNTY.

In compliance with the law, I herewith submit a statistical 
and narrative report of the public schools of this county. -I am 
happy to report that during the past year there has been a: 
manifest interést in regard to free schools and the cause ‘of 
education. 

` There have been forty-two schools taught in the county during 
the year 1873, or that part of the scholastic year ending Au- 
gust 31. The change of the law, coming in as it did, after the 
arrangements for the year had been made, compelled us to ex- 
tend some of the unexpired terms until after that time. 

The teachers have all received their pay.as fast ss their 
labors were performed, in currency and: Alcorn money—the 
latter kind of money, I am glad, will not enter into the school 
fund in future. The whole of the school funds has been ex- 
pended, or nearly so; our intention being to exhaust, bat not 
to exceed the amount of the tax and other income raised. 

The teachers employed have, as a general thing, been those . 
who have taken a manifest interest in the cause of education 
in both races; and labored for the advancement of the pupils 
under their care with great diligence, though some of them 
lacked the experience necessary to ¿enable them to easily over- . 
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come many of the little obstacles encountered in the school | 
room; but, as a general.thing, have, been very successful. My 
advice to. them as to the best. mode of management, and the- 
discharge of their duties, has been very, generally. accepted. 
. The private schools of the county are few, and do Got seem to 
be sustained very well, with one exception—the Emma Mercer 
Institute, an institution of considerable renown as a female 
seminary,-under the management of Prof. R. A: Irwin, (gen- 
tleman of high moral character, a fine scholar, and a tough 


edueator, being assisted by his wife, & most estimáble lady, ' 


who, exercises a maternal supervision over the young. ladies 

.entrusted .to their care; and, with. the above, are associated ' 
three lady teachers of superior qualifications, making five in all. ` 
All of whom combined, insure the advancement and best in», 
terest in every respect. of the highest type of mutual and moral 
training. The number of young ladies.in attendance averages 
about eighty. Those. being desirous of educating their 
daughters would do well to inquire’ into the advantages and " 
opportunities offered at this institution. ` * 

The number of educable children in the county is 8978, the 
whole number enrolled as attending schools is 1824, “The dif- 
ference between the numbers seems large, but when we take into - 
consideration those of the ages from five to seven years, and - 


the distance they necessarily have to travel to attend school in : 
the country, and to this number add a proportionate number . 
of the ages from eighteen to twenty-one, after which latter ages, . 
they seem fo neglect their education, altogether. I do . 


not think the discrepancy too large, though much more so than 
is desirable." We have been able, in most instances, to securé 
the usé of churches and other houses suitable for schools, free 
of charge, thereby saving the expense of building, thus giving 
the children the. advantage of more schooling, and more Nia 
. for incidental expenses. 

We have had.several sites donated for the: location -«. 
churches and school-houses combined, the people erecting th: 
building for the convenience of both, the county: furnishing- 
the necessaries for the convenience of the school-room. Your 
suggestion as to securing the labor of the patroüs of each 
school district, in, repairing the houses-free of expense to the 
county, meets the approbation. of the people generally, and the 
service is rendered very cheerfully. 

There is quite a large amount of the sixteenth section fund, 
to the amount of $2,819 50, belonging to this county, that is a. 


total loss, some of thé parties bankrupting, and in other cases . 


the claims have been allowed to outlaw. 1 have instituted suit, 
and placed for collection $4,678 64, the most of which will be 
. collected and paid in during the marketing of the present crop. 
We have none of the Chickasaw School Fund belonging to this 
county, the greater portion of the sum in course of -colléction 
having been loaned out by the Board of School Directors, of 


. funds that had once been collected and paid into the treasury, . `

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` and should have been invested as provided in’ section 2055, - 


Revised Code, 1871, in State and United States bonds. The in- 
véstment, I am. fearful, will not be a profitable one to the com- 
inon school fund of the county: 

I would suggest that section 30 of the-law of 1873 be so 
amended that the patrons of each school,in corporate towns 
and cities of more than two thousand inhabitants, could eleót 
their Trustees; the'races béing:as distinct inside of towns and 
cities as in the country, and should De under the control of 
each, for the present at least. ‘The reason of this is obvious 

tomy mind. As most of these corporations are Democratic in 
their majorities, and not so much interested in the education 
of thé colored race, the whole thing being. under the control of 
the Board of Mayor and Aldermen, there is a chance for 
partiality. 

The system of Trustees works like a charm; putting the 
management of the affairs of -the neighborhood into the hands 
of thrée members,.selected from their own immediate vicinity, 


inspires a confidence.in the people that tends to the best in- 


terest of education. - 


By reference to the statistical statement, you will see, I hope,’ 


a satisfactory statement, and for a small county the amd.nt 
expended, 1 think, looms up splendidly. We hope to give the 
- people more length of a school term this year.

SIr=Tn pursuance of the provisions of law, I have-the honor 


herewith to submit the. foregoing as a historical sketch of the. ` 


standing of the public schools, for the county aforesaid, -show- 
ing the progress of the same, also the difficulties and impedi- 


ments dttendiag the progress, and the application of the public. 


funds, for the year herein embraced, together with some sug- 
gestions as (o reforms and improvements that might be made 


in the -schools, touching the disbursement of the funds and - 


the application ot the same. 

I have organized fourteen public schools, commencing on 
the first Monday of September, and. closing on the Ist of "Ge 
cember. Some of the schools are now through the first four 
months, while others will not close until the 1st of “March, 
1874, : : 

The citizens delaying and. omitting - to -elect Local Trustees, 
and owing:to the want of mail facilities, it was impossible for 
me to ascertain; in.due time, at what places there were Local 
Boards elected, and I had to go in person, in order to ascertain 
at what. locations the citizens of the neighborhood had 
elected a Board; and when I found that there was no Board 
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elected, new notices had to be circulated, and then, perhaps, 
the election would not be attended, as was the case-in several 


instances, then the Superintendent would have to appoint ` 


them, and owing to this delay, may be attributed the discrep» 
encies in the delay of organizing the schools. 

1 would recommend that the law be changed so as to em- 
power the Superintendent to appoint the local Board of Trus- 
tees; and would suggest, that it would be a benefit to the 
public schools, and facilitate the establishment of schools. 
The Superintendent would select such men for 'Trustees, of 


‘more business capacity, and men that would be friendly to 


publie schools, and would encourage the establishment of the 


same; whereas, Boards are selected, in some instances, through ' 


favoritism, ‘and frequently the’ people fail to atted elections of 
this kind, especially where there.is any opposition to public 
schools. Further, the Super intendent would be strengthened, 
and helped in the discharge of his duty. 
I think that the salaries of Superintendents are too bigh, as 
the burden on-the people is very seriously télt; and if the 
salaries were, on an average, reduced fifty per cent., it would 


'leave more of the funds to be applied to educational purposes. 


x 


No man should expect the office to be lucrative, just so as he 
receives fair wages for the time employed. Teacher's salaries 


are too high, and if they were reduced, and the law so ar- . 


ranged as to allow them to draw their pay as.it fell due, it 


would be worth as much to them as if it were increased fifty per 


cent.; they would realize as much, for they almost invariably 
have to sell their warrants at this discount, and the gain is to 
some merchant and a loss to the public. 


It is, also, a source of inconvenience to teachers, to require. ; 
them to get a warrant on the County Treasurer,.after the. 


Superintendent issues the warrant; suffice it to say, that the 
Superintendent's warrant would bé sufficient to draw the 
teacher's pay, for it frequently occurs that the teacher is taxed 
with the trouble of calling at the Chancery Clerk's office 
before he is prepared tó draw his pay. 

I am inclined to think that as Superintendents are bonded, it 
would be a favorable change to make. them the regeivers of the 
school fund; instead of the County Treasurer. This change 
would be a considerable saving to the school fund, as the per 
cent. that is paid for receiving and disbursing would be saved. 
Then the Superintendents would .always be able to inform 


teachers the exact condition of the.funds, which mode would, | 


give teachers less trouble, and the Superintendents would be 
better advised of the condition of the fund. 


As regards a uniform series of text-books, the Superintend- 


ents should be furnished with such an amount of funds as 
would supply all'the schools with books. As itis now, a uni- 
form series of text-books is provided for, but Superintendents 
are not supplied with funds to purchase them, ayd consequently. 
the schools are not supplied, from the fact that the matter has 
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heretofore been left to School Directors and Boards of Super-, 
visors, and they generally conclude that patrons will furnish 
their own hooks; and they not having the series of text-books 

befóre.them, get some other books; and some get no books. 

In some localities patrons are unable to get the books, as there 

are no conveniences to get them; and too frequently it occurs 

that when a public school is commenced the pupils have no 

books, and sometimes they have not the funds to purchase 

them. If the books were kept at the different schools, they 

would be accessible to all the pupils. My experience in the 

public schools has fully developed the fact that numbers of 

children are kept out of school for the want of books; and 

with others the session is half out before they get books. 

I have adopted the plan not to build; or in other words, not 
to ask money to build school-houses, as there is an abundance 
of building material within almost a stone’s throw of the 
location of the school-house. The only material that is difi- 
cult:to' obtain is flooring. As a general thing the people prefer 
to build instead of paying out money, as it is more applicable 
and is a saving to the citizens. E LE 

I have not been able to get teachers for all the schools, from 
the fact that funds are not available as salaries fall due. T have 
experienced the. greatest trouble in obtaining teachers for 
the colored pupils, as the whites object to teaching them, and 
so few of the colored people are competent. However, there 
are two colored schools organized, and there are three other 
colored schools, but no teachers to take charge of them. If 
teachers’ certificates could be modified and ‘leave the matter 
more at the discretion of the Superintendent, teachers could 
be obtained more readily. 

Al! the schools are ‘progressing finely, and the people are 
"better pleased with them than usual. There has been some 
delay in the schools in consequence of sickness; and one of. 
the schools I had to discontinue in consequence of a difficulty 
between the scholars, which produced ‘an acrimonious feeling 
among the parents, and finally resulted in a discontinuance of 
the school. . T i 

The schools in this county have-improved, and the patrons. 
and pupils seem to take more interest than has heretofore been 
expressed. The fact is now fully developed that the colored 
people,.as a general thing, are capable of receiving instruction, 
and seem to properly appreciate the advantages conferred upon 
them. -

successful and prosperous. Eighteen new school-houses have: 


been erectéd and furnished, and at least fifty more are neces- 
sary. -During the past year ninety-niné public schools have 
been maintained: in this county, with an attendance of some 
four thousand nine hundred pupils.

With the limited tax as levied and collected for. school-house i 


and contingent expenses, we have been unable. to' furnish the 


schools with the necessary furniture, and such apparatus as to. 


merit the report.“ well supplied;” . yet we have quite a large 


number of schools that are tolerably well supplied. These, at- 


least, have several of the requisite articles, such as outline 


maps, map. of the State, reading and spelling cards, penmanship. 


charts and globes. " 

We need an increase of first-class teachers. We need a State 
Normal School, for the professional training of all our teachers. 
The Normal Schools established at Holly Springs and Toyga- 
loo are inadequate to the wants of the State. We also need. a 


compulsory law, requiring all children of legal age to attend . 


school the minimum school term. On the first of these wants 


I will only.add a few remarks. Our teaching corps must be _ 
increased with more first-class teachers We do not mean by - 


this that we have not many first-class teachers, men and women, 
who are the jewels of: their profession, but we do say that we 


have not enough of first or even second rate teachers to fill all 


the schools of this county. This will not appear strange to 


those who refleet upon the nature of teaching. They will af. 


once acknowledge that the principal object to be secured in 
teaching is the systematic development and culture of the 


miud. Is not this one of the noblest works for which God lias; 


permitted man to struggle?- Who can teach well that does not 


understand the relations of what: he teaches? Is he a suitable: 
person to develop the human mind, who knows little or nothing. _ 
of its powers? ~I know of no place in which ignorance can do _ 
so much harm as in the school-room; and yet the idea seems . 
to be prevalent in the minds of some, at least, of our citizens — 


and school officers, that but little preparation is necessary for 
the teaclier's work. t 

For many years, institutions have been founded for the edu- 
cation of clergymen, lawyers and physicians, even those who 
intend to engage in some mechanical occupation, have been 


compelled from: the earliest times, to serve years of apprentiee- - 


A 


ship; but those who enter upon the important work of teaching . 


and instructing the young, have Deen, and are til], allowed to: 
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go with but little preparation for their work. In the absence of 
Normal-trained teachers, in order to maintain schools, we are 
compelled to employ many whose place is. not in the school- 
room as teacher, but rather that of pupil. 

The greatest, obstacle in the way of improvement, if improve- 
ment means increased facilities in teaching, seems. ‘to .be a 
scarcity of monéy, which' renders a tax sufficient to procure 
the best educational means extremely burdensome to the peo- 
ple. When education shall be recognized as a necessity to 
successful existence—-which event is radidly approaching us— 
it is possible that many who now find it difficult to: pay their 
school taxes, will willingly forego numerous luxuries to procure 
for their offspring the most available means of self- -preserva- 
tion—a common school education.

In my report for the fractional year ending August 31, 1873, 


you will see very little has been accomplished. during that 
time in the cause of education. With no funds at my com- 
mand,and a people generally opposed to the school law— 
more properly, the expense of carrying it into execution— 


little, if anything. could be accomplished. When mention ` 


was made of opening the public schools again, all seemed op- 
posed to it, having ` an idea, from experience, of its expen- 
siveness. Under these circumstances, some time elapsed be- 
fore I sueceeded in having a School Board.appointed, and 
much time was lost in their organization, which consumed the 
entire fractional portion of that year, iont my report 
will be found meagre. . 


Private schools of good character have for years existed « on l 


the seacoast, and among" the most noteworthy may be men- 


tioned the Pass Christian College, under the supervision of an 


Order styled the Brothers, one under control of Reverend 
Doctors Phillip and Jessup, and two Institutes Tor young 
ladies, all located at Pass Christian. Theother private schools, 
with the exception of the Biloxi Academy, under the control 
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of*the corporate authorities of the town of Biloxi, are small, 
though, in some instances, governed by experienced and. cul. 
tured tutors. . $ o 

Under the new law I think some advantage gained by the 
abolishing of the Board of School Directors and extending the 
power of the County Superintendents, who, heretofore, had 
all the work to accomplish and duties to perform, and the 
Board of Direotoss only increased his labor. In my opinion, 
if that portion of the present law, giving the local Trustees 
the right to employ teachers for their respective schools, 
“though they should be retained as guardians of the children 
attending school,” was set aside and the duty conferred upon 
the County Superintendents, much more uniformity in the 
school sessions would be attained, and, from my limited ex- 
perience, a higher order of intellect secured, to the advance- 
ment of both ‘schools and children. Also, an improvement 
might be added in the manner of paying teachers—say in pro- 
portion to the amount of labor performed by them, governed 
not by the ability of the material under charge, but by actual 
number of pupils taught. By so doing, an equal pro rata 
would be attained and much dissatisfaction stayed, which, 1 
think, the law contemplates; and, as it is a common fund, the 
. amount for teaching in all localities should be uniform, gov- 
erned as mentioned above. The employment of teachers be- 
ing left to the County Superintendents, interest and partiality 
would be set aside, and competency be the rule, which would 
tend to the advancement of our schools generally. 

I would also mention the want of school-houses and school 
apparatus throughout the entire county, much to the injury of 
education, and presenting itself on all occasions. The impov- 
erished condition of the county, with the prescht onerous tax, 
leaves but little hope for improvement from that source. On 
the eoast some school apparatus can be secured, such as it is, 
but in the interior much difficulty on that account will have to 
be encountered, and if any legislation can be had from the 
State proper, to give suitable assistance, & good feature would 
be added to the schools, and their efficiency materially im- 


* 


proved. ` « 
During the coming school session, I think, as stated under 
general statistics, that at least twenty-five schools will be in 
operation, though from the fact that no part of the salaries due 
can be paid, many intelligent teachers may decline to change 
private schools for public ones, even with a promise of higher 
wages. As I look upon it only as a promise, those places 
would have to be filled by inexperienced persons, as capacity 
will at all times command good wages in undoubtfal localities. 
The amount levied by the State for Teachers' Fund is sufficient, 
if put to proper use, and if that amount, when collected,.the . 
* four mill eurrency tax," reverted to the benefit of those who 
pay it, instead of forming a general fund to be distributed by 
the State officers equally among all,a better aspect would bo 
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given the whole law,-and satisfaction to the tax-payers result, 
as they would then feel secure in the use Of the amount levied, 


and teachers be paid When their services were rendered, in- __ 


stead of holding to unsalable scrip. Under the present law, no - 
person of limited means cam teach. Theyare entirely excluded 

from such employment, much to their injury, and quite ex- 

pressive of the character of our Financial Schoollaw. If my 

idea was carried out, Superintendents would,know the amount 

of revenue for each year, and should be limited to that year's 

revenue, and not be permitted to encroach upon the revenue of 
any other year, (which practice has~created most disfavor in 

the county of Harrison heretofore,) to the i injury of those for 

whose benefit the tax is levied. 

I can give no exact statement of the value of school property 
in this county. It consists mostly in sixteenth section lands; , 
but I trust, with the assistance of the county officers, to obtain 
number, situation and probable value of all.

In attempting to make a report of school matters, in Han- 
cock ccunty, for the fractional year ending August 31, 1873, I 
find that, unfortunately, there is almost nothing to report. 

I was appointed County Superintendent, on the 4th of April, 
and, after taking possession of the office, ascertained that the 
school system not only was in a disorganized condition, but 
that there wfs none at all. I found no books or papers 
belonging to the office, and no field book of operations kept 
by my predecessors. 

There was no Board of School Directors, the term of office 
of those at first appointed having expired. I oaled on the 
Board of Supervisors, to supply the vacancies existing, but 
was met with a flat refusal, and an intimation that I need not 
expect any co-operation in that quarter, in ang. endeavors to 
introduce general .instructi®n into that county. 

On the 16th of June, the new or “amended” school law 
went into operation, but I soon ascertained that under its ope- 

rations, all power was centered in the Board of Supervisors, 
and that they would, if so disposed, ‘defeat the best endeavors 
of the County Superintendent, simply by withholding the | 
“sinews of war,” and, refusing to audit necessary bills. I 
found in the County Treasury, to commence the new scholasti¢ 
ear with, the sum of $92, to which I added $287 in State 
paper, pro rata share for the previous year. 

On, the 7th of July, the Board of Supervisors held a meet- 
ing for the purpose of levying the taxation for the coming 
year, and I was in hopes that they would, by a besa levy, 
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enable me to place the school system on a firm and permanent 
basis, But still, i in order to make them more readily accede 
to my wishes in the matter, 1 considered it to- be the best to 
be very moderate in my requests, and asked, in addition to the 
four mill tax, for teachers” salary, for only $2,315 for general 
school fund and contingent expense purposes. 

The items asked for were as follows:

This demand, small and inadequate to the necessities of the 
case, Was deemed, by the assembled solons, exorbitant, and, 
instead, they lev ied only one-sixth of the State tax, which will 
probably yield only $1,000. 

It being necessary to have some few schools started within 
the county, in*order to save her share of'the pro rata distribu- 
tion of the Common School Income Fund for the year follow- 
ing, I took the liberty, although no funds were on hand, or 
likely soon to be, of authorizing the opening of four schools, 
one of the first and three of the second ‘grade, the teachers con- 
senting to wait for'their pay, and to content themselves for 
some time with my pay certificates. These four schools have 
been in successful operation, and a general desire exists, at 
least among the colored people, of having all children within 
. the county participate in the advantages so generously pro- 
vided by the State, but among a large portion of the heavy 
tax-payers there is a quiet but sullen dissatisfaction with being 
taxed at all for educational purposes. 

I have heard alterations and amendments of the School law 
suggested without number. It ought, if possible, to be so 
amended as to deprive the Board of Supervisors of the power 
they at present possess. of defeating or crippling the school 
system within their jurisdiction, as was done in my county. 

It has been suggested that it would be better to retain the 
proceeds of liquor licenses within the county where collected, 
and use it there for educational popoe It has also been 
suggested to do the same with the four mill tax for the 
Teachers’ Fund. 


I fervently hope that my next report will be more cheerful, 
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and indicative of better results as well as better hopes for the 
future of Hancock county. I feel convincéd that material 
prosperity is almost always associated with general intelli- 
gence and education. Our county needs more of both, and my 
hopes for better times are based upon the rising generation, 
which we ought to do our best to furnish with better educa- 
tional facilities than their fathers possessed. ' 


ISSAQUENA COUNTY. 


S. L. HUSSEY, SUPERINTENDENT. 

I have nothing of special interest to report i in regard to edu- 
cation in Issaquena. It was our misfortune, in this county, to 
commence on the credit system—that is, in the spring of 1871, 
before any school tax had been levied. The School Directors 
: Of that day, in their anxiety to have as many schools as possi- 

ble, employed teachers and organized schools, not so much in 
reference to the teachers” fund that might be, or could be 
realized, as to the general desire for education. The desire to 
have schools was general, and the importunties of the people 
could not well be resisted. The result was, that the teachers 
fund collected proved inadequate to redeem the teachers 
warrants in circulation. The schools, however, ‘still went on. 
The teachers were the parties who suffered, their warrants sel- 
dom realizing more than fifty cents on the dollar. 

From the commencement, in 1871, and through 1872, and in 

fact up to July, 1873, many more schools have been operated 
_than required by law, though some localities were more favored 

than others, on account of the superior zeal or attention of 
. particular Directors, or the inattention of certain heads of 
families. But almost every neighborhood, first or last, has 
been accommodated with schools of greater. or less duration. 
During the fall and winter months of 1873 fewer schools have 
been in operation, partly because of the low price-of warrants, 
which are now not worth more than half price. 

As a general thing, the heads of families are anxious to 
secure the benefits of education to their children. And I know 
of but few cases where a spirit of indifference on this subject 
has been exhibited. And the pupils generally show a laudable 
desire to acquire knowledge. Generally, too, the pupils are 
docile and obedient to their teachers. J have heard of no cases 
of rebellion or insubordination on the part of pupils, or of 
tyranny or oppression on the part of teachers. 

The teachers, as a class, are not so well fitted by education, 
for their duties, as could be desired. This was to be expected 
in the infancy of the common school system among us. Some 
deficiencies have to be overlooked, or the children would go 
without teachers. This want of capable teachers is not alone 
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felt here; it exists throughout the old slaves States, as 1 have 
heard. This want is so great*that, in my opinion, it would be 
well to change the public literary institutions into normal 
schools, for the formation of teachers, and that the elevis of 
these institutions should be turned out to commence their 
noble work as soon as they are fitted: to teach a plain, business 
education. I believe it should be theaim and policy of the 
State to give the great body, generally, a plain business leduca- 
tion, rather than. to bestow extra favors upon a select few. 

That system must be a false one, which gives a dinner and 
a dessert to a few, while the great mass go without even a dinner. 
Whea the country is fully supplied with teachers, and the 
masses are enlightened, even moderately, those institutions ean 

be returned to their original designs. 

As our educational means are not sufficient to enable us to 
keep schools all the time, for all the ages from five to twenty- 
one years, would it not be well for the Board of Education to 
adopt a common school course, such as a youth of twelve or 
fifteen could attain in a given time—say twelve or fifteen 
months—and-when this course has been attained, that the 
youth shall retite and give place to another, who is not so far 
advanced? The central idea being to give as many as pos- 
sible even a moderate degree of enlightenment, rather than to 
give a few something more, so long as the many want even 
the former. The great desideratum is, that the masses should 
be taught that moderate degree of enlightenment which will 
enable them to perform their duties as good citizens. A higher 
advancement, for those who desire it, is.an after consideration, 

Would it not also be well for the Board to adopt some rule in 
regard to the time—the number of hours—that a teacher shail 
teach? I have known some teachers who desired to carry city 
fashions and city rules into the country, where’ they seem to 
me to be out of place. Ihave known teachers who were not 
willing to teach more than four hours in the day, which I do 
not think is enough. 

Would it not also be well for the Board to make some re- 
commendation as to the school age; and, as to the number of 
pupils, the maximum number that a teacher should undertake 
to manage? Teachers are frequently overrun with an army of 
little fellows (sometimes sent to school. to keep them out of 
mischief), who take up that time which could be more profit- 
ably expended on the older ones. In short, would it not be 

well, by some action of the Board, to uphold. the teacher in 
his honest efforts do the most good, by composing his school 
of the oldest, up to the maximum number of, say, thirty, and 
leave those younger to take their turn? In my opinion, in 
the condition that our school system now“is, and must remain 
for a good while to come, thirty scholars are as many as a 
teacher can do justice to. 

Our county had to build a new Court-house, jail, offices, etc., 
consequently, our taxation has been heavy, and we have not- 
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been able to build many school-houses. In fact, we have built 
only two—one at the county seat, the other at Skipwith; $750 
each. We have generally rented our school houses, at about, 
$6 per month. Every school neighborhood in the county 
elected Trustees, except one. (Per contra, cne neighborhood 
elected two sets.) There could be no better evidence of the 
zeal and earnestness of heads of families in behalf of educa- 
tion. Iexhort the Trustees, on all occasions, to be on the alert, 
and to use all possible energy in the formation of schools,in 
the selection of teachers, in the preparation of suitable houses 
for schools, in the preservation of school property, ete. Tn 
localities where schools might be, but have never been estab-. 
lished, I apprise the heads of families of their privileges and 
duties in regard to schools. At this moment there is a want 
of teachers. I could find employment for half a dozen, per- 
haps more, if they would present themselves. | 
I have not as yet made a selection of school books. Improve- 

ment in this regard is being constantly made, and I have waited 
urtil the cash system commenced, that we might have all the 
. benefit of the latest improvements, inasmuch as a selection 
once made, the law will not permit any change under five ' 

ears. X " 
: I think Mr. Goodman has reported to you the number (esti- 
mated) of educable children in the county—1944. Our as- 
sessor has never made any return of the number—but I should 
think it to be about 2000. 

^I have understood that no report has ever been made to you, 
in regarnd to the school lands in the county. I beg tosupply 
that omission by the following:

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It will be seen from the foregoing that Congress donated to 
this county 12,722 acres in 16th sections, and 881 acres more 
in lieu of 16ths. (Where; by the conformation or intrusion of 
the Mississippi river, the 16th section, in any township, was : 
lessened in its proportions, of .640 acres, the same BESSE of 
land was given elsewhere, in lieu of the 16th.) 

Of the above, those noted as assessed to individuals, have 
been leased many years since—or appear to have been leased, 
for terms of ninety-nine years. “In some instances, I presume 
they were so leased in good faith, but I have reason to believe, 
not in'all. 'In two or three cases, I can trace no title to the 
persons who now hold these lands, or to’ whom théy are 
. assessed. I am now, and have been for months past, engaged 
in trying to ascertain the truth in this matter. I shall per- 
severe until I succeed. I fear that the intereste of the town- 
ships have been sadly neglected. You will recognize the truth 
of this reflection when I assure you, that of the 16ths which 
have been leased, apparently, for ninety-nine years, and the 
lease price paid up by the lessees, and Joaned out at high inter- 
est, not one dollar is available. To represent the lease price, 
there are, in some cases, old notes on persons wholly insolvent 
and out-lawed by time (if such claims can be barred by limita- 
tion—which I do not believe ) 

In other cases, there are not even worthless notes for the 
lease price. The lands seem to have passed away from the 
townships, and “ left no sign. ” Tn one case, the township has 
been out of possession since 1837—the land having been ap- 
parently leased in that year—and having passed from one per- 
son to another till the present time—and there is no pretence 
that a single dollar das ver paid on it. For this tract I have 
brought an action of éjectment, which is now pending. 

Section 15 was leased before the war, to T. B. Green, lately 
deceased. The contract was permitted to be annulled. The 
School Board allowed him to revive the lease on certain con- 
ditions. 

Two of thé sixteenths noted above, that in T. 11, R. 7, and 
. that in T. 13, R. 6, have been yielding some income of late 
years. On the former, there are 175 acres open, which I leased 
a tew days ago, at $8 per acre, except 20 acres, which leased at 
$6, the lease being for five years. -On the other, 120 acres are 
open, which I leased in January, 1873, at $8 50 per acre, for 

five years. 
' The wood land on these sections is first rate for cultivation, 
inviting settlers. 

I hold out the most liberal inducements to persons to im- 
prove the sections not yet improved, of which you may observe 
there are three, in which the land is assessed at $9 per acre, 
‘tn the woods. 

These school lands offer unequaled advantages to poor : 
people, who are in want of good homes, and are willing to 
work. Those that I have leased I put up in' small lots in 
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order that poor men could reach them. They have been taken 
chiefly by colored planters. - 

In looking over your compendium of the laws and Consti- 
tution, in reference to schools, in force in 1871, I read, on 
page 91, under the heading of “State Laws concerning 
Schools,” these words: “These leases (alluding to sixteenth 
sections) yet remain to encumber the lands, but the rental has 

.generally been neglected.” 

Your remark is very correct. In many cases this rental has 
‘been sadly neglected, as I have had occasion to learn from 
being Superintendent in this county, and I am induced to be- 
lieve (from circumstances I need not detail) that this rental is 
often lost from a misapprehension of the law. 


The laws authorizing the sale, for a term of years, of these 
sixteenth sections, provided that the purchase price, when paid, 
should be loaned at interest, for- the benefit of the township. 
In many cases the bringing suit on these notes has heen de- 
layed so long that the makers have taken advantage of the 
time elapsing from the date the instrument became due, to the 
commencement of suit, to plead the statute of limitations. It 
is to this point that I wish to direct your attention. Ido not 
believe the bar of limitations applies to this class of notes, and 
I beg, briefly, to give you my reasons. 

L have a suit in this county, in the name of the School 
Board, in which the time elapsing from the date when the notes 
became due till the commencement of the suit, has been urged 
as a bar against the notes. I have replied, in confession and 
avoidance, confessing the facts as to the dapse of time, but 
charging that the plaintiffs are mere trustees, and the succes- 
sors of mere trustees; that the real beneficiaries of the notes . 
are the minor children of the township; that the beneficiaries, 
-or usees, are always minors, and always under disability to sue, 
as against whom the statute of limitation never commences to 
run, and that the obligation is a continuing, perpetual trust, 
under which the minors are the only parties interested, and 
hence the bar does nct attach. 7 


There is a decision, however, of our own High Court, point 
blank against the general conclusion I arrive at. I mean the 
case of Money vs. Miller, 13 S. & M., 531; Geo. Dig., p. 485 
(79); opinion by Judge Clayton. But this case, 1 tbink, has 
been overruled by later cases—see 1 C., 145, 146— Judge Clay- 
ton dissenting; also, 5 C., 234; 1 C., 88, and 2 G., 426; see 
Geo. Dig., pp. 482, 57, 58, 59 and 122, . 

The Court says, emphatically, in 1 C., 145, and in 2 G., 426, 
that the interest of the minor cannot be prejudiced by the 
neglect of the trustee, and that the bar of the statute does not 
commence till the party in interest has capacity to sue. And ` 
it seems to me to follow, that if there be a constant, succes- 
sive, perpetual incapacity, the statute never can commence 
running. In short, it is a case where the limitation bar does 
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not apply. The arguments in favor of my position will occur 
to any thinking mind, and I will not go over them. " 

It ought to be observed, that the point I make was not made 
in the case decided by Judge Clayton, in 13 S. M., 531. If it 
had been, I must believe the result would have been different. 
In that case, the note or liability was assimilated or attempted 
to be assimilated, to one due the State, and, as it was admitted 
that the bar did not run against the State, ib was claimed that 
the bar did not run against the township.” Judge Clayton 
simply decided the point before him, going no further, that the 
contract was not with the State, or like one with the State, 


and, hence, there was no saving of the bar. The point of dis- * 


ability was not raised. But, at any rate, I claim that Judge 
Clayton's: decision has been overruled—in effect, if not in 
terms—by the later cases quoted. May it not be true, how- 
ever, that in hundreds of cases throughout the State, Clay- 
ton’s judgment has been taken to be decisive of the main 
question; and either suits have not been brought at all, or, if 
brought, and the statute has been pleaded, the counsel for the 


townships (in other words, the minors), have given up the. 


contest, in despair of a recovery? May it not be true, I say, 


` that the schools have lost thousands upon thousands, through: 
a mistaken view of the-law—mistaken, as I earnestly believe? 


- ITAWAMBA COUNTY. :

In obedience to law, and in compliance with instructions re- 


ceived from the office of the State Superintendent, I herej”. 


present my report as County Superintendent of Public Edu- 
aton, in the county of Itawamba, for the fractional year, 

73. 

It will be remembered, perhaps, that my appointment was 
received in April last, about two months before the new school 
law took, effect. My official action, so far as relates to the 
‘scholastic year 1873, was necessarily controlled by the action 
of the Board ‘of School Directors, prior to that time. At a 
meeting of the Board, in the beginning of the year 1873, it 
was determined not to open the public schools till the first 
week in July following. Uponreceiving the pamphlet, contain- 


ing the amended school law, and the circular of instructions ' 
from the office of the State Superintendent, a meeting of the : 


Board of Directors was called, and, when assembled, a copy of 


the law and the circular referred to was laid before them, and ` 


their advice requested, as well as that of the former Superin- 
tendent, who was present, in regard to the course to be pur- 
sued during the remainder of the fractional year 1873. . In 
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arriving at a conclusion in that regard, I ennmerate the fol- 
lowing facts which demhnded consideration, viz: 

Ist. Of the amount due to teachers of the scholastic year 
1872, sixty per cent.—more than $10,000 remained unpaid. 

2nd. It appeared, Trom : the circular reférred to, that the 
cost of conducting the public schools during the fractional 
year 1878, would: be reckoned with the deficit in the teachers” 
fund to be levied upon the county. | 

3rd. 'To levy a tax sufficient to cover this deficit in the 
teachers” fund, the Board of Supervisors would be compelled 
to exceed, very far, their limit of twenty-five dollars per thou- 
sand. 

4th. At so late a period it was impossible to get the public 
schools all in progress, before the expiration of the scholastic 
year 1873. 2 

In view of these facts, it was deemed best not to open any 
publio schools during the year. : 

Itawamba is a poor county. In no other county, perhaps, of 
equal area and population, is the aggregate value of real and 
personal property so small. Many citizens of the county are 
very poor and, ex necessitate, ignorant, or, to use a milder term, 
uneducated. Being uneducated, they do not sufficiently appre- 
ciate the importance—the end and aim of education. Many 
citizens entertain strong prejudice against the free school 
system, and deem it a hardship to: be taxed for its support. 
There are, indeed, some who suffer their prejudice to blind 
them to that extent, that, instead of acting wisely in availing 
thémselves of the advantages offered them, and trying *to get 
their money back,” they seem disposed to thwart the purpose 
of the law and retard its execution, by withholding their pat- 
ronage from the public schools. — 

‘It is not saying too much, that many citizens of this county 
(though no more, perhaps, than in other counties) entertain 
views of education notat all in keeping with the progress of 
the age. These remarks, however, do not apply to all, or even 
a majority of citizens. There are many, even of those who are 
strictly utilitarian in their views of education, who yet mani- 
fest deep interest in the publie schools, and zealously aid in 
their encouragement. It is proper to say, also, that the Act to 
amend the laws of the State in relation to public education, has 
done much to remove the prejudice against free schools, espe- 
cially the provisions abolishing the Board of Directors and 
authorizing the Boards of Trustees. I may say further, with- 
out criticising the action of former officials, that much of the 
dissatisfaction with the free schools hàs been caused by the 
extravagant expenditure of the teachers’ fund. 

I mention some difficulties that have to be encountered in 
this county—obstacles which stand in the way of an economical 
administration of the publie schools. The number of streams 
that are impassable during (he winter season, from want of a 
sufficient number of ways and bridges, render it necessary to 
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locate a greater number of schools than is warranted by the 
extent of area, or the number of school .population. _ 

During the crop season, say from March to June, inclusive, 
a great portion of the educable youth must bé kept at home to. 
assist in the cultivetion of the crops, and during the montis of 
September and October, to gather them. The months of July 
and August are unfavorable to inutual activity, and a school, 
of only ` “two months’ duration is not productive of much benefit 
under the most favorable conditions. The winter months then, 
from November to February, inelusive, are the most conveni- 
ent and suitable for the publie schools. 

There are but a limited number of school houses, strictly speak- 
ing, in the county; places of publie worship being used for the 
most part instead. These churches or meeting- houses, how- 
ever, were not located with a view to their convenience as 
school-houses. The county is not able to build school-houses 
by taxation, and the patrons of schools are not generally very 
ready to subscribe money or labor for that ‘purpose, unless the 
location of the. school happens to please them particularly. 
These facts render it very difficult to locate the schools accord- 

Ying to any system, and compel the location of a greater number 
than would seem necessary. 

Prior to the July meeting of the Board of Supervisors, it 
became evident that the publie schools could not be located 
with a view to permanence, from inability to provide suitable 
houses; and when L proposed to present an estimate of the 
cost of repairing ‘such houses as would have to be used, I was 
informed by the Board.that no tax could be levied for that 
purpose. Indeed, they were not able to provide for the pay- 
ment of more than seven or eight per cent. of the deficit in the. 
teachers’ fund. 

Superintendent Elliott (now deceased) and the Board of 
School Directors, labored under the same difficulties in regard 
to school-houses that 1 have mentioned, and I must be per- 
mitted to say that the measures heretofore adopted to remedy 
the evil were more of a temporary than of a permanent char- 
acter. There was no systematic arrangement with regard to 
the location of the public schools, and but little was done to- 
ward providing commodious and comfortable houses. The 
same obstacles that confronted the Superintendent and Board 
of Directors at the inception of the public school system, are 
still in the way of the prompt and efficient execution of the 
law, and it is not easy to say how they shall be obviated. 
Something can be done, doubtless, by an appeal for aid to the 
patrons of the schools, and by the use of rigid economy. 

I am satisfied that much expenditure can be saved, and 
without impairing or diminishing the benefits heretofore se- 
cured, by restricting the number of schools and the salaries of ` 
teachers. Under the law as it now is, if the people can be 
reconciled to it, it is possible that by economy and prudent 
management, the educational interests of this county can be 
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materially advanced. Butit is thought by many that some 
changes can be made for the better. 

Anything that may be done toward curtailing the papii: 
tures incident to the support of the public schools, and thereby 
lightening the burden of taxation, will meet the approbation of 
the people. The cheapest way, to be at all effective, is the 
best for Itawamba. In other counties, where the aggregate 
value of taxable property is greater in proportion to the num- 
ber of population than in this county, the present system is 
perhaps the best that could be devised. 

(D I were permitted to recommend a change in the present 
system, a different plan for securing to the people the benefits 
of free tuition, it would be, in outline, something like the 
following: 

Let there be an “ Association of Teachers and Patrons,”' or 
* Boards of Education,” for each county—a sort of educational 
quindecemvirate—composed of one resident teacher and two 
patrons from each Supervisor’s District in the county, chosen 
biennially by the resident teachers and Trustees of schools 
from their own number. This Board should meet semi-annu- 
. ally, say during the third week in March and September, and 
when assembled for the first time, should: organize by the 
election of a President and Secretary, and the appointment, by 
tlie President, of two committees—an examining committee, of 
three members, and an executive committee, of five members. 
Let the President be the Superintendent—~. e., let his official 
signature take the place of that of the Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Education. -Let ali the duties that now devolve upon the 
Superintendent and Board of Supervisors, be transacted by 
this Board and its officers and committees. 

The business of locating and grading the schools, estimating 
the costs of building, repairing, etc., and all business of a gen- 
eral character pertaining to the publie schools could be trans- 
acted during the sessions of the Board, the duties of the local 
Boards of Trustees remaining the same as at present. 

The examination of teachers for certificates of qualification, 
by the examining committee, should take place i in open session 
(open to the publie also), the committee reporting to the Presi- 
dent, whose duty it would be to grant or refuse a certificate, as 
he should see fit from hearing the examination and report of 
committee. - 

The proceedings of the Board should be in accordance with 
regulations established by law. The President should be 
assisted in his duties, such as inspecting accounts, company 
reports, etc., by the Executive Committee. This committee 
should consist of one member from each district, and should 
make such reports from their respective districts as might be 
required by the President under the law. 

The available teachers' fund of the county should be dis- 
tributed to the different districts, pro rata, Acconing to the 
number of school population. 
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Teachers holding certificates of qualification from the Presi- 
dent of the Board, should be employed, as at present, by the 
local Board of Trustees; and the available fund belonging to 
any district, or accruing to it during each year, should be dis- 
tributed or paid out to the teachers of that district, severally, 
in proportion to the number of pupils and thé number of days 
actually taught, the remainder of their salaries being charged, 
pro rata, to the patrons themselves. 

The Secretary of the Board should keep a record of the . 
proceedings at each meeting, and, under the direction of the 
President, keep the books "and files now kept by the County 
Superintendent. 

The President should be empowered to convene the Board: 
in extra session, if necessary, but not more than once in the 
same year, and to fill all vacancies in the Board by appoint- 
ment. 

The President should be “required to deliver a written ad- 
dress on some pertinent subject at éach sitting of the Board. 

The members should receive only a limited compensation 
for loss of time from regular avocation while attending the 
sessions of the Board, and the officers a small allowance for 
labor actually performed. 

Such a system as the one I have feebly attempted to de- 
lineate, would, it is believed, tend, to arouse the public mind : 
upon the subject of education, . and assure a satisfactory man- 
agement of the educational interests of the county by bring- 
ing together the most intelligent and public spirited citizens 
from every part of the county, and placing the matter more in 
the hands of the people. 

These suggestions are respectfally offered, not with any ex- 
pectation that they will be adopted, but with the hope that 
they may elicit the consideration of wiser heads, hoping that 
I will be pardonded for obtruding them upon your attention, 
: as well as for the imperfect manner of my report. 


JONES COUNTY. 
K. M. WATKINS, SUPERINTENDENT. 


At the close of, the scholastic year 1872, the county beingin 
débt for school purposes fifteen hundred dollars, and the 
County Superintendent not knowing what amount would be 
levied by the Board of Supervisors, nor the amount which 
would be received from the State, knew not what course to 
pursue. Eventually the Board of School Directors came to ` 
the conclusion to postpone the starting of schools until after the 
first Monday in July, 1873, in order to know what funds they 
would have on which to operate. The Board of School Direc- 
Sors determined to have the schools which they might be 
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enabled to run, taught in the summer and fall of the scholastic 
year, which was to have ended December 31, 1873, The 
amendments to the school law prevented the School Board from 
carrying out its intention "relative to the free schools, which 
were to have been taught in the summer and fall of the year 
1873. 

When the Board of Supervisors met at regular term in J uly, 
the County Superintendent submitted his annual estimate of 
the cost of building, purchasing, renting, and repairing of - 
school buildings, the deficit in the teachers’ fund which had 
arisen, and the amount which seemed requisite for carrying on 
the free school, for the ensuing scholastic year commencing 
September 1, 1873. The Board levied no tax for the unex- 
pired time of the old school year, viz.: July and August, 
Hence, the County Superintendent had no funds with which to 
carry on free schools. 

The Board of Supervisors, at their meeting the first Monday 
in July, levied a tax to the utmost extent of the law, owing to 
outside pressure, which is a good omen, in my judgment. The 
calls for free schools being so numerous, and the sentiments 
which were perceptible in these demands, were of such a nature 
that the Board levied a tax as high as the law would allow. 
But this tax is to pay the past indebtedness of the county 
relative to free schools, deficit in the teachers’ fund, etc. ` 

Many express themselves as being in favor of the compul- 
sory system of education; others, as against the free school 
system entire. Neither the former nor latter are very numer. 
ous. The most of the people are in favor of a free school sys- 
tem—not compulsory. 

The Board of Supervisors refased to approve the text- books 
which I presented to the Board for their approval, and gave 
me to understand that they would approve of none which I 
might recommend. And I have let the text-books of the 
county remain as they haye been from the commencemeut of 
free schools in the county. 

I have done all I could under the circumstances, for public 
education in this county. Some have found. fault—(two are 
all that I have ever heard of)—or dissatisfaction would be a 
better word. What this dissatisfaction arises from I do not 
know. 

One difficulty, in this county, is to get enough good teachers. 
Some of the schools have to be taught in ‘winters and then 
those schools are consequently small, owing to the then natu- 
ral impediments. The inhabitable portions of this county, in 
winter, are extremely wet. Hence, I advise the citizens to have 
their schools in the summer and fall. I have failed to get a 
teacher for the colored school, which has been standing over 
for fourteen months. There are very few colored’ people in 
the county, and only this one school. There is no other place 
in the county where a half-dozen could be found close enough 
together to come to the same school-house. 


880 

Several who own lands, on which the new school-houses are ` 
to be erected, have promised to give deeds for the same. 

There are thirty schools in the county-—formerly called sub- 
districts. I am giving the free schools to those school districts 
where there .were none heretofore. I have not advertised for 
the citizens to elect Trustees, where there were free schools in 
time past. There is no use for Trustees, unless the schools 
are to be taught. When all have had free schools, I shall 
commence at those which first obtained them. 

Relative "to free scholarships in our two Universities, 
I have advertised and attended, for the purpose of examining 
any who might attend, but none have ever attended for the 
purpose of being examined; only one for Oxford, which was 
sent by the counties of Jones and Covington, and this stu- 
dent, I believe, attended only one session. I would be glad if 
things Were not as they are concerning this affair, I shall try 
and see if it can be remedied. 

The abolition of the School Board was a good thing, and 
the amendments to the school law, in general, have. been a de- 
cided improvement. Probably if the number of branches 
required to be taught in free schools was reduced, it would 
be for the best. A common school education by the State, 
is probably about the best she can do at the present time, 
and sustain her two Universities. The time may come when 
she can do more. Let the State give the children the ele- 
ments of an education. If there was only one grade of free 
schools, and that a little above what is now called the second, 
and permitted none to go to the free schools after they had 
mastered this much it would be better. Or, let them pay their 
tuition to the teachers’ fund. i i 
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JASPER COUNTY. | 
EP SE SUPERINTENDENT. 


I would respectfully report to the Hon. the State Superin- 
tendent of Education, that. for the scholastic year ending 
August 31, 1873, there were only twenty-one public schools in 
operation in Jasper County, Mississippi. Most of the public 
schools have been previously taught in the summer months; 
but as this law ceased on the 16th of June, I was able to put 
only twenty one schools into operation. i 

I have met with no hindrances or difficulties in prosecuting 
my official duties, but, on the other hand, every one was ready 
to aid and encourage me in my work of education; neither did 
any one of the School Board of Directors, teachers, or pupils, 
meet with any hindrance. I and my'School Board of Directors 
worked harmoniously and pleasantly together. 

I find that the prejudice against the publie school sys- 
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tem is subsiding; and as the system, in its effective working 
principles, is better understood, all yield assent to it, and are 
willing to wait and see what will be its results, after further * 
trial, before they condemn it. Ihave no doubt, if the law in 
relation to public schools can be efficiently and. faithfully car- 
ried out, by wise and judicious Superintendents, that the 
system of publig education now introduced into our State will 
meet with the most cordial SR of the better class of the 
people. 

The amended, and I might say the improved, system under 
the present law, meets with universal approval. There is less 
machinery about this amended law, fewer officers to counsel 
together, and hence less cost in conducting the schools, and I 
think there will be more efficiency. 

In addition to these things, the special and direct govern- 
ment of each school is placed in the hands of the patrons of 
the school—in the hands of those who should feel the greatest, 
interest in their own children. I find’ that this change meeta. 
with the hearty approval of the people. 

Under this new law, the Bua r nr of Education, a the 
request of the local, Trustees, can contract with teachers with- 
out waiting until a Board meeting, which is a wise regulation. 

1 do not know of any changes that 1 could suggest in the 
present law. If we could control a part of the money of.the 
Teachers Fund before the 1st of April, so as to pay off all 
who teach before that time, it would be a wise regulation. 
This one defect works badly. 

* In conclusion, I am pleased that I am ‘able to report that 
during the last scholastic year our public schools have been 
conducted to the satisfaction of all parties interested. 
Although not as many schools were established as were 
needed for the wants of the people, I have been able to inau- 
gurate the schools under the present law with the hearty and 
cordial concurrence of all interested, and to the satisfaction of . 
all parties, and hope that a greater amount of instruction will 
be imparted this year than ever before. 
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JEFFERSON COUNTY. 


L. LONG, SUPERINTENDENT. 

In accordance with your instructions I herewith forward. a 
report of general and financial statistics, also a narrative re- 
port of the general condition of the public schools in Jeffer- 
son county. © A large portion.of the public schools were 
opened on or about the first of March, 1873. Much dissatis- 
faction was expressed en account of the depleted condition of 
the teachers’ fund, so much 30 that the balance of the schools 
were not opened for the want of teachers to take warrants. 
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only for pay. Therefore, on the thirteenth day of June,I - 
. ordered all the schools closed, and all amounts for teaching 


and other contingent experse be made out to that time and 
presented to the Board of School Directors at their meeting 
on the 16th, that all school matters under their management 
might be closed up on that day, which would enable me to 
make-a full financial report of all school matters to the Board 
‘of Supervisors on the first of July, in compliance with the 
:amended school law. I organized the entire county into 
sschools, with specified bounds (twenty-one white and thirty-two 


«colored ), and classed them into first and second grade schools— ` 


„giving each school a number and name, the name more fre- 
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quently indicating the locality. I made a report of my doings. 


to the Board of Supervisors on the first Monday of July. 
First, The indebtedness incurred by the schools which had 
‘been ‘opened. Second, A deficiency fund_ to run the schools 
whieh were not opened, equal to those that were during this 
‘fractional tefm. 


rom my classification of the dis schools, it was found . 


that the four-mill tax would run our public schools four 
‘mhouths. The Board approved the report, and levied a further 
‘deficiency fund, to enable me to run the schools two months in 
addition to the four-mill tax, a six months’ term of the public 
:Schoeis. 

I ferwarded and posted notices of the election of Trustees 
‘to every school in my county. All the schools complied with 
the notice, held their elections and reported the same to my 
office, with only two exceptions. 

. Boards of Trustees are organized by electing Secretaries, 
sand a large number have reported the name of the candidate 
selected to teach their school. 

Ihave almost daily interviews with-Trustees in relation to 
“school matters. All concur in expressing a general satisfac- 
tion in relation to the plan of operation of the publie schools 


-of our county. There is, under the working of the amended . 


-school law, more earnest and united co-operation of the 
‘patrons with the Trustees to build up their schools and pro- 
wide more comfortable school-rooms, at much less expense to 
the.eounty than heretofore. Former embarrassments are being 
overcome, previous indebtedness is being paid off, schools 
satisfactorily organized and nearly ready to be opened on the 
cash plan, teachers paid in cash every month for teaching, and 
a two months’ longer term of schools. I have every encour- 
agement for a prosperous and successful term of the public 
schools in my county. 

I -would recommend a change in section 27 of the present 

‘Jaw, in relation to the appointment of County Superintendents 
of Public Education. Instead of having it tied up with tape 
and faveritism, submit it to the people. If the qualified elect- 
ors of the State are competent to elect by ballot a State Su- 
perintendent of Public Education, then the qualified electors 
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of Jefferson. county are competent to decide by ballot who 
will be'their choice for County Superintendent of Public Edu- 
cation, and to have the Supervisors of their schools build up 
the best edugational interests of the county. Also, in section 
31, in relation to investment of township funds in United 
States bonds. Give the Board of Supervisors, with the ap- . 
provalof the County Superintendent of Education, a dis- 
cretionary power to direét the County Treasurer to invest in 
such other securities as they may deem for the best interest of 
said township, to whieh said funds belong, if more available, 
and returning a better income than United States bonds. 
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' KEMPER COUNTY. 
WM. KELLIS, SUPERINTENDENT, 


Experience has taught me that, under.the present school law, 
much good will be accomplished. Under the old schoel law, 
it is true, that many poor children were benefited; but the ex- 
penditures were so numerous and burdensome, that the system 
actually “played out” in this county. The new law seemed 
to give life and energy to all concerned. Prejudice and bick- 
erings wete delayed, teachers, parents and pupils, together with 
all classes, harmonized, and to-day the schools in this county 
are in a flourishing condition. 

I have no suggestions fo make, further than to say let the 
present law stand; it is good enough.

E . LOWNDES COUNTY. | ‘ 
J. N. BISHOP, SUPERINTENDENT. 


The report I herewith forward is strictly for the fractional 
school year from January, 1873, to August, 1873, in accordance 
with the new school law. at i : 
; You will observe by the'statisties given, that the publie 
schools still prospér, and are well attended. Each school year 
shows additional gain in number of schools, attendance of 
pupils, and reduction of expenses. " 

There have been in session fifty-four schools, for the frac- 
tional sehool year, with an attendance of 3,058 pupils, taught ' 
by seventy-one teachers. There are several schools yet to 
open, which will make the total number et schools in county : 
and city, sixty-two, with eighty teachers." The city schools of 
Columbus, taught by fourteen teachers, have had a large at- 
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tendance. They were, until the summer vacation, in charge of 
the same principele and teachers as were mentioned in last 
report. l 

EXPENSES, M 

. There have been issued warrants, for teachers’ salaries, to 
the amount of $11,034, and $2,729 fo fo r school-house and con- 
tingent expenses. "These amounts are greatly reduced as com- 
pared.to last year's expenses. I feel sanguine that as our 


.credit becomes better, under the new school law, a further re- 


duction will be made for the coming school year. 


TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 


In accordance with section 23 of the new school law, I have. 


. made the salaries of first grade teachers, for the coming year, 


in the county schools, $75 per month; and second grade, $45. 


The schools of the county are so graded that but à few draw 
first-class salaries, the object being a reduction of expenses, 
and not to be detrimental to the best interests of the schools.

SCHOOL-HOUSES. 


The condition of our school-house fund would not justify 
the erection of any buildings. Several houses have been 
repaired; others have been furnished with cheap benches, 
black-boards, and charts. All has been done with an eye to 
economy. By this management, and the tax levied this year, 
I hope to see Lowndes county free from all debt incurred un- 
der the head of school-house and contingent expenses, 


PUBLIC SENTIMENT. 


There has been no act of violence or marked demonstration 
on the part of any person, showing hostility to the publié 
schools or teachers. There are thdse who are not in sympathy 
with our school system, but prudence or past teachings have 
convinced them of the fact that open. violence is not tie way 
to win. In all my official visits in the county, I have been 
treated, without exception, kindly, and with all the hospitality 
I could desire. 


THE SCHOOL LAW.

I cannot tell, by experience, under our new school law, all its 
merits or demerits, but have every reason to believe that it will 
cause a great change for good, Ç : 

` TEACHERS FOR OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


I have had no difficulty in securing teachers who are well 
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qualified for the white schools, but have labored under many 
disadvantages by not having competent colored teachers. I 
see no immediate relief from this difficulty, unless the State 
gives East Mississippi a normal. school, in which pupils taken 
from the different public schools could be trained for teachers. 
The State has made provisions Tor students of Central and 
Western Mississippi, and these provisions are-extended to stu- 
dents of the eastern counties, but there are so many inconve-, 


niences connected witli their attendance at these schools that - 


but few from this and other counties adjoining, are benefited. 
No student can attend any of our State institutions without 
paying from one-third to one-half of all expenses for railroad 
fare. There are two hundred students in the eastern counties 
that would attend a State normal school if such provisions 
were made accessible. None of these students can attend 
schools now open without paying on an average $35 expenses 


in traveling to end from school, which would ‘be an annual ex-i. 


pense of $7,000, paid to railroads, which should be expended 
directly for educational purposes. Now,.what is needed is 
legislation in this direction; and, in behalf of the large number 
who are desirous of a normal school in East Mississippi, I ap- 
pealto the State Superintendent of Public Education for his 
assistance, and to the legislators for their action, With 
trained teachers in the school-room, and wise management, un- 
der our presént school law, there can.no other results follow 
than that the schools of this State for all classes will be the 
publie schools. 


` LINCOLN COUNTY. 


W. S. BAGGETT, SUPERINTENDENT. 

At a regular meeting of the Board of School Directors, held 
in Mar ch, 1873, a resolution was adopted requiring the schools 
for 1873 to be opened and commenced in September, The 
Legislature, however, befcre its adjournnient, enacted the new 
school law which provided for a change in the scholastic year; 
and believing that it would be more ‘in conformity with the 
resolution of the Directors, as well as in conformity with the 
new school law, 1 saw proper not to commence the school term 
of 1873 until September. The result was that the time alloted 
for each of the terms, to-wit: 1873 and 1873-4, was taught at 
one and the same time, commencing ón the first day of Sep- 
tember, 1873. - 

I had considerable trouble to get a levy made for the esti- 
mated expenses of the ten schools herewith reported, as well 
as a deficis that existed from conducting the schools in 1872, 
Our Supervisors contending that the Legislature, i in enacting 
the new school law, had relieved them of the mea iaei of 
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making any levy whatever to defr ay expenses for E, 
schools for the fractional year 1873; and as for the deficit of ' 
1872, they contended that the new law made no provision for 
the redemption of the outstanding warrants. It required con- 
siderable persu ijon, and a threatened mandamus, to cause 
them to act. If this had been the only trouble 1 had to 
undergo, to a certain extent they would have been justifiable in 
the course pursued, butit was not all; for a long while they re- 
‘jected an account for rent of an office for-the County Superin- 
tendent, putting up the erroneous plea that that officer, ¿f in 
need of an office to transact school business, should furnish 
and pay for the same at private expense. Iam sorry to say that, 
from the course pursued by the Board, the office occupied was 
closed for about a week or until the account was allowed, which. 
was done by a party vote. It is very discouraging indeed for 
an officer in the discharge of a duty to come in contact with 


.thése who oppose the duties sought to be disch*rged, and more ' 


especially is it true when the opponents wield as mueh 
authority as does the party seeking to discharge his duty. I. 


have tried. to pursue a harmonious course in conducting the . 


schools, and I might say as much for the honorable Board of . 
Supervisors of this county, had. they not have been governed 
by unwise counsel. 

You will perceive from the financial portion of the report, 
that quite a small amount has been levied for school- house 
purposes, owing to the fact that patrons of schools desired to 
build rather than incur a tax for that purpose. I believed it 
to be a bad policy and so suggested to the Board, but, as in 
other matters connected with the schools, they refused to make 
any levy to meet estimated expenses for that purpose. And, 
had not the County" Superintendent's salary to have been paid 
out of that fund, no levy whatever would have been made. 
However, the patrons have built,in most places, commodious 
and comfortable buildings, but they are generally poorly pro- 
vided with furniture, etc. 

The average attendance in the schools has been quite small, 
and is attributable to the season“of the year in which they 
were in operation. Yet I am satisfied great progress has been 
made in most of the schools, which is alnays the result where 
good management is had and do instruction is imparted. 


1 have more professional teachers engaged this year than inany, | 


previous year. I cannot gel as competent teachers for the 


colored schools as I would desire, and consequently have to` 


make the best selections out of such as we have. There is un- 
doubtedly a greater interest caken in, and a more enthusiastic, 
disposition shown on the part of, the colored patrons, to main- 
tain and support the schools, than there exists among the 
whites. This conclusion is arrived at partly from reports of 
teachers, showing what interest is taken in the schools by visits 
paid them by the Trustees elected by the patrons. 

‘Lam satisfied that, under the new school law, schools can-be 
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and are much better controlled and governed than under the 
operation of the preceding one. Yet, with regard to the man- 
ner.of raising and disbursing the fúnds for their support, that 
remaíns a matter to be approved or condemned.

"LAWRENCE COUNTY. 


J. W. WELLBORNE, SUPERINTENDENT. 


Your Superintendent came into office on the 16th of' June, 
1873, and found the public schools suspended, the Board of 
School Directors having adjourned from the first Monday of 
January to the first Monday’ of July, 1873. The new or 
amended school law having taken effect, they failed to meet . 
any more. There were no public schools in operation during 
the fractional part of the year that this report is intended to ` 
embrace. There were fourteen private schools in operation, ' 
with an average attendance of about twenty scholars each. 
Previous to the first ofSeptember, the time of the opening of 
the public schools, your Superintendent spent the time from 
June to September in locating and grading schools, preparatory 
to the opening of the same, on the first of September. 

As to the new or amended school law, I regard it as better 
than the old. There has been some'agitation “of children liy- ` 
ing along the county lines, So much so, that they have at- 
tained the name of the “Liners” with us. Some think the 
Legislaturé ought to make some provision by law to meet their 
case. My impression is, that any additional law for their ben- 
efit would only complicate the matter, without any remunera- 
tive advantage. My rule has been, where children living across 
the county line are more convenient to our schools than their 
own, to receive them, hoping the adjoining counties would do 
the same for the children of Lawrence county. Let the matter 
alone; it will regulate itself. 

The law is defective as it respects the number of children 
necessary to constitute a ‘school. And again, as our schools 
in the country are nearly all mixed schools, as to what number 
of first grace scholars are necessary to constitute a first grade . 
school. Unless the law makes these points definite, : your 
Superintendents will always fail to give satisfaction, and will 
have trouble with both teachers and patrons. ` 

A man ought to be paid for his work. Some of our schools 
have run up to an average of from thirty to forty in daily at- 
tendance, and others not half so many, and get the same pay. 
How would it do, instead of paying a stated salary to the 
teacher, to let the Board of Supervisors, or the Superintendent 
in each school district, fix the price per scholar for the 
branches taught, per month?  Patrons and teachers would be 
more interested to keep up the schools, and the cry so com- 
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mon: “I pay the school tax, and though only half a dozen attend, 
we are entitled to the school,” would soon be hushed, for no 


teacher would continue with so small a number. - 


Tregret very much that this report is necessarily meagre and 
unsatisfactory, but hope 1 shall be able to make a better show- 
ing for the scholastic year commencing ‘the first of September,

LAFAYETTE COUNTY. 
3. F. MC'KENNA, SUPERINTENDENT. 


On account of the recent date of my appointment, niy report 
as Superintendent will be necessarily brief. Entering upon 
the discharge of my duties on the 2d day of May, I found only 
& few.schools in operation, and these but slimly attended. 
At the next meeting of the Board of School Directors I was 
appointed a special committee to examine into the condition 
of the school funds of the county, and“after a careful investi- 
gation found, to my annoyance, that there was a deficiency of 


over thirteen’ thousand dollars, and that teachers’ warrants’ 
were worth only sixty cents on the dollar: Convinced that. 


immediate steps had to be taken to relieve the county of this 
enormous debt, I urged upon the Board of School Directors, 
the necessity of closing the schools until the commencement 
of the new scholastic year on the 1st of Séptember. Nearly all 
the members of the Board. concurred in my views, and the 


measure was adopted. Had not this course been followed, the ` 


county debt would have reached twenty thousand dollars 
before the end of the school term. with an exceedingly poor 
prospect of its payment. My acticn at the time was assailed 
by not a few, but all now seem ‘inclined to EE 1t wise 
and judicious. 


The reason why the liabilities of the county had grown so . 


large was owing to the neglect of the Supervisors in failing to 
levy a tax the year previous. Accordingly, at the meeting of 
the Board of Supervisors in July, I submitted my estimate for 
the scholastic year ending August 31, 1874, and at the same 
time urged the necessity of levying a tax to meet ali the out- 
standing school warrants. The Board subsequently made the 
levy, to my great satisfaction; and this year there will be funds 


enough in the treasury to pay off the claims of our teachers, 


dollar for dollar. 

The act passed by the last Legislature, substituting for 
county Directors three Trustees for each school i in operation, 
is a decided improvement on the old system. It is natural 
that the Trustees should exhibit a greater sympathy and more 


. active interest in the welfare of the respective schools under 


their care, as they come from the immediate neighborhood, and 
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in most cases have childre of their own in the schools undér . 
their supervision. My own experience of the present system 
is very encouraging, and there is every assurance that it will 
result in a greater attendance of pupils and in their more 
effective training. 

Among, the major part of thepeople of this county, education 
` does not seem to have acquired the importance it deserves, as 
little more than a third of the educable children attcnd 
school. What means should be employed to remedy this evil 
is.& question of serious import. Nothing would be more effect- 
ive for immediate puposes than & law similar to that in force 
in Germany, and also, I believe, in some of the Northern 
States, compelling the attendance of all children at school for 
a certain number of years. Our colored schools are sadly in 
want of efficient teachers, and the want will continue to be felt 
until there is an increase in the number of Normal schools. 
The establishment of such an institution in this county would 
be productive of great good, as it would give us a corps of 
teachers well trained, and every way qualified, to make the ele- . 
mertary branches ettractive and interesting to their pupils. 


. LEAKE COUNTY. 
D. C. BEAUCHAMP, SUPERINTENDENT. 


As this report is only intended to embrace the time which 
elapsed after the end of the scholastic year of 1873 to Sep- 
tember 1, 1873, I will state: 

Very little transpired during said .time worthy of remark. 
' My predecessor, Mr. H. H. Howard, resigned the office of Super- 
intendent of this county about:the time of the assembling of the 
Legislature last January. The office remained vacant up to May, 
at which time I qualified. I found the educational affairs of 
the county at a stand-still No funds on’ ‘hand No steps had 
been taken in the direction of opening schools. I first ac- 
quainted myself with the financial condition of the county, 
and found the treasury empty. The only plan suggesting 
itself to my mind whereby means could be afforded to main- 
tain schools for my part of said fractional year, was by a de- 
ficit levy of taxes for teachers’ fund. 1 at once made my 
report to the Board of Supérvisors, and recommended a tax of. 
two mills on the taxable property of the county, intending the 
same to support schools. for the months of July and August. 
The Board declined to make the levy, consequently nothing 
could be done in the way of public schools during said frac- 
tional year. 

According to your instruction, I proceeded, about the first 
of June last, to the arduous. duty of locating and grading 
schools, under the county system, and inquiring after the 
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wants.and necessities of the variousdocalities. I located sixty- 
five schools—ten first grade and fifty-five second grade. I 
fixed the pay of teachers at $60 and $40. I found many set- 
tlements entirely without school-houses; and such as were 
afforded, with a very few exceptions, were private property, 
and in bad condition. In view of this fact, 1 recommended a 
levy, by the Board of Supervisors, for schoolhouse purposes; 
and again my recommendation was not regarded—refused. 

I also found, after estimating the cost of conducting the 
schools for four menths during the then ensuing scholastic 
year, that a four-mill levy was necessary by the county, as a 
deficit in teachers’ fund, consequently I asked for such levy, 
but met the same fate as in case of the school-house fund— 
levy refused. Thus, I was left to depend upon the State pro 
rata and income fund for support. 

By a peremptory mandamus issued from the Circuit Court in 
September, a levy of four mills for deficit in teachers’ fund, 
was made. I then declared schools ready to open, and during 
_ the month of October I opened several schools, and up to this 
time I have about forty schools in actual operation, averaging 
about twenty-five students each. The county is poorly sup- 
plied with teachers, particularly for the colored schools, though 
I will be able to afford a teacher for each SE during the 
year. 


BOARD OF SUPERVISORS. 


The greatest obstacle in the way, preventing prosperity in 
the cause of education in my county, is the opposition, by this 
Board, in affording means to support the schools. In counties 
like this the system needs encouragement. I think it is too 
dependent. It should be separated from control by its oppo- 
nents. A better result would be had, in my opinion, could the 
sume be, managed independent of the Board of Supervisorc 
Speculation and depreciation of funds could then be avoided. 
The “ mock economy" that is practiced by the said Boards of 
Supervisors in counties like this, only serves, as they well 
know, and desire, to break down the system, if such be 
- possible.

SIXTEENTH SECTION FUND.

This is a matter that I have been giving much attention. 
When the claims due to said fund were "passed over to me, the 
impression was, that the same would scarcely justify an effort 
in the way of collection; but after a careful examination of 
the claims, L was satisfied that, with proper legal proceedings 
and prompt action, the contrary would be the result. 1 have, 
dufing the fall, and up to this time, collected some money, and 
instituted many suits, and will soon have collected a consider- 
able amount. The fund has heretofore been desperately man- 
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aged. A large amount was used by the Confederate authori- 
ties during the late war, for which Confederate money and 
county. .scrip is now on hand.

"TRUSTEES. 


Iam hoi pleased with the law creating, local Trustees for 
each school. “I find them, too often, selfish, “and managing in- 
juriously to the publie interest. And sọ often the case are 
‘those selected as Trustees who are in direct.opposition, in their 
feelings and sentiments, to the system, and who, instead of en- , 
couraging, are furnishing trifling matters of objections with 
which to blame the system, etc. "The schools receive little or 
no attention from them. I would suggest a Board, composed 
of two or more, for each county, in place of, and to pertorm 
such duties as are now delegated to the Boards of Supervisors 
and Trustees. 

Pardon me for making one more suggestion, which is this: 
Ifind the sentiment of the Board of Supervisors of my county 
. 10 be, not to have an efforí made for the collection of leases 
and loans of school funds heretófore made. Some of them, 
‘and many of those who influence them, are indebted to the 
fund; hence the course they pursue. I think a better plan 
would be to place the collection of said-funds under the direc- 
tion of the State Board of Education. 


‘LAUDERDALE COUNTY. 
A. C. EDWARDS, SUPERINTENDENT. 


‘I have the honor to submit the following report: 

When appointed County Superintendent of Education in 
March, 1873, I at once examined into the condition of the 
school f and, and found that the county was indebted to teachers 
twelve thousand dollars. In consequence of the large indebt- 
edness incurred by my predecessor, I concluded not to open 
the schools until the 1st of September, 1873. On the 1st of 
. September I opened eight schools in the city of Meridian, with 
an average attendance ‘of six hundred scholars, and twenty-five 
in the county, distributed over the county so as to give the 
greatest number the advantage of the schools. There was an 
average of about one thousand attended the schools in the 
county. 

I am gratified to be able to state that the prejudice to the 
public school system “is rapidly dying out, the people recog- 
nizing the fact that we must depend wholly on public schools 
for the education of our youth. 

The schools are much more efficient under the new school 
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' law than formerly, the Trustees attending to their duties 
strictly, and requiring the teachers to,do the same. 

The notes due on the loan of school funds were made in 
1851-52. The notes are worthless, the makers of them being 
wholly insolvent. 


The private schools mentioned in the report ceased when the 
public schools opened.

: LEE COUNTY. ; 
J. D. BARTON, SUPERINTENDENT. 


The annual report from the county of Lee of the County 
Superintendent would have been serit in earliér, büt owing to a 
.press of business it could not be done. It is hoped that the 
report will reach you in time. 

The number of youth of legal school age, it will be seen, 
has been increased since the last report. The northwest corner 
‘of Lee county was detached’ from Lee in the formation of 
Union county, and afterwards re-attached to Lee. The first 
innovation was made at a time when the territory belonged to 
Lee. The last report from Lee was made without including 
this territory, and hence the difference between this report and 
the one for last year. This territory is thickly settled and 
contains a large number of children of legal school age. 

The number,of schools is not so great as last yedr by four. 
This is owing ‘to confining pupils to the sub-school districts. 
Under the Trustee sy stem the number of schools in this 
county will increase to at least one hundred. This system is 
not working so well in Lee as did the old system. Every 
neighborhood wants a school under the new system. 

There' should be some legislation in relation to the aver age 
attendance of pupils. Our Board requires an average attend- 
ance of twenty pupils. This will have the effect ‘to stop a 
number of schools in the county. All the schools out of the 
towns will sufferif the average attendance is not.reduced. I 
respectfully submit that the “number should not be greater 
than fifteen. 

I have disregarded all private schools, supposing I had no 
jurisdiction in the matter. Had I been aware that private 
schools should have been brought into the annual reports of 
County Superintendents, 1 would have done so. T could not 
see how private schools could be recognized by a public 
officer, and I respectfuily ask to be excused lor not having 
taken them into the account. e 

We made an effert to organize a Teachers Institute, but 
failed, sufficient interest” not having been taken. 

We as yet have no school property, except one desk. 

The only levy made for school-house purposes was one-third 
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of a mill, for the purpose of paying Superintendent's salary. 
The Board of Supervisors would not make a levy to build 
school-houses. My report was duly. made to the. Board in 
July, asking them to make the levy, yet they failed to do so. 
I do not believe the Board of Supervisors of Lee county will 
make a levy for school-houses unless ‘they are compelled to 
- do so. 

The deficit in teachers' fund was about eight thousand dol- 
lars, to pay which the Board of Supervisors. made a levy of 
three and one-third mills on taxable property. This levy will 
not be.sutficient to pay said deficit. 


SCHOOL LANDS. 


There has been no sale or rent of school lands. 

I have had to adopt a policy in this county which was not: 
necessary in most counties of the State. The people were 
bitterly opposed to the policy of public education, and met it 
with str ong Democratic opposition. 

This spirit has abated to some extent, but not fully, hence, : 
I have not attempted to force measures. I did all I could to 
bring the people to see and feel the real need of publie schools. 
JJpon the whole, I respectfully submit that schools i in Lee are 
progressing as well as could þe expected. 

The first system adopted by the State is the better, except 
as to the Board of Directors. A Superintendent, without the 
aid of Trustees or Directors, can manage the system-better 
and at less expense than under the present requirements. 

I respectfully submit that the Superintendent's salary in 
Lee is not sufficient. It will be seen that Lee county is repre- 
sented in the Legislature by the Democracy, and it is known . 
well that the Democracy is opposed to the school system. And ` 
when the Legislature was adjusting the salary.of the County 
Superintendent, no friend was present to see to it that the 
salary was sufficient. Itawamba pays her Superintendent $700 
per annum. Now, Lee county should pay actording. to its 
wealth, or value of taxable property. In fixing. the salary the 
forty- -eighth Seetion, above spoken of, was not taken into the ac- 
count. The Superintendent of Lee ought to have a salary of 
$1,200 instead of $900, as now provided by law. 

When I was first appointed Superintendent there were onlye 
about three colored schools in the county. Noel have about 
twenty-five in full blast. The present school law provides for 
the election of three Trustees for each school. The.law con- 
templates no distinction of race, color or previous condition 
of servitude. Now, in counties where the Democracy are in 
possession of the oflices, the colored people canuot haye a 
fair chance in the public schools, In corporations all the 
Trustees elected are white, so it would. be in the country. To 

avoid this I ordered elections in all the corporations, as well 
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as out of them. By doing this I have Trustees for all—white . 


and colored. Without this, colored EE? in Lee 1 fear, 
would be scarce. 


MADISON COUNTY. 


i ELMER 0. JOHNSON, SUPERINTENDENT. 
I beg leave to submit my first annual report of the condition 
and management of the schools of Madison, for the fractional 
year ending August 31, 1873. 

I take pleasure i in stating that the cause of edueation, and 


the efficiency of the common school system is daily gaining , 


favor in the’ minds of the people, and that the past year has 
been one of progress and success. 

The Board of School Directors opened, on the first Monday 
of February, 1873, twenty- four schools, which continued for 
three months, but owing to unfavorable weather, the average 
attendance was not good. . 

Many of the school-houses in the county are in a poor con- 
dition. Most of them are entirely destitute of suitable desks, 
maps, globes, and blackboards, which are essential to the 
teachers, as well as the proper advancement of the pupils. 
Again, many of them are churches, inconvenient and entirely 
unsuited to the purpose for which they are used. In many 
cases they were hurriedly erected of gum timber, in order to 
secure a school in some particular locality. We have supplied 
some of them with stoves, blackboards and charts, yet there 
remains much to be done., Warm, comfortable, and conveni- 
ent houses are an urgent necessity to the scholars as well as 
the teachers. By their cheerfulness they are the means of 
making the children contented, thereby advancing them in 
their studies. They aid the teachers to preserve good disci- 
pline, to promote the advancement of the pupils, and to diffuse 
-in their minds the idea and necessity of an education. 

Great difficulty is encountered in obtaining efficient and 
competent teachers. They lack mainly in the art of discipline 
and school government, owing, probably, to their not being 
educated for the purpose of teaching. "This fall I have been 
unable to obtain teachers to supply as many schools as I de- 
sired to put into operation. We need teachers of more disci- 
pline, who have been drilled at Normal Institutes, for the pur- 
pose of teaching our common schools. Until we can possess 
such teachers, we must not expect to place our educational 
system upon its proper foundation—its highest pinnacle. 

During the last.four months, commencing on the eighth day 
of September, the advancement of the scholars has been good. 
They seem to comprehend the necessity of an education. 16 
is remarkable to witness with what patience the children of the 
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country walk four and five miles, in order to spend a few hours 
in the school-room. It shows that they appreciate the advan- 
tages which they are enjoying, that they are anxious to obtain 
those elementary principles which pertain so much to the 
"comfort, prosperity and happiness of mankind. 

The common schools are preparing the minds of the rising 
generatiou to realize and comprehend the grand and sublime 
truths which have been enunciated by the philosophers of past 
ages, which are being promulgated by our literary and scien- 
tific men, They seem to comprehend that an educated mind 
is the main-spring of all human action. To satisfy its curi- 
osity, and to add to our comforts, men leave the society of 
their friends and go forth into a new field of action.” They 
traverse new countries, among a strange people, in order to 
prove some theory of geology, botany or chemistry. They 
plunge down into the dark heaving waters of the ocean, or 
among the stratas of the earth for ‘the advancement of miner- 
alogy or géology. GE 

They ascend far into infinite space to investigate the laws of 
oúr starry firmament. They dwell among the old.and musty 
records of past ages, analyzing their deeds, in order to place 
history upon an impartial’ foundation: We admire the genius 
of a Kepler or a Copernicus, or in more modern times a Dawes 
or a Cassini, as they discover and develop the laws of astron- 
omy. Welook through the telescope of Herschell with a feel- 
ing of awe, as it reveals to us the workings of the stars and 
planets, far into that unknown and infinite space, which, seem- 
ingly, no human eye was intended to pierce; but there is one 
thing more wonderful than all this, which is the minds that 
conceived of the different departments of education. Indeed, 
it is with asfeeling of pleasure and delight that we peruse the 
pages of Paradise Lost or Lalla Rookh, weighing in, our minds 
the different characters and scenes there unfolded; but our ap- 
preciation ought to be still more high of the edueated minds 
that composed the literature. : 

The advancement of the colored children has been in every 
respect as we could wish it. "Their anxiety, their unbounded 
desire and their untiring energy to acquire an education is 
commendable to those who possess it in a less degree. Indeed, 
the solicitude of their parents is only a repetition of the influ- 
ence which education exerts over the minds of the ignorant. 

During the scholastic year, of 1873-4 the schools will be in 
operation ning or ten months. In the last four months L have 
averaged thirty-seven schools, and shall commence forty-two 
on the first Monday in January, 1874. 

lam opposed to the system of having three Trustees for 
eaeh school. Many of our people seem to be divided into 
sects, which renders it impossible to unite satisfactorily on any 
set of Trustees or any teacher. They do not seem to compre- 
hend the injury which is being done by these dissenters to the 
schools of this county, but only look to their own personal 
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and selfish aims. In some cases they have been elected for 
the purpose of selecting some particular person as- teacher, 
which causes dissatisfaction among the patrons. In many 
cases they have endeavored, in some successfully, to place the 
schools under the same management that some particular 
: church is controlled by, consequently creating enmities in the ` 
other denominations, destroying the utility of our schools and 
depriving the children of educational advantages. When the 
people of an enlightened country endeavor to put the educa- 
tional system upon the narrow basis of sectarianism, it is the 
duty of the law-makers of all governments to combat their. 
unlawful and unprincipled scheme. We have children of all 
denominations to be educated, and it is not right that a people 
should allow their prejudices to be the means of depriving 
neighborhoods of schools, * 

I would most respectfully recommend that the control of the 
schools and school funds be placed in the hands of the Board 
of Supervisors and the Superintendents of the respective coun- 
ties ; that an act be passed empowering the Superintendent to 
open and close the schools as may seem best in his discre- 
tion, and authorizing the county Treasurers to pay to the city 
Treasurers of all incorporated cities of over two thousand 
inhabitants their pro rata share of the State aid. As the law 
now is, there is nothing to justify any such transaction, and 
unless remedied may cause considerable embarrassment. 


¿CITY OF CANTON. , 
" [have a meager report to make regarding the city of Canton, 
which is a separate school district from the county. Very 
unsatisfactorilya both to the citizens of said city and the Super- 
intendent, have the schools been managed during the last year. 
. For the year 1873 they have been entirely deprived of com- 
mon schools, up to September 1st of said year, offing to the 
. Board of School Directors refusing to levy a proper assess- 
ment upon which to keep the public schools in operation. In 
this city there are 524 white and 616 colored—total 1,140— 
children who are debarred from the benefits of schools eight 
months in the year, excepting those who are able to patronize 
public schools, and as the majority of patrons are unable to 
. pay the tuition, the education of the young has been. sadly 

negleated. Pe : 

The Board of Mayor and Aldermen refased to levy an assess- 
ment for “Teachers’ Fund” for the scholastic year of 1873-74, 
but, acting as a Board of School Trustees, until the next city 
election, ordered the schools to be opened on the first Monday 
in September, for a term of four months, expecting the war- 
rants which were issued for the payment of the teachers to be 
redeemed by their pro rata share of the State aid—a design 
. which is not commendable, and one which I opposed. 

During the scholastic year of 1873-74 the prospects are that 
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the city will have only four months of school, a sad picture, 
indeed, for a city ot the wealth and size of Canton to present, 
The wishes of the citizens are that schools should continue, 
but as the Board of Aldermen rules otherwise, and as they 
hold the power until the next election, when we hope to 
put in their places men who are.in favor of educating the 
masses, we must abide by their decision. 


MARSHALL COUNTY. 
L. C. ABBOTT, SUPERINTENDENT. ` 


I respectfully submit the foregoing general and financial sta- 
tistics, and the following narrative report: . 

The free school system in this county is a success. The 
schools have never been more prosperous, the attendance is 
good, progress fair, and patrons, pupils, and teachers seem to 
be well pleased with the new school law. We have eighty-six 
schools in operation, and will open thirty-two more during the 
present month, or as soon as suitable teachers can be procured. 
I have fixed the salaries at fifty dollars per month for the 
second grade, and seventy-five dollars for thefirst grade. These 
salaries secure the services of an excellent class of teachers, of 
whom I think the county of Marshall may well be proud. We 
are having but five months school this year, but will probably 
have six or more next year. 

The principal difficulty encountered thus far is in getting 
suitable Trustees. This is especially the case with the colored 
schools, and to a great extent with the white. In many places 
it is almost impossible to find patrons of the school who are 
able to read and write; and where they can do so many of 
them have very little idea of what is required of them as 
Trustees. I have had to appoint Trustees in many places, and 
have endeavored to get the very best men to act as sueh. 
With a more familiar knowledge of the school law and its re- 
quirements, and an increased interest on the part of the patrons 
of the free schools, as they realize the importance of the mat- 
ter, we will probably experience less trouble from this source 
than heretofore. 

I will elose by repeating what I said last year in relation to 
the old school law. We are doing well under the present 
school law, and will continue so to do should the law remain as 
A now is; and for my part I am disposed to “let well enough 
alone.” 
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MONROE COUNTY. 
A. B. HARDCASTLE, SUPERINTENDENT. 


I have the honor to report, that since I assumed the duties 
of County Superintendent, February 28, 1873, by appointment 
of the State Board, it has been my great desire to see peace 
and harmony existing among all the friends and patrons of 
education, and generally win popular support and approbation 
to the cause. It is apparent to you how tenderly the heart of 
the people yearns over the future destiny of the youth of our 
State, and what deep interest may be aroused in their minds, 
in shaping and directing those germs of latent talent that are 
maturing and will soon fill our places in the public affairs of 
the country. It has been my study to avoid any agitation of 
questions that disturb and hinder progress in the establishment 
and distribution of schools over the county, and while it is im- 
portant to obey the laws enacted on the subject, be they good 
or bad, yet, sometimes there are: circumstances that may per- 
mit concessions, temporarily, that yield results satisfactory to 
society and to the mandates of the law. As an instance, there 
may be a direct opposition between the races, as to the series 
of books in use or to be adopted, threatening to destroy the 
benefits of the school system in the county. Without forcing, ` 
and yet by patient and earnest effort, eventually, all opposition 
may be overcome, as soon as passion has cooled, and better 
judgment prevails. Without permitting a waste of time in the 
consideration of minor -objects, I have addressed myself to 
the study and management af the finances; the careful ex- 
amination of teachers; the establishment of schools in locali- 
ties than can assemble the largest number of pupils; the solici- 
tation of private investment in school-house buildings; the 
adaptation and union of the public system of instruction with 
the private institution in our city schools, in order to obtain a 
ten months’ term, and a grade of scholarship above the com- 
mon school rudiments, and below the collegiate grade called 
the high school grade established in the schools in St. Louis. 
Ihave in my estimates recommended in the levy of taxes at 
the utmost, six mills, in order to liquidate the outstanding 
indebtedness, which is an accumulation from years pending, 
and so large that our school warrants have been down to forty 
. cents during the past summer, and to provide for the next 
years’ operation. I have requested and obtained a levy of 
four mills to be supplemented by the State apportionment, to 
provide for the city schools. I have recommended and ob- 
tained a levy of twenty-two hundred dollars for said school 
purposes. : l 

I did not start my schools until January, 1874, as it was 
important first to see the end of the past year’s operations and 
begin anew, almost upon a cash basis. The effects of the 
financial panic postponed our term partly, and in the postpone- 
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ment of the taxes, our indebtedness still hangs over us and 
darkens our’ prosperity. .I have in several instances refused 
certificates of qualification to applicants who could not say 
correctly the multiplication table, and do sums in long 
division; and in case of immoral habits, on account of intem- 
perance, I refused certificates. The present school law has 
wisely enacted that the oílice of County Superintendeht shall 
be filled by appointment, so that I am not tempted to yield the 
important and essential requirements of the law to retain my 
office by the popular vote. As to the condition of the schools, 
I am not satisfied with the attendance. The past year large 

salaries have been paid to many teachers, who have taught but 
‘ten to fifteen scholars. In my contracts this year, 1 endeavor 
to have it understood that a'school should have an average at- 
tendance of twenty-five scholars. I did not visit all of the 
schools, because the term was out with niost of them very 
shortly after my appointment. The schools commenced in 
December of last year, and I was constantly: occupied in be- 
coming acquainted with my duties, and with the statistics of 
my county, and systematising my labor. In the summer I 
purchased a horse, saddle and bridle, and started out to visit 
all the schools in operation, but was taken sick by exposure to 
the sun, and was compelled to relinquish my intention. It is 
my place and intention to visit all the schools the coming year. 
The making of the new school law is good, and especially 
good on the financial part. The term of office is not long 
cnough to acquire a full and thorough knowledge of the edu- 
cational interest of the county, and I would suggest a continu- 
ance of the term when the office is properly filled. 

I have ‘numerous applications from our native Southern 
friends for white schools, but I find few who will teach a col- 
ored school; and those who have heretofore taught in some 
instances, complain of the odium it brings upon them in our 
communities. To say that a prejudice was not natural, would 
be to ignore the facts of the case; but itis my hope and my 
belief that it will pass away, and intolerance will assume the 

garb of ‘charity and compassion. I have found the missionary 
teachers of the North and West ever welcome among the col- 
ored people, who seem to appreciate their worth, and rapidly 
improve under their tuition. Without their valuable services 
the progress of education among those who need it the most, 
because they have the least of it, would be blocked. Ihave a 
map of the county prepared and in use, divided into sub-dis- 
tricts, for the school and school-houses located. There are 
seventy-eight public schools. The levy of taxes upon sub-dis- 
tricts has heretofore been neglected on account of the assess- 
ment not being made by districts. Having estimated the 
"amount of funds receivable for school purposes the ensuing 
year, 1 have distributed an amount to each district according 
to the population of the youth of that dsitrict, and apportion 
teachers accordingly. The census of the sub-district 1 pro. 
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pose to take anew this coming year, to obtain le correct pop- 
ulation, which is undoubtedly larger than reported. About 
fifty teachers have already been employed to begin the schools 
in January, 1874, and it is probable there will “be schools es- 
tablished until the summer; the people in some instances pre- 
fer that season. I shall endeavor to pay up all indebtedness 
as rapidly as possible, to establish no more schools than the 
funds will pay for, and bring the system to a cash basis. Un- 
der the policy of the new law, which has been rigidly main- 
tained in expenditures, the warrants have appreciated to 
eighty, eighty-five, and ninety cents, the rate at which they are 
to-day sold in the market. 

In reviewing the transactions of the past fractional year, 
dating from January 1, 1873, and ending August 31, 1873, 
there : are reasons for congratulating the officers of the Depart- 
ment of Public Education upon the success obtained by their 
efforts in founding and building up the public schoal system to 
its present proportions, in commending it more and more to 
the popular good will, so that it is now known and held as a 
blessing by the people; and in its future prospects even more 
encouraging in its influences toward peace and progress, among 
our people. I have visited the Board of Supervisors to direct 
their attention to section 25 of the amended school law, ta in- 
struct the Assessor to commence and complete his assessment 
for the ensuing year, by sub-districts, as the county is now 
divided, and take a census of the educable youth in each sub- 
district, male and female, white and colored. These matters 
heretofore have not had attention. 

Next year the proportion of colored to white schools, ac- 
cording to population, will be forty-five colored to forty-one 
white. There were employed twenty-five colored and sixty-two 
white teachers last year.

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MONTGOMERY COUNTY. 
WALTER GOULD, SUPERINTENDENT. 


In accordance with legally imposed duties, I submit a con- 
cise statement of the proceedings of the Board of Directors of 
this county from January 1, 1873, to June 16th, together with 
a brief narrative of the condition of the schools, and their 
organization under the new or amended school law. The 
Board ordered that all the public schools of the county should 
open simultaneously on the ‘Ist of June, and made contracts 
for eleven white schools to commence at that time and con- 
tinue their sessions three consecutive months, paying teachers’ ` 
salaries, for one of that number seventy dollars, and for ten 
sixty dollars, per month, amounting in the aggregate for the 
session to nineteen hundred and ninety-eight dollars. The 
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number of pupils enrolled in these schools was five hundred 
and ten, and the average attendance three hundred and sev- 
enty. The Board could not be prevailed on to make any 
arrangements to meet Constitutional requirements, or induced 
to make any estimate, or recommend to the Supervisors the 
levy of any tax whatever for school purposes; yet their valua- 
ble services in the aggregate, from January 1st to June 16th, 
amounted to two hundred and one dollars and ninety centë. 
Within that period forty-three days' labor was performed by 
county Superintendent in the interest of schools. Since the 
1st of September sixty-four public schools have organized by 
electing Boards of Trustees numbering from one to sixty-four, 
and grades assigned them. Forty are first grades and twenty- 
four second grades. The salary awarded teachers of first grade 
is sixty dollars per month, and of the second forty-five dollars. 
Of this number forty-four are white schools and twenty col- 
ored. Thirty-six of these schools, twenty-two white and: 
fourteen colored, were taught sessions of three months respect- 
ively. As the schools under contract of the Directors were to 
be opened in June, I permitted the local Trustees to select the 
time during the scholastic year for opening schools in their 
respective districts, presuming they were the better judges of 
what time would best accommodate the patrons of their 
respective schools. In selecting teachers the Board generally 
employed those who had served them the previous year. I 
visited all these schools, and with few exceptions the manner 
in which they were conducted met my approval. The deport- 
‘ment of the students, their regard for schoolmates, and obedi- 
ence and respect paid their teachers, merit commendation. 
The interest manifested, and progress made in their various 
exercises, was satisfactory, and evinced a knowledge of apply- 
ing what they acquired. The greatest obstacle to the advance- 
ment of the schools of this county is the want of comfortable 
school buildings. Notwithstanding the interest manifested 
and efforts made by local Trustees to remedy this evil, it must 
necessarily continue unless some aid is received from the 
Board of Supervisors. Most of the school districts are poor 
and unable to contribute much for erecting and furnishing 
suitable buildings. Whén the Board of Supervisors declined 
levying any tax for building purposes, relying on the energy 
of local Trustees and liberality of citizens in contributing 
funds to erect them, I suggested that they levy a rental tax 
and pay rent for comfortable buildings, in localities where 
building funds were never distributed, thus avoiding onerous 
taxation, relieving the pressing necessities of these localities, 
and restoring the funds by them contributed and expended in 
other parts of the county, as justice and equity required. The 
schools of both races could thus be provided with comfortable 
buildings for immediate use without resorting to burdensome 
taxation; hut they declined levying any tax for building, 
repairing, rent, fuel or incidental expenses included in my 
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report, and there estimated, recommended and submitted. 
This community never desired a penurious Board of Super- 
visors, but one prudent and economical. They are willing to 
be reasonably taxed for the support of public schools, and 
many desire an increase of their taxes for that purpose. If 
Supervisors refuse to máke levies required by law, the expe- 
diency of coercing them is doubtful and success uncertain 
where only a cer tain per cent. of tax may be levied for all pur- 
poses whatever. Perhaps a tax of two or three mills levied by . 
the Legislature for a school-house fund in the same way as 
now levied for the teachers’ fund would be a surer remedy. 
The new school law meets with greater favor in this county 
than the old one, and in my opinion deservedly. In most 
cases local Trustees take much interest in their schools and 
readily and willingly perform their duties. Competent teachers 
are more readily obtained and at less salaries, in prospect of 
being paid promptly in currency. The amendment to the old 
law meets with general approbation, and has secured ‘it addi- 
tional friends. The only regret is changing the commence- 
ment of the scholastic year. Patrons of schools of both races ` 
in rural districts are necessarily compelled to employ the labor 
of their children in making and gathering crops. Little of 
this is necessary from June to October, a season as healthy as 
any portion of the year. Schools at that season of the year 
are less expensive, better attended and more comfortable for 
pupils and teachers. No inclement weather, high water, or 
impassable roads would interrupt attendance. School: reg- 
isters would nearly double in enrollment and average attend- 
ance. This opinion is formed from the remarks of teachers in 
their monthly reports, apologizing for meager attendance, and 
from personal observation when visiting schools. Abundant 
reasons for the change existed at the time, it is admitted, but 
now would it counterbalance all benefits that might accrue if 
` reinstated. Having witnessed the beneficial effects of appro-. 
priate laws coercing publie school attendance, I am forced to 
the conclusion that wiser, more benevolent and humane laws 
were never enacted, or those confering greater blessings. If par- 
ents and guardians disregard, disapprove or disallow the proper 
moral and intellectual training of their charges, and do not 
appreciate the advantage to them of proper education; if no 
inducement will influence them to send them to either public 
or private schools, with no reasonable excuse for deterring 
them therefrom, they may and should be compelled to deal 
justly and humanely by their offspring and wards, and send ` 
them to the schools prepared for them; and should the proper 
time be selected for opening the schools, few parents would 
refuse or neglect the opportunity of sharing their benefits, and 
little necessity would ever arise of enforcing a law so reason- 
able and just. Thisis my conviction. 
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NEWTON COUNTY. 
E. D. BEATTIE, SUPERINTENDENT. 


I herewith submit a brief report of the condition of our 
‘public schools during the fractional part of the year from ` 
January Ist to August 31, 1873: 

Owing to the depreciation i in the value of school warrants, 
caused by former bad management, we opened very pad schools 
during that portion of the year. 

Our Board of Directors thought best to open but few schools 
until the financial condition was improved, so that we could 
command the services of a better class of teachers than here- 
tofore, and in locating these few, gave preference to those 
parts of the county where the privileges of free schools had 
not been enjoyed. 

The average attendance during the summer months was very 
small, owing, in a great measure, to the fact that parents were 
compelled to have every child, large enough to labor, in the 
‘field. This has induced me to discontinue schools in the sum- 
mer, and to use every effort in my power to have all the 
schools in session during the winter months. In cities and 
large villages this objection would not apply with so much 
force, but in thinly settled portions of the county and in agri- 
cultural communities I find summer schools almost worthless. 

lam happy to report an increased interest by patrons and 
pupils in the püblie schools, under the present school law, and 
a very decided increase of patronage. With four times as 
many schools as last year, I find many of them so crowded 
with pupils that assistants are necessary. I know of but one 
private school in the county where the patrons can avail them- 
selves of the prjvileges of the publie schools. 

I find it impossible to get competent teachers for our colored 
schools, but I have no difficulty in getting very good teachers 
for white schools. There is a great want of system in the 
methods of. teaching practiced through this county, which can 
be overcome only by a judicious system of Teachers’ Insti- 
tutes, and I would recommend an appropriation by the State 
for holding such Institutes, at least once a year, in each 
county, for a term of two weeks or more. We have inaugur- 
ated a system of teachers’ meetings or conventions, for consul- 
tation and mutual improvement, which I trust will resulé in 
much good. . 

Upon the whole, the outlook is much more encouraging than 
it has been at any previous time since the adoption of the free 
school system.

There has been a salutary. change in public opinion, on the’ 
subject of free schools, within the last few years. Where 
school-houses were burned and ‘teachers threatened, but a short 
time ago, promises are now made for holding schools, and 
teachers are invited and urged to teach. Indeed, an obstacle 
in the way of fully carrying out the objects of the free school 
law, is the scarcity of competent teachers to take charge of 
the schools. Much improvement has been made, however, and 
much is still being done to improve the grade of teachers, but 
atill further to remedy the evil. I think the County Superin- 
tendents should be empowered to establish a Normal school in 
each county, and to pay the teacher thereof the salary of at 
least a first grade school. In this way teachers would have 
the means of spending their vacations profitably aud fitting 
themselves for more eflicient service. 

There are a good many children in reach of the free schools 
that do not attend them; could not a law be so framed as to 
coerce attendance without encroaching too much on the rights 
of parents and guardians? 

Much would be added to the efficiency of the school system, 
if a law could be so framed as to force the prompt payment, 
into the treasury, of the school funds when collected by Tax 
Collectors and others. : Circuit Court sits but twice a year, 
hence, delay occurs in enforcing the provisions of the law: in 
reference to the paying over of the funds. If the Boards of 
Supervisors were authorized to take jurisdiction, and the 
County Superintendent, or any school teacher, or any patron 
of a free school, were authorized to move against delinquent 
officials in a summary manner, it might have a salutory effect. 

To prevent speculation in school warrants, by county 
officials, it might serve a good purpose if the law should re- 
quire that there should be written or printed, on the back of 
every warrant, an affidavit to be signed and sworn to by the 
Tax Collectors and others, that they have received the same 
for tax, or paid in United States currency for the same the 
amount expressed on its face, and that they have not, directly 
or indirectly, speculated in the same, in default of which the 
Board of Supervisors should not be authorized to receive the 
same from the County Treasurer on settlement, 

I think, also, that for a public officer to use, lend or fail to 
pay over public money, when legally required to do so, should : 
be a penitentiary offense, and also, that official bonds, when 
approved and filed, should operate as first mortgage liens on 
all property, both of prineipal and sureties, as sureties are too 
apt to convey their property if they think they are about to 
suffer on accouné of the suretyship.

W. J. SEAL, SUPERINTENDENT. 


Our schools worked well up to the first of September lust. 
After that, they were thinly and very irregularly attended. I 
had consulted the Board of Supervisors as to the most suitable 
time for the free school term. It was agreed that July, August, 
September and October would be the: most suitable, for several 
reasons: 

1st. The want of comfortable houses for winter. . 

2d. It would be better to have the children on the farm 
during May and June in making the crops, than in September 
and October, in the gathering. 

Our experience is, that the fall schools will not do, for sev- 
eral reasons patent to teachers: i 

lst. If people make crops, they will stop the children to 
gather them. - 

2d. Protracted and other meetings among the various de- 
nominations of Christians interfere more or less with the 
attendance op schools. 

The Board of Supervisors for this county will not audit and 
allow the claims of the Superintendent, on account of a special 
Act in the new school law, which prohibits the allowance of an 
account against the school-house fund, unless there is money 
in the treasury to pay it in full. (See Sec. 20, new school 
law.) A supplemental, explanatory of, or a repeal of this, is 
necessary, to show that it was not intended to prejudice the 
Superintendent’s claims. 

The law relative to schools on borders is not full enough. 
No explicit directions are given for organizing union schools 
and the manner of making allowance for paying the teachers 
on both sides of the line. 
, Again, on the first day (or Monday) of July, 1873, I made a 

report to the Board of Supervisors, and had but $240 deficit to 
report, The schools were then in operation, and so guessed at 
the cost up to the first of September, 1873, and there was an 
additional deficit from the first of July, 1872, to the first day 
of September following, of $400, and for this sum the Board 
refused any levy, claiming that it was not reported ai the time 
the law requires them to make the assessment. I then con- 
cluded to bring in the said deficit at the next annual term for 
deficits, and that it would be proper, as it mostly occurs after 
the first of July. If any legislation suggests itself to you on 
this point, please recommend. It would very much relieve 
teachers if the law fixed the term of the session of the free 
schools. My experience would be in favor of winter schools. 
This would force parents to fix the houses. Our free school 
system lacks the compulsory feature to make it a success. The 
tendency is in that direction, and thither it must inevitably 
come, and the sooner the matter is agitated, the better. July 
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and August are poor school months, yet no other two, before 
or after them, will suit so well. : j 


Itis very necessary for the Republican party to keep its. 


hold on the appointment of Superintendendents for each 
county. This patronage tends greatly to strengthen the party, 
and will gradually overcome the organized opposition to the 
Government of the United States under existing laws—or 
greatly assist. . 

I wish to repeat, that the farming out of this patronage to a 
Superintendent in each county, is of such importance that the 
party in power can not allow the office of Superintendent to be 
made elective. ' 

-This is not the only reason, as can be seen at a glance; for 
if elective, persons wholly incompetent must fill the place in 
many counties. Some things in the working of the free school 
law ought to be bettered, and, in addition to what I have said, 
allow me to call your attention to the following: 


Jet, Let the public fund be distributed at the rate of two ' 


e per month and no more, at ten cents per day of twenty 
ays. ` 

2nd. Limit each teacher to thirty pupils, and there is no 
need of limiting as a minimum; allow a school anywhere, if a 
teacher will teach the number he can get at two dollars per 
' month; yet, so-as no teacher shall be employed otherwisé than 
as the law directs. 

3rd. If the number rises above thirty, to require the teacher 
in charge to employ an assistant with the pay from the addi- 
tional numbers. 

4th. Make six hundred days of actual attendance, thirty 
pupils for twenty days, a school of the first grade. _ Five hun- 
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dred days, twenty-five pupils for twenty days, the second ` 


grade; and four hundred or under that, the third grade, and 
pay only for actual attendance of the pupils. 

5th. Thus the-labor is payed for; the pay is proportion. 
to the labor, and more pupils at more pay. In fact the diffe’ 
ence in the first and second grades is so slight, that it must be 
evident that it would be more equitable to make that distinc- 
tion consist in numerical strength only. 

According to the system I propose, every school will grade 
itself so as to pay, viz: two dollars per-month, Under the fourth 
article above, you notice that an average of twenty pupils one 
month of twenty days, is the four hundred days alluded to 
above; an average of twenty-five pupils per month makes the 
five hundred days or second grade; and thirty pupils six hun- 
dred or the first grade, and thus fixes the price. Suitable pro- 
visions can be made for schools of a higher grade. | 

It would greatly promote the interésts of education if each 
county could have a Normal school. I know that the Institutes 
provided for by law, are intended to subserve the interest that 
would be prominent in a Normal school for the county. 

I have held no Teachers’ Institute, yet, I think, the plan 
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can be made very advantageous—depending altogether upon 
the literary, and especially upon the executive ability, of the 
Superintendent. 

lst. Professional teachers oppose the free schools, and 
many led by them oppose the system as it is-expensive; yet 
there is nothing for which a tax is paid that promises such 
results to the State as the system of free schools. 

2nd. These same oppose free schools, because they say 
that the people have quit, anc will patronize no school unless 
it is a free school. 

Here is one of the strongest evidences of the good of the 
system. Free schools are advocated upon the ground, that the 
State cannot afford to let her children grow up in ignorance—- 
ignorance being the cause of vice. If, now, this is the duty of 
the State, and it is a settled maxim that a government should 
not let her children grow up in ignorance then if the parents 
(citizens of the State or governments) will not patronize, com- 
pel, by-penalty, as alluded to above. 

It is not settled in my mind that the State of Mississippi i is 
ready for the compulsory system. 

I have been greatly restricted the past year by a Board of 
Supervisors opposed to the free schools because the offspring 
of Republican rule; and for tbe same reason such men oppose 
all appointed officers under the present .administration, State 
and Federal. I have been compelled.to make a virtue of neces- 
Sity, and be as economical as possible in asking allowances for 
the present year. Ihave tried to secure the co-operation of 
the said Board. They would make no allowance for stationery ; 
yet Kimball, Raymond & Co. sent the books on tlie credit of 
the county, and I will try to secure their pay. 

I see the necessity, in this county, of ungraded schools ( pro- 
vided the present system of grading runs through another 
year), for the following reasons: 

Ist. There are many places where spelling und ace are 
the only studies. 


2d. Many times teachers of sufficient qualifications jou be 
employed to teach such schools at a lower price than is now 
paid for second grade schools, My plan above mentioned 
would meet such cases with the proper remedy. ^ 

There is certainly room for a little discriminating legislation 
in our county of Neshoba, for the colored race. There are 
many who can spell and read, and many who could teach spell- 
ing and reading—all that would be required in many places— 
yet I cannot employ such under the law as it now is, by my 
"construction, ,as the elements of arithmetic, grammar, 
geography, and writing are requisite. 

I congratulate myself that I have done something for the 
- county the past year in the promotion of education. It has 
been intimated to me, that efforts will be made to have me re- 
moved, by the friends of a man who wishes the place himself,

and who was a candidate before the State Board last spring, 
and who had his advocates in the House particularly. 

I make this statement-here, that with all the light before 
us, there will be no Democratic or ganization in this county this 
year, 1874, 

1 will not arrogate, yet you will see what has taken place in 
one year under my administration in the schools. In my ad- 
ministration, I have nothing to do with politics, and yet my 
affiliations are not concealed —not obtruded. Itis my aim to 
sustain the high moral position in which my profession as a 
minister of the gospel, places me. Hence special moral in- 
structions are particularly inculcated in all my lectures to the 
children on the subject of education. 1 would not have ac- 
cepted a position of this kind but for the hope of being useful 
to the rising generation in the moral as well as in the literary . 
interest. 


PANOLA COUNTY, 


H. J. HARDING, SUPERINTENDENT. 


In making this, my third report, I am happy to be able to 
report the school affairs of Panola county as in a highly pros- 
perous condition. During the fractional year for which this 
report is made, the number and ‘efficiency of the schools has 
been greatly increased. Our first term for.1873 commenced 
January 1, and continued three months; and our second term 
was commenced about August 15. The latter term was also 
continued three months, but as the larger part of it was in the 
new scholastic year, it ‘has not been included in this report. 
The attendance during these terms was much larger, and, on 
- the whole, more regular than on previous terms. 

The first requirement for good schools is good teachers, and 
lam happy to be able to report considerable progress in this 
direction since my last report. This improvement is particu- 
larly noticeable in the colored schools. One of the greatest 
obstacles in the way of the success of this class of schools in 
the past has been the difficulty of procuring efficient teachers, 
who would take sufficient interest in their work; and the suc- 
cess of the first term of the public schools was greatly im- 
paired by the employment of many (as a necessity) at the 
time whose only recommendation fur the position was a want 
of fitness for any other occupation. 

For the past few years my attention has been particularly 
called to the need of more suitable teachers for the colored 
scheols, and, in my judgment, the question has been practi- 
cally settled by the success of the colored teachers. During 
the; first term of the public schools we had three colored 
teachers in the county; at the preseut time we have forty- 
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three of this class of teachers employed, and many of them 
have proved themselves unusually well adopted for their 
work. 

A large proportion of these teachers are natives of this 
county, who, by close application, have fitted themselves for 
teachers of lower grades, and as nearly all still spend a por- 
tion of the year at school, lam encouraged to hope that be- 
fore many years, we shall have a corps of teachers of this 
class who would be a credit to any community. 

Regarding the workings of the new school law, 1 have not 
as yet had sufficient experience in its workings to be able to 
criticise it intelligently. 

It is possible that time and experience may enable the . 
Trustees to discharge their duties more efficiently, but the ex- 
periment of adding some three hundred new officers to the 
school force of a county lke this is, at least, a doubtful one. 


PIKE COUNTY.. 7 


W. H. ROANE, SUPERINTENDENT.

I have the honor to report that the public schools in this 
county have been in full blast ever since the first of September, 
1873. During that time, we have had sixty-two schools in 
operation, with twenty-two hundred and seventy-five pupils of 
legal sehool age enrolled, and an average attendance of fifteen 
hundred and eighty-six. This shows that a small fraction over 
forty-six per cent. of our whole scholastic population was en- 
rolled, and a little over thirty-two per cent., on an average, was 
in attendance in our public schools. Of the sixty-two public 
schools above reported, twenty-one of them were colored 
schools. But while there are twenty-one hundred and ninety-six 
colored children in the county entitled to the benefits of public 
schools, the statistics show that only six hundred and ninety 
have attended school at all during the year. 

As you are aware, I succeeded Mr. W. J. Persell in the office 
of Superintendent of Public: Education for this county. I en- 
tered upon the duties of the office under peculiarly unfavor- 
able circumstances. My predecessor and the Board of School 
Directors of the county were at cross purposes; and to make 
matters worse, there was a want of harmony between the 
Board of Supervisers and the Board of School Directors. 
Things were becoming more and more tangled and soured, 
much to the damage of the whole public school interest in 
the county. Asa further embarrassment, I found on the min- 
utes of the Board of School Directors of the county an order 
in the language and figures following, to-wit: 

« Ordered, "That the term of publie schools for the year 
1873 shall not commence before the first of J uly, 1873, and that 
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all teachers desiring employment in said schools, be required 
to appear before this Board for examination on the first Mon- 
day in July, 1873.” 

This will strike you as a strange proceeding on the part of 
the Board. It looks as if they “intended to ignore the pre- 
rogatives of the County Superintendent, and to usurp the busi- 
ness of examining teachers themselves. This, however, only 
serves to show you to whata pitch the breach between the 
Board and Mr. Persell had reached. In consequence of these 
complications nothing could be done in the county toward 
organizing and setting in operation the public schools till the 
machinery could be got into working order, under the Act 
passed by the Legislature, approved April 17, 1873. This law 
has some good points and a great many bad ones. WhileIdo . 
not think it good policy to change laws so fast that, no satis- 
factory trial can be made of their provisions and the workings 
thereof, still I mus. say that I think this law needs to be 
greatly modified. As it now stands, it is utterly impossible for 
any County Superintendent to comply with all its require- 
ments. For instance, how can he attend to the work of exam- 
ining teachers, verifying their reports, etc., in his office, and 
at the same time be out riding over the county visiting the 
schools? Pike county has tiventy- -five townships, or about 
nine hundred square miles. Some of the schools in the most 
remote parts of the county are about thirty-five miles off. 
Now, suppose I start off on a tour of visitation; I must be 
gone a week at least, in order to accomplish anything in the 
way of visiting schools scattered here and there all over the 
county. But while I am gone from my office, who is to attend 
to the work in that? Teachers, Trustees, etc., ride many miles 
to see me in my Office, and when they get to my Office, they 
find it shut, and on inquiry, are informed that I am several + 
miles off, and will not return for several days. How do you 
-think this will work? I know it does not work well, for I 
have tried it. On the contrary, it causes a great deal of dis- 
satisfaction all around. 

Again, why should there be any restriction on the Board of” 
Sun ‘rvisors allowing accounts agaiust the school-house fund, 
any more than any other? The hardship of the provision, as 
it now stands in the law, is this: The County Superintendent's 
salary must come out of this fund; ‘but when there is no 
money in the county treasury to the credit of that fund, then 
the Superintendent cannot even draw a yarrant toward his 
pay. This, to my mind, seems to be wrong and injurious. 

Again, we need additional legislation on the subject of 
schools along county lines, etc., so as to enable neighborhoods 
composed of parts of two or more counties to have union 
schools, and the expense be borné out of the treasury of each 
county proportionately to the number of scholars in said 
school from each county. 

There ought also to be some discretionary power lodged with 
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County Superintendents, as to how many schools shall be al- 
lowed in any one community. As the law now is, any half 
dozen disaffected individuals may organize their own school, 
employ their teacher, and I see no way for the County Super- ' 
intendent to refuse to recognize said school as a separate and 
independent school. 

The reports of the teachers throughout the county show a 
very low grade of scholarship among the children and youth 
attending the public schools. Nearly all of them are mere be- 
ginners—reading, spelling, writing, and a small proportion in 
English grammar, geography, and arithmetic. The standard of 
education among even the whites is very low, and of course it ` 
is very much lower among the colored péople. This being true, 
the anxious inquiry with me is, what can be done by the 
friends of popular education to mend the matter ? Tam being 
driven to the conclusion more and more, every day, that our 
public school system must be so changed as to make attend- 
ance on schoolscompulsory. And I would like to see the whole 
matter taken charge of by the general government, and man- 
aged by arbitrary rules and regulations. Popular elections 
should have little or nothing to do with the educational ma- 
chinery and forces of the nation. The uneducated masses are 
no more fit to declare, at the ballot-box, what sort of laws 
ought to be passed and officers appointed to conduct the moral 
and intellectual work of the nation, than. they are to go into 
the school-rooms and conduct the schools wisely, efficiently, 
and in accordance with the most approved :methods of educa- 
tion. 


PRENTISS COUNTY. 
O. F. ROGERS, SUPERINTENDENT. 


In obedience to the law, I present the following as my first 
annual report: 

The condition of our schools is as good as could reasonably 
be expected. The circumstances by which many districts 
were surrounded rendered it entirely out of the question to 
have schools in the spring. Hence we were forced to let the 
schools thus situated continue beyond the beginning of the 
present scholastic year, or deprive a large number of the 
neighborhoods of the benefit of a free school for one year. 
But as it is, all I believe have had the benefit offered to them. 

In this connection I feel it my duty to bear testimony to the 
universal interest all classes of Our citizens feel in the educa- 
tion of the colored race. And the colored man seems also to 
feel very anxious to educate his children, but the great diifi- 
culty is to get teachers either white or black. 
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The average daily attendance of scholars in the county, you 
will observe, is 994. This tells of sad and criminal neglect 
somewhere. The idea of men of the intelligence of the people 
of this county paying a heavy tax to secure the means of edu- 
cation for their children, and then give less than one-fourth 
the privilege of it, argues a fault somewhere—either the care- 
lessness of the teacher or the parent. I believe the parent is 
at fault. 

Our teachers are many of them farmers, farmers’ daughters 
and young men who are teaching as a step towards some other 
profession, and therefore from the very nature of the case do 
not succeed as well as those who make teaching a profession. 
Nor can we ever expect any system of education to fix itself 
upon the popular mind, or accomplish great results, until pro- 
fessional teachers take hold of it; and then almost any system 
will accomplish the end in view. To obviate this, I invariably 
urge young persons of both sexes—where I find one “called” 
by taste and capacity—to devote their lives to teaching. 

The new law is a great improvement, but not the thing yet. 
A great defect in machinery may hide several smaller defects 
until it is removed—then the less may be seen. In the old 
law the great defects concealed from the eye the less. Many 
being now removed, others can be more easily observed. But 
sometimes an attempt to improve makes matters worse. Such 
I think is the result of blotting out sub-district lines. For not 
only should counties be sub-districted, but each sub-district 
should have its pro rata of the school fund, according to the 
number of children. 

Teachers should be paid by the scholar, per day. Pay for the 
work performed. It cannot be a correct principle to pay two 
teachers the same salary when one does perhaps three times as 
much labor as the other. 

There should be only one grade of schools ; then teachers 
would have no inducement to push the child unprepared out 
‘of primary studies. 

My opinion is there is less proficiency both among teachers 
and pupils in the little things of education than anywhere else. 
“Why?” leads back to first principles. Everything in nature is 
‘composed of little things. So a thorough knowledge of any 
branch of learning consists in a knowledge of its primary 
truths and their relations. 

The interest in public sehools is increasing. The number of 
schools in the county is sixty-five. My greatest difficulty in 
the supervision of the publie schools is the want of means. 
One Board of School Directors, composed of men of integrity, 
intelligence and good business capacity, feel that this want of 
means was one of the great hindrances to the success of the 
publie schools. But they labored, ever having an eye to the 
accomplishment of the most good with the means at their com- 
mand, and the result is a good degree of success: 
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PERRY COUNTY. 


M. M'CALLUM, SUPERINTENDENT. 

The report herewith submitted is imperfect in many re- 
spects. The difficulty consists in getting reliable statistics 
concerning sehools in this district. Under the operation of. 
the old law, a school or schools was run in each Super- 
visors’ District. The Board of School Directors made a gen- 
eral order, allowing their own and teachers’ salaries, and in- 
structed the Clerk to issue the necessary warrants, under 
which order the school debt was founded. The amount due 
teachers is tolerably well known, and is about $750 00. The 
amount due school officers is uncertain. 

The new law, in my opinion, is better in every respect than 
the old. We have, so far, established only one school under 
its provisions, owing to our debts and the disinclination of 
Boards to levy taxes. l 

My views and conclusions, derived from observation and 
actual experience, are that in this poor and sparsely settled . 
county it would be much more satisfactory were the State to 
levy the taxes sufficient to meet the expenses of each county, 
and let the county limit its expenses to the actual income. If 
this county were out of debt, and the four-mill tax slightly 
increased, many schools could be carried on without any 
county taxation. It is also my firm conviction that the mini- 
mum of teachers” salaries should be reduced in this county 
to $10, $20 and $30 per month. This would give valuable 
assisance to a great many small neighborhoods, which are 
now, and must be in future, deprived of publie help. There 
is not a private school in the county but would gladly put 
itself under the mild supervision of government for the con- 
sideration of $15 per month. 


PEARL COUNTY. 
J. W. WINNINGHAM, SUPERINTENDENT. 


In submitting a report of the condition of public schools in 
this county, I labor under many disadvantages, not the least of 
which is, that I'am at this time confined by illness. 

. You are aware that Pearl is one of the smallest and poorest 
counties in the State, and but recently detached from Hancock. 
On receiving notice of my appointment as Superintendent, I 
proceeded to organize the public schools, in conformity with 
the law; and on searching for means to commence business, I 
found no money on hand for school purposes, and .but little 
encouragement from the citizens. We, the Board of Directors, 
however, resolved to establish a few public schools in the mosi 
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populous parts of the county, trusting that the Board of Su- 
pervisors would grant us the means to carry them on. 

The change in the commencement of the scholastic year, and 
the very limited means granted by the Board of Supervisors, 
rendered it advisable that I should use the small amount 
granted in the support of schools for one month, ending on 
the 31st of August, and continuing the session four months in 
the new year, thereby giving each school a session of five 
months. But the want of competent teachers rendered it im- 
possible to carry on all the schools at the same time. I suc- 
ceeded in getting six schools in operation by the first of 
August, and commenced the new scholastic year with eight— 
four of which have closed their sessions of four months each. 
The others are in successful operation. There are four vacan- 
cies, which will be filled as soon as I can procure teachers. I 
report two sixteenth sections of land unsold, which are all 1 
can yet discover. The Board of Supervisors refused to assess 
any school-house tax, Lence the deficit in the general statistics. 
I have nothing to.suggest in regard to the late law in relation 
to public schools. i . 

My debility compels me to close, with the hope that I shall 
hereafter be enabled to make a more elaborate report.

RANKIN COUNTY. 
S. J. PROCTOR, SUPERINTENDENT. 


I have nothing special or important to report 5f school mat- 
ters from January 1, to August 21, 1873. 

During that time, but one publie school was taught for four 
consecutive months. Others were commenced, but, owing to 
the prevalence of whooping cough and measles in almost every 
portion of the county, the attendance was too small to justify 
their continuance, and they were closed for the time, to be re- 
opened at a more auspicious and convenient season. Owing to 
these causes, and the want of funds sufficient to conduct all 
the schools, a general suspension was ordered until thé fall. 
This suspension, I believe, will ultimately benefit the publie 
schools of the county, as it will enable me to relieve the school 
fund of debt to pay all outstanding warrants, and commence 
the scholastic year without debt and ample funds to maintain 
sixty schools, for a period of four or five months without em- 
barrassment. 

I have regarded it as an important part of my duty to pro- 
tect the teachers’. fund; to guard the teachers’ interest; to ` 
maintain the credit of school warrants, and, as far as possible, 
prevent them from being sold in the market as an object of 
speculation, and make them available to the teachers. I have 
been unwilling to contract with teachers for a certain monthly 
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salary and pay them in depreciated warrants, thereby requiring 
them to perform strictly their duties, and not pay them accord- 
ing to contract. I have not succeded*as well as I wished, but 
my exertions have kept the price of the warrants above the 

market value and prevented the teachers from suffering much 
loss. 

A neat, large and comfortable male academy will be in readi- 
ness at the beginning of the next scholastic year. This, and 
the female academy, will be furnished with new, double gothic 
desks. Several new houses will be built and others repaired, | 
in time to commence the schools in September next. 

Negotiations are now pending to purchase a large and com- 
fortable building, with the land attached, at Fannin, for a pub- 
lic school. 

I will commence the scholastic year free of debt, and, I be- 
lieve, with available funds to continue sixty schools for -four 
or five months. .I am apprehensive I shall be troubled in pro- 
curing a sufficient number of competent teachers, and that is 
the only difficulty I anticipate in advancing the school interest 
in the county. 


SUNFLOWER COUNTY. 
3. D. RINGER, SUPERINTENDENT. 


The changes in the school law empowering the Board of Su- 
pervisors to levy a tax sufficient to pay the deficit in the 
teachers’ fund, was undoubtedly a move in the right direction. 
The former manner of issuing teachers’ .warrants indiscrimi- 
nately, left all in the dark. I could have started schools in thé 
beginning of the scholastic year, but did not think it prudent 
to do so, until we had money in hand, as L am clearly convinced 
that a cash basis is for the best. We have no county levy this 
year for teachers. The general levy of eight and one-half 
mills for State, four mills for State teachers and our deficit ' 
levy of two and one-half mills, and school-house levy of one- 
half mill, left no room for any more for school purposes. Our 
only hope is for what we consider a fair apportionment. This 
county has paid into the State Treasury about two thousand 
dollars, the receipts from land redeemed. This, with the four 
mill, levy, will make a larger fund than we ever before pos- 
sessed for the exclusive use of teachers, if we get it. 

The provision in section 20 of the new school law, restrict- 
ing the Board of Supervisors in allowing any account against 
the school-house fund unless there is money in the treasury to 
pay the same on presentation, is excellent. I hope it may soon 
be engrafted so in regard to all funds pertaining to the public 
school system. Ifsuch should cause a temporary suspension, 
it would be only making a choice of the “least of two evils.". 
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“Pay as wego” would soon be the watch-word on the walls 
of our temple of education. It would do away with the credit 
system, the very bane of this county, and establish perma- 
nently the public schools on a firm basis. It would do away 
with the ring of speculating vampires that vulture-like hover 
around the capital of every county in this State, ready to suck 
the last drop of blood from a poor teacher. If any class ought 
to be well paid, it is teachers, and until they are well paid, and 
promptly, in current funds, they must, as a class, be dependent. 

So long as they are dependent, education, in which every good 
citizen | is interested, must suffer. The one and one-half mill 
tax has made some of our croakers wince and growl, and, I am 
ashamed to say, that at this late day, in the midst of progress, 
there are those who say they will not pay tax to educate a 
“nigger.” “How long, oh Lord, how long?" May God early 
send a day—a time—a circumstance, that “will purge the Siate 
of Mississippi of these ante bellum, barnacles, that in 
their weak but poisonous way retard the good ship. Over the 
destiny of the bad let the veil of the future still rest. It is to 
be hoped that compulsory education will become a part of the 
school law of this State. Parents certainly ought to be able to 
send their children four months each year, at least. In many 
places it is neglected because the parents are ignorant and do 
not and cannot be expected to appreciate or understand the 
benefits or advantages of education. Compulsory law would 
do these who now encourage education no harm, and those 
who do not, would be eventually benefited. Ignorance is not 
only the parent, but the fosterer of vice. Wherever ignor- 
ance prevails, vice revels and vilest criminality is the inevitable 
result. Let us, like true philosophers, commence on the 
cause—ignorance, and we will certainly remedy the effect—vice. 

I think the Legislature was hasty in abolishing the tax on 
“privileges, and also in reducing the poll tax to one dollar. It 
all must goto the general school fund. Doubtless, some of 
the privileges were taxed too high. The poll tax, when more 
than two dollars, was too high. I would recommend that the 
privilege tax be reinstated, payable only in currency, and to be 
set apart and to constitute a general teachers’ fund. As tothe 
extent, I must respectfully submit to the wisdom and sagacity 
of our Legislators. My reason for this objection is this: 1 
want to see the schools on a firm and proper basis. To accom- 
plish this, money, greenbacks, not depreciated warrants, is 
necessary. At present, under the taxation, the land-owner 
groaneth and squeaketh much. I do not advocate releasing 
him, but bring in somebody to assist to bear the burden. 
There is one objectionable feature in the school law—section 
17. “ Assessors to receive no commissions on amount of school 
tax herein assessed.” Ido not think it fair to subject the As- 
sessor to any more laborthan any one else; labor unpaid is 
never well done. Let him pay his tax, as he is bound to do, 
and be paid for all services rendered. 
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This report brings my connection with school matters to a 
close. Trusting that I have, during the very short period of 
my eareer as a school officer, done something, and that my 
successor will prove a much more efficient officer than myself. 


SIMPSON COUNTY. 


G. W. FARLOW, SUPERINTENDENT. “ 

I herewith submit a partial report of the condition of the 
public and private schools in Simpson county. 1 was ap- 
pointed County Superintendent in February, 1873. I met the 
old Board of Directors on the 20th of the same month. 
There being no schools in session, we transacted some unfin- 
ished business. But before the regular meeting again I was 
informed and received orders that the Board of Directors 
were abolished and the business put into the hands of the Su- 
perintenden5 and the Board of Supervisors. I forthwith pro- 
ceeded to make a full examination of the school fund in my 
county, which I found in a bad condition. No money in the 
Treasury, the school fund about eight hundred dollars behind 
and the school warrants at about twenty per cent. discount. 
In April, 1873, we drew our share of the State distribution, 
which amounted to five hundred and fifty-eight dollars, which -' 
I thought would relieve us, but I found the State warrants 
were at a discount ranging from twenty-five to thirty per 
cent., which the teachers did not wish to los: some, however, 
took them and some of them still remain in the Treasury. 

The levy made on the taxable property in the county 
amounted to $2,254 30 for teachers’ fund. Seeing the con- 
dition of the fund, I thought it advisable not to run over it. 
Hence, I only established twenty-four schools in the county— 
seventeen white and seven black, which I run for three months 
only, with the exception of five of the whites, which I had to 
curtail to two months. I succeeded in securing good and 
competent teachers. The schools were well conducted and 
the students of both colors advanced rapidly. 

I had to diversify my schools, so as to give those who did 
not have a school last year a school this, so as to mete out 
justice and give full satisfaction. 

The salary of teachers I established at $45 to $70 per 
month—seventy for tbe first grade and forty-five for the 
second. 

I only established two of the first grade schools in the 
county. And here I would remark that there ought to be some 
order as to the payment of the warrants as issued to the differ- 
ent teachers, so that no teacher could get his pay sooner than 
another. There should be a law to register the warrants by 
the County Treasurer, and he should be compelled to pay them 
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according to date. I would also state that unless the tax is 
raised, I will have to pursue the same plan next year so as.to 
give all the children an equal chance. So you will see, where 
I had school this year, next I will have to remove into another 
neighborhood. This plan seems to meet the approbation of 
the citizens of both colors, with whom Ihave taken great pains 
to explain and reason. The county is poor and in debt, on ac- 
count of having the Court-house burned, ete. l would also 
remark that there is a general satisfaction in the eounty as to 
the free school system. And the people have become more 
reconciled, and I have very little difficulty in procuring teachers. 
or in keeping order. The citizens who have been raised here 
. are now anxious to take a colored school, and seem to take an 
interest in them, which I am glad to see. The colored popula- 
tion are well behaved, and seem to appreciate the advantages 
of the free school system. It would take about double the 
amount which 1 have at my control to give a four months 
school to all the children in the county. 1 have been as liberal 
as I possibly could this year, but next year I expect to reduce 
the salaries of teachers'so as to give me three or four moro 
schgols. - 1 shall have to put our teachers’ salaries to the 
lowest rate. 


SCOTT COUNTY. 


J. W. LACK, SUPERINTENDENT. 

At the close of the school year of 1872, TM using all the 
available means to pay off the teachers, there yet remained 
about six thousand dollars unpaid, and seeing no possible way 
under the old schoollaw of paying the debt and opening schools 
for the new year, and feeling confident that our Legislature at its 
early sitting would make such changes in the schoollaw as 
would remedy the existing difficulties, therefore I prevailed 
upon the people not to make application for schools to be | 
. opened at the commencement of the year ; consequently only 
four schools were operated during the first eight months of the 
year; two were white and two colored. 

I am now happy to state that my most sanguine expectations 
were fully realized, for everything necessary for carrying out ` 
the provisions of the Constitution in regard to affording-edu- 
cational facilities to the youths of proper school age of the 
State, was provided in the new school law. 

I am well satisfied that my next report. will show the im- 
provement resulting from the change in my county. 

I have but one suggestion to make in regard to improving : 
the new law, and that is to increase the poll tax to two dollars. 
I make this suggestion from the fact that a large number who 
avail themselves of the free school facilities pay no other but 
their poll tax for educational purposes. 
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SMITH COUNTY. 


L. E. RUSSELL, SUPERINTENDENT. 


The within report is correct as far as possible. The six- 
teenth sections in this county are, and have been, in a dilapi- 
dated condition, as they had principally been sold before the 
school law went into effect. I am endeavoring to have that 
fund brought to account. Some are in a condition that can be ` 
commanded soon, and other portions will take some trouble. 
Counsel will have it all right, I think, soon. I have a good 
corps of teachers employed in both grades. The new system 
is having a happy effect, and is giving a great deal more satis», 
faction than the former system, as teachers are better satisfied, 
and the patrons think well of it. I have advertised twice for. 
students to Alcorn University, but no attendance. The citi- 
zens in some portions of the county give some trouble. When 
a school is established they appear to be willing to send their 
children, but are very indifferent, causing -some reports to be 
rather too small. The extravagant manner in which our School 
Board established free schools at the commencement of the old 
system, has caused the teachers’ fund to be under par, as too 
many schools were first permitted, and then too much wages 
allowed to teachers; consequently the teachers’ warrants are 
under par. Some have been compelled to sell their warrants at 
fifty cents.on the dollar. Ever since 1 received the appoint- 
ment from your Honor, I have been curtailing and trying to 
bring them on the proper basis, and have every evidence to 
show that 1 have done so; and am still continuing to arrange 
the matter so as to bring them to par. 


TISHOMINGO COUNTY. 


THOS. M. MILLER, SUPERINTENDENT. 


Although my term of office, as County Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, commenced January 1, 1873, as per my 
commission from you, my predecessor, Rev. J. F. Freeman, re- 
tained and performed the duties of said office until April, 1873.. 
Consequently I did not learn much from experience or other- 
wise up to August 31, 1873, on which .to base a * Narrative 
Report.” 

One fact, however, of which I am thoroughly cognizant and 
of which T am truly sorry, is the very great indifference mani- 
fested by the citizens of this county in regard to education. 
They do not appreciate the advantages to be derived from it, 
' and will not avail themselves of the opportunities, few though 
they be, of receiving even a very limited education. Parents 
are disposed to allow their children to absent themselves from 
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school on any pretext. Although opposed to compulsory 
measures on all matters, yet I would like to see the compulsory 
education system pratised for a few years, in order to give the 
people a relish for education, and that they might see the 
good effect it would have on morals, wealth, industry and 
religion. 

On the other hand, it is a difficult matter to make the free 
school system a Success on account of ineflicient teachers; not 
only deficient in education, but in industry, application and in- 
terest in, and. desire for, the success of the system. When 
teachers express a desire “for the failure of the system, and de- 
nounce it as 4 humbug and an oppression, it is hot to be sup- 
.posed that they would make efficient teachers, although re- - 


` ceiving better remuneration for their feeble services than they 


could possibly obtain. at, any other employment. My opinion 
is, that a child under six years of age should not be allowed to 
attend school. That theré should be a greater difference be- 
tween a first and second grade school, in regard to the branches 
tanght. That Superintendents should be authorized to pay 
any salary between the minimum.and maximum price estab- 
lished, according to size of school and ‘other circumstances. 
Also, authority to close schools when the attendance fell below . 
& fair proportion of the edücable children in that particular 
' district. The attendance at some schools has been so small 
that the price paid for teaching averaged seven dollars per 
month per scholar.

TIPPAH COUNTY. 


QT. B. WINSTON, SUPERINTENDENT. 


As regards the new law, I scarcely feel prepared to,express 
an opinion, since my schools for the current year have just 
been organized. I think, however, it is quite an improvement 
on the old one, and that we will get along finely so soon as 
the people generaly become acquainted with its practical . 
workings. 

Thus far our publie school session has continued only four 
months in each year, the small school revenue of the county 
preventing a longer term; the aggregate of the four mills tax 
being only about four thousand dollars per annum. 

Financiaily the school treasury is in a better condition than 
at any time since the commencment of the present system. 
All outstanding teachers’ warrants have been taken up, and 
teachers for 1873-74 will be paid their salaries monthly in 
United States currency. 

During the past year, fifty-five public schools have been 
taught in the county, by sixty-one teachers, with an enroll- 
ment of 2,973 pupils, and an average attendance of 1,783. 
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This shows an increase of about twenty per. cent. over the 
preceding year, yet both the enrollment and average are less 
than they should be, the enrollment being only about two- - 
thirds of the scholastie population of the county. 

The people need to be aroused to the importance of edu-. 
cating the youth of the country, and some means should be 
used to beget a greater interest in our schools. Nothing 
would contribute more to this than the establishing of Nor- 
mal Schools. Let the Legislature establish a sufficient number. 
of these schools to train the tegchers of the common schools 
of the State for their profession; for from this source, and 
this only, ean we hope to obtain the competent, well-trained 
teachers needed. 

Private schools have been kept up in about half of the 
school-houses in the county during all or part of the’ interim 
of the public term, and have, in most cases, been taught by 
teachers employed to teach the public schools. 

The prejudice against the public system has almost disap- 
peared. , Those who do not approve have accepted the situ- 
ation, and are active in the support of the public schools, 
The greatest obstacle to the advancement of the system has 
been the very small school income. ; 

In this connection; I deem it proper to return thanks to the 
county officials for the hearty .co-operation they have given, 
and especially to the Board of Supervisors, for the liberal 
manner in which they have always responded to my demands,

The schools in this county are in a good condition. We 
need good teachers. We are constrained to employ many 
. young men of little experience, as educators. The people 
evince a growing interest in public schools. I have made this 
report for the year 1873, from January 1, 1873, to September 1, 
1873, the commencement of a new scholastic year, 1874. 


WAYNE COUNTY. 
THOMAS HUTCHINSON, SUPERINTENDENT. 


As the County Superintendent, of Wayne, in making my re- - 
port for the fractional year of 1873, I can enter on the task 
with far brighter hopes of permanent success for the school 
system of Mississippi than heretofore experienced. By wise, 
earnest, and energetic legislation, many obstacles have been 
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removed, many pernicious clogs stricken off, and moré yet re- 
main to be dealt with hereafter before health and vigor can run 
through every part. Every year develops some imperfections, 
and every year must bring forth the appropriate remedies so' 
long as the fountain-head, “the Legislature, continues to move 
in the right direction. The circumstances of the States are, 

very different in many particulars. Arrangements suited to’ 
one may be very far from properly meeting the exigencies or 
requirements of another. As in different States, so in differ- 
ent counties of the same State. Prudence consists in discover- 
ing resemblances and differences of local affairs, and of bring- 
ing to bear the necessary action to remedy defects and encour- 
age operations in the right direction. The late State Superin- 
tendent has accomplished wonders-—almost miracles. Impar- 
tial or unprejudiced judgment must confess that he has labored 
with a zeal and assiduity, and a perseverance for the success of 
the school system which but few are capable ofimitating. Let us 
hope that his successor will prove one of the few here referred 
to. The experience of the last three or four years is before 
him, and with the opportunity of occasional consultation with 
his predecessor, we have every reason to believe that vast im- 
provements will continue to be made. 

There is a general desire for education—all will admit the 
necessity of it; but the bane—the contest is, who shall con- 
trol. One sees objections here, another somewhere else, per- - 
haps not actuated by any spirit of reform, but merely from sel- 
fish and ambitious designs to overthrow the controlling power. 
This should not be so. A system so essential to the stability 
and prosperity of a State, should not be so venomously assailed 
from motives other than those with a desire to strengthen and 
improve. 

The changes made by tke Legislature of last year in the 
school laws, have been productive of very beneficial, result: ` 
. The benefit from the collection of the school tax in the general 
currency is too manifest to be denied. The placing of County 
Superintendents in a more independent condition as to pecu- 
niary matters, and in dispensing with cumbersome and useless 
machinery, in the shape of carping, obstinate, and dilatory 
Directors, as well as the restriction on the Boards of Super- 
visors, in some particulars, are benefits too incalculable to be 
passed over without proper attention. County warrants look 
very pretty on the face so long as there is something like an 
absolute certainty of an immediate prospect for payment in 
general currency, and no longer. Without this accompany- 
ment, such warrants are offensive and not at all desirable. At 
a tremedous discount, teachers are discouraged and can have 
no disposition to engage, while knowing that others not under 
the immediate spur of necessity, must reap the benefits of 
labors performed by the properly deserving. 

. With the right sort and the proper amount of money, few 
things are impossible, but without these essentials nothing but 
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failure may be expected. If the merchant spreads too largely 
for the capital which he can command, and subjects himself to 


pressing liabilities which he cannot satisfy at the proper and . 


required time, he may rest pretty well assured that ruin will 
follow in the wake of Consequences. So in school arrange- 
ments. The taxing power of the State and of its several 
counties must be considered. Itis vain to hope for success 
to crown eveh the noblest and best efforts if we go beyond the 
power of pecuniarily sustaining them. There may be an un- 
natural stimulus for à while, but collapse, despair and failure 
will almost inevitably follow. The late changes in the school 
laws in behalf of the County Superintendents, giving them 
more power and independence, have not been without some 
trouble and annoyances. When these changes first came in 
operation, I had my own share of difficulties to contend with. 
The ignorance of some, and the designing intentions of others, 
gave considerable anxiety and vexation. Some had been 
made to believe that I had the power to establish schools in 
every hole and corner in the county, and that I should be 
guilty of a culpáble dereliction of duty if I failed to do so. 
One wanted this, another something else, while otliers threat- 
ened me with fall and ruin if I did not forthwith comply with 
their absurd ‘propositions ; in short, storming and flanking 
met nie in every direction. Conscious of duty and prudence, 
well knowing the amount of funds at command or within the 


powers of the county to supply, I remained firm and shaped: ) 


my resolutions accordingly, and by so doing have outlived the 
tide of opposition brought to bear against me, and have con- 
vinced the misinformed and misled, and have disappointed the 
plots and designs of a few who were bent, not only on my own 
destruction, but also on the ruin of the whole county as far as 
education is concerned. I have nothing to complain of with 
respect to the Board of Supervisors of this county, under the 
new laws. It has worked with me in earnestness and sincerity, 
and manifested-no disposition to wrong the colored popula- 
tion of the county in its full share of the school benefits, but 
has rather inclined to favor than oppress. Here the white 
population is the largest, yet the Board willingly consented to 
give the colored population the same number of schools as for 
the whites—ten for the whole county, five for each. While 
the existence of the Directors continued, the County Superin- 
tendent was fettered and crippled at every step, and the Board 
of Supervisors seemed to be rather in sympathy than in oppo- 
sition to the same ; but now both can act in harmony together. 
Power divided among so many, the necessary changes must be 
slow and tedious. The less distribution, the speedier and 
more effective are the results either for better or worse, accord- 
ing'to the capacity of the person or persons who exercise the 
power. We cannot concentrate, power too much, if we could 
only be certain of a wise and honest use of the same. 

In Wayne, for the year 1872, the school fund showed a de-

ficit of about five hundred dollars to meet the outstanding 
claims. To amply provide for the-future, as well as to remedy 
the deficiency of the past, the Board of Supervisors levied a 
tax in 1873, even beyond what the law allows, and had after- 
wards, by the instructions of the Public Auditor, to correct the 
same; otherwise we might have the school operations beyond 
former years. But little more can be stated in addition to 
what is contained in previous reports, in reference to sales and 
rents of school lands and indebtedness to the school funds for 
past uses. The school lands now unoccupied are worthless. 
The more valuable had long been leased for ninety-nine years, 
before the institution of public education had come in 
operation. Former officers and sharpers have, to a great 
extent, swallowed up the school funds from previous leases. 
thers have bankrupted or become so reduced by the late rev- 
olution as to be unable to pay any thing. The same may be 
said of the securities. Some few cases remained where there 
was a probability of compelling payment by process of law. 
Of these were the smaller amounts, which were brought before 
a Justice, and, as is customary in such courts in this county, 
some miserable subterfuge or evasion was raised to defeat the 
ends of justice sufficient to produce judgment in favor of the 
defendant, and cost the school fund further expense without 
any compensating return. In some or all of such cases, ap- 
Deals have been taken to a higher tribunal. But owing to the 
laws delay, the change of District Attorneys, and other un- 
avoidable causes, they have not yet been finally determined. 
The five white schools located in the county received teachers 
almost immediately, but the same cannot be stated of the 
colored. The majority of located schools for the colored re- 
mained without teachers for several months, and even up to 
this period there is yet one school wanting a teacher. Unfor- 
tunately this county contains none or next to none, among 
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-the colored, capable of teaching any school whatever. The 


county cannot afford to pay sufficient to induce teachers to 
come from afar; and to pay higher for such than is allowed for 
white schools, would be a fruitful source of contention and 


* complaint—perhaps producing more evil than good. It is 


almost impossible to find a white teacher in the county suffic- 
iently devoid of prejudice and possessing fortitude enough to 
engage in a colored school. Let us hope that this unhappy 
state of feeling will soon wear away. In other instances, time 
has greatly lessened evils which so acrimoniously prevailed a 
short time ago. 

Whatever has a tendency to increase the wealth of a State 
or county, cannot be an irrelevant subject in a work of this 
nature, because an increase of wealth must bring a proportion- 
ate inerease to the school funds everywhere, thus enabling us 
to open wider and wider the gates of education. 

I have no prejudice against railroads, but on the contrary, 
would make them more prosperous, and, as necessity and 
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means advance, would extend them more and more. The 
railroads give employment to a great number of hands, and, 
perhaps, convey produce cheaper and more expeditiously than 
by any other means. So far, so good. But Congress, unin- 
tentionally perhaps, committed a sad error in donating such 
vast areas of the publfe lands to private corporations without 
any restrictions: whatever. The effects of such lavish liber- 
ality are now being severely felt. 

- Of my own county, I can testify. Thousands more can bear 
testimony to the same. Here the rude wilderness is not con- 
verted into “luxurious gardens,” nor the wild desert made to 
“blossom as the fragrant rose;" but on the contrary, wide- 
spread poverty and fell despair reign to an alarming extent, 
made so by the insane and blighting conduct of thesMobile and 
Ohio Railroad Company. This Company complains of poverty 
and inability to pay expenses. With such pernicious manage- 
ment, it cannot be otherwise. As with the individual, so with 
brainless Companies. One will blunder, fail and fall; while 
another, the successor, under more adverse circumstances, will 
amply succeed. This Railroad Company is silly enough to 
think that by parsimonious savings, by compelling the public 
to pay increased charges, and by wringing from poor settlers 
on railroad lands the last dollar in the shape of rents, that these 
are the means to soon get rich and powerful. More foolish 
ideas could not possibly be entertained. A reduction in charges 
for passage and transportation of freight would, as in all other 
experiments, increase business and enterprise of every sort, 
and by so doing realize more profits than by the contrary ex- 
treme, An inordinate disposition for illiberal and parsimoni- 
ous savings alone will never avail much without the necessary 
and prudent operations to secure income. But the blindest of 
all movements is the persistent and advancing efforts to make 
wealth from railroad lands by oppressive rents. From such 
movements, the colored - population aré the greatest sufferers. 
These were set at liberty almost centless and landless. Before, 
men settled on the railroad lands the same as the public lands, 
without interruption. The freedmen wanted homes, and 
: cleared up the wilds with admirable vigor and alacrity, "This 
was no sooner done than a eapricous agent was employed by 
the Railroad Company to exaet rents, without any regard to 
the price according to grade, quality, and fixedness or certainty 
of tenure, which’ generally govern the renting system of all 
civilized countries. Some favored, many ruinously oppressed. 

No rule, no justice, no impartiality in the demands made for 
rent—aM left to an arbitrary and incompetent agent to favor, 
oppress, and break down, aecording to his unlimited will or 
inclination. No encouragement to labor and improve, because 
not knowing what moment the destroyer may appear and sweep 
all away by attachment and distraint. By such atrocious 
operations the resources of the county are locked up, and beg- 
gary, starvation and crime are the results. Such abuses cry 
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alóud for immediate redress. The Legislature can and should 
give the remedy without delay. The public lands are not 
taxed; neither are the railroad lands. No rents are demanded 
for the use of the public’ lands, nor should there be any for the 
use of railroad lands, as long as the privilege of exemption 
from taxation is allowed. If the railroad Company is deter- 
mined to demand all the rights of private property it should 
be compelled to bear the burdens of it by taxation, according 
to value, as the rest of private property is. 

If this infatuated Company cannot see its own true interest, 
nor the interest of the community which is influenced by it, either 
for weal or woe, it should be compelled give way orto learn 
something different by a strict administration of justice. It is 
not unreasonable to presume that the Railroad Company is not 
benefited from what it gets by rental exactions, yet hundreds 
and thousands have to endure privation and want in conse- 
quence of this shameful mode of rental acquirements. 

The'agent employed for this purpose, according to his. own 
statement, swallows up all, or nearly so, for his destructive ser- 
vices. The Legislature can bring this Company to its senses 
by demanding from it either a cessation of rents altogether, or 
the payment of taxes in proportion to value: In the latter case 
it would be necessitated to sell lands at reasonable prices, so 
that the poor and almost destitute could get homesteads in 
security, thereby not only improving their own condition, but 
also the wealth of the county, as well as the school fund, in 
proportion. 

The same effects would follow pretty much from a cessation 
of rents. By such Legislative requirements, the Company 
itself would be benefletd. by the change against its own will; 
for none will deny that with theincrease of wealth, the Railroad 
must be the greatest partaker. 


WASHINGTON COUNTY. 
J. W. PILES, SUPERINTENDENT. 


It may be remembered that the last annual report for this 
county was my first task after appointment, and contained but 
a summary of observations derived from papers found on file 
in the office. Since that time I have made personal inspection 
of nearly all the schools in the district, and have given par- 
ticular attention to the redemption of the county credit and 
placing the school fund on a sound financial basis. 

Perhaps never before in the history of the county was there 
a more reckless administration, or a greater abuse perpetrated, 
than during the scholastic year 1872-3 on the school fund. 
The most extravagant policy, indorsed or justified by the 
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silence of a part of the supervising agents ; the market became 
flooded with a worthless paper, wantonly issued after a most: 
ruthless discount. l - 

To check this tide of corruption and intercept the frauds 
then in existence was our first duty ; and but for the unfore- 
seen national financial crisis the community could now feel 
and appreciate the effects of our efforts. 

It could not be expected that such lamentable faults in the 
supervision had a very salutary effect upon the schools in an 
operative sense. Teachers who were not found derelict in 
duty were doubtless disheartened and crippled in ambition 
while suffering under the enormous sacrifice of fifty per cent. 
on their warrants. Children, struggling under equal disad- 
vantages, unprovided with: any of the comforts or sppurte- 
nances so essential to the progress of a public school, were 
scarcely repaid for the loss of time by the benefit received. 
(Hence the very small per cent. of enrollment on enumeration. ) 

Another fact to be deplored is, that of the school houses 
owned by the county but one has been erected in the last three 
years. The remaining twenty-eight schools have been beld in 
charches and “quarter” buildings. Of these, the former being 
more commodious and better located, are comparatively more 
thrifty ; and notwithstanding the apparatus adapted to school 
use and for church service are vastly different, in consideration 
of the'deficit ($4,000) in the House Fund, the mutual interest 
of the church, the relation of education to religion, and the 
very cordial welcome we have had from that source in the past, 
their abandonment was not provided for this year. 

The condition of those schools held in the quarters" I need 
not attempt to describe, as the same can be gbserved through- 
out the State; usually not more than sixteen by sixteen feet 1n 
dimension, and often used as a sleeping compartment at night, 
Children sit upon beds, boxes and slabs, affording no support 
for the feet or rest to the back. The situation is worse, if 
possible, in winter than in summer. Cold, dark and smoky, 
the introduction of light is followed by. an excess in ventila- 
tion, while the súrrounding influences make it impossible for 
the pupil to acquire habits of study or the teacher to enforce 
rules of order and discipline. 

The idea that the common schools of the country compare 
favorably with the domestic condition of the peuple, has long 
since been ignored by the honest and considerate citizen. It ' 
is almost universally conceded that the publie school should 
be made desirable and attractive. Comfort, light and learning 
are her proper attributes. : à; 

The donation of school sites and material offered in almost 
every part of the county, I take as an evidence that the people 
are awake to their interests and duty, and that our beneficial 
work is growing rapidly into favor. 

With a very manifest necessity for additional provisions, 
and this expression. of a willingness on the part of the people 
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to meet the county half way, we submitted our estimates in 
July last, and, thanks to an efficient law and the prompt atten- 
tion of the Board óf Supervisors, we will soon have a more 
promising state of affairs. 

The eight school-houses, for the construction of which the 
Board has provided, are barely adequate for the present emer- 
gency; but the outstanding indebtedness against the school- 
house fund was so large we could do no better this year. 

If I may be pardoned in making one observation relative to 
the division of the scholastic year, I promise the reader to be 
very brief. While the average number of months that schools 
were in session last year, was but seven and one-half, the declared 
policy of the late Board of School Directors was to maintain 
them nine months, which would necessitate a fall term. The 
difficulty mn revoking a well-seated custom must certainly have 
been experienced by all who have had connection with this de- 
partment for any length of time. With great doubt as to the 
wisdom of a fall session, no encouragement was given, and 
only upon the urgent importunities of the Boards of Trustees 
and their promise of patronage, were a few of the country 
schools put in operation last October. The fact is, that the 
attendance has not approximated their most sanguine assur- 
ance. I do not hesitate to state that the demands of the crops, 
the scarcity of money, and the migration of labor had much to 
do with it; yet I feel thoroughly convinced, without involving 
the question of economy, that to put the country schools in 
operation on the first Monday in January, and allow them to 
continue as long as the funds should last, without running into 
the succeeding scholastic year, would be far more practicable, 
and insure more “telling” results. The objection might be 
raised that the benefit could not be dispensed with so great 
effect because of the hot months being less conducive to study 

„and learning; but a variety of exercises and methods of instruc- 
-tion could be introduced that would more than balance the 
want of interest and other disadvantages labored under in the 
fall. Cities with more than two thousand inhabitants will 
have a remedy in their authority to levy a special tax for 
' deficit in teachers’ fund. 

I do not regard the. salary fixed by law for teachers, sufficient 
to secure the best material; yet the teachers in this county, of 
the different "grades of schools, under the new system, this 
year, will realize more than the teachers of a corresponding 
grade, last year. 

An examination of candidates for the State Normal. School 

was held, and certificates granted by the Representatives, upon 
` the recommendation of the County Superintendent, but the de- 
rangement in the money rarket rendered the parents unable 
to give them an outfit. 

Latest accounts from the students at Oxford were of the most 
encouraging nature. Of the three candidates to whom a free . 
scholarship in Alcorn University was awarded, one died about 
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the. middle of the academic year, another has not returned 
owing to sickness, while the third is now a teacher in the 
county. ee. pk T NE 
In conclusion, I feel proud in being able to state that the pros- 
pects of the educational interests of this county are now very 
bright. A number of suits have been instituted for the re- 
covery of lands, and moneys loaned. The collection of these ` 
debts at a very early day, together with the rental of school 
lands leased, I apprehend will be quite sufficient to retire all 
outstanding claims against the teachers” fund, and place our 
county paper at par value., ` 


.YALOBUSHA COUNTY. 
SAMUEL B. BROWN, SUPERINTENDENT, 


I have the honor herewith to present you this. my fourth an- 
nual report of the working of the public schools in Yalobusha 
county. It gives me great pleasure.to state that the scholastic 
year closed with the kindest of feelings between the Superin- 
tendent, teachers, patrons and pupils. 

Whilst we have not been able to pay teachers as large 
salaries as some -other counties, our teachers? warrants have, 
without an exception, been cashed on presentation at the desk 
of. the County Treasurer. They have realized for the teacher 
face value, and are good for one hundred cents on the dollar. 
Not a warrant has been put on the market, and not a warrant 
_ is now in existence uncanceled. 

The enrollment and average attendance of pupils is com- 
paratively small. This we attribute, in a great degree, to the 
fact that a majority of our people are engaged in farming, and 
they are compelled, more or less, ta keep their children at 
home to work their crops. 

We are not altogether favorably impressed with-the new 
school law, eSpécially that portion of it dispensing with the 
Board of Directors. I do not think that the Board of Super- 
visors can be made as efficient as the old Board, from the fact 
that they are burdened with’ aN the business of the county, 
and will not give educational matters that attention that the 
Board of Directors did, whose only and sole official business - 
was the educational interest of their respective districts. - : 

Owing to the postponement in the collection of taxes, it 
has been deemed advisable- not to open the public schools in 
this county before the fifteenth of February. The Board of 
Mayor and Aldermen of Water Valley have appointed the 
first Monday in March to begin the public schools in that city. 

In consequence of ‘the small amount of taxes levied for 
teachers’ fund, and to keep oúr school warrants at par value, 
the County Superintendent, by and with the advice and con- 


gon 


sent of the Board of Supervisors, has déclared all schools in 
the county third grade, and placed the salaries of-teachers at 
the minimum price—that is, $35 per month. This arrange- 
ment, as far as I have been able to judge, is giving very gen- 
eral satisfaction. 

The more I see of the public school system and its workings, 
the more thoroughly am I convinced that the school law should 
be so modified or changed as to use the money on the pro rata 
plan. By using the school fund in this way we can run our 
schools ten months in the year, and give more general satis-: 
faction. i

CHANGE OF THE SYSTEM OF THE UNIVERSITY, 


Af'a meeting of the Board of Trustees, held in Jackson, on 
the 26th day of October, 1870, the following action was taken ` 
in reference to a long contemplated alteration in the plan of 
instruction in the University : 

Resolved, That itis the sense of this Board of Trustees, that 
the following shall be adopted as the plan of operation of the 
University of Mississippi: Three general Reparnnents shall 
be included in the plan, viz:. 

1, A Department of Preparatory Education, i 

2. A Department of Science, Literature and the Arts. 

9. A Department of Professional Education. | 


I. DEPARTMENT OF PREPARATORY EDUCATION. 


Under the first of th general departments, is included a 
University High-School, in which shall be taught all those 
branches. of study relimi ary to the University course, Viz:

_ The four Under graduate Parallel Courses shall be known as,

course are all compulsory for that course.

This degree is a professional one, implying the ability of the - 


recipient to. teach, practice and expand, by independent 
research, th'e branches of knowledge wherein he graduates. 
Candidates for the degree of Ph. D. are required to furnish 
evidence that they have. either accomplished the course of 
B. A., in all its parts, as required in this institution, or in 


some other of equal grade ; or, in case no regular Collegiate . 


course has been pursued, to prove by examination that they 
possess an equivalent amount of knowledge. 
The requirements for graduation shall be special proficiency 


in any three Departments of knowledge, (as -usually defined,) > 


and the presentation of a satisfactory dissertation on some 
subject of original research connected therewith. For degrees 
in the Natural Sciences, a knowledge of the French and Ger- 
man languages is a prerequisite ; in other cases, a knowledge 
of any Modern Language, in addition to the English, will be 
required. The final examination for this degree will be held 
' in the presence of the whole Faculty, at any time during the 
session, when the candidate may deem himself prepared to 
undergo the same, and he must be recommended for examina- 
tion by at least two of the Professors in whose departments he 
expects to graduate. In this examination all members of the 
Faculty will be at liberty to question the candidate upon any 
subject embraced in the degree, or in the preliminary courses. 


BOOK-KEEPING. 


This highly important branch of knowledge has been very 
successfully taught during the past session. Two distinct 
classes were formed, and a course of instruction given in all 
the various departments of Commercial Science... The entrance 
upon this course is entirely voluntary, but strict registry is 
kept of the progress and attendance of each student who joins 
the classes, and he is examined at the close of the session.

TERMS OF ADMISSION INTO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ARTS. 


. 1. Applicants for admission into the first year’s class of the 

Bachelor of Arts Course must be able to sustain a satisfactory 
examination on English Grammar, Geography, Arithmetic— 
Fundamental Principles, Fractions, both common and decimal, 
Ratio and Proportion, Percentage, Involution and Evolution. 
Students will be examined also upon Algebra, Davies* Elemen- 
tary, through Equations of the second degree; and, besides 
the foregoing, the following books, or the equivalent in Latin 
and Greek: Latin Grammar, (Harkness’ or Andrews and Stod- 
dard's ), Cæsar, Cicero's Orations against Cataline, four books 
of the ZEneid of Virgil, and Hadley’ s. Greek Grammar, with 
Whiton’s First Lessons in Greek. , 

2. -Applicants for advanced classes must be proficient i in the 
studies prescribed in preliminary classes. 

3 Candidates for the first year’s class of the Bachelor of 
Science Course will be examined on all the studies required for 
the first year of the Bachelor of Arts Course, except the Greek. 

4, Candidates for the Bachelor ‘of Philosophy.Course and 
Civil Engineering will be examined on the same, with the ad- 
dition of the whole of Davies’ Elementary Algebra, or its 
equivalent, omitting both the Latin and Greek Languages, 

5, The age of admission to the first year of any course is at 


least sixteen years, and a proportional increase of-age is ře- `> 


quired for an advanced class. In ease of superior qualifica- 
tions the Faculty have power to dispense with this requisition. 
6. Certificates of good moral character are required of all 
candidates for admission; and if from another collegé, this cer- 
Be must show that the student was honorably discharged. 
* T. Candidates for admission must report to the Chancellor 
or Vice Chancellor within twenty- -four hours after their arrival. 


TERMS, EXAMINATION, COMMENCEMENT, ETC. 


The session consists of nine consecutive months, divided 
into two terms of four and a half monthseach. The first term 
begins on the first Wednesday in October annually, and con- 
tinues to the middle of February. The second term, begin- 
ning at the close of the first, continues to the last Thursday of 
June following. 

There are two examinations of all the classes during the. 
“year. The first (which is the intermediate or semi-annual 
examination ) is held during the second week of February, and 
the second (which is the annual examination.) begins with that 
of the graduating classes, one month before Commencement, and 
the remaining classes are examined during the latter half of 
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the month of June. These examinations are'both written and 
oral. 

The Annual Commencement is held 'on the last Thursday of. 
June, on which day Academical and Honorary Degrees are con- 
ferred. On the preceding Sabbath a sermon is delivered i in the 
University Chapel before the Trustees, Faculty, students and 
citizens assembled, by some minister of the gospel previously 
appointed. The intervening days from the Sabbath to Thurs- 
day are occupied by exhibitions of elecútion from students, 
and by honorary orations. 

On the day of Commencement, diplomas are delivered to 
graduates of the various courses who have finished the pre- 
scribed curriculum, and have sustained a satisfactory examina- ' 
tion in all the studies of the course whose degree they propose 
to take. 


, | A FREE STUDENTS. 


1. All students residing in Mississippi ate admitted into- the 
University free of charge for tuition. but certain other' dues, 
as fuel; matriculatión fee and deposit, are required. This pro- 
vision of free tuition 'applies to the Department of Science, 
Literature and the Arts, only. 

2, Students preparing for the Ministry of any-denomination 
of Christians, from any State, will be admitted into each class 
without tuition fee, on application to the Faculty, presenting a 
certificate from the church judieatory having control over 
them as candidates for the Gospel Ministry, according to thé 

¿rules of the church to which they belong. But whenever the 
student shall abandon such intention, or shall act in a manner 
inconsistent therewith, the fees so dispensed with shall be con- 
sidered due. 

3. Any young man desirous of entering the University, but 
unable to pay for tuition, will be admitted by the Faculty with- 
out fee, on standing the regular examination, and producing 
certificates of good moral' ‘character and his inability to pay; 
such certificate to be ‘signed by some resident minister, or the. 
principal of some academy in the neighborhood from which 
he comes. N 


COUNTY SCHOLARSHIPS. . OU 


The Legislature, in 1871, enacted a law which provides that 
one'student from every representative district in the several 
counties of the State, shall be selected by a Board of Exam- 
iners, to whom one hundred' dollars shall be allowed from the

nual Catalogue of the University.

The degree, or di- 
ploma, thus obtained is made, by statute, a license to practice 
law fn any court in Mississippi. The student may enter 
the class at any time, though he is advised to be here at the 
beginning of the session, about the first of October.

Text-books are the chief means of instruction in this school, 
and lectures are not read to the class, for law is too abstruse a 
learning to be taught after that fashion., One of the chief advan- 
tages of a law school—and especially of one not overcrowded 
with students—is that, by a rigorous course of examination, 
repeated with. every student every day on his day's reading, ` 
thorough accuracy is guaranteed in his mastery of the subject. 
In this school, every student is thus, examined every day, about 
three hours a day being devoted to this exercise, and explana- 
tions being. given on those.points which this rigorous exami- 
nation may show that the student does not sufticiently under- 
stand. ‘ "E 

A practice has also been adopted here of requiring students, ' 
frequently, to write down in the recitation room a synopsis of 
their latest reading, in order to compel them to that accuracy 
which is essential to a lawyer; and each student is in turn re- 
quired to stand up before the class, and, in a manner as decent 
and quiet as possible, to deliver an oral statement of the.con- 
tents of the chapter, and sometimes a synopsis of the book 
under perusal. This is done to train the young men to the art 
of forensic oratory; for they are not allowed to deliver a mem- . 
orized statement, and their exercise apounts to the same thing 
as an oral argument at the bar, and is, perhaps, the only prac- 
tical mode*of teaching the art of public speaking. Ob- 
viously, the fewer the students, the more training of this kind 
each one can obtain. o. 

No young man who has attempted, without associates in 
study, to master the voluminous learning of the law, need be 
told ot the dismal ¿nd often overpowering dreariness of such an 
undertaking. Blackstone, after quoting.a very great lawyer, Sir 
Henry Speelman’s »onfession, that such a trial had made his 
soul sink within him, condems the effort to learn law by “se- 
questering one’s self from the world, and by a tedious, lonely 
process, extracting the theory of the law from a mass of undi- 
gested learning.” He equally condems the effort to ¿learn it 
“by an assidious attendance on the courts, to pick up theory 
and practice together.’ A law-school gives the student im- 
mense relief from this painful irksomeness attending his first 
year or two’s plodding in the endless volumes of the law. 
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Such relief is derived from the emulation and companionship , 
of studying in classes, and from the daily examinations. The 
Students are constantly discussing their studies not only with' 
the Professor, but with each other, and theif interest is thus 
prevented from flagging, and their daily wo from becoming 
repulsive. 

Besides, however, she advantage of precision in his learning, 
and of a much livelier, and therefore, much more vigorous 
prosecution of his studies, to be derived by a law student from 
the daily discussions of a law-school, there is another question, 
namelv, whether a law office or a law-school be the better place 
for learning law in a scientific method, such as every man must 
pursue to obtain success; and on this question, the attention 
of students and of the profession is invited to the opinion of . 
Sir William Blackstone: 

* Making due allowance,” says he, “for one or two shining 
exceptions, experience may teach us to ‘fortell that a lawyer 
educated to the bar in subservience to attorneys and solicitors, 
will find he has begun at the wrong end. If practice be the 
whole he is taught, practice must'also be the whole he will ever . 
know. He must never aspire to form, and seldom expect to 

comprehend, any arguments drawn, a priori; from the spirit of 
the laws and the natural foundations of justice.” 

On the other hand, speaking ef the law school, he says: 

“Tf the student will afford himself here a year or two further 
leisure, to lay the foundation of his future labors in a solid and 
scientific method, without thirsting too early to attain that 
practice which it is impossible he ‘should rightly comprehend, 
he will afterward proceed with the greatest ease, and will unfold 
the most intricate points with an intuitive rapidity and clear- 
ness.’

Instruction in Practical Agriculture will consist of exercisés 
on the College Farm, under the direction of the Superinten- 
dent, Dr. M. W. Phillips, whose name has been identified with 
the cause of Rational and Progressive Agriculture in the 
. Southwest for thirty-five. or forty years past, and whose zeal 
and services in this behalf are too well known to render further 
comment necessary. 

In these exercises, students will be required to perform 
manual labor, in so far only, as may be requisite for a thorough 
knowledge of the objects and mode of performance of agri- 
cultural operations, and to acquire familiarity with the use : of 
- implements. Beyond this, farm labor will not be imposed 
upon them; but they will be encouraged to engage in it, and 
be compensated for any labor they may perform, at customary 
rates. 

Instruction in the Special Agriculture and Geology of the 
State will be based upon the extensive collection of soils, sub. 
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soils, marls and rocks, from all portions of the State, which is 
one of the most.important results of the State Agricultural 
Survey. Students will thus be taught, not only what they ' 
should do in certain supposititous cases, but what are, in fact 
ces practice, the cases they will have to deal with in their own 
tate. i 
Students desirous of engaging in other studies than those 
embraced in the full curriculum, can do so, provided they are 
prepared to pursue them profitably, and do not aspire to the 
diploma of B. S. A.; which will, nevertheless, be awarded to 
any student sustaining a satisfactory examination in all the 
subjects embraced in the course. WK 
The conditions of the Congressional grant will be fully com- 
plied with by the organization of the Mechanical and Military 
Keess, so soon as the requisite funds. shall have been pro-. 
vided. 


THE COLLEGE FARM, D 

An eligible and beautiful site on the University section, in 
every way adapted to the purposes of the Department of Ag- 
riculture, Horticulture and Botany, has been selected, and 
ninety acres inclosed under a substantial plank .fence with 
cedar posts. An additional field of about sixteen acres is 
under cultivation in the various articles of produce, such as 
Cotton, Corn, Hungarian Grass, Lucerne, Sweet and Irish Po- 
tatoes, ete., manured in plots with most of the various manures, 
and fertilizers in the market, by way of experiment. A large 
number of fruit trees has been set out, embracing a general- 
selection of varieties (adapted to the South), of Apples, Pears, 
Peaches, Plums, Apricots, Figs, Mulberries, etc. A very select 
collection of Roses has been procured, with a view to exhibit- 
ing the choicest varieties of flowers as well as of fruits. As soon 
as it can be done, small grains will be experimented upon, on 
a limited scale, with and without the various fertilizers; and 
forage crops will be fully tested, some few grasses, clover, etc., 
being already on trial. : l 

Concurrently with the farm, and under the direction and 
superintendence of the Professor of Botany, a Botanical Gar- 
den, with greenhouse and propagating pits, will constitute 
prominent, as they are essential, parts of the general equip- 
ment of the department. Not only the best of fruits, but the 
choicest of flowers, should be exhibited to the student, educating 
his taste as well as his mind, and pointing out other objects in 
life beyond the mere improvement of the intellect and the ac- 
quisition of money. 

A collection of improved implements will also be provided, 
and the attention of manufacturers and vendors of such" is 
called to the fact that few advertisements can be more useful 
to them than the exhibition and use of their implements at the 
State College of Agriculture. 
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Agriculturál experiments will be carried on, in connection 
with the farm and garden, to such an extent? as may be com- 
patible with the requirements of instruction and the means at 
command. . : 

All the prominent Agricultural Journals of the United States 
have been provided for the Reading-room, in addition to a large 
selection of Reviews, Magazines, as well as Dailies and Week- 
lies, both foreign and domestic. 

While the present endowment is sufficient to accomplish 
more than a first step toward providing for the requirements 
of practical instruction, it is hoped that before- long such fur- 
ther Legislative or Congressional aid will be extended to the 
Department as will render its equipment commensurate with 
the great end to be attained, and equal to'that of any of its 
sister institutions in the land. ) 

It is hoped that the agricultural population will make its 
influence felt in the councils of the State, so that the obliga- 
tion contracted by the acceptance of the Congressional dona- 
tion may be fulfilled, and the means provided for furthering, in 
a liberal spirit, the means of instruction .and experiment. 
The Department ought to be able to exhibit and test the best 
breeds of cattle, sheep, hogs, and even horses, etc., for com- 
parison with native stock, and as an authentic source from 
which our people mag obtain improved breeds. - It should, in 
short, be a complete Agricultural, Horticultural and Floral 
School ; its object being to combine correct theory and prac- 
tice, never neglecting either, but holding that it is no less 
important to know why a: work is done and how it should be 
done, than to be able to do it in a particular case or spot on 
the home farm. . 

Admitting, as we must do, that our work is but just begun, 
and thát our resources are as yet inádequate to the accom- 
plishment of all that should be done in' the great cause of 
Industria! Education, yet it is our determination to go forward, 
in the confident expectation of ultimate success ; trusting to 
the generous support of the Legislature, the co-operation of the 
State and County Agricultural Associations, and the fast 
growing appreciation on the part of our agricultural popula- 
tion of the vital importance of a more rational ‘practice in 
Agriculture. ` " : S os `

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MISCELLANEOUS. 
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E At the opening of the session the first business will be the 
location of students in their rooms. "They report their location 
to the Chancellor, and are not at liberty to change it without 
his permission. 

Students of a former session who desire to retain the room 

‘occupied by them at the close of the session may do so, pro- 

ided they attend punctually; but if they are not personally 
present at the time of general allotment, their room will not be 
reserved, except in special cases - 

Every study-room in the University is designed for two stu- 
dents. No student caa draw for a room in his own name 
singly; nor can a student who desires to hold the same room 
from one session to another, and whose room-mate may have 
retired, be allowed the privileges, unless he obtains another 

< ‘room-mate. : ; : 

Absences from the University during the sessione are not 
permitted except for reasons of importance. * The parent has, ` 
at all tímes, the right to withdraw his son from college en- 
tirely, without reason assigned; but without so withdrawing 
him he cannot relieve him of the obligation to attend en his 
duties at the University. The incidental absences of students 
during the session are exceedingly disadvantageous, both to 
themselves and to the University. While, therefore, the Faculty 
permit them, in cases where propriety or urgent necessity 

. Seem to make them unavoidable, they hold it to be a to 
inquire into the reason for which the permission is solicited 

At the end of every month during the session, a-circular is - 
addressed to the parent or guardian of each student, giving 
such information in regard to the standing and deporiment of 
the student as may be esteemed most important. In any case ` 
in which the irregularities of the student’s attendance upon 
college exercises exceeds a certain limit, a special netice is 
seat to draw attention to the fact. ; 

No Undergraduate can receive a discharge from the Univer- 
sity except on application to the Chancellor, in writing, by his 
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parent or guardian. The law provides that'no certificate of 
discharge shall be delivered to a student; but that such cer- 
tificate, when issued, shall be addressed to the parent or guar: 
dian at his usual post-office. 


CONCLUDING REMARKS. 


The frequency with which young men, desiring to become 
members of the Upiversity, are found to be but imperfectly 
possessed of even the very moderate attainments required of 
them for admission, joined to the fact, which experience has 
proved, that any abatement of the rigor of the rules in the 
case of a single individual, however meritorious .he may be, 


£ 


and however peculiar the circumstances, only serves to open .j. 


the way to a multitude of applications for similar indulgencies, 
has lead the Faculty to adopt the resolution, elsewhere stated 
in its proper place, to admit, in no case, a student to member- 
ship of any class in the University, who fails to^come fully up 
to the standard of qualification which the law exacts. To 
have a standard and to disregard it, is equivalent to having no 
standard at all. And to expect that a grade of scholarship, 
honorable to the University, can possibly be maintained while 
the only guarantee which can secure it is relinquished, is as 
unreasonable as it is inconsistent. : 
There is a responsibility resting upon the schools of higher 
learning in a State, in regard to the order of attainment which 
they exact of their pupils and to the thoroughness of instruc- 
tion which they impart, which extends beyond their own 
limits, and is vastly more weighty than that which they owe 
their more immediate members, For nothing is more certain 
than that the schools of secondary education will take their 
tone from those above them. If little is demanded by the col- 
leges of the youth whom these schools send to them, it is n. 
reasonable to expect that they will furnish more. Experience 
proves that rather, whatever be the amount of the exaotion— 
whether little or much—the probabilities are that the school 
will come up to that limit, only feebly and imperfectly, at best, 
instead of surpassing it. The whole system of popular educa- 
tion in a State, depends, therefore, for its efficiency "upon the 
fidelity of the colleges to their trust, and the honest thorough- 


ness with which they do their work. And no amount of effort, 
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however well-meant or earnest, directed toward the improve- : 


ment cf the secondary and primary schools among any people, 
can result in producing the benefits aimed at if it fails to recog- 
nize the controlling influence of the colleges in impartingjto - 
the schools their spirit, or to sustain and encourage the col- 
leges.in their endeavor to make themselves respectable. 

The Faculty are aware that the course they prescribe to. 
themselves is not that which: may tend to swell most rapidly, 
the number of names enrolled on their catalogue. This is, a 
consideration of very secondary moment. If, by evén dimin- 
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ishing their numbers, they should succeed through that 
diminution in exerting an elevating influence, reaching ulti- 
mately all the schools of the State, they would feel that they 
had accomplished, for the cause of education in Mississippi, 
more than they would have dene by an increase to which the 
wishes of the most sanguine friends of the University could 
extend. Even one thousand students, if such a number could 
be coliected at the University, instead of about,one quarter as 
many, would still fall immeasurably short of the multitude of 
youth within our territorial limits who must be educated ; and 
such an increase of the number educated here, insignificant as 
it must be after all compared with the whole, would be but 
poorly purchased at the expense of degrading the character of 
the education received by all the rest. ` 

The Faculty look, therefore, with confidence to the public to 
sustain them in their effort to place the University on a level 
with the institutions of the very highest grade of learning in 
the country, and thus to make it the instrument of giving tone 
and vigor to the whole educational system of the State of 
Mississippi. E `

This University occupies the site of the Institution formerly 
known as Oakland College. It is situated in Claiborne county, 
Mississippi, four and one-half miles northeast from Rodney, 
on the Mississippi river. The location is high and healthful 
and the surroundings agreeable and attractive in an eminent 
degree. Oakland College was the oldest Academic Institution 
in the State, and for more than thirty years a seat of learning 
and science. These refining influences still pervade the coun- 
try surrounding the Uuniversity, and exercise their silent but 
potent influence. The campus in which are situated the 
University buildings is a beautiful oak grove, gently -undu- 
lating and clothed in a perennial dress of green verdure, pleas- 
ing to the eye and conducive to health and quietude. It is 
far removed from the contaminating influence of town or city 
life. There are no haunts of dissipation to lead the unwary ` 
astray; but in the country, in the midst of a moral and highly. 
cultivated community,.the student is continually surrounded 
by all those influences which tend to develope his moral 
character during the period of his intellectual training.

THE BUILDINGS

THE CHAPEL —— 


Is a large, substantial brick building, tliree stories in height 
and of dimensions 65x112 feet. It contains rooms for recita- 
tions, philosophical apparatus, laboratory, cabinet, library, and 
a hall sufficiently large to seat nine hundred persons. It has 
been thoroughly repaired, painted and renovated throughout ; 
the recitation rooms have been’ provided with: new desks and

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furniture, the walls whitened, and every department. presents a 
neat and cheerful appearance. 


THE DORMITORIES 


Are two story brick buildings 45x48 feet, each capable of ac- 
commodating thirty-two students. They are comparatively 
uew, with substantial slate roofs, hard finish ceilings, dry, airy 
and comfortable; these have also been thoroughly repaired, 
painted and renovated. The. frame cottages, five in number, 
have alsó been repaired and renovated. All the dormitories are 
furnished with good new bedsteads and comfortable bedding, 
and contain grates, tables, wash-stands and chairs. 


THE LITERARY HALLS 
"AD Ers 
"Are elegant brick structures, two stories in height, about 50x80 
and well adapted for literary exercises. The lower room in 
each building is furnished with handsome book cases and the 
upper stories s furnished for society halls. No institution in the 
country has better facilities for these purposes so indispensa 
ble to the proper education of the American student. These 
halls have been repainted, and such necessary repairs put upon 
them as would preserve them from going to decay. One of 
them will, for the present, be used as a dormitory, in case Ve 
necessities of the University demand it. 


THE REFECTORY, 


Or boarding house, is a large two story frame building, with a 
basement; the basement contains the dining hall, a room capa- 
ble of seating two hundred students ; a store room and a pan- 
try. The upper stories are devóted to the Superintendent and 
family, and rooms for the employees of the Institution. This 
building though frame, now nicely repainted white, with green 
blinds, and extensive balconies, presents a handsome appear- 
ance, and is well calculated for the purpose for which it was 
constructed. A commodious kitchen, furnished with a fine 
cooking range, and a capacious wash house, are among the 
out-buildings EE to the refectory.

Is a handsome two story frame with basement. It has been 
newly painted white, with green blinds, and was comfortably 
furnished, by the Executive Committee at the opening of the 
University in 1871.

‘ORIGIN AND ENDOWMENT OF THE UNIVERSITY. 


Alcorn University was created by the Act of the Legislature - 


of Mississippi, approved May 13, 1871. By the-Act of incor- 
poration “the sum of fifty thousand dollars in cash is appro- 
priated and set apart in the Treasury for each and every year 
Of ten successive years, beginning on the first day of July, 
1871, for the establishment and management of a'seminary of 
learning, to be styled, Alcorn University of Mississippi.” 

In addition thereto, by Act of the Legislatüre, approved, 
May 13,1871; Alcorn University was granted by the State 
three fifths of the proceeds of the sale of the Agricultural Col- 
lege Land Serip. 'This fund amounted- to $189 000, three- 
ffths of which, or $113 400 became the property of Alcorn 
University, the income from which, under the terms 
of the donation is to be devoted to the maintenance of 
the Agricultural and Mechanical department of the Institution. 
In complianee with his duties under the Act, the Governor has

deposited in the State Treasury in trust for the University, as 
the result of the investment of the fund, $123,150, in State 
bonds, exclusive of $13,000 advanced out 'of the fund in part 
payment of the University tract. These bonds drew eight per’ 
cent. interest from the State, and all of them fall due within 
three years from the Ist of January, 1874. If reinvested on 
the same advantageous terms, this fund will rapidly increase, 
and add ‘materially to the available income of the University.

TERMS OF ADMISSION. 


No young man will be received unless he brings a certificate 
of good moral character, and if he has been a pupil of another 
educational: institution, he must bring the certificate of the 
- principal thereof, or some teacher or professor, as to his good 
deportment while connected therewith. “The student must be 
fourteen years of age, and must be able to sustain a creditable . 
- examination in orthography, reading, writing, the fundamental 
rules of arithmetic, and the general outlines of the geography 
of the United States, before he can be admitted to the primary 
department. The acquirements requisite for admission to the 
collegiate course are set forth under the proper head. 

No discrimination is recognized by the Institution on ac- 
count of color, caste, religion or other class distinction. 


TUITION, " 


No charge is made for tuition to students coming from this 
State. A matriculation fee of fifteen dollars is required from 
students coming from other States. 


BOARD, WASHING, ETC. ` 


The University furnishes board, washing, bed-room furniture, 
fuel and lights to each student, at the rate of- ten dollars per 
month—payable monthly, in advance. Each student is, how- 
ever, expected to furnish his own looking-glass, lamp, bucket 
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and broom, which the University will supply at wholesale 
prices. ` PUT 
DISCIPLINE. 


Every Student, on being admitted into the University, pledges 
himself thereby to obey all the rules and regulations of the 
Institetion, and to use his influence in maintaining law and 
order. 

The rules of the University require every student to observe 
properly the Sabbath; to pay due deference to each member of 
the Faculty, and to treat with respect all visitors and employés. 

Students are required to be punctual in attending all the ex- 
ercises of the University; in observing the hours for study, 
and in discharging the various other duties. 

Students ate not permitted to use intoxicating drinks; to 
chew, smoke, snuff or use tobacco in any form. They are not 
allowed to play cards, dee or any game of chance. 

No student is allowed to leave the college grounds without 
permission, T 

Students, whose course of conduct is detrimental to them- 
: selves and to' the University, will be suspended, dismissed or 
expelled, as the Faculty may think proper.

LIBRARY, CABINET, APPARATUS, ETC. * 
x : 

The Oakland College, in its long years of successful educa- 
tional labors, accumulated a fine library of several thousand 
choice volumes; also, a very complete collection of natural his- 
tory, geology, mineralogy, botany and curiosities. By permis- 
‘sion and request of the Trustees of Oakland College, from 
whom the Alcorn University was purchased, these valuable ac- 
cumulations were left in possession of the present Institution. 
While not absolutely the property of the Alcorn Uuiversity, 
they remain in its charge, and it is not anticipated that they 
will ever be removed. It is hoped, that at no distant day, the 
University will. be able to purchase them. At all events," the 
"Trustees of Oakland have indicated no disposition to deprive 
the University of these invaluable adjuncts to her educational 
advantages. They are open to the inspection of students and 
“visitors, and are not among the least of the benefits which 
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Alcorn is enabled to afford her students over other educational 
institutions of the State. 

The philosophical and chemical apparatus is also very elabo- 
rate and complete. 


FREE SCHOLARSHIPS, , 

By section 2922 of the Revised Code of 1871, the Governor 
is required to “appoint, biennially, three persons in each rep- 
‘resentative district, or county, in the State, to act as a Board 
of Examiners, whose duty it shall be to examine, in an annual 
convocation of representatives of the common schools of the 
representative district or county, all candidates for free scholar- 
ships in Alcorn University, * * who shall 
grant, to the best answerer, a ideó of free scholarship for 

8 matriculation term of four years in Alcorn University.” 

This free scholarship entitles such successful candidate to 
$100 per year from the common school fund of the district or 
county. Examinations for these scholarships will take place 
this year in the various counties under the supervision of the 
various County School Superintendents, and the Circuit and 
Chancery Judges of each district. Parent or students desiring 
to avail themselves of the benefits of the free scholarship will 
look to the Board of Examiners in the respective counties, to 
convene for their examination. The University can do no 
more than to point out the provisions of the law on the sub- 
ject. The University has heretofore received the warrants of 
the various counties as cash, in payment of board and washing 
of free scholarship students, and will continue to do so until 
further notice; but students are particularly enjoined to see to 
it that the warrants, in their case, are transmitted to the Presi- 
dent of the University, coincident with their application for 
admission, as the University cannot assume the responsibility 
of collecting from the counties, . 


GENERAL RESUME. - 


Alcorn University has been in operation less than two years, 
and yet, during the last session, it numbered an attendance of 
one hundred and seventy-nine enrolled students. Such marked 
prosperity has rarely attended the rise of any institution of 
learning. Its rapid and healthy growth presages a success far 
exceeding the most sanguine expectations of its most hopeful 
friends. Its organization, founded as it is, on the most liberal 
and humane principles, meets the educational wants of the 
whole people, and supplies a void that had not hitherto been 
filled by any educational institution in the South. .It has been 
fortunate in the selection of earnest, capable and efficient: 
teachers—devoted solely to the moral and intellectual advance- 
ment of the youths placed under their charge. The Trustees 
have spared no exertion in the building-up of the Institution, 
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and commending it to the good opinion and favor of the peo- 
ple of the State. They feel assured that it has been founded 
upon á sure and lasting basis, and that it has become one of 
those great moral forces which, when once started, cannot fail 
to increase and strengthen with the coming years. The Insti- 
tution enjoys the bounty of the State and, to a degree, is under 
its care and protection. It is also the recipient of the munifi- 
cent generosity of the General Government, which will take an 
interest in its growth and prosperity. The finances of the 
University, notwithstanding some unfounded rumors of 
groundless charges to the contrary, have been cautiously and 
prudently managed. The property, costing $40,000, has been 
paid for,:except $5,000, not yet due. The buildings have all 
been put in thorough repair. The campus and improved farm ` 
have been enclosed with handsome and substantial fences ; a 
wash-house and barn. have been built, cisterns dug and many 
necessary improvements made. , The farm has been kept in a 
condition of cultivation, under the management of a capable 
agriculturist, and the chair of the mechanic arts is filled by a 
competent and practical instructor, as required by law. 

The building-up of a great institution of learning, and 
making it perfect in all its parts, is necessarily a work of time; 
- but the Alcorn University, for the time it has been in opera- 
tion, we feel justified in saying has made such substantial prog- 
ress as cannot but be gratifying to all its friends and to the 
people of the State, meriting their continued favor and sup- 
port, and presaging its future prosperity and success.

| i . CHARTER. 

The State of Mississippi granted the University a formal 
charter in 1871. It had been in successful operation for two 
years previous. Since the granting of the charter, its Normal 
Department has been recognized, and to some extent, indeed, 
as one of the State Normal Schools. : 


. LOCATION, BUILDINGS, ETC, 
The Institution is located near Tougaloo, a station a few 


miles north of Jackson, on the great through line of railway 
from New Orleans to the North.’ It is easily accessible, and 
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yet free from all the temptations of village or city life. Its 
buildings are situated in a beautiful grove, upon high rolling 
ground. Though not yet what they should be, they a are on the 
whole well suited to their purpose. Other buildings will be 
erected speedily, as funds are obtained.

Of five hundred acres, attached to.the University, is cultivated 
mainly by the labor of students, who thus pay their expenses 
wholly, or in part.

GENERAL INFORMATION. . 


The following instructions’ issued by the State Superin- 
, tendent of Public Education, relating to the State Normal 
` " School, are published for the information of all concerned : 
| DEPARTMENT op EDUCATION, 
SUPERINTENDENT'S OrriCE, March 1, 1872. L 
In accordance with the requirements of law under the pro- 
visions of an Act entitled “an Act supplemental to an Act to ` 
provide for the immediate establishment of a Normal School," 
approved January 3, 1872, County Superintendents are hereby 
notified that the Board of Trustees have established an addi- 
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tional State Normal School at. the Tougaloo- University, at 
Tougaloo, Mississippi, which is now prepared to receive stus 
dents, ^7 

The law provides that each county.in the State is entitled'to 
the free tuition of two students for each term of said Normal 
School, the beneficiaries to be appointed by the County Super- 
intendent of Education and selected from the resident pupila 
who have been in regular attendance upon the. Public Schools 
of the county. The “scholar ships will be determined by a com- 
petitive examination conducted by the County Superintendent, 
Each candidate for examination will be required to furnish a 
certificate from his, or her teacher, that their standing in 
deportinent and scholarship, was the highest in the school. ` 

Candidates will be examirfed in Reading, Orthography, Pen- . 
manship, Arithmetic, and the RE of Geography, Gram- 
mar and American History. . 

County Superintendents will notify the teachers in the 
Public Schools of the county of the time and place of such 
examination, giving at least two weeks previous notice. The 
successful candidates will be required to sign a declaration of 
_.Intention.to make teaching a profession, and teach in the Pub- 
lic Schools of this State for a period of not gs than three 
.years. 

The County Superintendents will furnish the persons upon 
whom they shall confer the scholarship with the following cre- 
. dentials, to-wit : 

I hereby appoint A. B. to receive a scholarship as: provided 
by law, in the State Normal 'School,.at Tougaloo, Mississippi; 
(he ór she) Í is a person of good mora] character, and is ready 
and wiling to sign a declaration of intention to teach in the :

TRUSTEES, FOR THE YEAR 1873:

To His Excellency, R. C. Powers, Governor of. the State of 
Mississippi, and ex-officio President of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Deaf and Dumb Institute: -- 


Sir—The second fiscal year of the Deaf and Dumb Insti- 
* tute of the State of Mi ssissippi, as re-established in 1871, has 
` just closed, and we, its Board of Trustees, with pleasure, again - 
call your attention to its condition. 

Since our last report ño change has occurred in the officers 
of this Institution? The Board stands now as it was consti- * 
tuted then, and we have the same Principal, Matrons and 
' Teachers, with the addition of one lady teacher, whose engage- 
ment was deemed judicious, both because of the increase in 
the number of.pupils, as well as their rapid. advancement, and 
the consequent necessity for additional classification. 

The fact of no change having occurred.in the official man- 
agement of the Institute, is given as the best evidenee of the 
efficiency of those having charge of it, and the harmony and 
courteous bearing with which they work together for the ac- 
complishment of: a great behificent purpose. 

This efficiency and harmony is further evidenced by the pro- 
gress made «by the pupils in their studies, some having ad- 
vanced very rapidly, and all quite satisfactorily. 

The morale, too, of the pupils is good, their bearing defer- 
ential and polite, and their conduct generally free from vicious- 
ness, speaking well for the discipline and systematic training 
of the officers and teachers in charge. 

The general conlition*of the building and grounds, the 
clearness and neatness inside and out, indicate industry, care 
and taste in the management, and we take pleasure in giving- 
it special mention. The Hygienic regulations of the Principal 
and the care taken of the sick by the entire household deserve 
commendation. 


* 
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Measles prevailed for many weeks among the pupils and all 
recovered, and though cholera was in our community for two 
months, there was not one case in our Institution. 

-There -háve .been in all fifty (50) pupils under instruction 
during the year. There aré only thirty-six (36) at this time, 
some who went home temporarily during vacation not having 
returned,.though daily expected. : TE EE 
` This number crowds the present building to inconvenience, 
particularly the dormitories for girls, and compels us again to 
consider whether or not the capacity of the Institution shall 
be increased. In our last roport we recommended the addition 
of another wing, and asked an appropriation of ‘six thousand 
dollars ($6000) for the purpose of erecting it. In anticipa- 
tion of the condition of things that now exist, we saw that in 
a short time there would be more pupils applying than could 
possibly be accommodated, and we would have to deny them 
entrance. : à 

- The appropriation asked for, you will remember, was not 
made. It remains now with your Excellency and the Legisla- 
ture to determine whether the Institution shall go on with its: 
present limited capacity, compelled to decline taking ‘other 
pupils, or be enlarged and thereby enabled to receive those 
who have already applied, and who are anxious to come, and 
others who may apply during the year. . 

We feel assured that this presentation of facts, without spe- 
cial appeal in favor of the deaf mute, is all that will be required 
to secure the necessary appropriation. c 

Another want of the Institute, still unsupplied, was asked 
for in our last report, in the following language: ..  : 

“Your Excellency's attentign is also respectfully called to 
the Principal's most judicious suggestions with reference to 
boys being taught trades during their pupilage in the Institu- 
tion. This is regarded by distinguished educators of the deaf 
mute, as not only proper, but a great duty, failing in which, 
we defeat in part the object of their education, to-wit: That 
under all circumstances,. after leaving the Institution, they 
shall be self-relient and self-supporting. An appropriation of 
one thousand dollars ($1,000) will build the necessary shops, ` 
furnish them with tools, materials, etc.” . l 

Again we say, since work in this day is a necessity with all, 
and the will and the ability to work skillfully uot only an inde- 
pendence but an honor to its possesser, let our Deaf and Dumb 
boys and girls go out from this Institution trained.to some 
skillful ‘handiwork, and their -brains so enlightened that they 
will esteem it a blessing and not a reproach. 5 
` - By reference to the reports of the Principal and Treasurer, 
your Excellency will see the cost of the Institution for the 
year. ` l i 

There was expended by the Principal eleven thousand five 
hundred and ninety-two and seventy-eight one-hundredth dol- 
lars ( $11,592 18) at the Institute forits support; by the Board

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four hundred dollars ($400) for insurance on building (both E 


the above amounts in currency), and for salaries of Secretary 
and Treasurer five hundred dollars ($500) in State warrants. 
In the report of the Principal it will be'seen that two thousand 
three hundred and forty-nine and forty.eight oue-hundredth 
dollars ($2,349 40). was paid for permanent additions, changes 
and improvements to'the building and grounds, the purt hase 
of furniture, books, etc; and is, therefore, not properly charg- 
able to the current expense account. This deducted from the 
whole amount expended by him, leaves nine thousand two hun- 
dred and forty-three and thirty one-hundredth dollars ($9,- 

243 30), to which add four hundred dollars ($400) for insur- 
ance, and three hundred and fifty-two and a half dollars 
($352 50), value in currency. of salaries of Secretary and 
Treasurer, give a sum total of expense.of Institation for the 
year of nine thousard nine hundred and ninety-five and eighty 
one-hundredth dollars ($9,995 80). 

The average number of pupils in attendance during the year 
was thirty-nine (39), and the cost to the State per pupil was 
two hundred and any: six and ye one-handredth dollars 
($256 30). x 


By comparing our per capita expense with as of Institu- 


tions North and West, much more favorably located for sup- 
ply-purchases, we think we are not chafgeable with extrava- 
gance.

This discount on the warrants of the State, is, doubtless, . 


attributable greatly to the general money panic, partiés having 
money being indisposed to invest in-segurities of any sort; 

but we think it attributable, also, to the fact that by law the 
appropriation can only be drawn quarterly, and the Tréasurer 
is compelled by urgent demands made on him for currency, to 
throw his war rants upon the market as soon as they are drawn, 
and dispose of them as best he can, generally to brokers and 


bankers at their rates. If the entirc appropriation could be ` 


drawn at once, for instance, during the tax-paying season, 
when warrants are in demand, they might be disposed of at a 
much smaller discount, with great saving to the State.

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Institution we hold in trust, the interest and advancement of

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL.' 


To the Board. of Trustees: . . E. t 


GENTLEMEN—In presenting you my report of the condition 
of the Institution immediately under my care, as is required of 
the principal officer annually, I find a good deal to. encourage 
us to continue our.labors with new energy and increased inter- ` 
est in this special branch of public instruction. 

The general improvement in the mental and' physical condi- 
tion of the pupils is so good that it has been remarked by the 
friends of the pupils and by all visitors at the Institution. 
We have evidences of this that are very flattering to our efforts. 
So far as the means at our command would allow, our efforts 
have been successful. . , Cd wë 

Since the last report the number of new pupils admitted has 
increased until the number under instruction for this year has 
reached (50) fifty. (See.list of names in “Appendix.”) They 


` are divided into three divisions for convenience of instruction, 
with a teacher for each division, Average attendance, 30. 


Since last report-we have made many friends for the Insti- 
tution, if we are allowed to judge by the interest manifested in 
its prosperity generally. We hope that we have won the affec- 
tion of the people, and that the permanent suceess of the In- 
stitution is beyond a peradventure. » 

The health of thé Institution is remarkably good now. Dur- 
ing the year we passed through a severe epidemic.of fneasles. - 
Many of the pupils. were from the interior, and all young, 
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which rendered them liable to this disease. It “caused us a 
great deal of care and solicitude, as we keenly appreciate the re- 


sponsibility of one who has charge of the sick, as well as un- - ) | 


fortunate youths separated from their homes and friends. The 
result of all this sickness was almost too good to have been 
expected under the circumstances, as all. were restored to health 
and vigor. Several epidemics of still worse form have devas- 
tated sections of our country during the year, and we have 
escaped. 

To the Giver of all that is good we owe this, and we feel de- 
voutly thankful. 

The financial condition of the Institution i is good. We have 
practiced rigid economy in consequence of the greatly depre- 
ciated value of warrants. Notwithstanding this increased de 
preciation of warrants and the money panic generally, the In- 
stitution has passed through it all without embarrassment.

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As will be seen by this schedule of expenses, a considerable 
amount has gone for necessary and permanent improvements. 
It also shows that the Institution has been conducted as econom- 
ically as good management will admit of. We have fed the 
pupils well, with varied and healthy diet. We have clothed 
them comfortably. Their appearance will show it, as well as 
their contentment at the Institute. We have good discipline; 
that adds also to their comfort and improvement. 

With your advice, 1 have engaged another teacher—Miss . 
Mattie A. Browne, a semi-mute, as our increased number of 
pupils demanded it. Sheis a graduate of the High Class De- 
partment of New York Institute, and was awarded the medal 
for First Honor; she has entered on duty and promises to 
give satisfaction. Messrs. L. W. Saunders and John W. Scott, 
the other teachers, are still rendering good service. 


ARTICULATION. 


Dyring the past summer 1 visited some of the best and old- 
est Institutions at the North, and find the subject of articulation 
more an experiment than a means of instruction. - Sometimes 
an old and tried system is abandoned for an entirely new one, 
The result in that direction, so far as my observation extends, 
amounts to little, practically. I think semi-mutes are bene- 
fitted by this mode of instruction to some extent, and I regard 
it as an important part of their education. Itis a means of 
preserving the voice and articulation acquired before the loss 
of hearing. :

_STATISTICS OF DEAF MUTES. ` 


I find in the last United States census (1870) that there are . 
in this State 245 deaf and dumb of all ages. I am satisfied’ 
from my own information, that it is less than the actual num- 
- ber. However, of this number 134 are white, and 101 colored, 
and one Indian. Males, 145; females, 100. The census also 
estimates that 129 of these are of school age, according to our 
regulations for admission. The number under instruction for 
this year is 50. Now, we may expect that a large portion of ` 
the others will apply for admission at an early day. What 
will we do with them ? We must extend the building in order 
to receive them. We are now in need of school rooms, dormi 
tories, and, most of all, a shop in which the boys can be taught 
trades. The cost of a shop would be small compared to the 
benefits derived from it. The Institution will not have accom- 
plished its noblest object until trades are established. 

At each assessment in the State an enumeration of the 
youths of school age is required. It would De well if the 
Assessors were required to specify the number that are deaf 
and dumb. It would be easy and without expense. 
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There are many deaf mutes in the State'whose circumstances 
will not allow them to reach the Institute. As the counties get 
rid of the expense of educating this class of their citizens, 
they might be induced by the Legislature to send them to the 
Institute, or the railroads to pass them to and fro. 

I will call-your attentión to-the subject of the Common 
School Fund. Would or would not alittle legislation enable us to 
receive a pro rata share of this Common School Fund without - 
detriment to other schools? While I am the sentry I deem it 
my duty to point out, for your consideration, anything that 
may appear as a new resource to this Institution. 

I call your attention also to the importance of having a 
night-watch. Where there are so many deaf persons exposed 
to the dangers from fire in a wooden building like this, I think 
“it a matter for your serious consideration. While on this sub- 
ject it will be well to consider how much that danger might be 
lessened by changing the shingle for a metalic roof. The roof 
on the main building will need renewing after this winter. It 
would be a good time then to make the change. * 

L have now given a brief and comprehensive statement of 
the condition and prospects of the Institution so far as I know. 

For your uniform kindness and confidence we tender our 
sincere thanks.

REGULATIONS AND TERMS OF ADMISSION. ` 


The length of the course of study in this Institution will 
be such as to afford all diligent pupils, with ordinary mental 
capacity, sufficient time to acquire an education that will 
enable them to pursue the ordinary callings in life. This will 
generally require a course of six years, which is the length of 
the course in all the Institutions except a few, where it is 
longer. 

The school session commences on the first day in October, 


1013 


and ends the last day of June. All the pupils must come 
promptly on the first day of the session, if possible. This is 
very important as the classes can then be organized and none 
be left out to take a less advanced class, 

No pupil ĉan be removed from the Institution during the 
session without permission from the Board of Trustees. 

Pupils that have the ability to do so, are required to pay 
dollars per month for board: Those unable to pay wiil 
be admitted free, except clothing. Each one must come pro- 
vided with sufficient changes of clothing to make them com- 
fortable and neat. 

The clothing must be renewed by the. parents or guardians 
whenever they are requested to do so by the Principal. 

Each article must have the name of the owner marked on it. 

In cases of indigency, the clothing will be furnished by the 
Institution. 

Inability to pay, or indigency, must be established by at. 
davit of Magistrate, ( ¡hancery Clerk, or other satisfactory evi- : 
dence. 

All parents and guardians are expected to send for their 
children at the end of the session, or provide a safe passage 
for them home. 

They must also furnish railroad transportation. "The Insti- 
tution has no means for that purpose, and cannot furnish it 
in any ease. = SE 

All the, deaf and dumb in this. State, between the ages of 
ten and twenty-one, are entitled to an education in this Insti- 
tution, if qualified for admission. 

Applications for admission must be made to the Principal, 
giving answers to the following questions as far as possible: 

What is the name, in full, of applicant?. 

What is the post-oflice address of the parents or R 

Deeg is the age of ,PPplieant? Give date of birth if pos- 
sible 

Was he or she born deaf? If not, at what age was it lost, 
and by what accident or disease? 

Are the ears now in a diseased condition? 

Is the deafness total or partial? . 

Has he or she any disease, such as paralysis, tremulousness, 
spasms or mental imbecility, or idiocy, or ever had either? 

Has he or she been vaccinated? l 

Has he or she had measles, scarlet fever or whoopingcough? 

Answers to the above stions are important, though all 
will be admitted if qualified, with or without these answers. 

All persons sending money to the pupils at the Institu 
must send it to the Principal, who will take care of it, and 
give it to them as they need it. 

All letters addressed to the Principal relative to the deaf 
and dumb will receive prompt attention.

ExTRACTS FROM CATALOGUE op 1872-73, - 


WHAT THE COLLEGE WAS AND IS. 


In the month of August, 1867, the Trustees then in power, 
determined to re-open the College. The obstacles in their 
way were many; the encouragements, few. Had an inventory 
of their possessions been taken, it would have made the fol- 
lowing exhibit: 

An unfenced Campus; buildings in the condition in which 
they had been left by the rough hand of war, without a single 
room, except the large audience room, fit for use; libraries and 
apparatus; a treasury in which there was-not a dollar; an en- 
. dowment consisting*of claims against parties who, with scareely 
an exception, were either bankrupt or on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy; 4 debt of nearly eight thousand dollars, and constantly 
increasing; no President, no Professors, and no students; a 
denominational institution with little interest in that denomin- 

ation in its favor, possessed of few warm friends and many 
bitter enemies. 

In this almost hopeless condition of its affairs, the Trustees 
commenced the reconstruction of their educational edifice. 

Through the influence of the gentleman who they subse- 
quently elected to the Presidency, they borrowed money to pay 

off the debt at a reduction of more than twenty per cent., and 
obtained enough in the form of donations to fit up a portion 
of the rooms, and in part to repair the buildings and fence the 
‘grounds. In the latter part of October the session began with 
one Instructor besides the President, and with an attendance 
of two students in the Freshman Class, and nine in the Pre- 
paratory Department. During that collegiate year this number 
increased to twenty-nine. From that time to' the present, the 
work of reconstruction has gone on uninterruptedly and pros- 
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perously, changing the condition of the college in all respects 
for the better; till an Inventory of

would read as follows: . 

Grounds. fenced; rooms, thoroughly repaired and refur- 
nished; old debts paid. and money at command to meet all lia- 
bilities now maturing; funds towards the proposed endowment 
to the amount of over thirty-seven thousand dollars; eight 
Professors and -Instructors in the Faculty; one hundred and 
ninety students, and forty-four of these studying Yor the min- 
istry, catalogued during the year; the denomination of 
Mississippi and many other friends of education arouse to 
full sympathy and to a lively interest in the support and gen- 
eral welfare of the College; the denominational conventions of 
Arkansas and Louisiana concentrating their entire influence 
upon her as their own adopted institution; a host of friends 
and few or no enemies. » 

Such a picture of past growth and present attainments com- 
pels the exclamation, * What has God wrought?” Certainly . 
in a country as poor as ours, the work done for this institution 
in the past six years has been sufficient to'satisfy the most ar- 


dent and awaken faith in the most unbelieving, as to its future 
success.

By certain changes effected in the College charter, the pro- 
posed union between the conventions of the State of Missis- 
sippi, Arkansas, and Louisiana, has been perfected. In form- : 
ing this union they mutually pledge themselves to use their 
influence in securing for the College patronage, endowments, - 
and whatever else may advance her interests or tend te her up- 
building. As elsewhere intimated this concentrates an amount 
of influence upon this institution, which must not only make 
it permanent, but give to it ere long a growth surpassing that 
of any institution of the kind in the South. 


THE WORK oF RE-ENDOWING. 


As before mentioned, more than one-third of the proposed 
endowment has already been secured. Efforts to raise the re- 
mainder will be continued, and it is hoped that before another 
collegiate year shall complete its circle, the accomplishment of 


the work will have been attained. 


DEPORTMENT AND SCHOLARSHIP. 


The conduct of the students as a body has been uniformly 
good. But two or three irregularities worthy of mention, and 
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these involving but a very few, have occurred during the entire ` 
session. We believe we venture nothing in making the asser- 
tion that in no similar institution containing an equal number 
. Of students, can De found so high a standard of morality and - 
such universally correct deportment. Parents should ponder: 
this fact before deciding upon the Institution to which to send 
their sons. 

While in'deportment the students of our College are not sur- . 
passed, if equalled, by those of any other similar institution, 
we.are proud to believe, convinced by the evidences before us, 
that they donot fall behind in industry and scholarship. A 
few, here as elsewhere, through lack of ability or from natural - 
indolence, accomplish little; but these are the exception, not 
the rule. The many are eminently industrious and successful. 
Making study in obedience to the direttions of their teachers, 
their business, rapid acquisition and noteworthy scholarships 
are the results. 

With an extensive curriculum and the kigh standard of ex- 
cellence demanded, but few for years to come may be expected 
each year to complete the full course. Such, however, will be 
found in the breadth and accuracy of their acquirements and 
in the rigidness of their mental discipline, fully competent to 
cope with those who have taken their literary course in the 
most highly favored and best reputed institutions of the 
country. For proof of this we could refer to the members of 
the Faculty of one of the best professional schools in the 
country, where, during the year, several of our graduates have 
been in attendance. These gentlemen have testified that these 
young men ranked with the most successful students in the 
Semingry. We make this reference in no spirit of boasting, 
but to impress upon the minds of all interested the fact, that 
in Mississippi College they can pursue a course of study as 
extensive and thorough and can thus become as fully qual- 
ified to enter the professional schools, or upon the practical 
duties of life, as they could by taking their literary course 
elsewhere. 7 


PLAN OF ORGANIZATION. 


This plan includes a division of the Course of Instruction 
into two Departments—Collegiate and Preparatory. 

In both Departments and in all the Courses of Study, the 
aim is to impart the most.thorough instruction, and to develop 
the mind of the student so as to prepare him as fully as possi- 
ble either for a professional or business life. : 


COLLEGIATE DEPARTMENT. 


The Courses of Study in this Department are three: 
First—A Full- Classical, Literary, and Scientific Course, oc-. 
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cupying four years and entitling the student to the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts. 

Second—A Literary and Scientific Course, either with or. 
without an Ancient or Modern Language, extending through 
three years, on the completion of which the degree of Bache- 
lor of. Philosophy will be conferred: 

Third-—An Eclectic Course, in which the student may recite 
with the regular classes for which he may be prepared, and be 
entitled, to a certificate setting forth his attainments in the 
same.

PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 


This embraces Courses in the lower English branches, in 
which special attention will be.paid to imparting a thorough 
Knowledge of the rudiments, and in the higher English and 
Classics, preparatory to entering the College classes in either 
of the Courses therein mentioned, or such studies may be pur- 
sued as will fit a young man to enter E upon a busi- 
ness career, 

As it is reasonable to suppose that with the facilities afforded 
here, students will be advanced more rapidly and thoroughly 
than they can be by teachers less favorably situated, it is 
strongly urged upon parents and guardians, that those who 
propose entering the College, should pursue a part at least of 
their preparatory course here. A correct elementary founda- 
tion is almost decisive of the subsequent success and scholar- 
ship of the student. 


SPECIAL COURSES. 
COMMERCIAL COURSE. 


Arrangements are made by which special instruction is 
given in Book-keeping, and in Commercial Forms and Calcu- 
lations to those who desire such instruction. This Course is 
intended to meet the wants of those who wish, after com> 
pleting their education here, to be qualified to enter immedi- 
ately upon a business career. 

It should be noted, that those who wish to pursue the 
branches or this Course will be as thoroughly taught as in the 
best commercial schools, and at a cost of one-tenth of the 
usual rate. 

PARTIAL THEOLOGICAL COURSE. 


. To meet a demand which the presence of so many young 
men studying for the ministry creates, instruction is given to 
such as desiré it, on subjects connected with Biblical interpre- 
tation and homiletics. By this arrangement it is not proposed 
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to give a full course of instruction in Theology, or one which, 
in any sense, will bé a substitute to such students as shall have 
the time, means and inclination to take a full course. Such 
should pursue their professional studies at some Theological 
Seminary; but to such as can not, or will not, connect them- 


selves with a. Theological Institution, it is proposed, incident- > 


ally, without interfering with their literary studies, to make 
such suggestions as will better qualify them for the responsible 
work in which they are to engage. 

In view of the good resulting from this course, as hitherto 
conducted, it has been determined to give to it hereafter a 
more decided character, and at no distant day to create a dis- 
tinct professorship of these branches of theology.

PUBLIC WORSHIP AND OTHER RELIGIOUS EXER- 
CISES. 


It is proposed in this Institution to secure attention to study . 
and correctness of deportment, not only by the éhforcement of 
rigid enactments, but by cultivating in the student a taste for 
intellectual pursuits, virtuous habits, and high-toned honor. ` 
Religion, the basis of all true virtue, will be made, so far as 
human agency can do it, to throw her healthful restraints and 
purifying influences over the student. 

With this view, the publie duties of each day are opened by 
the reading of the Scriptures and prayer. On each Thursday 
night a prayer meeting is held in the College Chapel, by the 
Instructor in Theology, which the students are permitted to 
- attend. Weekly prayer meetings are also conducted by thé 

students themselves within the College buildings. 

Al students, unless for special reasons excused, are required 
to connect themselves with classes in the Sabbath Schools, and 
attend them each Sabbath. The selection of the Sabbath 

. School and the place of worship is left to the parent or guar- 
dian, and in certain cases to the student. When the selection 
has once been made, a change is not allowed; except by consent 
of the President. ~.

B .MERIT ROLL. | 
An accoúnt of the delinquences of each student, and his 
daily attendance, conduet, and scholarship, will be kept. The 
result determining his place on the merit roll, will be reported 
at the end of every thirteen weeks, or three times a year, to 
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his parent or guardian. A more particular explanation will be 
found in the code of printed laws for the government of the 
students, which can be seen on EK to the President or 
any member of the Faculty.. s 


MANAGEMENT OF FUNDS. 


. The ordinary method of allowing students àway from 

. parental control for the first time per haps, the uncontrolled use 
: of money, is productive of great evil, mixed with scarcely any 
good. A free use of money does not add to the respectability. 
of a student at college, while it subjects him to a multitude of 
temptations he would otherwise be free from. BY a special 
law passed by the Legislature, merchants and others are for- 
bidden, under penalties and forfeiture of debt, to" credit any 


student of this College without express permission of the : * 


parent, guardian, or the. President of the College. 

If any student should contract debts, without the approba- 
tion of the parent or guardian, it will be their own fault if they 
pay them, the law not requiring it. 

To avoid the evils arising from entrusting‘ considerable 
amounts of money in the hands of students, it is recommended 
to parents to deposit the nscessary funds with some member of 
the Faculty, or citizen of Clinton, who will act as patron for 
the student, making advances as he may be directed by the 
parent or guardian. 


SPECIAL ENACTMENT. 


By a special enactment, the Legislature has prohibited the 
- retailing of intoxicating liquors in Clinton and vicinity. This 
law, which has becn in effect during the last two sessions, has 
worked most admirably; has almost entirely suppressed in- 
temperance in the: town, and by removing temptation out of 
their way, hasrendered the place still more desirable as a resi- 
dence for the young.

APPARATUS, ETC. 


The extensive apparatus, libraries, and other appliances, 
formerly belonging to the College, were all preserved. To 
these, valuable additions have been made, and other additions 
will be made each year to meet the necessities which may arise. 

Besides the Cabinet of Geology and Mineralogy belonging. - 
to the College, the students have the use of the Cabinet be- 
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longing to the Professor of Geology, which contains valuable 
eollections, and is constantly increasing. "The Professor, es- 
pecially during his last year's absence in | different parts of the 
United States “and in Central America, enjoyed peculiar advan- 
tages for the collection of specimens. These he improved to 
such a degree as to .add very greatly to his already valuable 
Cabinet. He also took special pains to improve himself in 
whatever would enable him to perform his duties with effi 
ciency.. As a result, he has been enabled to give to the course 
of study ir the Physical Sciences a character for excellence 
which it never before possessed.. For some weeks he has been 
in Europe, where he expects to remain for several months, to 
refresh his mind by study and travel, intending, however, to 
return in time to resume the duties of his position at the com- 
mencement of the coming session. : 

During the year the laborator y and” “apparatus room adjoin- 
ing, have been refitted and refurnished. These improvements .* 
will add greatly to the convenience and efficiency of the scien- 
tific department. , d

Terms or ParmMent—Payments will be required each five 
months in advance, and no part will be refunded except in 
case of the death of the student.

Board, including furnished room, fuel and washing, is now 
obtained in private families, at rates varying from $15 to $17 
per month, Four weeks are considered a school month. The

rates of board for the next session will probably be equally as 
low. By those who preferit, board can be obtained in the fami- 
lies of some of the teachers, or in the families where they board. 
Some students, by working a short time-each day for the 
family with which they board, have reduced their board to 
$10 per month; others in clubs have rented rooms and boarded 
themselves at at an expense of not over $6 per month. Stu. 
dents ean .board in town only in such families as are recog- 
nized by the Trustees and Faculty as suitable for keeping 
College students. 

Such families only, will be recognized as suitable, and shall 
pledge themselves to render assistance to the Faculty in the 
maintenance of discipline, by reporting to them any violations 
of the College laws, with which they may become acquainted.

RETROSPECT. 


When this Academic year, now near its close, shall have 
eome to an énd, the Central Female Institute will have existed 
a fifth of a century; and who can say it has not been a success? 
Its Catalogues show an aggregate attendance of over two 
thousand pupils. These have in part, or altogether, received 
here their literary education; and many with minds cultivated, 
and, in cases not a few, with hearts purified by Grace Divine, 
~ have gone forth to refine, beautify aud gladden the world. All 
through this comparatively long. period, permanency and 
' Stability have been its characteristics, Only three Principals 
or Presidents has it known; and, of these, the present incum- 
bent is now finishing his seventeenth year. For eighteen 
years, and perhaps for the whole period, it has pursued an 
uninterrupted course, always self-sustaining and reasonably 
remunerative.. Few, if any, in our Southland can show a 
better record. 


THE PRESENT YEAR ONE OF ITS MOST PROSPEROUS. 


In pupils, the increase is over twenty-three per cent. on 
those of the last year, making a larger number than has been 
in attendance any Session since that of 1860-61. In fact, the 
accommodations, which are limited, have been well nigh filled 
to their utmost capacity. Each Department has been thoroughly 
organized and conducted with energy, and all have gone on 
harmoniously—performing their work in & manner never more 
satisfactory.

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With a successful past and a prosperous present, the future 
appears hopeful and cheering. In none of its appointments 
inferior, and, in many, superior, the Institution is prepared to 
do better work, and therefore offers greater advantages than 
ever before. The President, who for the last six years has 
also been the President of Mjesissippi College, having resigned 
the Presidency of the College, will hereafter give his undivided 
attention to the Institute. Although, through the number'and 
ability of his assistants, he has not allowed it to deteriorate in 
character, yet, coming to it with an experiente enlarged and 
enriched by contact with other minds ‘and ‘by the.conduct of 
affairs often perplexing and difficult, he will, doubtless, by 
bringing to bear upon it all his energy and tact, anc using the 
liberal plans he has in view, be able. to elevate its character 
even ‘above what it has heretoforé possessed. From these 


facts, known as they will be to many, we fully anticipate that- l 


the Institute will be patronized to the full extent of its ability - 
to receive and accommodate.

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PLAN OF INSTRUCTION. 


DEPARTMENTS. 


— 


In order to secure the benefits of division of labor and direct ` 
personal responsibility, the Course of Instruction is divided into 
three Departments, all under the inspection and' general con- 
trol of the President, but each under the direction of a teacher, 
who, as the head, will be responsible for the method of instruc- 
tion and the general suecess of the Department. 


LITERARY DEPARTMENT. 


This is immediately in charge of a President, who brings to 
' it years of successful experience, genuine devotion to his pro- 
fession, as well as a thorough knowledge of the best mode of 
teaching, obtained from an acquaintance with the best teachers 
and schools in the country. This aim is to.lay the foundation 
broad and deep; not to give a few vague, disconnected ideas 
on various subjects, but to inculeate knowledge so methodized ' 
as to be available in after life, and so to call out and discipline 
the mental faculties, that their possessor may be able to use 
them either in the further acquisition or application of knowl- 
edge, when she shall have left the school-room. To ac- 
- complish this end, the President devotes himself directly to 
the work of instruction, and employs a sufficient number of 
such Assistants as are not only recommended. to be, but as he. 


- knows to be, thorough and successful teachers. , This he is en- 
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abled to do, through extensive ‘acquaintance with teachers and 
the liberal salaries which he offers. 

Aware that no school in which there is even a partial change 
of teachers every few months, or even every year, can aiford to 
its pupils the best advantages, it will always be the aim of the 
President, when he has procured those who have proved them- 
selves efficient, to make their connection às permanent as pos- 
sible. Whenever vacancies in the Board of Instruction do 
oceur, he pledges himself to fill them with such only as are in’ 
the highest degree qualified for the position. 

In recitation, the analytical mode will be pursued, since it is 
believed to be the only mode which can give accurate and sys- 
tematic knowledge, and properly discipline the intellectual 
powers. Asa knowledge of subjects is alone desirable, recita- 
tion, which-always decides the manner of aquisition, should be 
so conducted as to secure the attemmént of such a knowledge. 
Pupils should be required to recite all they know about a, sub- 
ject, and then, if they have failed to. give á full account, they 
should be examined by questions on the points omitted. 

In connection with the use of the text-book, familiar lectures 
will be given, to illustrate more fully the topics discussed, and 
the pupil will be urged to apply herself to collateral works for 
information beyond what these immediate sources may supply. 
Thus she will be induced to form the invaluable habit of reading 
for a definite object. 

MUSICAL DEPARTMENT. : 

This department will continue, as heretofore, under, the 
direction of the accomplished Professor of Music, who, for 
more than seventeen years, has been at its head. 

To stimulate to exertion, to give confidence and impart ease 
in execution, frequent opportunities are afforded to the more 
advanced pupils to perform in public at concerts, or before 

select audiences on other occasions. 

All members of the Institute have, gratuitously, the benefit 
of theoretical and practical tuition in vocal music. 

Besides the general exercise in vocal music, the piano and 
guitar pupils, in connection with their instrumental lessons, 

‘receive private lessons in singing, enabling them to acquire the 
ability to perform correctly and brilliantly. solo pieces. 

The Professor, at the’ head of this department, is responsible 
for the plan cf teaching; and, in carrying out his plan, he has 
the full co-operation of his assoéiate teachers. “To give the 
pupils the highest possible advantage, every individual music 
pupil will at times receive the personal attention of the Pro- 
fessor. 

SPECIAL COURSE IN MUSIC. 


Young ladies who wish to become teachers of music, and for 
this purpose desire to take a course of instruction in music 
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alone, will be allowed the privilege; and they will obtain here, 
at a third of the expense, all and even greater advantages than 
they could secure in many of the conservatories and special 
schools of music. 

Pupils of this class are now in the Institute, of whom one 
has recently been in attendance at a conservatory of music in 
one of our large cities, and she fully endorses the statément 
made above in regard to the relative advantages and expenses.

CERTIFICATES. 


Those who shall pursue such a course to its completion will 
be entitled to a certificate, setting forth their proficiency and 
commending them to such as may desire their services as 
teachers of music. TES 

In conclusion, we would say, that young ladies who wish to 
obtain an accurate theofeticad knowledge of music, and to se- 
cure brilliancy of execution, either on the piano, melodeon, 


' guitar, or violin, either as an accomplishment or as a prepara- 
= tion for teaching, cannot do better than to pursue their course 
_ of musical instruction at this Institution. 


ORNAMENTAL DEPARTMENT. 


Ornameñtal studies, in ECH estimation of some, being useless, 
and in that of others, unworthy of acquisition, because they 
are supposed to interfer e with more solid attainments, have 
been too little cultivated. They may, in themselves, be of 
secondary importance; yet they are of prime importance, con- 
sidered as auxiliaries in the general work.of education. They 
improve the taste and polish the mind. Drawing gives a 
knowledge of form; painting cultivates the eye for “colors; 
embroidery induces the love of design. These are some of 
the advantages, to say nothing of the pleasures of the pursuit, 
of the lonely hours beguiled. and of the time spent in profita- 
ble employment, which otherwise would be consumed in use- 
less conversation, or in reading vitiating books. Under proper 
direction, they may be carried on so as not only not to retard, 
but, by giving agreeable change, to accelerate the progress of 
literary culture. 

To show the character of the instruction in this depar iment 
and the success of the pupils who have pursued its studies, a 
single fact may be mentioned. Both in the State Fair, and 
many of the County Fairs, previous to the war, premiums were 
awarded on many pieces of needle-work executed by the young 
ladies of this department. 

For the last few years, on account of the poverty of the 
country, there has been but little demand for instruction in the 
ornamental branches. Recently, however, the demand has in- 
creased, and arrangements will be made to fully meet it as it 
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shall become evident, till this department shall attain the 
prominence it once held. :

LITERARY DEPARTMENT. 
COURSE OF STUDY—PRIMARY COURSE. 


Believing that too little attention is: generally paid to the 
elementary training of the young, special attention is given to 
those pursuing this course. They are placed under teachers 
who have themselves had special rudimental training, and who, 
from an aequaintance with the modes of instruction taught in 
the best normal schools, are most fully prepared for this im- 
portant work. f 

Primary Course.—Reading (Bumstead’s 2nd School Book, 
and Hilliard’s Reader); Orthography (Bumstead); Penman- 
ship (Payson, Dunton and Scribner); Primary Arithmetic 
(Greenleaf); Geography—commenced—(Mithells Second 
Book); Exercises in Arithmetic. 


PREPARATOY COURSE. 


This is designed to fit pupils for the collegiate course, and 
will embrace the usual range of studies-~Nene-will be admitted 
to a full «standing in the collegiate course until they have 
passed a satisfactory eximation in the studies of this course. 

The time which will be required to complete this course will 
be from three to five years, according to the ability and indus- 
try of the pupil. »

COLLEGIATE COURSE. 


This embraces a range of studies as extensive and elevated 
as is found in Institutions of the first grade. Three courses 
are marked out for graduation. 8 

The first, or full course, embraces all the prescribed English 
branches, togetlier with the Latin and: Greek, or the Latin and 
French languages. In place of the Latin, the Greek language, 
and in place of the French, the German language may be sub- 
stituted. This Course will occupy a period of four years, 
‘though five may be profitably spent in its completion. 

The Second Course includes, with the English branches, an 
Ancient or Modern Language.

The Third Course consists of English branches alone. To 
complete these latter Courses, it will take a proportional length 
of time. It should be remembered that the time occupied will 


. vary in length with the ability and industry of the pupil.

Pupils can enter on any of tbese Courses, and on honorably 
completing the prescribed studies and passing an approved ex- 
amination, will be entitled to Diplomas, signed by.the Presi- 
dent of the Faculty, under the sanction of the Trustees. 

Those who do not design to graduate, are allowed to recite 
in any of the Regular Classes for which they may be prepared. 

None will be admitted to the Regular Classes as candidates 
for Graduation until they have passed a satisfactory examina- 
tion in the previous studies of the Course. . 

Reading, Elocution, Orthography, Defining, Pronunciation, 
Composition, Penmanship, and Vocal Music, will be pursued . 
through the entire Course. i `

Frequent lectures are given on subjedis connected with the 
Branches pursued in the Course, and on the formation of right 
principles, habits and manners. . 


ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The buildings consist of two commodious residences for the 
use of the officers and pupils, besides several other buildings 
for school and recitation purposes. These are all ‘connected 
with brick walks and are surrounded with pleasant grounds, 
inclosed with a fence made at the exposed points sufficiently 
high and close to render them private. All the buildings are 
well arranged for the purpose for whieh they are used, and are 
kept in repair. 

For publie occasions the fine Audience Room of Mississippi 
College has been granted to the Institute. This gives to it in 
this particular, all the accommodations that:could be desired.

In view of the rapid gr odi of the Institute, which in num- 
bers has already nearly reached the limit of its accommoda- 
tions, the erection at no distant day of a commodious brick 
building, to be used in connection with the present buildings, 
is in contemplation. ‘This is to be divided below into a spac- 
ious School Hall, Library and Reception Rooms, and above into 
‘sleeping apartments.

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BOARDERS. 

Those boarding in the Institute are considered as members 
of the family of the President, and, as such, recieve personal 
attention in the formation of their habits and manners. Neat- 
ness and order being at the foundation of all true education, 
are inculcated by example as well as precept. The teachers 
board in the Institute with the pupils, and exercise over them 
a constant watch-care. In case, of sickness, parents may ex- 
pect their daughters to.receive the kindest attentions. 

Long experience having taught us that pupils from a dis- 
tance, ‘who make the Tustitute their home, generally do doubly 
as much as when they board in town, we shall hereafter require 
all such to reside in the Institute, unless for special reasons 
the President shall give them permission to board out. Young 
ladies who dislike wholesome restraints, who wish to be free, 
to enjoy the associations of society, are not desirable acquisi- 
tions as pupils. For such, therefore, this Institution makes no 
provision. s - 


LOCATION. 

Clinton has das been noted for the number and excellence 
of its Schools and Institutions of Learning. The reasons why 
it has gained this gprominence are undoubtedly these—its 
healthfulness and accessibility. Its situation is in a dry, broken 
and elevated region, at a distance from any river, creek, or. 
swamp, and entirely free from any local cause of disease. 
Probably no other town in the State can boast of a more healthy 
location. While others have been scathed with epidemics, this * 
has escaped. 

Clinton being on the Vici ‘Surg and Jackson Railr oad, thirty- 
five miles from thé former and ten miles from tlle latter city, is 
easy of access from all parts of the country. New Orleans is 
only ten hours distant. For those living near the river, or on 
the line of the railroads, the situation of the Institute is most 
favorable, since, in case of sickness, a few hours wilk be suffi- 
cient to bring them to the sick-bed of their child. ` 

For its social and religious advantages, Clinton is not sur- 
passed. -It is also the location of Mississippi College, and is 
thus rendered desirable to all who have both sons and daugh- 
ters to educate. ‘By sending the one to the College and the: 
other to the Institute, they will enjoy the greatest facilities of 
education, and reap the advantage of having their children near 
each other. ; 


REPORTS. +

A daily record of each pupil’s recitations, attendance and 
behavior, is kept ;. and Quarterly Reports, showing the result, 
will be sent to parents or guardians.

In Anatomy and Physiology, Cutter’s complete set of Anato- 
mical Charts, besides a full set of Eye Models consisting of a 
model showing the Coatings, Humors and Lens of the Eye, a 
model showing the cause of Long and Short Sight, and a model 
showing the Muscles of the eye with their operations, together : 
with a beautifully colored Diagram giving a sectional view of 
the eye. , 

In Geometry, an entire set of models of the. various Geo- 
metrical Solids. 

In Natural Philosophy, an Apparatus cortaining many of the 
latest improvements, and sufficiently extensive to illustrate the 
various topics of Natural Philosophy, including Electricity añd 
Electro-Magnetism, and in addition a full set of Mounted 
Philosophical Charts, which, besides giving sectional views of 
the usual pieces of Apparatus, exhibit various applications of 
scientific principles which could not be exhibited experimen- 
tally in the lecture room. These Chans prove invaluable aids 
in reviewing classes, after the Experimental Course is finished. 

In Chemistry, a set of Chemicals and Chemical Apparatus 
suflicient for extended experimental illustration of its princi- 
ples, aad the manipulation of all gasses suitable for the lecture 
room. Kent'simproved Oxy-Hydrogen Blow Pipe and Drum- 
mond Light Apparatus constitute a part of this set. 


LIBRARIES AND CABINET. 


The President's Private Libráry, which contains many valu- 
able Books of Reference, is accessible to the pupils ; ard the 
Library of the Lesbian Society, which already contains several 
hundred volumes of choice standard works and is fast increas- 
ing, is accessible to all who choose to join the Society, and thus 
avail themselves of its advantages.

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The Cabinet contains many valuable specimens in Geology 
and Mineralogy. To these, additions are being constantly made 
through correspondents living in various parts of the sountry, 
especially in the mining districts. ^ 

Mf" Those who have specimens in their possession would 
do the cause of education a service by sending them to this 
Cabinet. 


GYMNASIUM. 


Connected with the Institute is a building builtánd used ex- 
pressly for a Gy muasyím Hal It is supplied with Gymnastic 
Appar atus, and has Reen found greatly benefical in promoting 
the Kea eivifíg physi velopment to the pupils. 


The attention of parents is calked to the importance of aid- 
ing the Teachers in sécuring the constant attendance of their 
daughters. Absence from one recitation is almost sure to. be 
followed by the loss of the succeeding lesson, and these losses, 
by frequent absence, accumulate, until,the pupil falls entirely 
-behind the class and becomes altogether disheartened. Fre- 
quent visits to their homes, or among-their friends, should be 
discouraged, and young ladies should be made to feel that they 
ought not to be absent from a Single School Exercise. Par- 
ents are also urged to have their daughteks present on the day 
the Session opens, that they may at once join their elasses. 


GOVERNMENT. 


The government of the Institution is vested in the Presi? 
dent, aided by the Associate members of the Board of Instruc- 
tion, and in its administration is marked by kindness and deci- 
sion. The regulations are only such as are wise and wholesome, 
and when they are made known to the pupils, strict obedience 
is expected. Appeals to«he reason and conscience, ana mo- 
tives drawn from the Scriptures, are employed to briag back 
the erring and stimulate them to proper conduct. But when- 
ever a pupil becomes hopelessly indolent, she will be required 
to be removed from the Institute. 


GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


It is understood when parents send their daughters to an In- 
stitution of Learning, they send them to learn—to make study 
their chief business. Accordingly, everything which may in- 
terfere With régular attendance and close application should be 
laid aside. General attendance upon parties, frequent visits, 
aud indulgence in public amusements, are found to” be en- 
tirely incompatible with scholastic duties. ‘These, therefore, 
fre forbidden:to the members of the Institute. 
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Permission to visit persons residing in the town or adjacent 
country will not-ordinarily be granted. 

Visitors are not received by the pupils, except with suitable 
introduction to the President from parents and guardians.” 
Pupils can see their friends on Saturdays with the least inter- 
ruption to their studies. 

On the Sabbath it is not EE for them to receive vis- 
itors. 

All are required to droen Sabbath School and divine ser- 
vices on the Sabbath, at whatever place parents may designate. 
When they express no preference, the selection is left to the 
pupils. Like arrangeménts for the attendance of pupils at the 
places so selected, are made for their accommodation, without 
reference to the denomination. 

Pupils may correspond, with perfect freedom, with their par- 
ents and guardians, ahd members of their immediate families, 
but with no others, unless parents and guardians shall signify 
to the President their willingness to have such correspondence 
maintained. Should he'at any time have reason to suspect 
that an improper or forbidden correspondence is carried on, he 
will feel himself at liberty to make such examination as may 
be necessary to enable him to ascertain whether or not his sus- 
picions are correct. 

All letters should be directed to the care df the President, as ^ 
no pupil is allowed to receive from the Post-office or to send to - 
it any letter, without the permission of the President. 

The receiving, on the part of any boarder, either for herself 
or for another, of any present or: communication, written or 
verbal, from any unmarried gentleman, is strictly forbidden. 
Day-pupils are not allowed to be the bearers of any*such 
present or communication. 

No boarder in the Institute will be allowed to leave the In- 
stitute grounds without permission. 

Pupils are not permitted to visit the stores Lo make pur- 
chases. All necessary purchases will be made for them by a 
teacher. 

Money intended for the benefit of the pupils, must be de- 
posited in the hands of the President. No money will pe ad- 
` vaaced unless so deposited. 

Novel reading is forbidden; and any day- -pupil who shall 
bring any novel to the Institute, either for her own use or for 
the use of another, will be considered guilty of a violation of ` 
the Institute laws. 

Young ladies are required to take regular walks i in suitable 
weather, accompanied by a teacher. 

They are expected to he neat in their dress, to give stated 
attention to their wardrobe, and to keep their. rooms in such 
order that they may, at any time, bethrown open for inspection. 

Pupils who wish-feather beds must provide them. 

Any unnecessary damage done to the buildings, or to the 
furniture, will be eharged ‘to the pupil doing such damage.

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It is found by experience that itis not advisable to send 
boxes of eatables to the pupils; the table of the Institute is 
furnished with an abundance of food, well prepared, and it is - 
much more for the health of the pupils to eat at regular times. 
If such eatables are brought to the Institute, it will be con- 
sidered a viol: tion of its regulations. 


ACCOMMODATIONS, FOR VISITORS.

The Institute having all its rooms generally i in use for school 
purposes, has no accommodations for visitors, Such will find 
no diffieulty in securing entertainment at the hotel or private 
boarding houses. This statement is made to prevent any dis- 
appointment or misunderstanding which may arise from the 

fact that heretofore, while the number of pupils was less, ac- 
commodations were freely given. 


RESTRICTIONS IN DRESS. 


To prevent-éxtravagance in dress, and to secure the forma- 
tion of habits of economy, young ladies are subjected to the 
following restrictions: 

Ist. No jewelry, except a breast- -pin, 1 is worn. 

2d. Dresses in winter must be made either of calico or woolen 
goods, and these latter must be of solid colors. In summer, 
dresses must consist of ginghams and muslins, and such mate- 
rials as are usually worn, except silk. Costly silk sashes-and 
other appendages to dress, which are expensive and unsuited 
to the simplicity which should characterize school girls, will 
not be allowed. 

, 9d. Dresses must be made plainly, without ruffles or over- 
skirts. Other garments, also, must be plainly made. 

+ Elaborately made apparel, which requires much time in 
ironing, even if for any reason it is allowed to. be worn, will he - 
liable to be charged in washing as *Extra Pieces." 

Parents are requested not to dress their daughters expen- 
sively, as a simple dress is much the most becoming and de- 
sirable. They are earnestly desired to see that their daughters 
are so provided that they can conform to the above restrictions. 

Each boarder is expected to provide herself with toilet soap, 
towels, napkins, an umbrella, over- Shoes, or very thick leather 
shoes, and a heavy shawl, or, what is to be preferred, a water- 
proof cloak. She must have her name marked in full on her 
clothing, and with indelible ink. 

Each one is also required to furnish for use in her room, and 
at the piano when she practices at night, a candlestick and a 
few candles.. The Institution provides” lights for the study 
hall and other public rooms. 

Books and stationery are furnishsd to those who wish them, 
at the usual prices.
